INTRODUCTION.

SlB, 

This  is  t'ie  third  number  of  ft  iWemorandum,  tojiether  with  Refums,  prepared  in 
this  Depai-tment  lo  show  the  produciion  and  consumption  of  Alcoholic  Liquors  (Wine, 
Beer,  and  Spirifat)  in  the  Principal  countries  of  the  worid. 

The  Returns  given  in  the  present  and  in  previous  issues  of  this  statement  have  been 
compiled  from  the  official  statistics  issued  by  the  Governments  of  the  different  Countries 
and  Colonies  referred  to,  and  these  have  been  supplemented  in  many  cases  by  information 
specially  furnished  by  the  Hcade  of  the  various  Foreign  and  Colonial  Statistical  Bureaux, 
lo  whom  thanks  are  due  for  the  valuable  assistance  afforded. 

In  the  first  and  second  numbers  of  the  present  Return  the  production  and  consump- 
tion of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  United  Kin>i;dom,  and  in  the  other  countries  of  Europe, 
as  well  as  the  United  Siates,  were  dealt  with  in  a  comparative  form,  details  being  given 
at  some  lenjith  with  regard  to  the  history  and  statistics  of  drink  in  the  following 
countries,  viz.: — ^The  United  Kingdom,  France,  Holland,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Russia, 
Norway,  Sweden,  and  Denmark,  Germany,  Italy,  Spain,  and  the  United  States. 

With  regM*d  to  other  European  countries,  such  as  Austria,  Greece,  Roumania,  and 
Portugal,  the  data  obtainable  were  of  so  fragmentary  a  nature,  and  rel'erred  to  such 
remote  periods,  that  it  was  thought  undesirable  to  deal  with  them  in  a  comparative  form, 
or  to  draw  any  deductions  from  such  official  statistics  as  exist.  The  statistics 
relating  to  these  countries  where  available,  howevei-,  have  been  given  in  the  Tables 
attached  to  this,  as  well  as  to  previous  numbers. 

lit  the  Introduction  to  the  second  number  of  this  Return,  while  annexing  statistic* 
relating  lo  the  Australasian  Colonies,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
I  stated  that  it  was  my  intention  in  the  next  issue  to  review- these  stulements  in  detail, 
and  compare  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors  in  the  principal  British  Colonies  with 
that  in  the  older  countries  of  Europe.  This  has  accordingly  been  done  in  the  present 
issue,  and  I  have  been  able  to  give  in  this  the  Third  number  detailed  statistical  statements 
relating  to  the  Britisli  Colonies,  which  are  now  in  most  cases  more  complete  and  in  a 
better  form  to  be  dealt  with  comparatively  than  they  were  at  the  time  when  the  last 
number  of  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Return  was  issued,

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MEMORANDUM. 


Production  and  Consumption  of  Alcoholic  Beverages  (Wine,  Beer,  and 
Spirits),  in  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  Germany,  and  the  United 
States,  in  recent  Years,  from  1885  to  1898. 


Alcoholic  Bcfcrftges  have,  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  Return,  been  divided  nader  three  heads, 
Yix.  :  Wine,  Beer,  and  Spirits,  these  three  representing  the  staple  alcoholic  beverages  consumed  in  most 
civilised  countries. 

The  first  DDtnber  of  the  present  Returo,  which  referred  to  the  period  between  the  jears  I8U5  and  1896, 
was  issued  in  the  year  1897.  It  contained  a  general  Memorandum  dealing  with  the  production  snd 
consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  four  of  the  most  important  countries  of  the  world,"  namelj,  the  United 
Kingdom,  France,  Germanj',  and  the  United  Stfttes,  besides  detaile'I  information  relating  to  Holland, 
Belgium,  and  Switzerland.  In  the  second  uumber,  issued  in  1H99,  details  wore  given  with  regard  to 
the  other  principal  European  countries  for  which  space  couid  not  previously  be  found.  These  countries  consist 
of  Russia,  of  Norway,  Sweden,  and  Denmark — comprised  under  the  term  Scandinavia — Germany  (for 
which  country  no  comparative  returns  were  available  in  the  first  issue  of  this  Memorandum),  Austria-Hungary, 
Italy,  Spain,  aud  Fortugal.f  Returns  with  regard  to  the  production  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages 
were  received  from  most  of  the  principal  British  Colonies,  and  were  included  for  the  first  time  in  the  statistical 
tables  attached  to  the  second  number  of  this  Return,  and  it  is  intended  in  this  (the  third  number),  to  review 
them,  and  compare  as  for  as  possible  the  amount  of  drink  consumed  in  the  British  Colonies  with  similar 
statistics  relating  to  the  United  Eingdom,  the  United  States,  &c. 

Before,  however,  dealing  with  the  comparative  statistics  of  drink  in  the  British  Colonies,  it  may  be  well 
to  continue  in  much  the  same  form  as  in  the  previous  numbers  the  remarks  relating  to  the  drink  statistics 
of  four  of  the  principal  countries,  viz.,  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  Grermany,  and  the  United  States. 
These  are  the  chief  countries  which  publish  any  reliable  statistics  on  the  subject  of  the  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages,  and  they  all  derive  large  revenues  from  the  taxation  of  alcoholic  beverages,  the 
proportion  so  derived  to  the  total  National  revenue  being  (approximately)  in  the  case  of  the  United  Kingdom 
36  percent.;  in  France  19  per  cent.,  in  Germanyf,  18  percent.;  in  the  United  States,  28  per  cent.  ;  and 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  in  these  countries  the  amount  of  drink  consumed  is  the  largest,  and  the  oonntries 
themselves,  probably,  the  richest  in  the  world.

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From  the  above  statGinents  it  will  be  seen  that  the  United  Kingdom  derives  a  larger  proportion  of  iti 
National  revenue  from  the  taxation  of  alcoholic  beverages  than  an^  other  country,  the  proportion  being  twice 
as  much  as  in  either  France  or  Germany.  In  the  United  Statee,  however,  the  relative  proportion  more 
nearly  approximates  to  that  of  the  United  Kingdom,  being  28  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Wi^  regard  to  the 
amount  realised  by  the  taxation  of  alcoholic  beverages  it  will  be  observed  that  in  each  of  the  countries 
mentioned  the  largest  receipt  is  from  the  taxation  of  spirit,  the  amount  derived  from  that  source  in  each  case 
considerably  exceeding  50  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  percentage  proportion  of  Wine,  Beer,  and  Spirits  consumed  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  Prance,  Germany,  and  the  United  States,  distinguishing  the  proportion  imported  from 
that  manufactured  at  home,  in  the  year  1897-8  ;  together  with  the  relative  proportions  of  Customs  and

The  above  statements  show  clearly  the  smallness  of  the  proportion  of  imported  diink  as  compared  with 
that  manufactured  in  the  couotry  where  it  is  consumed  ;  in  fact,  taking  the  four  countries  enumerated  it  is 
only  in  the  United  Kingdom  where,  owing  to  so  much  foreign  wine  and  spirits  being  imported,  there  b  any 
appreciable  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverage  imported  from  foreign  countries.

From  the  above  it  appears  that  the  "per  capita"  consumption  of  wine  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Germany,  and  the  United  States  is  relatively  insignificant ;  Ti-hilst  as  regards  the  quanlUy  it  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  total  amonnt  consumed  in  these  three  countries  taken  together,  with  their  160  millions  of  inhabitants 
averages  only  an  eighth  part  of  what  is  consumed  in  France  with  its  38  millions  of  inhabitants.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement,  the  consamption  of  beer  in  the  United  Kingdom  shows  a  distinct 

tendency  to  gradusllj  increase,  and  the  same  may  be  said'  of  Gennaoy  and,  in  a  lesser  degree,  of  France.     In 

the  United  States  the  consumption  of  beer  of  late  years  remains  fairiy  steady,  though,  as  shown  by  the  above 

statement,  there  is  a  large  increase  if  a  comparison  be  made  with  the  consumption  in  18b5. 

The  amount  of  spirits  produced  is  not  so  large  as  either  wine  or  beer,  yet  for  many  reasons — 
such  as  the  proportion  of  alcohol  it  contains,  as  also  for  its  capacity  for  tuxatbu — it  ia  the  most 
important  of  the  three  sorts  of  alcoholic  drink.  Spirit  is  alsu  tlie  moat  difGcuU  of  the  three  to  deal  with 
from  a  statistical  point  of  view,  for  in  drawing  up  atatistical  comparisons  many  diffieultieH  arise  which 
are  not  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  wine  and  beer,  the  varying  proportion  of  alcohol  contoiued  in  the  official 
returns  of  the  quantities  consumed  in  the  Respective  countries  being  the  most  important.  In  many  countries, 
including  tiie  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  Holland,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Sweden,  and  Morwuy,  and  in 
the  various  Colonial  Poiseseiona  of  the  British  Empire,  the  basis  for  taxation,  and  consequently  for  statistical 
purposes  also,  is  (approximately)  50  per  cent,  of  pure  alcohol,  that  is  to  say,  a  liquid  containing  roughly 
speaking  half  alcoliol  and  half  water  is  taken  as  the  standard  gallon  proof*  ;  liquid  containing  above  the  given 
amount  being  taxed  as  so  many  d^rces  over,  and  liquid  containing  lees  at  so  manj  degrees  under  proof.  The 
system  pursued  in  other  countries,  such  as  France,  Germany,  Austria,  and  Russia,  however  is  different.  In 
these  countries  absolute  alcohol  is  taken  as  the  basis  both  for  taxing  and  also  for  statistical  purposei=.  the 
returns  being  mode  in  "alcohol  pure,"  and  the  taxation  levied  in  each  case  on  the  amount  oF  pure  alcohol 
contained.  This  does  not  imply  that  such  a  thing  as  pure  alcohol  enters  into  circulation  in  any  of  these 
couutries  which  use  pure  alcohol  as'  their  basis  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  amount  of  pure  alcohol  contained 
in  the  liquids  generally  sold  retail  is  stated,  in  most  of  the  last-named  countries,  to  be  low  and  dccreasiog. 
In  Russia  the  spirit  sold  ia  said  to  contain  on  an  average  40  degrees.  Jn  France  the  liquid  sold  used  to 
contain  46  degrees,  bat  tbb  of  late  years  has  fallen  lower,  and  the  average  is  now  variously  estimated 
at  40,  or  even  37  degrees.  With  increased  taxation  the  retail  dealer  has  increased  reason  for  adding  more 
water  to  the  fluid  he  sells. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  basis  for  taxation,  namely,  the  amount  of  alcohol  contained, 
is  the  same  in  ail  countries,  and  that  it  is  only  from  a  statistical  point  of  view  that  a  difference  arisgs,  the  alcohol 
returned  as  consumed  in  the  last-named  countries  being  of,  approximately,  twice  the  strength  of  the  alcohol 
returned  as  consumed  in  those  countries  which  take  50  per  cent,  as  their  basis.  Owing  to  the  above  reasons 
it  has  been  found  neceesary,  For  the  purposes  of  the  present  comparative  statement,  to  reduce  all  the  returns 
available  to  a  common  denomination.  The  syston  in  use  in  this  country  has  seenaed  the  most  appropriate, 
end  the  returns  for  each  country  have  been  accordingly  reduced,  wherever  necessary,  to  a  common  basis  of 
proof  gallons  at  50  per  cent,  of  alcohol. 

Another  difficulty  which  arises  in  connection  with  alcohol  is  the  large  proportion  which  is  used 
for  purposes  other  than  human  consumption.  At  the  present  day  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  total 
spirit  production  is  denatured  and  used  for  lighting,  for  heating,  and  in  industrial  and  chemical  processes. 
No  such  denatured  spirit  is,  of  course,  included  in  the  tables  of  consumption.  The  German  Government 
estimate  that  a  fifth  part  of  the  total  a Icohor  produced  in  Germany  is  used,  not  for  human  consumption  but 
for  chemical  piirpoHos.  In  many  countries,  however,  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  a  definite  statement  of 
the  proportion  so  used,  and  it  is  consequently  not  possible  by  tokiug  tlic  total  production  and  adding  the 
importation,  after  deduction  of  the  exports,  to  nrrive  at  an  approximate  figure  of  consumption,  as  can  be 
done  in  the  case  of  beer.  A  statement  has  been  annexed  {see  Tnble  X.  in  Appendix),  showing,  wherever 
possible,  the  amount  of  spirit  returned  as  being  denatured  and  rendered  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Another  element  of  uncertainty  in  connection  with  spirits  is  the  amount  which  in  the  case  of  alcohol  has  to 
be  allowed  for  evaporation.  In  the  United  Kingdom  waste  from  natural  causes  while  the  spirits  are  in  bond 
ia  allowed  "for.  The  scale  of  allowance  which  may  be  made  for  waste  from  ordinary  causes  exletds  from  1  to 
."j  per  cent,  for  the  first  year  the  spirits  are  in  bond,  the  scale  varying  according  to  the  time  they  remain  in 
warehouse,  and   the  size  of  the  casks  tn  whjch  they  are  stored  ;  2  per  cent.,  further  is  allow.tble  for  each

From  the  above  it  appears  that  the  consumption  of  spirits  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States 
does  not  differ  very  materially,  ayeraging  in  each  instance  about  one  gallon  per  head.  In  France,  and  in  Germany 
the  consumption  is  even  more  approximate,  though  in  these  latter  countries  it  averages  nearer  two  gallona 
than  one.  Whether  this  largo  consumption  of  spirits  is  due  to  climatic  or  social  conditions,  or  how  far  it  is 
influenced  by  tho  amount  of  the  duty  on  spirits  in  each  country  is  a  question  about  which  various  opinions 
have  been  expressed. 

The  following  statement  shows,  the  approximate  "National"  tazalion  in  each  country  now  in  force; 
the  local    taxation  varies  so  largely  in  difierent  districts  and  in  different  towns,  that  it  ts  not  possible  to 


generalise  auy  statement  with  regard  to  it.

The  foregoing  statements  relate  to  the  general  consumption  of  alcoholic  liquors  in  the  four 
most  important  countries,  and  it  is  now  proposed,  as  stated  above,  to  review  such  particulars  as  are  available 
with  regard  to  the  principal  British  Colonies.  Before,  however,  dealing  with  other  returns  in  detail,  it 
may  be  well  to  note  here  that  the  figures  in  the  tables  annexed  to  the  present  statement  are  in  all  cases  the 
official  figures,  or  estimates  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  various  countries  named.  Where  taxation  is 
mentioned,  such  taxation  as  is  levied  for  National  purposes  by  the  Government  is  referred  to,  no  account 
being  taken  of  any  additional  or  local  dues  such  aa  octroi,  &c.,  information  with  regard  to  which, 
from  the  nature  of  the  case,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  generalise.  Further,  the  word  "  consumption  " 
should  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  these  tables  to  mean  human  consumption  ;  the  consumption  of 
wine  should  be  taken  to  mean  the  quantity  of  wine  drunk  as  wine,  and  not  turned  into  brandy  ;  the 
consumption  of  s])Irit  to  mean  the  quantity  drunk  and  not  that  used  for  heating,  for  lighting,  and  for  purposes 
other  than  human  drink.  The  quantity  "  consumed  per  head  of  the  'population  "  means  in  all  cases  (unless 
the  reverse  be  especially  stated)  per  head  of  the  total  population,  no  allowance  being  jnade  for  women  and 
children,  or  for  persons  wfao  rarely  or  never  consume  alcoholic  liquors.

&nd  Sew  Zealand,  The  amount  of  alcoholic  beverages  consumed  in  these  Colonies  is  not  large,  the  principal 
drink  being,  aa  in  the  United  Kingdom,  beer.  Wine  is  produced  in  excetia  of  the  requiromeuta  of  the 
Colonies  and  a  certain  amoant  is  exported.  Beer  is  also  produced  in  considerable  quantities,  though  a  small 
amount  is  also  imported.  Spirits,  however,  are  produced  in  snutU  quantities,  b;^  far  the  greater  amount  of 
the  spirits  consumed  being  imported  from  abroad,  mostly  from  the  United  Kingdom.  The  following  statement 
shows  the  percentage  proportion  of  eB,cb  sort  of  atoohoUc  drink  produced  locally  in  the  Australasian  Colonies 
and  imported  from  other  countries,  based  on  the  average  of  the  latest  three  years : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  wine  trade  of  the  Australasian  Coloaies  is  very  largely  a 
home  industry,  and  that  the  beer  trade  is  so  too  ;  but  that  the  spirit  trade,  on  the  other  hand,  is,  as  yet,  very 
largely  a  foreign  industry,  the  proportion  of  spirit  imported  bning  unusually  large  if  comparison  be  n^e  with 
the  tride  in  that  article  in  other  countries. 

The  production  of  wine  in  Australasia  is,  if  compared  with  the  wine-growing  countrfes  of  Europe,  not 
large,  amounting  at  the  present  time  tx)  5,974,000  gallons,  or  rather  more  than  the  production  at  the  Cape 
Colony  where  the  output  of  wine  amounts  approiimately  to  4^  million  gallons.  There  are  only  three  of  the 
Australasian  Colonies  which  produce  wine  in  any  quantity,  viz.,  New  South  Wales,  Victoria,  and  South 
Australia,  and  of  these  the  Colony  of  Victoria  produces,  and,  as  might  be  expected  consumes  also,  the  most, 
although  the  per  capita  consumption  of  the  ColoQy  of  South  Australia  considerably  exceeds  that  of  any 
other  Australasian  Colony.

Beer  is  us  in  the  United  Kiagdora,  the  staple  drink  throughout  the  Australasian  Colonies  ;  but,  whereas  Bbbr. 
in  the  United  Kingdom  3 1  gallons  are  consumed  annually  per  head  of  the  population,  in  Anstralasia  the  per 
capita  consumption  amounts  l«  only  10^  gallons.  Beer.is  produced,  and  consumed  also,  principally  in  the 
Cobniee  of  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria — these  two  Colonies  oloae  being  credited  with  a  consumption  of 
26,000,000  out  of  the  toUl  of  45,800,000  gallons ;  it  should,  however,  be  noted  that  as  regards  the  Colony  of 
Victoria  there  is  a  remarkable  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  beer  from  21,000,000  gallons  in  1888  to 
15  000,000  gallons  in  1897.  In  the  remaining  Australasian  Colonies  the  consumption  of  beer  may  be  stated  to 
be,  for  the  most  part,  fairly  stationary,  with  rather  a  tendency  to  increase  in  some  Colonies.

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  of  45,800,000  gallons  consumed  about  42,000,000  gallons  or  92  per  cent, 
are  the  produce  of  the  country  itself,  3i  miUion  gaUons  or  8  per  cent,  being  imported  from  abroad.  The  per 
eavila  consumption  of  beer  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  as  a  whole  is,  as  already  stated,  lOj  gallons  per 
hMkd  ■  this  compares  approximately  with  the  consumption  in  the  United  States  where  12  ^lons  of  beer  per 
head  of  the  population  is  consumed.  In  Canada  it  may  be  remarked  the  per  capita  conaumption  of  beer  is 
H  gallons,  inthe  Cape  Colony  IJ  gaUona,  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  31  gaUona. 

The  production  of  spiriU  in  Anairalasia  is  Tary  smaU,  by  far  the  larger  part  of  the  spirits  consumed  being  Smiiw. 
imnortad  from  abroad.  Thus,  taking  the  last  three  years  fur  which  returns  are  available,  the  production  of 
sninta  throughout  the  Australasian  Colonies  amounts  to  ieee  than  700,000  gallons  of  proof  spirit  annually. 
At  the  same  time  the  importation  of  spirits  amounted  approximately  to  3,300,000  gallons  annually,  two- 
thirdfl  of  which  is  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  (tee  Table  XVII,  in  Appendix,  p.  92).  Thus  the 
total  consumption  of  spirits,  taking  the  production  together  with  the  import,  amounted  to  4,000,000  gallons, 
and  of  this  amount  79  per  cent,  was  of  foreign  and  the  remaining  21  per  cent,  of  local  production.  It  will  be 
seen  therefore  that  the  spirit  trade  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  is  not  a  home  trade  to  anything  like  the  same 
deeree  as  it  ia  in  moat  European  countries.  Of  the  above  i  million  gallons  3J  million  gallons  go  into 
consumption  leaving  three  quarters'  of  a.  million  lor  waste  and  for  purposes  other  ihan  human  consumption, 
such  for  inatonca  as  Uie  fortification  of  wine,  or  for  scientific  and  industrial  purposes." 

The  consumption  of  spirits  per  head  of  the  population,  notwithataoding  the  large  import,  is  relatively 
amall,   amounting  to  -76  of    a  gallon  per  head.       This  compares  with  a  per  capita  conaumption  of  one

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  the  colony  of  Victoria  is  the  only  one  where  spirit  is  produced 
in  any  quantity,  but  even  in  this  colony  the  production  allowing  that  it  all  went  into  human  consumption 
would  not  account  for  more  than  half  of  the  spirit  consumed.  Tue  colony  of  South  Australia  it  will  be  seen, 
altbough  the  amount  of  spirit  produced  is  small,  viz.,  127,000  gallons,  is  the  only  one  of  the  Australasian 
Colonies  where  the  production  in  any  way  approuches  the  amount  returned  as  consomed  in  tbe  colony 
itself,  which  is  stated  to  average  141,000  gallons.  It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  "  per  capita  "  conaumptiou 
of  spirit  in  Western  Australia  is  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any  other  Australasian  Colony.

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From  the  above  statement  it  vill  be  Eeen  that  approsimatelj  10  per  cent,  of  the  Revenue  of  the 
Australasian  Colonies  is  derived  from  the  taxation  of  drink.  This  figure  will  not  appear  large,  however, 
when  compared  with  the  proportionate  amount  so  derived  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in  the  United  States, 
in  the  former  country  36  per  uent.  of  the  public  revenue,  and  in  the  latter  28  per  cent,  being  raised  from- 
that  source.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  taxation  of  drink  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  amounts, 
approximately  to  3,000,000^.,  and  of  that  amount  more  tbau  2,000,000^,  or  73  per  cent,  is  derived  from  the 
taxation  of  imported  beverages,  the  remainder,  or  27  per  cent.,  being  derived  from  taxes  on  the  home  made 
article.  Of  the  revenue  raised  from  imported  beverages  by  far  the  larger  proportion,  or  approximately  90  per 
cent.,  is  derived  from  the  taxation  of  the  spirits  imported.  The  revenue  statietice  therefore  of  the  Australasian 
Colonies  show  the  same  results  as  the  trade  statistics,  viz.,  that  the  spirit  trade  of  these  colonies  is  a  home 
trade  to  only  a  small  extent,  and  as  has  been  already  stated  the  larger  proportion  of  the  spirits  imported  are 
the  produce  of  the  United  Kingdom. 


The  coosnmption  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  Canada  is  smaller  than  in  any  other  country  in  the  %rorld  for 
which  any  statistical  data  are  available.  There  is  no  wine  to  speak  of  produced,  and  but  little  is  imported  ; 
the  production  of  beer  is  small  having  regard  to  the  population,  and  so  are  also  the  imports ;  the  same 
may  also  be  said  of  the  production  and  consumption  of  spirits,  both  of  which  moreover  appear  to  be  rather 
decreasing  than  increasing  of  late  years  ;  thus,  in  the  triennial  period  16S8-89-90  the  production  of  spirits 
averaged  5^  million  gallons — the  consumption  being  close  on  4  million  gallons — whilst  in  the  triennial  period 
1896-7-8  the  production  was,  on  the  average,  und«'  3  million  gallons  and  the  consumption  3^  million 
gallons,  the  per  capita  consumption  being  in  the  former  period  '83  of  a  gallon  and  in  the  latter  '65. 

It  is  of  interest  to  compnre  the  drink  statistics  of  the  Dominion  with  those  of  the  colonies  of  Australasia, 
the  popnlation  showing  an  estimate  of  about  5^  millions  in  Canada,  compared  with  4^  millions  in 
Australasia.  The  following  statement  shows  the  consumption  of  wine,  beer,  and  spirits  in  the  Dominion  and 
in  Australasia,  the  figures  in  each  case  being  based  on  the  average  coosumption  of  the  last  three  years  for 
which  the  returns  are  available  : —

The  above  statement  shows  how  little  wine  and  beer  proportionally  la  drunk  in  the  Dominion  as 
compared  with  Australasia,  whilst  as  regards  spirits,  although  the  total  amount  is  fairly  approximate,  the  per 
capita  figures  show  a  smaller  consumption  in  Canada.

The  per  capita  amount  of  alcoholic  beverages  consumed  in  the  United  Slates  is  but  small  as  compared- 
with  that  of  most  European  countries,  and  yet  it  will  be  seen  that  the  per  capita  amouo^  of  wine  and  of  beer 
consumed  in  the  States  is  nearly  four  times  as  great  as  that  of  Canada,  whilst  as  regards  spirits  the 
United  States  consumption  is  approximately  25  per  cent,  larger  than  the  Canadian.  The  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages,  therefore,  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  may  be  taken  to  be  abnormally  small,  and  not 
only  so  but  small  as  it  is,  the  tendency  to  decrease  is  perhaps  more  remarkable,  in  view  of  the  directly  contrary 
tendencT  in  most  other  countries,  with  the  exception  perhaps  of  the  United  States.

From  the  above  statembut  it  wilt  1^  seen  that  rather  less  than  20  per  cerat.  of  the  revenue  of  the  Dominion 
is  received  from  the  taxation  of  drink.  This  figure  compares  with  28  per  cent,  which  is  derived  from  the 
same  source  in  the  United  States,  and  with  10  percent,  so  derived  in  the  Australasian  Colonies.  It  is  worthy 
of  remark  tliat  wfaeresfi  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  73  per  «ent.  ot  the  -Government  revenue  derived  from 
the  taxation  of  drink  is  levied  on  the  imported  article  and  only  27  on  the  home-made  article,  in  the  Dominion 
the  position  is  practically  reversed,  and  it  will  ba  seen  that  63  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  bo  derived  is  levied 
upon  the  home-made  and  37  per  cent,  from  the  imported  article. 

The  public  revenue  from  the  taxation  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  is  derived 
chiefly  from  the  taxation  of  spirits,  no  less  than  70  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  from  drink  coming  from  that 
source^  This  is  the'ca'se  ta  an  eVOn  greater  extent  in  the  Dominion,  where  out  of  thu  total  revenue  from 
drink,  no  less  than  84  per  cent,  is  levied  on  tho^spirit,  imported  or  product  in  the  country  itself.  It  follows 
that  the  revenue  raised  from  the  taxation  of  wine  and  beer  ia  small,  hut  this  naturally  follows  from  what 
has  already  been  said  with  regard  to  the  small  consumptiou  of  these  beverages  in  the.  Domiuiou. 


CAPE     OF     GOOD     HOPE. 


The  alcoholic  beverages  mostly  consumed  at  the  Cape  are  wine  and  spirits,  the  conaumption'of  beer 
being  relativoly  small. 

The  wiue  industry  of  the  Capo  has  existed  now  for  many  years,  having  been  commenced  in  1653.  It 
was  at  one  time  very  flourishing,  but  baa  been  considerably  aflected  of  late  years  by  the  phylloxera  and  other 
adverse  cir  cum  stances.  The  export  of  wine  from  the  Cape  has  always  been  considerable  ;  it  will,  however, 
he  noted  that  of  late  years  the  greater  part  of  the  wine  ox.ported  goes  inland  to  the  Transvaal,  &c.,  and  titat 
comparatively  little  is  sent  to  Europe  or  over  sea.  Of  the  total  production  of  wine,  it  may  be  eaid, 
generally,  that  one-sixth  of  the  Whole  produce  is  exported,  and  that  of  the  amount  so  exported  nine-teoths  is 
sent  inhuid.

Witli  regard  to  the  coDsumption  of  wine  in  the  Cape  Colony  itself  there  are  no  reliable  statistics,  and  snch 
statiaUcs  as  can  be  given  must  be  taken  for  what  thej  are  worth  :  thej  tend  to  show  increaaes  or  decreases, 
bnt  nothing  more,  as  much  of  the  wine  made  is  afterwards  turned  into  brandj.  Tn  a  report  to  the  Liqoor  Laws 
Commission  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  made  in  the  jear  1890,  the  Controller  of  Licences  and  Stamps  stated 
thatoE  the  oQtpat  of  Colonial  winee  "  two-SEths  u  believed  to  have  been  distilled  into  brandy,"  and  the 
Controller  accordingly  estimated  tbe  consumption  of  wine  in  the  Cape  Colony  for  a  series  of  years  (1878  to 
1889)  on  that  basis.  The  amount  of  wine  converted  into  brandy  in  each  year  must  be  more  or  leas  subject 
to  fluctuation,  and  cannot  be  <ft  the  same  proportion  in  each  year.  Also,  without  some  definite  statement  aa 
to  the  Mnouut  of  the  wine  produced  which  is  bo  converted  into  brandy,  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  arrive 
at  any  reliable  statement  as  to  the  amount  of  wine  which  goes  into  human  consumption  "  as  wine  "  in  the 
Cape  bolony.         ' 

The  production  of  beer  in  the  Cape  Colony,  though  increasing  la  relatively  not  large,  and  beer  can  by  no  ; 
means  be  described  as  the  staple  driuk  of  the  country,  as  it  is  in  the  United  Kingtbm  and  other  British 
Colonies  such  as  Anstrabsia  and  Canada.

Of  tbe  beer  consumed  in  the  Cape  Colony  by  far  the  larger  part  is  of  local  production.  Thus,  taking 
the  average  of  the  latest  years  available  (1897  and  1098)  it  will  be  found  that,  out  of  a  total  consumption  of 
3,200,000  imperial  gallons  per  annum,  2,350,000,  or  73  per  cent.,  was  of  local  production,  and  -450,000,  or 
27  per  cent.,  was  from  abroad.  Of  the  beer  imported  from  abroad  in  the  above-mentioned  years,  72  per  cent, 
came  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  production  of  spirits  in  tbe  Cape  Colony  remaiDS  fairly  stationary  tbe  first  and  the  last  year  for  Spiuts. 
which  statements  can  be  given,  namely  1891  and  1898,  showing  almost  precisely  tbe  same  result,  namely, 
1,886,000  gallons  in  tbe  former  year  and  1,879,000  gallons  in  the  latter.  Tbe  imports  of  spirits  on  the  other 
hand  show  considerable  fluctuations,  having  been  approximately  as  much  as  600,000  gallons  iu  1896,  and 
having  been  as  low  as  231,000  gallons  iu  1891.  The  exports,  which  go  chiefly  inland,  show  fluctuations  in 
much  the  same  proportions, although  they  are  rather  less  in  amount.  The  consumption,  like  the  production,  is 
fairly  steady,  averaging  2,000,000  gallons  iu  each  year,  or  slij^tly  over  one  gallon  per  head  of  the  population.

These  scales  are  simply  the  measure  of  discretioii  given  by  the  BonnI  of  Inland  Revenue  to  the  local  officials 
jo  not  charging  dnty  on  waste  legitimately  caused.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Seventeenth  Qeneral  Annual  Report  on  the 
variouB  matters— administrative,  financial,  and  judicial — within  the  Bankroptcy  Acts, 
for  presentation  to  Parliament. 

A  Report  by  the  Inspector-G-eneral  in  Bankruptcy  on  the  administration  of  the 
Bankruptcy  and  Deeds  of  Arrangement  Acts  is  annexed,  and  the  accompaDying  Tables 
furnish  the  usual  st-atistical  details  both  for  the  past  year  and  for  a  series  of  previous 
years. 

A  Report  by  the  Solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  proceedings  conducted  by  him  is 
also  annexed. 

These  Reports  and  Tables,  as  contained  in  the  Annexes  hereto,  form  part  of  the 
General  Annual  Report  which  the  Board  of  Trade  have  caused  to  be  prepared  for  the 
purpose  of  being  laid  before  both  Houses,  of  Parliament  as  required  by  the  Act.  The 
Tables  show  a  decrease  during  the  year  ending  Slst  December  last,  as  compared  with 
1898,  both  in  the  number  of  failures  and  in  the  amount  of  liabilities  and  assets. 

Fmancial  Eesults. 

The  foUowing  is  an  approximate  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  on  account 
of  bankruptcy  proceedings  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1900.  It  has  been 
furnished  by  the  Treasury  in  anticipation  of  the  account  annually  presented  to 
Parliament  in  pursuance  of  section  130  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  and  the  figures 
are  subject  to  revision.

Mr.  E.  Pritchard,  the  Official  Receiver  for  "Wolverhampton  and  "Walsall,  resigned 
on  the  30th  June  1899,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  S.  Wells  Page. 

An  exchange  of  posts  was  effected  between  Mr.  E.  "W.  J.  Saviil  and  Mr.  H.  "W. 
Coz,  the  former  being  transferred  to  Brighton  and  the  latter  to  Cambridge. 

Banhruptey  LegisleUion  in  ike  Golomee. 

In  continuation  of  the  particulars  on  this  subject,  published  in  the  Report  for  the 
year  1898,  the  following  additional  particulars  are  furnished,  based  upon  information 
supplied  by  the  Colonial  Office : — 

BRmsH  HoHDUBAS.  -^  QoLD  CoAST.  —  As  Stated  in  the  last  Report  thei-e  is  no 
bankruptcy  law  existing  in  these  Colonies,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  this 
deficiency,  and  draft  ordinances  based  upon  the  English  Acts  of  1883  and  1890, 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Colonial  Office. 

Gambia. — The  Administrator  reports  that  there  is  no  bankruptcy  law  in  this  Colony, 
and  that  civilisation  is  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  require  any  such  measure.  Aa 
ordinance  has,  however,  been  passed  providing  for  the  recognition  and  enforcement 
of  the  title  of  trustees  under  the  bankruptcy  or  insolvency  laws  of  the  "United  Kingdom 
to  property  in  the  Colony  and  Protectorate. 

Macbxtids. — An  Ordinance  was  passed  in  February  1899,  transferring  the  jurisdiction 
in  insolvency  and  bankruptcy  from  the  Master  of  the  Supreme  Coiiili  to  the  Judges  of 
that  Court,  and  creating  a  bankruptcy  division  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Oi-dinance 
also  provides  for  the  appointment  of  an  accountant  in  bankruptcy  to  be  attached  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Another  ordinance  passed  in  December  1899  had  for  its  principal  objects  (1)  the 
application  of  the  penal  provisions  of  the  Bankruptcy  Ordinance  of  1887  to  agents 
carrying  on  business  in  Mauritius  on  behalf  of  persons  not  resident  in  Iho  Colony, 
and  (2)  the  requirement  that  the  statutory  books  of  account  should  be  kept  in  French 
or  English,  This  ordinance  has,  however,  been  disallowed  by  Her  Majesty,  mainly 
on  the  grouud  that  the  latter  requirement  is  unreasonable  in  a  Colony  where  nearly 
three-fourths  of  the  population  are  Indians, 

Tasmania. — The  principal  Act  now  in  force  r,!lating  to  bankruptcy  is  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1870,  which  is  practically  an  adaptation  of  the  English  Bankruptcy 
Act,  18b9.  An  amending  Act  passed  in  1899  improves  the  preferential  claims  of  labourers 
for  arrears  of  wages,  and  restrictd  the  voting  power  of  preferential  creditors.  It 
provides  also  for  the  appointment  of  Official  Assignees,  who  are  eligible  for  the 
office  of  trustee  in  any  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  or  for  liquidation  by  an-angement  or 
composition,  and  may,  in  any  case  where  the  creditors  fail  to  elect  a  tinistee,  be 
appointed  trustee  by  the  Registrar.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  Tables  that  compared  with  the  returns  for  1898 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  481  in  the  total  number  of  failures,  and  of  over  a  million 
and  a  quarter  in  the  amount  of  liabilities  in  bankruptcy  and  under  deeds  of  arrange- 
ment. The  number  of  failures  was  the  lowest  during  the  whole  period  of  ten  years 
shown  in  the  Table.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  failures  under  Deeds  is  consider- 
ably greater  proportionately  than  that  under  Receiving  Orders,  viz.,  8'4  per  cent, 
for  Deeds  as  compared  with  4'9  per  cent,  for  Receiving  Orders. 

The  fluctuations  of  insolvency  in  particular  trades  and  occupatioTis  in  1899  and  four 
insolvency  pi-eyiouB  years  are  shown  in  the  Comparative  Table  forming  Annex  No.  V.,  page  63. 
pKriicuar   q^^  ^^  gg  groups  of  particular  trades  28  show  an  increase  in  liabilities  amounting  to 
l,802,7S3i.,  and  37  a  decrease  of  2,938,562i. 

Compared  with  the  figures  for  1898  the  amount  of  liabilities  of  directors  and 
promoters  of  public  companies  shows  a  decrease  of  over  a  million  pounds,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  failures  in  this  class  in  1898  were  exceptionally  heavy.  The 
other  classes  in  which  decreases  of  over  I00,000i.  have  occurred  are,  financial  agents, 
352,837i. ;  wool  manufacturers,  328,849?. ;  bankers  (in  which  class  not  a  single  failui-e 
took  place  in  1899),  192,0&2i. ;  leather  trades,  179,151/. 

The  largest  increase  of  liabilities  is  that  of  Eolicitors,  whose  failures  numbered  39, 
with  estimated  liabilities  showing  an  inctease  of  460,669Z.  over  the  liabilities 
in  this  class  for  1898.  The  actual  unsecured  liabilities  are,  however,  considerably 
larger,  as  in  two  cases  alone  (see  H.C.  Nos.  1383  and  1559,  page  25,  of  the  Appendix) 
the  liabilities  expected  to  rank  for  dividend  exceed  by  131,300/.  the  figures  appearing 
in  the  debtors'  statements  of  affairs.  The  building  trades  show  an  increase  of 
264,409/. ;  beer,  wine,  and  spirit  trades,  263,337Z. ;  and  merchants,  180,242/. 


Special  Pbatdres  of  InsoLVEHcv. 

Thore  has  been  a  marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  large  cases  with  unsecured 
liabilities  of  20,000/.  and  upwards  during  the  year  1899,  the  total  number  being  30,  as 
compared  with  45  in  the  previous  year. 

Compfli-iBon  Brief  particulars  of  these  large  cases  arc  given  in  the  Appendix  (page  21),  and  the 

oriinbilitiea  following  Table  furnishes  a  comparison  of  such  failures  for  three  years  in  roughly

The  oi^nary  trading  cases,  although  less  in  number,  show  an  increase  in  the  IncreMein 
amount  of  liabilities  over  those  of  1898.  These  failures  are  due  to  individual  i'^,'i>»'Min 
causes  and  cannot  be  said  to  be   in  any  way  connected   with  general  commercial  "n^^ 

conditions.  caaes. 

The  failures  attributed  to  financial  and  speculative  enterprise  show  a  large  decline  Faauroadue 
as  compared  with  1893,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  figures  for  the  latter  year  ^°  flnandal 
were  swollen  by  the  collapse  of  a  small  number  of  company  promoters  and  financial  ^^  spocula- 
agents  with  unusually  heavy  liabilitiea.     The  special  feature  of  the  apeculatiTe  group  priw^"  '" 
in  the  presentyear  is  that  out  of  14  failures  for  979,40Oi.  four  are  those  of  solicitors  with 
liabilities  amounting  to  643,300i.,  or  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total  liabilities  of  the 
group.     One  firm  of  aolicitora  alone  is  responsible  for  liabilities  which  are  at  present 
estimated  at  434,000^,  and  which  may  not  improbably  exceed  that  amount  when  the 
matter  has  been  fully  investigated.     Some  brief  particulars  of  this  case  are  given  OE 
page  25  of  the  Appendix.    It  will  be  observed  that  it  was  a  firm  of  long  standing, 
established  for  nearly  60  years,  and  that  the  features  are  similar  to  those  on  which 
I  have  commented  in  several  previous  Reports,  viz.,  reckless  speculation  with  clients' 
money,  gross  carelessness  and  neglect  of  the  most  elementary  business  precautions, 
and  unjustifiable  drawings  by  the  partners.     There  was  evidence  of  criminal  dealiugs 
with  the  securities  and  moneys  of  clients  by  one  of  the  partners,  who  committed  suicide 
shortly  after  the  Receiving  Order. 

In  another  case  of  this  kind,  in  which  the  liabilities  ranking  for  dividend  are  likely 
to  amount  to  154,500Z.,  the  failure  was  due  to  extensive  building  speculations  in 
.which  clients'  and  trust  moneys  were  largely  used.  Two  of  the  partners  are  now 
being  prosecuted  on  charges  under  the  Larceny  Act. 

During  the  past  nine  years  there  have  been  no  less  than  359  Receiving  Orders  Heavy 
against  solicitors,  and  the  liabilities  have  amounted  to  considerably  over  3,000,0002.  failures  of 
Many  of  these  failures  have  resulted  in  the  moat  distressing  consequences  to  clients  "olicitors. 
who  had  placed  implicit  confidence  in  their  legal  advisers.  In  my  Report  for  the 
year  1895  I  commented  on  the  tendency  of  solicitors  to  add  the  business  of  financiers 
to  their  ordinary  professional  work,  and  remarked  that  it  appeared  to  be  a  matter  for 
consideration  "  whether  some  steps  should  not  be  taken  to  discourage  solicitors  from 
"  engaging  in  pursuits  so  alien  to  their  vocation  and  special  qualifications,  either 
*'  by  action  on  the  part  of  the  professional  bodies  themselves  or  by  legislation 
"  for  the  protection  of  the  classes  chiefly  aflected  by  breaches  of  trust,  and  who, 
"  being  mainly  women  and  children,  are  as  a  rule  unable  to  safeguard  their  own 
*'  interests."  The  recent  disclosures  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court  appear  to  have 
awakened  public  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  question,  and  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  Incorporated  Law  Society  to  inquire  into  the  best  means  of 
protecting  the  profession  and  the  public  against  the  malpractices  thus  disclosed  have 
issued  a  Report  recommending  certain  remedial  measures.  Some  comments,  in 
connection  with  the  subject  of  prosecutions,  will  be  found  at  page  7  as  to  apparent 
defects  in  the  criminal  law  afiecting  misappropriations  by  solicitors.     ,     . 

I  have  had  to  classify  a  somewhat  larger  number  of  cases  than  usual  under  the 
head  of  Miscellaneous.  Three  of  these,  of  which  particulars  will  be  found  on 
pages  29  and  30  of  the  Appendix,  are  intimately  connected.  One  of  the  debtors  was 
a  peer  snd  two  were  beneficed  clergymen,  and  they  were  all  induced  by  a  lady  to 
bticome  surety  for  her  in  raising  large  sums  from  money-lenders.  One  of  them,  in 
addition  to  lending  his  name,  advanced  to  her  20,000^  The  liabilities  of  these  three 
persons  amount  to  about  78,000/.,  but  some  of  them  are  doubtless  in  respect  of  the 
same  promissory  notes  or  bills.

The  failures  among  women  were  60  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  a  diminution  of 
nearly  14  per  cent,  as  against  only  6'4  per  cent,  in  the  total  number  of  failures  of  both 
sexes.    Married  women  again  head  the  list  in  this  class  of  failures. 

The  number  of  married  women  against  whom  Keceiying  Orders  were  made  is 
much  less  than  the  number  who  executed  Deeds  of  Arrangement,  probably  for  the 
reason  indicated  in  previous  Reports,  viz.,  that  a  Receiving  Order  can  only  be  made 
against  a  married  woman  if  she  is  trading  separately  from  her  husband. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  second  part  of  the  Table  that  in  all  but  32  cases  the 
debtors  were  engaged  in  trades  or  occupations.

The  three  trades  furnishing  the  largest  number  of  failures  among  women  during  Comfrtrison 
1899  are  the  same  as  in  1897  and  1898,  viz.,  grocers,  milliners,  and  drapers,  the  ^tich     '" 
numbers  last  year  being  53,  37,  and  29  respectively.     It  will  be  seen  from  the  amount  women  have 
of  liabilities  set  out  in  the  above  Table  that  none  of  the  failures  were  of  any  great  iailed. 
magnitude. 


SpbOial  Featckbs  ov  the  working  of  the  Act. 
Objections  to  Appointment  of  Trustees. 
In  17  cases  objections  to  the  appointment  of  trustees  elected  by  creditors  had  to  GrounJsof 
be  considered.      Of    this  number  8  appointments  were  confimaed,  3  trustees  with-  objection, 
drew  upon  being  informed  of  the  objection,  and  6  appointments  were  objected  to 
under  tne  provisions  of  the  Act.    The  ground  of  objection  to  the  person  elected  in 
each  of  these  six  cases  was  that  his  connection  with  or  relation  to  the  bankrupt,  or 
his  estate,  or  a  particular   creditor,  would  make    it  difficult    for   him   to    act   with 
impartiality  in  the  interests  of  the   creditors  generally  (sub-section  2  of  section  21  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883).    None  of  these  objections  were  appealed  against. 


Removal  of  Trustees  hy  the  Board  of  IS-ade. 

Trustees  were  removed  from  office  during  the  year  in  23  cases  on  the  following 
grounds,  viz. : — Failure  to  render  accounts,  13  cases ;  failure  to  renew  security,  4  cases  ; 
misconduct  and  failure  to  perform  duties,  5  cages ;  incapacity  by  reason  of  sickness, 
1  case.

It  appears  from  the  above  figures  that  over  11  per  cent,  of  the  appUcations, 
for  Administration  Orders  in  1898  were  dismissed.  £a  1,428  cases,  or  35  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  in  which  orders  were  made,  the  debts  were  ordered  to  be  paid  in  full, 
while  in  the  remaining  cases  compositions,  ranging  from  6d.  in  the  pound  upwards, 
were  ordered  to  be  paid.     The  lowest  monthly  instalment  ordered  to  be  paid  was  6d.  - 

The  total  amount  paid  into  Court  from  1884  to  1898  (both  inclusive)  was  358,585/., 
while  the  amount  paid  to  creditors  during  the  same  period  may  be  estimated  at  about 
196,000/. 

To  enforce  unsatisfied  ordei'a  115,995  judgment  suramonses  have  been  issued  since 
1883,  and  52,692  orders  of  commitment  have  been  made,  but  only  125  executions  and 
2,465  committals  to  prison  resulted  from  these  proceedings. 

Employment  of  Solioitors  hy  Official  Receivers. 

Six  hundred  and  forty-three  applications  by  Official  Receivers  for  authority  to 
employ  solicitors  ware  sanctioned  by  the  Department  during  the  year,  the  total 
estimated  cost  of  the  proceedings  for  which  they  were  employed  being  7,844Z. 
Compared  with  the  corresponding  particulars  for  1898  these  figures  show  an  increase 
of  72  applications,  and  about  800^  in  amount  of  costs.  These  employments  relate  to 
litigation  or  other  proceedings  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Official  Receiver's  personal 
functions. 

Prosecutions. 

The  large  majority  of  prosecutions  instituted  at  the  instance  of  Official  Receivers 
and  Trustees  were  in  respect  of  offences  under  sections  11,  12,  and  13  of  the  Debtors 
Act,  1869,  and  section  31  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.  Particulars  of  the  charges 
made  are  given  on  page  19,  but,  in  addition  to  these,  prosecutions  were  instituted 
against  bankrupts  in  three  cases  by  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  upon 
information  obtained  by  the  Official  Receivers,  in  respect  of  offences  which  do  not  fall 
strictly  within  the  Bankruptcy  or  Debtors  Acts. 

The  most  important  of  tnese  oases  was  Regina  v.  Beall,  Singleton,  Wain,  and  another. 

The  defendants  were  charged  with  fraud  in  connection  with  the  promotion  and 
IiM^nyAot.  carrying  on  of  The  London  and  Scottish  Banking  and  Discount  Corporation,  Limited, 
viz.,  (1)  conspiracy  to  defraud ;  (2)  as  officers  of  a  public  company  making  and 
publishing  false  statements  with  inteut  to  deceive  (Larceny  Act,  section  84) ; 
(3)  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences  (Larceny  Act,  section  88).  The  company  was 
the  creation  of  the  defendants  Beall  and  Singleton,  both  of  whom  were  undischarged 
bankrupts,  and,  apparently  to  avoid  the  provisions  of  the  English  law,  it  was  registered  in 
Scotland  by  Singleton  in  the  name  of  A.  F.  Baker.  Beall  at  that  time  controlled  a 
paper  called  the  "Financial  Gnzette,"  and  he  used  its  columns  to  advertise  the 
company  and  recommend  the  purchase  of  its  founders'  shares,  and  large  numbers 
were  disposed  of  in  this  way  before  the  company  was  even  registered.  Jq 
March   1393   the  prospectus    of    the    company   with   a  capital   of    1,WO,000/.   was

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issued  with  a  reprint  o£  a  highly  laudatory  article  from  the  "  Financial  Gazette,"  which 
had  previously  bean  written  to  Beall's  orders  by  a  clerk  of  Singleton's,  Applications 
to  the  amount  of  about  20,000i.  were  received  from  the  public,  upon  which  the 
signatories,  who  ^reTe  acting  as  directors,  went  to  allotment  upon  BealFs  InBtrucbions. 
At  this  time  Singleton,  in  association  with  Beall,  was  carrymg  on  buaiuess  in  the 
city  as  an  outside  broker  under  various  aliases,  and  in  that  capacity  was  successful  in 
disposing  of  the  founders'  shares  in  this  apd  other  companies  in  which  he  and  Beall 
were  jointly  interested.  The  founders'  shares  in  this  company  were  sold  at  from  IQl. 
to  151.  per  1^  share,  at  which  prices  a  great  number,  if  not  all,  were  disposed  of. 
In  March  1893  the  "  bank "  opened  its  doors  to  the  public  with  Wain  as  chairman 
and  Beall  as  the  hnancial  adviser.  Little  or  no  banking  business  was  done,  but  a 
few  bills,  principally  of  company  promoters,  were  discounted  at  usurious  rates  of  interest. 
Having  exhausted  the  funds,  principally  in  the  payment  of  promotion  expenses,  the 
defendants  determined  to  go  to  the  public  for  further  capital,  and  as  a  preliminary 
step  they  declared  an  interim  dividend  of  7  per  cent.,  which  thoy  had  not 
earned,  upon  the  ordinary  shares.  They  then  issued  a  prospectus  inviting  further 
sahscriptions  to  the  share  capital  with  an  announcement  of  the  declaration  of  such 
dividend  in  red  capitals  at  the  head  of  such  prospectus.  Farther  subscriptions  were 
received  which  were  used  in  payment  of  solicitor's  costs  (Beall  was  solicitor  to  the 
company),  financial  adviser's  salary  (he  also  filled  this  appointment),  director's  fees, 
clerks'  salaries,  &c.  In  December  1894  the  meeting  of  the  company's  shareholders 
was  held  in  Edinburgh,  and  the  secretary  of  the  company,  acting  under  instructions 
from  Beall  and  Wain,  engaged  some  20  men  from  a  common  lodging-house  in  Glasgow 
for  a  consideration  of  10s.  a  piece  and  their  railway  fares'  to  attend  the  meeting  and 
support  the  chair.  Wain  took  the  chair  at  the  meeting  and  declared  the  report  and 
accounts  carried,  but  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  bond  fide  shareholders  a  resolution  to 
wind  up  the  company  was  passed,  and,  a  petition  having  been  presented,  a  compulsory 
order  was  eventually  made  by  the  Scotch  Courts,  although  strenuously  opposed  by  the 
defendants.  The  assets  did  not  realise  sufficient  to  pay  the  liquidators'  costs. 
The  trial  lasted  three  weeks,  with  the  result  that  Beall  was  sentenced  to  4  years' 
penal  servitude.  Singleton  to  18  months'  and  Wain  to  12  months'  imprisonment.  The 
fourth  defendant,  a.director  of  the  company,  was  acquitted. 

The  other  two  cases  were  prosecutions  of  solicitors  for  offences  under  the  Larceny  OUmi 
Act,  viz.,  in  the  one  case  for  larceny  as  a  trustee,  under  section  80,  and  in  the  other  uJ^lJ'^h^"' 
for  misappropriation  as  attorneys,  under  Rection  76.     In  both  cases  the  prisoners  were  larceny  Act 
convicted,  a  sentence  of  18  mont^is'  imprisonment  .being  passed  in  one  case,  while  in 
the  other  the  two  prisoners  (partners)  wore  sentenced  to  6  years*  and  4  years'  penal 
servitude  respectively. 

Tbe  two  cases  last  referred  to  are  typical  of  a  considerable  number  that  come  under 
the  notice  of  the  Department,  in  which  solicitors  and  others  acting  in  a  fiduciary 
capacity  have  misappropriated  moneys  entrusted  to  them. 

Prosecutions  for  ofiences  of  this  nature  are  usually  instituted  under  the  provisions 
of  section  75  or  section  80  of  24  and  25  Vict.  c.  96  (the  Larceny  Act,  1861).    The 
former  section  deals  with  misappropriation  by  an  agent  of  moneys  entrusted  to  him 
with  a  direction  in  writing  as  to  its  application,  while  the  latter  section  relates  to 
fraudulent  disposal  of  property  by  trustees.     Unless  the  person  misappropriating  is  a  Difficulty  of 
trustee  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  «.^.,  a  trustee  on  some  express  trust  created  ensuring 
by  some  deed,  will,  or  instrument    in  writing,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  ensure  convictions 
conviction  to  prove  that  there  has  been  a  direction  in  writing  as  to  the  application  of  °°^"     . 
the  money  or  securities  entrusted  to  him  as  attorney,  agent,  &e.,  and  this  element  is  ' 

■frequently  absent  in  cases  of  the  grossest  fraud  where  the  guilty  person  may  have 
acquired  such  a  reputation  for  integrity  that  the  ordinary  precautions  are  not  taken 
by  those  who  have  dealings  with  him,  or  where,  as  happens  in  many  oases,  the  persons 
who  entrust  their  moneys  are  ignorant  and  incapable  of  protecting  their  own  interests, 
and  are  therefore  the  more  in  need  of  all  the  protection  that  the  law  can  afi'ord  them. 
The  Committee  of  the  Incorporated  Law  Society,  whose  report  is  mentioned  above 
(page  3),  express  an  opinion  that  it  is  not  desirable  that  a  direction  in  writing  should 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  criminal  offence,  and  recommend  that  the  offence  should  be 
complete  if  an  agent  deals  with  money  or  security  contrary  to  hia  duty  and  in  violation 
of  good  faith.  A  Bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  Attorney 
Gteneral  to  repeal  so  much  of  section  75  of  the  Larceny  Act,  1861,  as  requires  tn« 
direction  to  be  in  writing,  but  has  not  been  proceeded  with. 

I  have  in  a  former  Report  (4th  Annual  Report  under  the  Companies  (Winding-up)  InTOffidency 
Act,  1890,  Annex  No.  1,  page  26)  referred  to  judicial  comments  on  the  insuffioienoy  "^  ^"^  ^ 
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deal  with  qJ  jj^g  Larceny  Act  to  deal  with  many  cases  of  commercial  fraud,  and  I  have  meirtioned 
o^frau^"  especially  the  judgments  delivered  in  the  case  of  Bellencontre  (1891)  2  Q.B.  122.  In 
view  of  the  serious  nature  of  solicitors'  failures  disclosed  by  the  record  of  bankruptcies 
in  1899,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  aijain  refer  to  these  judgments.  The  case  was  one 
in  which  application  was  made  by  the  French  Government  for  the  surrender  of  David 
Bellencontre,  a  French  subject  accused  of  having  embezzled  or  misappropriated  money 
delivered  to  him  in  his.  capacity  of  notary.  The  French  warrant  specified  nineteen 
separate  charges.  On  an  application  for  a  habeas  corpus,  the  Court  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  as  to  fifteen  of  the  charges,  the  evidence  disclosed  no  crime  punishable  by 
English  law.  With  regard  to  the  other  four  charges  there  was  evidence  that  in  each  case 
money  was  intmsted  without  any  direction  in  writing  to  the  prisoner  as  a  notary  with  a 
view  to  re-inveutment  as  soon  as  either  he  or  his  customer  should  have  found  a  suitable 
investment,  and  that  he  had  misappropriated  such  money.  The  Court,  while  granting 
the  extradition  upon  certain  specified  grounds,  held  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
ofFences  against  section  75  of  the  Larceny  Act,  because  the  first  part  of  that  section 
requires  mat  the  mouey  should  have  been  intrusted  with  a  direction  in  writing,  and  the 
second  part  does  not  apply  to  money.  The  following  extracts  from  the  judgmenta  are 
instructive : — 

Kxtracte  Ur.  Justice  Cave'  said,  in  regard  to  the  substantial  point  (viz.,  that  thd  evidence  which 

from  jndg      ^^g  j^j^  before  Sir  John  Bridge  was  not  sufficient  to  have  satisfied  him  that  a  crime 
Bcnenconii*.  punishable  by  the  English  law  had  been  committed  by  Bellencontre) : — 

"  One  is  at  once  struck  with  the  superiority  of  the  French  criminal  law  over  our 
own.  We  find  there  a  perfectly  clear  and  comprehensive  definition  of  the  offence 
which  is  made  puniabable.  It  is  abuse  of  confidence  or  fraudulent  misappropriation 
by  any  person  who  has  been  intruBted  with  property,  a  wide  and  general  definition 
which  embraces  undoubtedly  a  good  deal  more  than  is  expressed  by  our  law  on  the 
Same  subject.  Our  law,  unfortunately,  instead  of  being  in  the  form  of  a  code,  or  even 
of  a  well-drawn  Coneolidation  Act,  is  a  thing  of  shreds  and  patches,  and  one  has  to 
look  to  different  portions  of  the  statute  law  in  order  to  see  to  what  extent  a  person  who 
has  been  intrusted  with  property  is  made  responsible  for  the  fraudulent  misappropriation 
of  it.  Now,  we  find  that  law,  as  I  have  said,  in  different  parts  of  our  statute  law.  In  the 
case  of  a  bailee — in  the  case,  that  is  to  say,  of  all  bailees — they  are  made  responsible 
where  the  article  which  they  have  been  intrusted  with  is  one  which  they  are  to  return 
or  to  deliver  to  somebody  else  in  specie,  but  they  are  not  made  responsible  where  they 
are  at  liberty,  or  are  bound,  to  convert  the  particular  article  delivered  to  them  into 
something  else  before  they  return  it  or  deliver  it  to  the  other  persons  to  whom  they  are 
instructed  to  deliver  it.  Now,  that  being  the  case,  the  charge  against  Bellencontre  did 
not  prove  an  ofience  of  that  nature.  Therefore,  that  particular  provision  of  our  liiw  is  out 
of  the  question.  Then  there  are  two  sections  in  the  Act  of  1861  which  deals  with  crimes 
against  property  (24  &  25  Vict.  c.  66),  namely,  sections  75  and  76,  which  also  contain 
provisions  for  the  punishment  of  fraudulent  bailees  in  certain  cases  and  of  fraudulent 
bailees  of  particular  kinds.  Where  a  man  is  a  bailee  of  a  particular  kind — a  banker, 
a  merchant,  an  agent,  or  a  factor — and  receives  property,  with  written  instructions  how 
he  is  to  dispose  of  it,  and  he  misappropriates  that  property,  then  under  section  75  he  is 
punishable;  but  our  law  requires,  what  the  French  law  does  not  require,  written 
instructions,  and  therefore  the  first  part  of  that  section  is  not  applicable  to  the  present 
case." 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  said  : — ■ 

*'  I  cannot  help  saying  that  I  share  a  certain  feeling  of  humiliation  which  my  learned 
brother  has  expressed,  when  one  is  obliged  to  confess  formally  to  a  neighbouring 
country  that  a  great  part  of  the  atrocious  things  which  have  been  done  by  this  man,  if 
the  evidence  is  to  be  relied  upon,  are  not  punishable  by  English  law.  It  does  seem  ati 
extraordinary  thing  that  a  man  being  intrusted  with  money  by  Other  people  for 
investment  should  be  able  to  put  it  into  his  own  pocket  fraudulently  and  dishonestly, 
and  yet  commit  no  crime  punishable  by  English  law.  I  am  reminded  of  a  ciroum- 
fttance  that  was  mentioned  to  me  some  time  ago  by  a  friend  very  greatly  versed  in  tbe 
English  criminal  law.  In  the  course  of  his  studies  he  made  out  a  list  of  the  iniquitous 
things  which  could  be  doneby  the  English  law  without  bringing  the  man  under  any 
provision  of  the  common  or  statute  law,  and  be  had  had  it  in  his  mind  at  one  time 
to  publish  it.  to  show  how  defective  tbe  law  was,  but  he  forbore  on  grounds  of  public 
policy  to  call  attention  to  what  people  might  do  without  rendering  themselves  liable  to 
punishment." 
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Exbcuxoe's  Right  op  Rbtainbe. 

The  aiteniion  of  tbe  Department  lias  frequently  been  called  to  the  hardship  caused 
to  other  creditors  by  an  executor  exercising  his  right  to  retain  his  own  debt  out  of  tlie 
assets  of  an  insolvent  testator.  This  right  is  said  to  hare  arisen  from  the  executor'«f 
inability  to  sue  himself  in  a  court  of  law  for  the  recovery  of  his  own  debt  ("Walters  v. 
"Walters,  18  Ch.  Dir.  182 ;  cf.  International  Marine  Co.  v.  Hawes,  29  Ch.  Div.  934). 

It  exists  in  the  case  of  legal  assets  only  which  have  come  into  his  hands,  and  is  a 
right  as  against  creditors  of  an  equal  degree  with  the  executor. 

A  case  occurred  during  the  past  year  which  weW  illustrates  how  the  aasotfl  of  an  '"  »"« 
insolvent  estate  may  be  depleted,  and  the  general  body  of  creditors  prejudiced  by  the  ^'>°'"*es 
exercise  of  this  right.     The  executrix,  who  was  a  creditor  of  the  testator  for  600^.,  Rh^es 
realised  the  estate  and  paid  the  proceeds  amounting  to  1,100?.  into  a  bank  in  her  own  (i890) 
name.     An  order  for  administration  of  the  deceased  debtor's  estate  was  subsequently  2  Q.B. 
made  under  section  125  of  tbe  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.     The   OfBcial  Receiver,  as  3^V  C.A 
trustee,  called  upon  the  executrix  to  pay  over  to  him  the  amount  realised  for  distribution 
among  the  creditors.    The  executrix  complied  and  proved  her  debt  in  the  bankruptcy. 
Subsequently,  and  before  the  money  had  been  distributed,  she  withdrew  her  proof  and 
demanded  back  the  GOOl.     This  being  refused  she  brought  the  matter  before  the  Court, 
and  the  judge  held  that  she  was  entitled  to  be  paid  in  full  out  of  the  assets  in  the 
Official  Receiver's  hands.    The  Official  Receiver  appealed  against  this  decision,  but  the 
appeal  was  dismissed  with  costs.     Tbe  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  in  the  course  of  his 

i'ndgment  that  it  was  not  denied  that  the  executrix  had  a  right  to  retain  and  might 
lave  exercised  it  before  the  administration  order  was  made.  If  it  were  to  the  interest 
of  other  people  to  say  that  she  had  been  paid  her  debt,  as  it  might  be  if  she  was 
claiming  interest  on  tbe  600/.  after  she  had  assets  sufficient  to  pay  it,  the  authorities 
showed  that  she  could  be  treated  as  having  paid  herself  aud  then  only  the  balance  of 
the  1,100/.  could  be  treated  as  the  testator's  assets.  The  Court  conld  not  discover  any 
principle  on  which  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  could  claim  more  than  the  balance.  His 
only  claim  was  as  trustee  for  the  testator's  creditors  and  what  they  had  no  right  to  he 
had  no  right  to.  The  Court  was  of  opinion  that  the  executrix  had  a  right  to  retain 
her  debt  out  of  the  a^ots  in  her  hands  as  against  the  appellant,  and  that  only  tbe 
balance  of  those  assets  vested  in  the  triiBtee  under  section  125,  clause  5,  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Act.  The  payment  of  the  whole  1,100Z.  to  the  Official  Receiver  and  the 
proof  of  debt  were  made  under  a  mistake,  and  although  attributable  to  ignorance  of 
law,  such  mistake  could  and  would  be  set  right  by  the  Court  so  long  as  an  officer  of 
the  Court  had  the  money  in  his  hands. 

One  other  case  may  be  referred  to  by  way  of  illustration,  viz.,  re  Gilbert  ex  parte  Another 
Gilbert  (4  Manson,  p.  337)  where  it  was  held  that  an  executor  whose  debt  exceeds  the  c^"- 
Talue  of  the  testator  s  estate  may  retain  the  entire  assets  m  specie. 

The  result  of  the  eiemse  of  the  right  of  retainer  when  the  testator's  estate  is 
insolvent  is  that  in  all  oases  the  general  body  of  creditors  is  prejudiced,  and  in  some 
that  no  assets  are  left  for  division  amongst  them,  a  result  which  is  inconsistent  with 
the  principle  supposed  to  govern  the  winding  up  of  insolvent  estates,  viz.,  that  there 
shotdd  be  equality  in  the  division  of  the  assets  amongst  the  unsecured  creditors. 

Faildeb  to  keep  propbb  Books  op  Accouht, 

At  the  last  nDnual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  Gusolution  of 
tJnited  Kingdom  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  "  That  the  attention  of  the  Association  o( 
"  Board  of  Trade  be  drawn  to  the  large  number  of  bankruptcies  in  which  failure  to  cSm'^ewe" 
*'  keep  proper  books  of  account  is  reported  by  Official  Receivers,  whereby  frauds  are 
"  committ«d  with  impunity)  and  the  effectual  realisation  of  estates  is  prevented,  and 
"  that  the  Association  is  of  opinion  that  further  legislation  is  necessary. ' 

The  facility  with  which  bankrupts  obtained  their  discharge  was  the  subject  of  a 
representation  by  the  same  body  12  years  ago,  when  they  passed  a  resolution  urging 
{inter  alia)  that  the  Bankruptcy  Courts  be  required  to  punish  mth  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  any  bankrupt  who  had  committed  offences  which  by  the  Act  of 
1883  merely  constituted  a  bar  to  immediate  and  unconditional  discharge  (such  as 
omission  to  keep  books,  trading  with  knowledge  of  insolvency,  &c.),  and  who  had 
brought  about  his  bankruptcy  by  recklessness  and  by  carrying  on  business 
systematically  at  a  loss. 

It  was  probably  in  a  large  measure  due  to  these  representations  chat  the  amending  Effect  of 
Act  of  1890  imposed  a  minimum  period  of  suspension,  viz.,  two  years,  where  certain  proviiions  of 
specified  facts,  inter  alia,  failure  to  keep  proper  books  of  account,  were  proved ;  but  ^''Jmo  ^ 
public  opinion  was  not  ripe  for  treating  the  non-keeping  of  proper  books  and  similar 
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trading  misconduct  which  Htopped  short  of  criminality,  as  offences  punishable  by 
imprisonment.  It  ia  difficult  to  say  how  far  the  more  stringent  provisioiisof  the  Act 
of  lS90have  had  a  tendency  to  induce  traders  to  pay  more  attention  to  tbeordinary 
requirements  of  book-keeping.  The  great  majority  of  bankrupts  do  not  ^iak  it  worthr 
while  to  apply  for  their  discharge  at  all;  but  of  those  who  do,  the  oases  are  com- 
paratively few  in  which  the  Official  Keceiver  has  not  to  report  that  the' bankrupt  hap 
omitted  to  keep  such  books  of  account  as  are  usual  and  proper  in  the  bu^ine^s  Qarried 
on  by  him,  and  as  sufficiently  disclose  hiy  business  transactions  and  financial  positiob- 
within  the  three  years  immediately  preceding  his  bankruptcy.  Thus,  the  Official 
Receiver  reported  failure  to  keep  proper  books  in  about  70  per  cent.  of.  the  applicacionff 
for  discharge  made  and  heard  in  1891).  Allowing  for  cases  in  which  thebankrapt-waa 
not  a  trader,  the  proportion  in  which  proper  books  bad  been  kept  would  be  found  to- 
be  very  smaJl  indeed.  The  Official  Keceiver  had  also  to  report  similar  neglect  in  ^bout- 
62  per  cent,  of  the  applications  to  approve  compositions  or  schemes. 
Foreijin  kw8  In  flome  foreign  countries,  e.g.,  in  I'rance  and  Germany,  certain  trade  books  are  by 
M  to  book-  law  required  to  be  kept,  and  if  on  bankruptcy  it  is  found  that  the  law  has  not  been- 
•^Pi^g*         complied  with,  the  offence  ia  punishable  by  imprisonment. 

Colonial  In  several  British  Colonies  the  failure  to  keep  books  of  account,  or  to  keep  them  in 

'**•■  such  a  manner  as  to  disclose  the  debtor's  affairs,  is  constituted  a  misdemeanoiir,  or  is 

an  offence    punishable    summarily    by  the    Bankruptcy   Court.     The  following  are 
instances ;  the  maximum  penalties  being  stated  in  each  case  : — 

Capb  of  Good  Hope. — Failure  to  keep  reasonable  and  proper  books  or  accounts  is 
deemed  to  be  the  "  crime  of  culpable  insolvency,"  and  is  punishable  with  six  months' 
imprisonment. 

HosQ  KosQ. — The  Court  may,  on  application  for  discharge,  order  a  bankrupt  to  be 
imprisoned  for  a  year  if,  with  intent  to  conceal,  he  has  omitted  to  keep  usual  and  proper 
books. 

Jamaica. — Omission  to  keep  and  produce  proper  books  is  punishable  by  three  months' 
imprisonment. 

Macbitids. — Traders  are  required  to  keep  certain  books  prescribed  by  the  Code  of 
Commerce,  and  if  on  bankruptcy  a  debtor  is  found  to  have  failed  to  keep  such  books 
in  an  intelligible  manner,  be  is  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  unless  he  proves 
that  he  had  no  intent  to  defraud,  and  may  be  punished  by  one  year's  imprisoment. 

New  ZfiiLAND. — Failure  to  keep  usual  and  proper  books  of  account  is  a  misdemeanour 
punishable  by  two  years'  imprisonment. 

South  Australia. — Omission  to  keep  proper  books,  or  imperfect,  negligent,  or 
careless  book-keeping,  if  wilfid  and  with  intent  to  conceal,  is  punishable  by  three 
years'  imprisonment. 

Victoria. — An  insolvent  applying  for  his  discharge  may,  if  he  is  found  not  to  have 
kept  reasonable  accounts  or  entries  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  be  imprisoned  for  3ii 
months. 

Western  Austraua.— A  bankrupt  who  has  omitted  to  keep  usual  and  proper  books 
is  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  the  Court  may  also,  on  his  application  for 
discharge,  order  him  to  be  imprisoned  for  two  years. 
Stringency         But   there  is  an  example   much   nearer   home  of    stringency  in    regard   'to  the 
of  the  taw  in  offence  of  defective  book-keeping.       By    the   Debtors    (Scotland)    Act    of   18S0    a 
Scof «"^       debtor  who,  at  the  date  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition  for  sequestration  or  cessitf 
is  indebted  to  an  amount  exceeding  200Z.,  and  has  not  for  three  years  next  before  such 
date  kept  such  books  or  accounts  as,  according  to  the  usual  course  of  any  trade  or 
business  in  which  he  may  have  been  engaged,  are  necessary  to  exhibit  or  explalin  his 
transactions,  is  deemed  guilty  of  a  crime  and  offence  unless  he  proves  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Court  that  he  had  no  intent  to  defraud,  and,  on  conviction  before  the' 
Court  of  Justiciary,  or  before  the  sheriff  and  a  jury,  may  be  imprisoned  for  two  years, 
or,  by  the  sheriff  without  a  jury,  for  60  days. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  no  information  as  to  the  extent  to  which  these  pnnish- 
ments  are  inflicted,  or  as  to  the  effect  which  they  have  in  promoting  stricter  observance 
of  the  principles  of  book-keeping.  .  The  recent  resolution  of  the  Association  ■  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce  is  silent  us  to  the  nature  of  the  legislation  which  is  desired, 
but  it  is  clear  that  before  any  alteration  of  the  law,  tending  to  make  defective  book- 
keeping an  offepce  punishable  by  imprisonment,  could  be  introduced  in  England  with 
any  prospect  of  acceptance,  the  trading  classes  must  themselves  ventilate  the'  subject 
and  endeavour  to  crea^  a  higher  standard  -of  regularity  in  the  cobdnct  of  business: 
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Deeds  of  Areasoemeht. 
In  my  Report  for  the  year  1897  I  referred  to  tbe  information  which  reached  me  from  Abuses  to 
time  to  time  as  to  the  abuses  to  which  this  form  of  winding  up  insolvent  estates  ^-"clithi* 
is  liable.      I  feer  that  there    is    no    indication  that  these  abnses  are  decreasing,  vdn'din'-up 
On    the    contrary,   the    weak    points    of     the    eystem    are    becoming    more    fully  is  liable  net 
appreciated,   both  by   debtors  and   by  persons  who    act    as  trustees  under  deeds,  decreasing, 
while,  on  the  other  band,  a  certain  class  of  creditors  have  found  that  they  are  ablo 
to  sell  their  active  or  passive  assent  to  deeds  of  arrangement  under  conditions 
which  give  them  a  preference  over  the  general  body  of  creditorB.     'Thus,  for  instance, 
in  a  case  which  came  into  bankruptcy  about  17  months  after  the  debtor  had  executed 
a  deed,  it  appeared  that  6112.  of  the  deBoiency  was  attributed  to  old  claims  being 
paid  in  full  and  costs.    Upon  being  pressed  for  an  explanation,  the  debtor  admitted 
that  he  had  not  fully  disclosed  bis  liabilities  to  the  assignment  trustee  because  he  had  Secret 
arranged  to  pay  certain  creditors  in  full ;  also  that  he  had  given  bills  to  other  creditora  arrange- 
to  indoce  them  to  come  in  under  the  deed.     Tbo  effect  of  these  secret  arrange-  "^^^ 
mentB  was    that   while  the  trustee  under  the   deed    only  paid   a  dividend  of  4«. 

in  the  £,  some  of  the  nreditors  were  paid  in  full  by  the  debtor,  and  others  received 
payments  from  him  in  addition  to  the  rate  paid  by  the  trustee.  It  appears  that 
the  debtor  executed  an  assignment  once  before,  and  that  the  same  prooese  took 
place  then,  a  good  many  creditors  insisting  upon  being  paid  more  than  the 
dividend.  This  is  typical  of  many  cases  which  have  been  brought  to  my  notice. 
Very  often  it  is  the  trustee  and  not  the  debtor "  who  buys  off  dissentient  creditora, 
and  express  power  is  sometimes  taken  under  the  deed  to  pay  creditora  differentially. 
In  such  cases  the  amount  of  dividend  which  a  creditor  receives  is  proportioned 
to  the  resistance  which  ho  is  able  or  disposed  to  offer.  A  case  illustrating  this  method  Case  la 
of  procedure  has  recently  been  brought  before  tbe  Judge  of  the  Worcester  Court  by  P"*"'- 
the  Official  Receiver.  A  debtor,  M.,  executed  an  assignment  to  a  trustee  on  March  25th, 
1899.  A,  a  dissentient  creditor  for  55^,  filed  a  petition  against  bim  on  the  11th  April. 
On  the  day  fixed  for  hearing  tbe  petition  (but  previously  to  the  hearing)  the  solicitor 
acting  for  the  assignment  trustee  paid  to  A.,  and  also  to  0.,  a  creditor  for  78^,  whom 
A.  claimed  to  represent,  a  sum  equal  to  abont  12s.  in  the  &  and  costs.  Notwith- 
standing this  settlement  A,  made  an  affidavit  that  M.  was  then  indebted  to  him 
in  the  sum  of  55i.  and  that  upon  information  supplied  it  was,  in  his  opinion, 
in  the  interests  of  tbe  general  body  of  creditors  to  have  the  deed  carried 
out.  Upon  the  strength  of  this  affidavit  A.  applied  for  and  obtained  leave  to 
withdraw  his  petition,  and  the  administration  under  the  deed  proceeded.  Sub- 
sequently another  creditor,  M.,  who  had  issued  process  with  a  view  of  obtaining 
a  Receivitg  Order  under  section  103,  was  paid  off  in  full  with  costs.  The  dividend 
distributed  to  the  general  body  of  creditors  was  only  68.  Id.  in  the  £,  and  the 
trustee,  in  the  accounts  rendered  to  the  Board  of  Trade  under  section  25  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  included  the  additional  payments  to  A.,  C,  and  M.,  under  a 
misleading  entry.  The  deed  contained  a  clause  permitting  the  trustee  to  pay  dissentient 
creditors  in  full,  or  otherwise  than  by  dividend,  subject  to  the  assent  of  one-sixth  in 
value  of  the  creditors.     Such  assent  was  obtained,  three  months  after  the  payments 

•  had  been  made,  from  creditors  who  were  secured  by  a  guarantee.  In  December 
Ibst  a  Receiving  Order  was  made  against  a  creditor  under  the  assignment  who  had 
only  received  tho  dividend   of   6«.   \d.   in  the  £,  and  the  facts  thus  came  to  the 

■  knowledge  of  the  Official  Receiver,  who,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  applied 
to  the  Court  to  review,  rescind,  or  vary  the  Order  allowing  A.'s  petition  to  be 
Withdrawn.  The  Judge  granted  the  application  and  restored  the  petition  to  the 
file,  commenting  severely  on  the  suppression  of  facts  and  the  misleading  character  of 
the  statements  by  which  the  withdrawal  of  the  petition  was  obtained.  A  proposal  by 
the  assignment  trustee  to  distribute  in  dividend  the  additional  amounts  paid  to  the 
preferred  creditors  is  now  under  consideration. 

'■     Where  a  creditor  is  not  in  a  position  to  upset  the  deed  by  a  bankruptcy  petition 

'  he  is  practically  at  the  mercy  of  the  assignment  trustee.  Thus,  a  creditor  wrote  to  the 
Department  complaining  that  he  was  unable  to  obtain  information  from  the  solicitor 
acting  for  the  trustee,  who  threatened  to  exclude  him  from  dividend  unless  be  signed 
tho  deed.  Sometimes  a  trustee,  who  is  also  a  creditor,  prefers  himself  to  other 
creditors.  Thus,  an  assignment  trustee,  who  was  a  creditor  for  90i.,  induced  the  debtor 
to  give  him  a  bill  of  sale  on  the  assets  assigned  under  the  deed.  The  proceeds  were 
only  brought  into  accoirat  in  consequence  of  pressure  from  this  Department. 

Another' trustee,  who  was  a  creditor  for  IIH.  out  of  total  liabilities  forl77i.,got  the 
other  creditors  to  accept  a  composition  of  4«.  in  the  £,  while  he  paid  himself  at  ^e  rate 
of  178.  lOK  in  the  £. 

*  The  llloBtretiTe  cases  quoted  here  are  not  confined  to  1899  bat  relate  to  a  series  of  years. 
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Under  the  Bankruptcy  BuleB  the  trustee  may  not  purchase  any  part  of  the  estate  or 
buy  goodB  from  his  employer  or  partner  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  oa  a  buainesB 
without  the  expresB  sanction  of  the  Court,  but  there  is  do  such  Bafeguard  in  the  case  of 
deeds,  and  instances  are  found  of  both  abuses.  Thus  a  trustee  under  a  deed  was  a  clerk 
or  manager  of  a  firm  of  creditors.  He  carried  on  the  debtor's  business  for  three  years, 
during  which  time  he  purchased  goods  from  his  employers'  firm,  A  debtor  estimated 
his  assets  at  2261.  The  trustee  purchased  them  at  142^  without  valuation)  his  explanation 
being  that  he  wished  to  save  auctioneer's  and  valuer's  charges. 

There  is  no  control  over  solicitor's  costs,  which  are  sometimes  excessive.  In  a  case 
in  which  only  oue  creditor  signed  the  deed,  the  accounts  showed  a  payment  of  I  Hi.  lOj. 
to  a  solicitor  for  defence  of  actions.  It  was  alleged  by  a  complainant  that  the  trustee 
in  this  case  had  a  broken-down  solicitor  in  his  employ  to  whom  he  paid  a  small  weekly 
sum,  and  used  his  name  as  n  cover  for  payment  of  law  costs  of  which  he  (the  trustee) 
personally  had  the  benefit.  la  another  case  the  solicitor's  charges  were  found  to 
include  the  costs  which  the  trustee  had  been  compelled  to  pay  in  connection  with  the 
proceedings  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  onforce  the  transmission  of  the 
prescribed  annual  account. 

There  is  no  guarantee  that  persons  employed  by  the  trustee  are  properly  brought  to 
account.  Thus  the  auctioneers  who  sold  an  estate  were  allowed  by  the  trustee  to  retain 
an  amount  of  \6l.  2s.  Gd.  due  to  them  by  the  debtor  before  the  execution  of  the  deed. 
The  other  creditors  received  6«.  in  the  £  only.  In  the  absence  of  any  provision  for  tbe 
payment  of  moneys  into  a  separate  banking  account  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  trusteeB 
from  mixing  estate  moneys  with  their  own,  and  the  lass  scnipulous  of  their  number 
have  accordingly  a  direct  interest  in  delaying  distribution.  In  the  case  of  a  trustee  who 
acts  under  numerous  deeds,  Bome  of  the  creditors  complain  that  he  retaiuB  dividends 
payable  to  them  for  a  very  long  time,  and  that  his  agents  write  to  creditors  from  a 
private  address,  offering  to  purchase  claims  for  a  rate  in  the  £  less  than  the  assets  are 
sufficient  to  pay.  In  one  of  this  trustee's  cases  I  have  received  separate  complaints 
from  five  creditors  as  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  their  dividends, 
but  the  Board  of  Trade  have  no  power  to  intervene  in,  such  cases.  The 
system  appeared  to  be  to  pay  dividends  only  under  pressure.  There  are  numerous 
instances  in  which  trustees  after  realising  assets  have  absconded,  and,  as  there  is  no 
system  of  taking  security  from  assignment  trustees  the  creditors  have  of  course  lost  the 
benefit  of  the  estate.  Persons  entirely  without  means  and  of  indifferent  character 
frequently  obtain  trusteeships.  Bankruptcy  does  not  disqualify  a  trustee  from  acting 
under  a  deed,  and  instances  occur  in  which  the  person  appointed  is  either  an  undis- 
charged bankrupt  or  becomes  bankrupt  or  executes  an  assignment  while  oontinuing 
to  act  as  trustee.  The  Department  is  put  to  great  trouble  and  expense  in  obtaining 
accounts  from  such  impecunious  trustees,  and  when  an  order  is  obtained  against  them 
they  are  unable  to  pay  the  costs.  Thus  two  brothers  working  together  as  principal 
and  clerk  have  obtained  assignments  in  numerous  caBes,  and  they  only  render 
accounts  pursuant  to  Orders  of  Court,  and  are  then  unable  to  pay  tbo  costs  of  the 
motions.  It  cost  601.  in  one  year  to  obtain  accounts  from  one  of  them.  Another 
trustee  who  has  caused  much  trouble  and  expense  was  formerly  a  solicitor's  clerk,  and, 
after  taking  his  employer's  money,  filed  a  petition  in  bankruptcy.  Although  an 
undischarged  bankrupt  he  managed  to  get  appointed  trustee  under  two  deeds  of 
arrangement.  The  trustee  in  another  case  was  a  solicitor.  He  furnished  one  account 
showing  a  balance  of  571.,  and  no  further  account  could  be  obtained.  Proceedings 
against  him  were  useless,  as  he  was  reported  to  be  destitute  and  to  be  begging  for 
coppers  in  the  street.  It  is  noteworthy  that,  in  1899,  29  trustees  acting  in  58  oases 
were  reported  as  "  (Jono  away,"  and  the  demands  for  accounts  were  returned  through 
the  Dead  Letter  Office.  In  24  of  these  cases  no  accounts  at  all  had  been  received,  and 
in  34  cases  the  total  balances  shown  by  the  last  accounts  rendered  amounted  to  1,3842. 

Debtors  have  not  been  slow  to  find  out  that  the  execution  of  a  deed  of  assignment  to  a 
friendly  trustee  practically  afifords  an  immediate  protection  to  them  from  their  creditors. 
Thus,  in  one  case,  the  debtors  being  threatened  with  proceedings  by  a  creditor, 
assigned  the  estate  to  a  trustee  for  protection.  In  the  meanwhile  they  oiranged  with 
their  creditors,  and  the  trustee  then  re-assigned  the  estate  back  to  the  debtors.  In 
another  case  the  debtor  assigned  his  estate  to  his  own  traveller,  who  filed  one 
account  showing  receipts  327Z.  and  payments  (not  including  anything  to  creditors) 
211  i.,  hut  applications  for  further  accounts  were  returned  through  the  Dead  Letter 
Office  marked  "  Gone  away,"  and  endeavours  to  trace  ttie  whereabouts  of  either 
debtor  or  trustee  were  unsuccessful. 

A  debtor  with  the  assistance  of  a  competent  solicitor  and  accountant  can  generally 
carry  an  arrangement.    It  is  by  no   means   necessary  for  this  purpose  to  call   a 
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meeting  of  creditora.  It  la  true  tJaat  in  organised  trades  such  as  drapery,  leather, 
grocery,  &o.,  private  meetinga  are  usually  called  as  a  preliminary  to  the  execution 
of  a  deed,  and  in  such  cases  the  debtor's  afTairs  and  conduct  arc  subjected  to  a  more  or 
less  rigorous  scrutiny,  but  a  debtor  often  finds  it  to  hie  advantage  to  negotiate  with  ' 
creditors  individually  rather  than  at  a  meeting  To  quote  the  words  of  an  OMcial 
Receiver  who  has  had  large  experience  in  the  investigation  of  deeds :  "  The  debtor 
"  and  his  solicitor  employ  an  accountant  to  make  a  preliminary  statement  of  affairs, 
"  and  the  registered  deed  in  favour  of  such  accountant  is  often  the  first  public 
"  information  which  the  creditors  receive  of  the  insolvency.  The  trustee  thus 
"  appointed  (nominally  to  represent  the  creditors)  owes  his  nomination  to  the  grace 
'*  of  the  debtor  and  his  solicitor,  and,  in  this  invidious  position,  he  to  some  extent 
"  fights  the  debtor's  battle  in  helping  him  to  keep  his  affairs  out  of  the  Euikruptoy 
"  Court."  Creditors  do  not  fail  to  discover  that  they  have  practically  no  control 
over  trustees  nominated  in  such  circumstances,  and  complaints  are  frequent  as  to 
their  inability  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  position  of  the  cistate  or  as  to  the 
prospects  of  dividend.  They  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Trade  and  learn  with  surprise 
that  the  Department  can  do  nothing  to  assist  them  outside  the  provisions  of  section  25 
of  the  Act  of  1S90,  which  merely  gives  certain  powera  to  the  Board  of  Trade  to  get  in 
accounts. 

The  following  extrfict  from  a  letter  received  from  a  solicitor  acidng  on  behalf  of 
creditors  is  a  good  specimen  of  other  letters  received  respecting  the  conduct  of 
trustees  under  deeds  of  arrangement : — 

"  I  am  beyond  measure  surprised  to  find  that  the  Board  of  Trade  have  no  control 
over  the  administration  of  estates  under  deeds  of  arrangement.  To  put  it  plainly, 
it  amounts  to  this :  thflt  the  trustee  of  a  deed  of  arrangement  can  receive  as  much 
money  as  he  can  possibly  obtain;  that  he  can  hold  this  money  as  long  as  he  chooses  ; 
and  that  when  he  is  applied  to  by  the  largest  creditor  for  information  he  can 
write  the  most  insulting  letters  without  the  slightest  provocation,  save  that  of 
demanding  an  account,  and  yet  that  the  Board  of  Trade  are  absolutely  powerless  in 
the  matter." 

In  another  case  a  complainant  wrote  that  the  trustee  had  decamped  with  all  the 
available  assets,  and  that  although  the  creditors  wished  to  substitute  another  trustee, 
the  substitution  could  only  ba  made  by  an  application  to  the  Court,  for  which  there 
were  no  funds  to  pay  ;  "  this  scandalous  state  of  affairs  soems  likely  to  obtain,  that  a 
"  trustee  takes  away  the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  an  estate  and  the  creditors  are 
"  powerless  either  to  remove  him  from  the  trust  which  he  has  so  shamefully  abused 
*'  or  to  appoint  aomeone  else  to  look  after  their  interests." 

In  July  last  a'creditor  under  a  deed  complained  that  he  could  get  no  dividend,  although 
the  trustee  had  sold  the  estate  and  received  the  proceeds  in  February.  The  Board  of  Trade 
have  no  control  over  the  trustee,  but  I  asked  him  for  an  explanation  and  received  an  evasive 
answer.  In  January  of  the  present  year  the  creditor  complained  that  he  could  still  get 
neither  dividend  nor  information.  My  further  inquiries  were  met  by  the  trustee  with 
a  plea  of  illness.  This  particular  accountant  has  had  13  cases  since  December  1807, 
only  one  of  which  has  been  wound  up.  In  three  of  them  complaints  have  been 
received  as  to  hi3  dealings  with  the  estate  or  as  to  non-payment  of  dividend,  and  in 
several  the  trustee  is  in  default  as  to  his  accoimts.  In  four  cases  the  deeds  were 
set  aside  by  bankruptcy  proceedings  and  the  trustee  was  required  to  account  for 
his  tranaacfeions,  with  the  following  results : — 

Its  Q.  G-.— Account,  unverified,  showed  receipts  313^  3«.  3d.,  payments  309Z.  12s.  6d., 
balance  paid  to  trustee  in  bankruptcy. 

Me  F.  W.  B. — The  Official  Receiver  took  proceedings  against  him  and  obtained  an 
order  for  amount  claimed,  1221.  9s.  6d.  and  costs,  but  nothing  has  been  recovered. 

BeM.'SL. — His  account,  unverified,  showed  receipts  19/.  5*.  6^.  and  payments 
251.  IBs. 

Me  C.  G.  F. — ^The  trustee  in  bankruptcy  has  been  unable  to  obtain  any  account  and 
letters  have  been  returned  through  the  post  marked  gone  away. 

In  another  case  of  the  present  year,  in  which  this  accountant  is  concerned,  the  largest 
creditor  has  complained  that  an  effort  was  made  to  induce  him  to  accept  lOi.  in  the  £ 
by  a  representation  that  the  debtor's  liabilities  were  1,084!.  against  assets  of  the 
appi-oiimate  value  of  600/.    The  accountant  (or  his  firm)  w:rote  that  "  as  a  result  of 
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our  investigation  we  are  of  opinion  it  is  to  the  distinct  advantage  of  the  creditors  that 
tiiey  fall  in  with  this  arrangement."  The  creditor,  rot  satisfied  with  these  assurances, 
made  inquiries  aud  found  that  the  liabilities  were  1,6651.  against  assets  2,200^,  an?l  an 
offer  of  20s.  in  the  £  from  the  debtor's  father  was  then  forthcoming.  The  circular 
offering  10s,  in  the£  appears  to  indicate  a  deliberate  attempt  on  the- part  of  the  debtor 
and  the  accountant  to  induce  creditf^rs  to  accept  an  amount  far  below  what  the  estate 
would  yield. 

The  extent  to  which  deeds  of  arrangement  are  executed  anJ  carried  through 
without  any  reference  to  the  wishes  of  creditors  is  becoming  serious.  This  system 
J3  much  facilitated  by  the  methods  of  certain  accountants,  not  belonging  to  any 
of  the  recognised  professional  bodies,  who  carry  on  an  advertisiog  and  touting  businesB 
under  th&  cloak  of  some  high-sounding  name  of  an  association  for  the  guardianship  or 
nrotectioD  of  trade.  Their  proceedings  are  attracting  the  attention  of  profeBsional 
fiCCOuntantB,  and  the  following  extract  from  "  The  Accountant"  newspaper  may  be 
taken  as  a  very  fair  repi*eBentation  of  the  modut  operandi  of  these  so-called 
asaociationa: — 

"  The  most  frequent  device  appears  to  be  to  circularise  small  traders  against  wliom 
judgments  have  been  entered.  These  circulars  usually  warn  the  trader  against  getting 
into  the  clutches  of  a  money-lender,  but  in  every  other  respect  they  bear  a  strong 
family  likeness  to  the  ordinary  money-lender's  touting  circular,  and  the  ultimate  effect 
upon  the  trader  is  also  very  similar.  The  first  stop  is  to  induce  him  to  pay  the 
"  association  "  a  call,  and  he  is  then  interviewed  by  one  of  the  managers  (or,  in  other 
words,  by  one  of  the  accountants  who  work  the  concern)  and  induced,  for  the  protection 
of  his  estate  for  the  geueral  body  of  his  creditors,  to  execute  a  deed  of  assignment  in 
favour  of  one  of  the  employees  of  the  "association."  The  trustee  under  the  deed  of 
aesignment  probably  undertakea  to  pay  the  creditors  a  composition,  or  to  perhaps  even 
pay  them  in  full ;  but  to  enable  this  to  ba  done  the  debtor  is  usually  required,  in 
addition  to  surrendering  his  whole  estate,  to  make  a  further  payment  weekly  to  the 
trustee,  presumably  out  of  anything  that  he  may  earn  after  parting  with  all  his 

■Bssets. 

"  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  benefit  derived  by  the  debtor  uador  such  an  arrange- 
ment is  a  minus  quantity,  but  even  his  position  is  probably  preferable  to  that  of  the 
creditors.  The  trustee  at  once  sets  about  realising  the  estate  and  running  up  a  heavy 
bill  of  charges.      Probably  there  are  no  creditors  sufficiently  large  to  enable  them  to 

■file  a  petition  in  bankruptcy,  and  they  are  generally  too  ignorant  of  the  law  to  oorabine 
for  a  joint  petition  ;  while,  outside  of  bankruptcy,  the  position  of  the  trustee  under  s 
deed  of  assignment  is,  of  course,  unassailable.  He  can  realise  the  estate  as  he  likes,  and 
charge  what  he  pleases  for  doing  so,  with  the  result  that  in  the  long  run  the  whole  of 
the  proceeds  probably  find  their  way  into  his  pocket.  In  the  unusual  event,  however, 
of  biinkruptoy  proceedings  being  taken,  it  will  generally  be  found  that  the  trustee  is 
eith&r  a  man  of  straw — against  whom  it  would  be  idle  to  waste  money  in  law  costs— or 
else  (as  has  occurred  in  some  cases)  ho  cannot  be  found,  and  grave  doubts  are  cast 
upon  the  question  as  to  whether  he  ever  existed.  So  that,  whether  the  matter  ends  in 
bankruptcy  or  not,  the  net  result  generally  ia  that  the  creditors  receive  no  dividend, 
while  the  debtor  has  had  to  surrender,  ostensibly  for  their  benefit,  not  merely  the  whole 
of  his  estate,  but  also  a  portion  of  his  subsequent  earnings." 

The  ease  witb  which  trustees  of  the  class  mentioned  above  can  defy  creditors  and 

.  manipulate  estates  to  their  own  advantage  is  largely  aittributable  to  the  high  minimum 
limit  of  the  debt  which  qualifies  a  creditor  to  file  a  bankruptcy  petition,  viz.  50!. 
It  will  be  observed  from  Table  IX.,  page  40,  that  more  than  half  the  debts  disclosed 
in  debtors'  statements  of  affairs  are  under  10/.,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  debts 
of  501.  and  upwards  form  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  whole.  If  therefore  the  few 
large  creditors  on  an  assigning  debtor's  estate  can  be  *' squared  "  or  kept  quiet  for 
three  months  from  the  date  of  the  assignment,  the  remaining  large  numerical  majority 
are  praccioally  at  the  mercy  of  an  unscrupulous  trustee.    It  is  true  that  a  combination 

'  of  small  creditors,  whose  debts  jointly  amount  to  501.,  may  file  a  petition,  but  creditors 
do   not  necessarily    know   each    other,    and  it   is    always    difficult   to     secure    such 

■  co-operation.  Where  a  deed  is  entered  into  at  the  instance  of  crelitors  who  select 
their  own  trustee,  there  is  no  reason  why  this  form  of  liquidation  should  not  be 
carried  out  advantageously  for  all  concerned  bo  long  as  dissentient  creditors  are  not 
eoefrced  into  acquiescence,  but  whore  the  invitation  is  by  the  debtor  or  his  assignee,  the 
present  conditions  as  to  the  amount  of  the  petitioner's  debt  seriously  afi'ect  the  control 
which  the  creditors  might  otherwise  exercise  over  the  proceedings  of  the  assignment 
trustee.

In  accordance  with  the  practice  hitherto  followed,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following, 
explanatory  notes  upon  the  various  Tables  relating  to  Bankruptcy  and  Deeds  of 
Arrangement  attached  to  thia  Report : — 


SanJcruptcy  Statistics  {Annex  No.  II.). 

Table  L — There  was  a  decrease  of  209  in  the  number  of  ReceiTing  Orders  made  in 
1899  as  compared  with  the  number  made  in  1898.  The  decrease  occurs  almost 
entirely  in  ordei's  made  on  debtors'  petitions,  the  number  of  orders  on  creditors' 
petitions  being  nearly  the  same  as  in  1898.  The  proportion  of  creditors' petitions 
dismissed  or  withdrawn  is  nearly  50  per  cent.,  which  was  the  proportion  m  1S98. 
Bankruptcy  notices  show  a  decrease  of  245  compared  with  the  number  issued  in  1898, 
there  being  a  decrease  of  356  in  the  High  Court  and  an  increase  of  111  in  the  county 
courts.  Of  the  total  number  of  bankruptcy  notices  issued,  13-3  per  cent,  formed  the 
act  of  bfmkruptcy  on  which  petitions  resulting  in  Beceiring  Orders  were  founded  as. 
compared  with  12'1  per  cent,  .in  1898. 

Twenty-eight  ord6rs  for  administration  of  deceased  debtors'  estates  were  made,  being 
an  increaBe  of  10  on  the  number  made  in  the  preceding  year. 

Table  II. — The  principal  acts  of  bankruptcy,  viz..  Bankruptcy  Notice,  Assignment 
for  benefit  of  Creditors,  Absconding,  and  Notice  of  Suspension  form  respectively  61'9, 
12*4,  9'1,  and  9'4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  acts  of  bankruptcy,  as  against  58"5, 
13-3, 10-9,  and  10  4  per  cent,  for  1898.  ■  

Table  III. — The  proportion  of  cases  in  which  orders  for  summary  adminishtition 
were  made  was  83'08  per  cent,  as  compared  with  84'23  per  cent.,  in  1898.  In  120  of 
such  cases  non-official  trustees  were  appointed,  while  Table  XIV.  shows  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  Official  Receiver  remained  as  trustee  in  134  non-summary  cases. 

Table  JF.— The  total  liabilities  under  Receiving  Orders  were  estimated  at  915,962/. 
less  than  in  1898,  the  average  per  case  being  l,439i.  as  compared  with  1,583/.  The 
estimated  assets  show  a  decrease  of  682,789/.  and  give  an  average  of  471Z.  as  compared 
with  607/.  in  1898. 

The  percentage  of  estimated  assets  to  estimated  liabilities  is  32  ■  7  as  compared  with 
38  •  4)  per  cent,  in  1898.  It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  debtors  estimates 
of  the  value  of  their  asset's  are  extremely  unreliable. 

In  only  one  case  was  a  scheme  of  arrangement  approved  mider  section  3  of  the  Act 
of  1890.  Comparative  Table  Ko.  I.  (page  48)  shows  that  the  number  of  Echemes  has 
gradually  decreased  since  1885,  when  78  were  approved.  There  can  be  little  doubt 
that  many  schemes  of  an  illusory  character  were  at  one  time  accepted  by  creditors  and 
approved  by  the  Court,  but  the  more  stringent  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1890  have 
greatly  tended  to  eliminate  such  arrangements. 

Table  V.- — The  number  of  compositions  approved  during  the  ye.ir  under  section  3  of  Decrease  in 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  was  37  as  compared  with  42  in  the  preceding  year."  The  number  of 
decrease  occurs  entirely  in  the  High  Court,  where  the  number  fell  from  12  to  7^    No  «onipo^'o°8 
composition  of  less  than  Ts.Gd.  in  the  £  was  approved.    Only  four  compositions  of  "PP"*^    • 
legs  than  that  amount  have  been  approved  since  the  Act  of  1890  came  into  operation. 

The  following  Table  is  continued  from  the  last  Report  and  illustrates  the  effect  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  respecting  compositions : —

In  addition  to  tlie  cases  included  in  the  Table,  14  compositions  were  approved 
in  cases  arising  during  the  year,  under  section  23  of  the  Act  of  1883,  that  is,  after 
adjudication  had  been  made.  The  rates  of  these  compositions  were  as  follows,  viz.  :— 
11  between  Is.  Gd.  and  10s.,  and  3  between  lOs.  and  158.  The  number  approved  in 
the  preceding  year  under  section  23  was  22. 

Co3i8of«l-  Tahle  VI. — The  tptal  number  of  estates  finally  wound  up  by  Official  Eeceiverg 
[nistraiioii  during  the  year  was  3,823,  being  an  increase  of  44  as  compared  witli  the  number  wound 
*^'*  up  in  1898.  In  503  cases,  or  13*2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  wound  up,  no  assetB  were 
realised,  32 '1  per  cent,  realised  under  25Z.,  and  16  •  3  per  cent,  between  25/.  and  50/. 
The  assets  realised  over  300Z.  in  182  cases,  or  4-8  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
closed,  a  decrease  of  •  4  per  cent  as  compared  with  1898.  Of  this  number  43  were 
summary  cases  in  which  the  debtora  estimated  their  assets  at  less  than  300/.,  36  were 
BummaiT  cases  in  which  the  debtors  estimated  their  assets  at  over  300Z.,  but  the 
Official  Receiver  considered  that  the  assets  were  over-estimated  ;  3  were  summary  cases 
in  which  no  statement  of  affairs  had  been  filed  ;  4  were  administration  cases  under 
section  125,  and  96  were  non-summary  cases.  In  231  cases  the  debtors  estimated 
their  assets  at  over  300/.,  but  less  than  300/.  was  realised. 

The  average  realisation  was  91Z.  per  case  as  compared  with  86/.  in  1898,  and  tlie 
total  amount  realised  was  29  per  cent,  of  the  gross  assets,  as  estimated  by  the  debtors  in 
their  statements  of  afFairs,  as  compared  with  42  per  cent,  in  1898.  The  percentage  of 
total  costs  to  gro33  assets  realised  was  30  ■  39,  which  is  the  lowest  proportion  since 
1884. 

The  following  Table  shows  that  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1898  there  is  a 
decrease  under  every  head  of  costa  with  the  exception  of  Special  Manager. 

Analysis  of  Costs,  showing,  under  different  heads,  the  proportion  per  cent,  of  sucli 
Coats  to  the  Gross  Assets  realised  in  all  Sstates  wound  up  by  Official  Beoeivers. 
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Table   VII. — Tho  number  of  estates   wound  up  by  non-official  trusteeB  during  tbe  Coats  of  ad- 
year  was  738,  being  a  decrease  of  23  on  tlie  number  wouud  up  in  the  preceding  year.  miniBtratioQ 
In  27  cases,  or  3*7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  wound  up.  do  assets  were  realised,  ^°°f' 
■while  8*1  per  cent,  realised  under  50?.     The  average  amount  realised  per  case  was  trustees. 
1,1S6Z.  as  compared  with  828Z.  in  1898,  and  the  percentage  of  assets  realised  to  gross 
assets,  as  estimated  by  debtors  in  their  statements  of  affairs,  was  49  per  cent,  as  against 
45  per  cent,  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  costs  of  realisation  show  a  decrease  of  744  per  cent.,  being  20'77  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  28"21  per  cent,  in  1898. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  following  Table  that,  as  in  the  case  of  estates  wound 
up  by  Official  Receivers,  there  is  a  decrease  under  every  head  of  costs  with  the  exception 
of  Special  Manager. 

Analtsis  of  CoaTS,  showing,  under  different  heads,  the  proportion  percent,  of  such  Costs 
to  the  Gross  .Assets  realised  in  all  Estates  wound  up  by  Ifon-Official  Trustees. 
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The  analyses  of  costs  of  estates  wound  up  by  Official  Receivers  and  trustees 
respectively  are  only  intended  to  show  tho  fluctuations  from  year  to  year,  and  these 
fluctuations  are  largely  affected  by  the  differences  in  the  annual  average  value  of 
estates.  The  percentage  of  costs  necessarily  rises  or  falls  in  proportion  to  the 
smaller  or  larger  average  value  of  the  estates  wound  up  in  any  particular  year.  Thus 
in  1899  there  is  a  decline  of  2"26  and  7"44  in  the  percentage  of  costs  in  official  and 
non-official  estates  respectively,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  tho  fact  that  the  average 
value  of  the  estates  increased  in  the  one  casa  by  nearly  6  per  cent.,  and  in  tbe  other 
by  43  per  cent.  For  this  reason  it  should  be  pointed  oat  that  the  above  analyses  would 
be  entirely  mii;leading  if  used  as  a  basis  of  comparison  between  official  and  non-official 
administration,  as  tho  percentages  relate  to  estates  in  which  there  is  no  common  basis 
of  value.  For  a  proper  comparison  reference  is  made  to  the  Comparative  Table  No.  IV. 
at  p.  62,  and  also  to  the  following  Table,  which  includes  particulars  as  to  estates  wound 
up  by  taustees  under  registered  deeds  of  arrangement : —

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Table  VIII. — There  was  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  cases  wound  up 
by  the  Official  Receivers  without  dividend,  the  decrease  in  the  High  Court  being  4-3  per 
cent.,  and  in  the  County  Courts  only  '5  per  cent.  Similar  cases  wound  up  by  non- 
official  trustees  show  an  increase  of  nearly  3  per  cent,  compared  with  the  proportion 
for  1898. 

Table  IX. — The  proportions  of  amount  of  proofs  admitted  for  voting  purposes  at  first 
meetings  and  of  amount  represented  at  first  meetings  were  respectively  41  per  cent, 
and  34  per  cent,  of  the  total  estimated  liabilities,  and  show  a  considerable  decrease 
on  the  corresponding  proportions  for  1898,  which  were  respectively  46  per  cent,  and 
39  per  cent,  of  the  total  estimated  Jiabilities. 

The  number  of  creditors  who  proved  before  the  meeting  and  the  number  of 
creditors  for  amounts  under  10/.  formed  respectively  25  per  cent,  and  56  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  of  creditors,  which  are  exactly  the  same  proportions  as  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Table  X. — Tbe  number  of  applications  for  discbarge  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
884,  being  an  increase  of  66  on  the  number  dealt  with  in  1893. 
The  following  Table  is  continued  from  previous  Reports  : — 
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There  was  a  still  further  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  unconditional  discharges 
granted  ;  the  proportion  is,  in  fact,  smaller  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  number 
of  cases  in  which  discharge  was  suspended  for  two  years  or  more  forms  906  per  cent, 
of  tbe  total  number  of  suspensions,  which  is  nearly  the  same  proportion  as  in  the 
preceding  year. 
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Table  Z/.— 42  prosecutions  under  section  166  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act  of  1883  were  Ino^in 
ordered  during  the  year,  being  an  increase  of  8   on  the  number  ordered  in   the  p^gcutionB 
OTeoeding  year.

Table  I. — ^Tho  ntimber  of  Beeds  of  Arrangement  registered  during  the  year  1899, 
after  deducting  Deeds  which  became  inoperative  by  subsequent  bankruptcy  pro-  number  of 
ceedingB,  was  2,974.  This  is  the  smallest  number  of  Deeds  registered  during  any  year  ''^^^j-j 
since  1888,  when  the  Deeds  of  Arrangement  Act  of  1887  came  into  operation,  and 
represents  a  decrease  of  more  than  8  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1898,  and  a  decrease 
of  more  than  2d>  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1893,  in  which  year  3,938  Deeds 
were  registered. 

The  continued  increase  since  1891  in  the  proportion  of  Deeds  of  Assi^menb  to  the 
total  Deeds  registered,  to  which  attention  was  called  last  year,  is  still  maintained, 
the  percentage  for  1899  being  84' 10  as  compared  with  83-09  for  1898  and  75-43  for 
1891. 

The  proportion  of  Composition  Deeds  to  the  total  Deeds  registered  continues  to  show 
a  decrease,  the  percentage  for  1899  being  14-76  as  against  15'56  for  1898  and  22-44 
tot  1891. 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  Inspectorship  Deeds,  the  numbers  being  28  for 
1899  as  against  31  for  1898. 

The  number  of  Deeds  set  aside  by  bankruptcy  proceedings  during  1899  was  188  or 
5-94  per  cent,  of  the  total  Deeds  registered,  as  compared  with  185  or  5-39  per  cent, 
during  1898. 

Table  11. — There  is  a  very  considerable  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  the  estimated  Decroiae  in 
liabilities  and  in  the  estimated  value  of  the  assets  in  respect  of  the  Deeds  registered  estinrated 
during  1899  as  compared  with  previous  years.  rlwwiee 

The  liabilities  have  decreased  to  the  extent  of  12  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1898, 
and  55  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1893,  the  amounts  being  as  follows : — -For  1893, 
7,573.866/,,  for  1898,  3,846,759/.,  and  for  1899,  3,371,666Z. 

The  gross  assets  in  respect  of  the  Deeds  registered  last  year  were  estimated  at 
1,774,321?.,  whilst  for  1898  and  1893  the  amounts  wore  1,978,927/.  and  3,440,552/. 
respectively,  thus  showing  a  decrease  in  1899  as  compared  with  1898  and  1893  of  13 
per  cent,  and  48  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  falling  off  in  the  estimated  liabilities  and  assets  is  due  largely  to  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Deeds  registered,  but  the  magnitude  of  the  oases,  as  judged  by  the 
value  of  the  assets,  has  also  declined.  The  average  estimated  liabilities  per  case  were 
1,133/.  for  1899  as  against  1,185/.  for  1898  and  1,923/.  for  1893,  and  the  average  estimated 
assets  per  case  were  596/.  for  1899  as  against  609/.  for  1898  and  873Z.  for  1893. 
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Compositioa       Table  III. — The  number  of  Composition  Deeds  registered  last  year  was  only  439,  the 
Deeds.  smallest  number  yet  registered  in  any  one  year  since  1891.     There  is,  howeYer,  a 

decided  improvement  in  the  rates  proponed  to  be  paid  to  the  creditord;  in  64  cases, 
out  of  the  439  registered  last  year,  20«.  in  the  £  wa3  proposed  to  be  paid  or  14'58 
per  cent,  of  the  total  Composition  Deeds,  as  against  62  out  of  505  registered  in  1898  or 
12'28  per  cent.,  and  the  proportion  of  last  year's  oases  in  which  the  proposed 
composition  was  less  than  7s.  6d.  in  the  £  was  30'98  per  cent,  only  of  the  total 
Composition  Deeds  aa  against  39'40  per  cent,  in  1898. 

It  should,  however,  be  pointed  out  that  in  a  very  large  number  of  cases  the  rate  of 
composition  proposed  is  not  paid,  e.g.,  in  the  year  1897, 53  Deeds,  under  which  trustees 
were  appointed,  provided  for  the  payment  of  20«.  in  the  £  to  the  creditors.  In  14  of 
these  cases  final  accounts  have  not  yet  been  rendered,  and  of  the  remaining  39  cases 
there  are  11  in  whicb  nothing  whatever  has  been  paid  to  the  creditors,  14  in  which 
dividends  of  less  than  Ts.  Qd.  in  the  £  have  been  paid,  and  10  in  which  dividends 
ranging  from  Is.  6d.  to  15«.  8d.  in  the  £  have  been  paid,  whilst  in  4  cases  only  have 
the  creditors  received  the  proposed  composition  of  20s.  in  the  £. 

Table  IV. — The  2,338  oases  from  which  this  Table  is  compiled  represent  Deeds  of 
AEsignment  registered  since  the  1st  January  1891  aad  wound  up  during  the  year  1899, 
and  tho  results  of  iidmiaistration  in  these  cases  are  arrived  at  by  an  analysis  of  the 
accounts  rendered  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  trustees  in  pursuance  of  suction  25  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,  KDO.-  The  results  are  not  very  different  from  those  shown  in  respect 
of  cases  wound  up  during  the  year  1898,  tho  average  amount  realised  per  case  being 
415Z,  in  1899  aud  411/.  in  1898  and  the  percentage  of  costs  to  the  gross  assets  being 
19'S0  in  1899  and  19-47  in  1898.  For  the  past  four  years,  however,  there  has  been 
Costs  of  ad-  a  decided  tendency  towards  increase  in  the  costs  of  administration  under  Deeds  of 
ministration.  Assignment,  chiefly  in  respect  of  trustee's  solicitor's  costs  and  trustee's  i-emuneration, 
and  indeed  the  total  percentage  of  costs  was  higher  in  cases  wound  up  during  last 
year  than  in  any  previous  year  since  1891,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
statement : —

The  debtors  were  solicitors  and  partners  of  a  firm  that  has  existed  for  nearly  60 
ears.  The  principal  partner  committed  suicide  shortly  after  the  Receiving  Order. 
?he  surviving  partner  alleges  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  financial 
business  of  the  firm  and  knows  little  of  the  affairs  of  any  except  his  own  personal 
clients.  The  failure  is  attributed  to  lending  clients'  money  upon  insufficient  security, 
and  becoming  responsible  to  them  for  the  loss  so  incurred.  The  firm  appears  to  have 
been  ready  to  make  speculative  advances  upon  all  kinds  of  property,  principally  house 
property  and  building  land  already  deeply  mortgaged.  The  motive  no  doubt  was  at 
first  a  desire  to  increase  the  business,  and  later  also  a  hope  of  recovering  former  losses. 
No  balance  sheets  were  made  out,  and  it  is  impossible  now  to  say  when  the  firm 
was  laist  solvent.  For  years  past  the  interest  paid  to  clients  has  exceeded  the  interest 
received  from  securities,  the  difference  in  1892  being  35,461/,,  and  at  the  date  of 
the  Receiving  Order  103,507Z.  Of  this  difference  B8,495i.  was  provided  out  of 
capital  by  the  realisation  of  ascets  of  the  firm;  the  balance  presumably  came  out  of 
clients*  moneys,  which  had  been  habitually  paid  into  the  firm's  banking  account  and 
drawn  upon  indiscriminately.  The  actual  income  of  the  firm  from  costs  paid  and 
commissions  received  averaged  4,500/.  per  annum  during  the  last  three  years, 
but  the  drawings  of  the  partners  have  regularly  exceeded  this  income.

The  unsecured  liabilities  include  46,89f /.  money  belonging  to  estates  of  which  one  or 
the  other  partner  was  trustee  or  executor;  and  209,260/.  money  belonging  to  clients. 
Moreover,  a  very  large  sum  is  due  to  creditors  treated  as  secured,  but  whose  securities 
are  considered  insumcient  or  valueless.  There  is  evidence  of  criminal  dealings  with 
the  securities  and  moneys  of  clients  by  the  deceased  debtor  during  the  last  few  years, 
and  there  has  been  gross  carelessness  and  neglect  of  the  interests  of  their  clients  by 
both  partners.

The  debtors  (three  in  number)  were  solicitors  practising  in  London.  The  partnership 
(consisting  then  of  the  two  senior  members  only,  one  of  whom  was  hopelessly  insolveat) 
commenced  in  1895,  and  shortly  aftei'wards  the  firm  embarked  in  building  speculations 
of  great  magnitude  and  continued  their  operations  up  to  the  date  of  the  failure. 
Neither  of  the  senior  partners  had  any  capital,  and  the  building  operations  were  earned 
on  with  aid  of  borrowed  money.  The  firm  also  made  use  of  moneys  which  had  been 
entrusted  to  them  by,  or  had  been  received  by  them  on  behalf  of,  clients,  and  moneys 
forming  part  of  various  estates  of  which  one  of  the  partners  was  trustee.

declared  to  be  held  in  trust  to  secure  repayment  of  amounts  due  to  the  persons 
scheduled  therein.  One  of  the  trust  deeds  purported  to  secure  the  repayment  to 
various  estates,  of  which  one  of  the  partners  was  brustee,  of  moneys  amounting  in 
all  to  8,520/.,  which  had  in  breach  of  trust  been  used  by  the  firm  in,  their  building 
speculations.  The  other  trust  deed  purported  to  secure  to  clients,  moneys  amounting 
in  all  to  20,655^.,  which  had  also  been  used  for  the  firm's  speculations.  All  such  clients 
appear  to  have  placed  implicit  confidence  in  the  firm,  and  many  were  ladies.  The 
failure  is  entirely  attributable  to  the  result  of  the  building  speculations  and  to  a  falling 
off  in  professional  earnings,  mainly  in  consequence  of  the  partners'  energies  having 
been  concentrated  upon  their  building  operations.  Before  his  public  examinaticm  had 
been  concluded  one  of  the  senioi'  partners  absconded,  but  has  since  beep  arrested  in 
the  United  States,  where  extradition  proceedings  are  pending.  Both  he  and  the  other 
senior  partner  are  heing  prosecuted  on  charges  under  the  Larceny  Act.

The  debtor  began  business  in  1880  as  a  cotton  and  jute  manufacturer  at  Bio 
de  Janeiro.  He  was  very  successful,  and  in  the  course  of  about  12  years,  by 
opening  other  industries,  buying  and  working  sugar  and  coffee  estates,  and  pro- 
moting banks  and  other  financial  undertakings,  he  attained  a  position  of  wealth  and 
importance.  In  1892,  however,  a  revolution  broke  out  in  which  he  was  thought  to  be 
imphcated.  He  was  imprisoned  and  then  sent  out  of  the  country.  He  was  made 
bankrupt  and  his  property  was  taken  possession  of  under  the  proceedings,  but  he  alleges 
that  his  liabilities  did  not  exceed  one-third  of  his  assets,  which  were  valued  at  over 
10  million  pounds  sterling.  Since  1894  he  has  been  principally  in  England  carrying 
on  the  business  of  a  company  promoter.  He  also  has  been  and  still  is  engaged  in 
endeavours  to  recover  the  alleged  surplus  of  his  property  in  Brazil.  His  failure  is 
attributed  to  his  inability  to  recover  such  property,  to  delay  in  receiving  the  purchase

The  greater  portion  of  the  goods  manufactured  in  Hanley  were  exported  to 
the  Australian  and  New  Zealand  houses  for  sale.  The  firm's  home  trade  was  very 
limited.

The  debtors  were  two  brotbers  and  carried  on  an  import  and  export  business  with 
foreign  countries,  but  chiefly  with  firms  in  Hayti.  The  present  partnership  commenced 
in  1878,  but  the  business  had  previously  been  carried  on  by  the  father  and  subsequently 
by  the  mother  of  the  debtors  in  association  with  one  or  other  of  the  Ifitter.  It  is 
impossible  to  judge  from  the  books  what  was  the  real  position  of  the  firm  at  any  period 
between  the  years  1878  and  1896,  but  it  is  clear  that  the  firm  had  been  insolvent  for 
years.

The  debtors  practised  as  Bolicitors  at  Berkhampstead,  where  they  hold  numeroas 
minor  appomtmonts.  Thej  commenced  business  as  partners  in  1880  with  a  capital 
of  2001.  Instead  of  confining  themselves  to  the  legitimate  practice  of  their  profeBsion 
they  engaged  extensively  in  building  speculations.  Large  sums  were  advanced  for 
these  speculations  to  persons  of  no  means,  practically  journeymen,  who  are  now  debtors 
to  the  estate,  e.ff.,  a  carter  for  3,594/.,  two  carpentera  for  l,385Z.  and  l,526i.,  a 
bricklayer  for  1,870Z.  The  sums  thus  employed  were  obtained  by  using  clients' 
money  lodged  with  the  firm  for  investment,  and  trust  moneys.  Moneys  received  by 
the  firm  on  repayment  of  mortgages,  on  sales  of  property  and  otherwise,  were  paid 
into  the  firm's  overdrawn  banking  account  and  thus  appropriated.

ANNEX  No.  VI.— EBPOllT  BY  THE  SOLICITOR  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TBADB 
UPON  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS  CONDUCTED  ..BY  HIM  UNDER  THE 
BANKRUPTCY  ACTS,  1883  AND  1890. 


The  legal  proceedings  in  the  year  1899  consisted  of  the  following  matters  :— 

1.  Appeals— 

(a.)  To  the  House  of  Lords. 

(b.)  To  Her  Majesty's  Court  of  Appeal. 

(c.)  To  the  Divisional  Court  from  County  Courts. 

2.  Actions  and  other  proceedings  in  the  High  Court  to  which  the  Board  of  Trade 
or  Official  Receivers  were  parties. 

3.  Reviews  of  taxation  of  bills  of  costs  in  County  Courts. 

4.  Proceedings  against  defaulting  trustees  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883. 

5.  Proceedings  against  defaulting  trustees  under  Deeds  of  Arrangement. 

6.  Miscellaneous  proceeding's. 

There  have  been  two  appeals  to  the  House  of  Lords,  three  appeals  to  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  and  seven  appeals  to  the  Divisional  Court. 

It  was  necessary  to  appear  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade  or  Official  Receivers  in 
12  actions  in  the  High  Court. 

In  three  cases  taxations  of  County  Court  Registrars  were  reviewed  at  the  instance  of 
the  Board  of  Trade. 

Proceedings  were  commenced  against  defaulting  trustees  under  the  Bankruptcy 
Act,  1883,  in  6  oases,  and  in  199  cases  I  was  instructed  to  take  similar  proceedings 
against  trustees  under  Deeds  of  Arrangement. 

I  also  acted  for  the  Board  of  Trade  or  Official  Receivers  in  eight  oases  of  a 
miscellaneous  character. 

1. — (a.)  Appeals  to  the  Hodsb  op  Lords. 

The  two  appeals  to  the  House  of  Lords  were  Reg.  v.  Northallerton  County  Court 
Judge,  and  Sharp  v.  Jackson  and  others. 

The  first  appeal,  although  heard  during  the  year  1899,  was  for  the  sake  of 
convenience  dealt  with  in  the  last  Report,  and  further  comment  here  is  consequently 
unnecessary. 

The  second  appeal  was  brought  to  obtain  an  authoritative  decision  upon  the  law  of  Shmpo. 
fraudulent  preference.     The  case  arose  out  of  the  bankruptcy  of  New,  Prance,  and  J^i^ott  ^'^ 
Garrard,  a  firm  of  solicitors  practising  at  Evesham,  in  Worcestershire.  iWdaleni. 

The  gross  liabilities  of  the  firm  under  the  Receiving  Order  amounted  to  232,000i.,  preference, 
and  the  assets  were  estimated  to  amount  to  over  42,000i.,  but  in  point  of  fact  they 
realised  a  much  smaller  sum. 

The  bankrupts  were  largely  employed  in  the  management  of  trust  estates,  and  aa 
such  received  large  sums  for  investment,  and  the  firm  were  also  themselves  in  many 
instances  trustees  or  executors  of  trust  estates,  the  investments  of  which  were 
controlled  by  them. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Prance,  one  of  the  members  of  the  firm,  being  a  trustee  of  several  trust 
estates,  had  been  guilty  of  breaches  of  trust.  For  the  purpose  of  rectifying  such 
breaches  of  trust  he  ha3  shortly  before  the  bankruptcy  deposited  with  some  of  the  trust 
estates  certain  certificates  for  ^ares  in  a  company  called  Gribbs  and  Canning,  Limited, 
and  he  had  in  addition  executed  a  conveyance  of  certain  propei'ty  belonging  to  him 
upon  trust  to  raise  a  sum  of  4,200/.  to  be  also  applied  in  making  good  such  breaches  of 
trust.  The  deed  recited  the  fact  of  the  breaches  of  trust,  and  was  expressed  to  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  shielding  and  exonerating  himself  as  far  as  possible  from 
liability  to  the  proceedings  he  was  exposed  to  by  ret^on  thereof. 
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The  question  which  arose  was  whether  the  conveyance  and  the  deposits  of  the  shares 
referred  to  were  void  under  section  48  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883. 

That  section  enacte  that  "  every  conveyance  or  transfer  of  property  ...  by  any 
"  person  unable  to  pay  his  debts  as  they  become  due  from  his  ovra  money  in  favour 
"  of  any  creditor,  or  any  person  in  trust  for  any  creditor,  with  a  view  of  giving  sucli 
"  creditor  a  preference  over  the  other  creditors  shall,  if  the  person  making  .  .  . 
"  the  same  be  adjudged  bfinkrupt  on  a  bankruptcy  petition  presented  within  thi'ee 
"  months  after  the  date  of  making  .  .  .  the  same,  be  deemed  fraudulent  and  void 
"  as  against  the  trustee  in  bankruptoy." 

Uxisting  decisions  laid  it  down  that  to  ascertain  whether  there  hag  been  a  fraudulent 
preference  within  that  section,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  whether  the  intention  to 
prefer  was  the  dominant  or  real  motive  of  the  person  making  the  preference,  or 
\\hetheT  that  intontion  was  merely  subsidiary  to  a  desire  to  effect  some  other  object, 
and,  further,  that  the  payment  sought  to  be  impeached  must  be  a  voluntary  act. 

It  was  held  in  the  present  case  by  Mr.  Justice  Vaughan  "Williams  and  the  Court 
of  Appeal  that  the  debtor's  real  motive  in  making  the  preference  was  to  save  himself 
from  the  consequences  of  his  wrong-doing,  the  intention  to  prefer  being  flubordinate 
to  that  motive,  and  that  the  preference  was  prompted  solely  by  a  fear  of  punishment, 
and  the  claim  of  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  was  accordingly  rejected. 

The  House  of  Lords  were  asked  to  hold  that  these  decisions  were  erroneous,  because 
in  the  first  place,  the  question  as  to  what  induced  the  debtor  to  make  the  preference 
was  immaterial,  and  that  it  was  sufficient  to  show  that  the  transfer  of  property  had 
been  made  with  a  view  to  prefer,  witliout  inquiring  for  the  reasons  which  caused  that 
view  to  be  entertained,  and  it  was  contended  that  the  suggestion  that  the  payment 
must  be  voluntary  was  equally  immatenal  for  the  purposes  of  the  section.- 

The  House  of  Lords,  however,  dismissed  the  appeal,  holding  that  the  dominant 
motive  or  intention  of  the  debtor  was  the  governing  feature,  and  that  such  intention 
in  the  present  case  was  to  protect  himself  rather  than  to  benefit  the  particular 
creditors  ;  their  Lordships  also  considered  that  to  create  a  preference  under  the  section 
it  was  necessary  that  the  debtor  should  act  voluntarily. 

The  judgments  are  likely  to  prove  useful  guides  to  future  cases. 

1. — (6.)  Appeals  to  Her  Majesty's  Court  op  Appeal. 

On  page  69  of  the  Report  for  the  year  1898,  mention  was  made  of  the  case  of  re 
J.  S.  Beeston,  in  which  the  point  arose  whether  a  sheriff  is  justified,  if  requested  by 
both  execution  creditor  and  debtor,  in  remaining  iu  possession  without  limit  as  to 
time. 

The  facts  in  the  case  in  question  were  that  on  the  27th  July  1896  the  sheriff  levied 
execution  on  the  goods  of  the  debtor  for  a  sum  of  9dl.  17*.  8rf.,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  debtor,  and  with  the  assent  of  the  execution  creditor,  he  retained  possession  until 
the  27th  October  1897,  on  which  date  the  debtor  presented  his  own  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy and  a  Receiving  Order  was  made.  Various  payments  were  made  during  the 
period  of  possession  by  the  debtor  on  account  of  the  debt  and  costs,  and  at  the  date 
of  the  "Receiving  Order  the  debt  had  been  practically  satisfied.  The  sheriff's  costs, 
consisting  mainly  of  the  charges  for  possession,  were  allowed  on  taxation  at 
105Z.  188.  6d. 

In  opposing  the  allowance  or  the  costs  for  possession  it  was  submitted  that,  although 
a  sheriff  can  remain  in  possession  for  more  than  a  reasonable  time  if  requested  to  do 
BO  by  both  execution  creditor  and  the  debtor,  yet  that  that  general  principle  is  subject 
to  the  qualification  that  if  possession  is  held  for  21  days  and  an  act  of  bank- 
ruptcy is  thereby  committed,  the  debtor  is  not  in  a  position  while  that  act  of 
bankruptcy  is   available   to   give   a   valid  authority   to   the   sheriff  to  continue    in 


In  the  present  case  an  act  of  bankruptcy  was  of  course  committed  on  the  expiration 
of  21  days,  although  no  petition  was  presented  thereon  within  the  statutory  period 
of  three  months,  but  it  was  argued  that  each  subsequent  period  of  21  days  constituted 
a  distinct  act  of  bankruptoy,  and  the  debtor  was,  therefore,  never  in  a  position  to  assent 
to  the  protracted  possession. 

The  Court  of  Appeal,  however,  held  that  the  only  act  of  bankruptcy  was  that 
constituted  by  the  first  21  days  of  possession,  and  that  as  no  petition  was  presented 
within  the  statutory  period  of  three  months,  the  position  of  matters  was  the  same  as 
if  no  act  of  bankruptcy  had  ever  been  committed,  and  the  debtor  was  consequently  in 
a  position  to  give  his  consent  to  the  sheriff  remaining  in  possession.  The  only  question, 
therefore,  was  whether  the  costs  could  have  been  charged  against  the  parties  themselves. 
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In  their  LordBhips'  view,  a  sheriff  is  justified  in  such  a  case  in  holding  possession  for 
any  length  of  time  wiUi  the  assent  of  both  parties,  and  the  costs  were  therefore  . 
allowed. 

An  appeal  was  brought  on  behalf  of  the  debtor  in  the  case  of  re  P.  Robinson  from  a  ^«  ?"■ 
rofuaal  of  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  to  rescind  the  Reoeiving  Order.  ADDUati  n 

The  application  was  based  on  the  ground  that  with  the  exception  of  an  income  of  for  rescis- 
2,1002.  per  annum  under  his  father's  will  determinable  upon  bankruptcy,  the  debtor  nion  of 
had  practically  no  assets  and  that  a  proposal  had  been  made  to  the  creditors  for  Iteceiving 
settlement  of  their  claims,  to  which  they  had  asseuted.  Order, 

A.  trust  estate,  of  which  the  debtor  was  formerly  trustee,  had  a  claim  against  the 
debtor  in  respect  of  breaches  of  trust,  an  Order  haring  been  made  by  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court  directing  the  debtor  to  repay  the  amount  by  instalments  ; 
but  although  some  years  had  elapsed,  no  payment  had  been  made  by  the  debtor  in 
respect  thereof. 

Other  creditors  included  relatives  and  friends,  but  the  majority  of  the  debts, 
apart  from  small  sums  due  to  tradesmen,  were  due  in  respect  of  money-lending 
transactions. 

By  the  terms  of  the  proposal  the  small  creditors  were  to  be  paid  in  full,  the  relatives 
were  to  release  their  debts,  and  the  debtor  was,  after  retaining  1,2002.  a  year  for  his 
own  maintenance,  to  apply  the  balance  of  his  income  in  paying  the  instalments  due  to 
the  trust  estate  and  paying  money-lenders'  interest  on  their  debts  during  his  life,  and 
these  latter  creditors  were  to  look  to  certain  policies  on  tiie  debtor's  life  which  they 
held  for  payment  of  the  principal. 

The  Official  Receiver  objected  to  the  application  on  various  grounds.  The  main 
(ibjection  was  that  there  was  absolutely  no  security  that  the  terms  of  the  scheme 
would  be  carried  out,  and  that  apart  from  that  question  the  scheme  ought  not  to 
commend  itself  to  the  Court  because  each  class  of  creditor  was  to  be  treated  differently, 
and  there  would  not  be  an  equal  distribution  of  the  debtor's  assets.  The  attention  of 
the  Court  was  also  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  debtor  shortly  prior  to  the  Receiving 
Order  had  disposed  of  some  of  his  furniture  under  circumstances  which  required 
investigation. 

The  learned  Registrar  lutd  held  that  in  view  of  those  objections  he  was  bound  by 
existiog  decisions  to  dismiss  the  application,  and  his  decision  was  confirmed  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal. 

1. — (6.)  Appeals  to  the  Divisional  Court. 

In  the  case  of  re  G.  W.  Taylor,  the  debtor  appealed  from  an  order  of  the  County  Jie  G.  W. 
Court  Judge  refusing  to  approve  a  scheme  of  arrangement  and  adjudicating  him  a  Tajrior. 
bankrupt.  approve '" 

The  Receiving  Order  was  made  in  May  1896,  and  the  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  sdieme. 
held  on  24th  June  1896,  but  was  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  May  1897,  when  a  So  Becuritv 
resolution  was  passed  in  favour  of  adjudication.     According  to  the  debtor's  statement  fori»:^p'it 
of  affairs  his  unsecured  debts  amounted  to  1,678Z.  8«.  2d.,  and  his  assets  were  estimated  (i,g  ^^     '" 
as  being  of  the  value  of  over  300,000?.,  but  from  the  Official  Receiver's  investigations 
it  appeared  that  the  liabilities  amounted  to  over  10,OOOZ.  against  assets  of  no  realiaable 
value. 

It  appeared  that  prior  to  1888  the  debtor  was  an  estate  agent  in  Melbourne  and  had 
there  entered  into  large  speculations  in  land  and  had  acquired  options  to  purchase 
extensive  tracts.  Such  options  comprised  the  only  property  belonging  to  the  debtor, 
but  inasmuch  as  they  had  lapsed  his  interest  therem  was  of  no  value.  The  scheme 
proposed  by  the  debtor  was  that  the  creditors  should  accept  shares  in  a  company  about 
to  be  formed  with  the  object  of  acquiring  valuable  freehold  property  in  Melbourne, 
but  to  any  creditors  who  would  not  agree  to  accept  such  shares  it  was  proposed  to  pay 
a  oomp(»ation  of  78.  6(i.  in  cash. 

The  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  creditors  and  approved  by  the  requisite  majority, 
and  the  previous  resolution  in  favour  of  adjudication  rescinded.  The  debtor,  however, 
took  no  steps  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Court,  and  eventually  the  scheme  was 
submitted  to  the  Court  at  the  instance  of  the  Official  Receiver. 

In  his  report  to  the  Court  upon  the  scheme  the  Official  Receiver  reported  that  the 

debtor's  assets  were  not  equal  to  10a.  in  the  £  on  the  unsecured  liabilities,  that  he  had 

contracted  debts  without  reasonable  ground  of  expectation  of  being  able  to  pay  them, 

and  that  he  had  brought  on  his  bankruptcy  by  rash  and  hazardous  speculation,  and  the 
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Official  ReceiTer  further  indicated  that  in  his  opinion  the  scheme  was  not  reasonable 
or  calculated  to  benefit  tbe  general  body  of  creditors,  and  that  it  did  not  pi-ovide 
reasonable  security  for  payment  of  not  leas  than  7».  6d.  in  the  £  on  all  the  provable 
debte. 

On  hearing  of  the  application  to  approve  the  scheme  the  debtor  applied  for  an 
adjournment  to  enable  the  proposed  company  to  be  formed,  but  the  Court  refused  to 
adjourn  the  matter,  and  in  view  of  the  facte  reported  by  the  Official  Receiver  and  of 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  the  Court  refused  to  approve 
the  scheme. 

The  debtor  appealed  from  that  order  on  the  ground  that  the  application  to  approTe 
the  scheme  was  premature  and  ought  to  have  been  adjourned,  and  that  the  Official 
Receiver  was  not  in  a  position  to  report  as  to  whether  there  was  or  was  not  reasonable 
security  for  payment  of  not  less  than  7«.  Gd.  in  the  £. 

The  appeal  was  dismissed. 

In  the  case  of  re  T.  i'ord  the  Official  Receiver  appealed  from  an  oi"der  of  the  County 
Court  Judge  at  Birmingham  refusing  an  application  that  Messrs.  Crawley,  Parsons,  and 
Company,  who  were  judgment  creditors  of  the  bankrupt,  should  repay  a  sum  of  40/. 
paid  to  them  by  the  bankrupt  on  account  of  their  debt  under  the  following 
circumstances. 

These  creditors  having  recovered  judgment  against  the  bankrupt,  issued  execution, 
and  the  sheriff  seized  on  the  31st  IJccember  1898.  On  the  5th  January  1899  an 
arrangement  was  come  to  between  the  parties  under  which  the  bankrupt  paid  to  the 
execution  creditors'  solicitors  half  the  sum  due  from  him  and  agreed  to  pay  the  balance 
by  instalments,  whereupon  the  sheriff  was  instructed  to  withdraw  upon  obtaining  an 
authority  to  re-enter  in  case  of  default  in  payment  of  the  instalments. 

On  the  14th  January  1899  the  Receiving  Order  was  made  against  the  bankrupt. 

Section  45  of  the  bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  provides  that  where  a  creditor  has  issued 
execution  against  the  goods  of  a  debtor  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  retain  the  bdnent  of 
the  execution  against  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  of  the  debtor  unless  he  has  completed 
the  execution  before  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order. 

The  Official  Receiver  claimed  to  be  entitled  under  the  section  to  recover  the  money 
so  paid  to  them  on  the  ground  that  it  formed  part  of  the  proceeds  or  benefit  of  the 
execution  and  that  at  the  date  of  the  Receiving  Order  the  execution  was  not  completed. 
The  execution  creditors,  however,  contended  that  the  amount  paid  did  not  represent 
proceeds  of  the  execution  because  there  had  been  no  sale  of  the  goods  seized  and  tbe 
payment  was  not  in  fact  made  to  the  sheriff,  and  further  that  even  assuming  that  it 
could  be  so  treated  the  execution  was  completed  so  far  as  that  particular  sum  was 
concerned  as  soon  as  the  payment  was  made. 

The  learned  County  Court  Judge  upheld  the  claim  of  the  execution  creditors,  but  on 
appeal  the  Divisional  Court,  after  reviewing  the  authorities,  reversed  his  decision  on  the 
grounds  that  the  sum  in  question  was  in  fact  paid  in  consequence  and  as  a  result  of  the 
execution  and  was  consequently  proceeds  or  benefit  of  the  execution,  and  that  since  the 
execution  creditor  had  not  relinquished  all  his  rights  under  the  exeoation  the  same  was 
not  completed. 

As  the  point  was  one  which  was  often  arising,  the  execution  creditors  obtained  leave 
to  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  but  the  appeal  was  not  proceeded  with. 

A  question  of  some  importance  and  difficulty,  affecting  the  practice  as  to  the  rights 
of  a  landlord  in  respect  of  his  claim  for  rent  when  the  tenant's  goods  have  been 
seized  under  a  Writ  of  Execution,  arose  in  the  case  of  re  James  Driver. 

By  the  Statute  8  Anne,  cap.  14,  it  is  provided  that  no  goods  or  chattels  shall  Iw 
liable  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  any  execution  unless  the  judgment  creditor  shall,  before 
the  removal  of  the  goods  from  off  the  premises  by  virtue  of  such  execution,  pay  to 
the  landlord  all  sums  due  for  rent  not  exceeding  one  year's  rent. 

Under  the  terms  of  that  Statute  it  seemed  to  the  Official  Receiver's  advisers  to  be 
clear  that  where  the  sheriff  seized  the  goods  of  a  debtor  and  was  then  given  notice 
that  the  landlord  has  a  claim  for  rent,  the  sheriffs  duty  was  to  require  the  execution 
creditor  to  pay  the  rent  and  so  enable  the  sale  of  the  goods  under  the  execution  to 
proceed,  when  he  could  recoup  himself  the  amount  so  paid  plus  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  debt,  but  if  the  execution  creditor  declined  to  pay  the  rent,  then  the 
sheriffs  proper  course  was  to  make  a  return  of  nulla  bona  to  the  writ,  leaving  the 
landlord  to  distrain  upon  the  goods  for  the  amount  due  to  him. 
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In  practice,  however,  when  the  landlord  gave  notice  of  his  claim  the  course  pursued 
has  for  a  great  many  years  been  for  the  sheriff  to  proceed  with  the  sale  under  the 
execution  and  pay  the  landlord  out  of  the  proceeds. 

There  are  objections,  however,  to  this  course.  In  the  first  place,  by  section  11  (2) 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1890,  where  under  an  execution  in  respect  of  a  judgment  for 
a  sum  exceeding  201.,  goods  of  a  debtor  are  sold  or  money  is  paid  in  order  o  avoid 
a  sale,  the  sheriff  is,  after  deducting  his  costs,  to  hold  the  proceeds  of  Sale,  or  the 
money  paid,  for  14  days,  and  if  within  that  time  he  ia  served  with  notice  that 
a  bankruptcy  petition  Las  been  presented  against  or  by  the  debtor  and  a  Receiving; 
Order  has  IJeen  made,  the  sheriff  is  to  pay  the  money  in  hia  hands  to  the  Official 
Receiver  or  trustee,  and  it  was,  therefore,  objected  that  this  section  precluded  the 
payment  of  a  landlord  out  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  where  a  Receiving  Order  supervened 
within  14  days  after  the  sale.  Moreover,  seizure  and  sale  of  a  debtor's  goods 
constitute  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  to  which  the  title  of  the  trustee  relates  back,  thus 
giving  him  the  right,  if  a  Receiving  Order  is  made  thereon,  to  impeach  all  subsequent 
payments  out  of  the  bankrupt's  assets  except  in  the  case  of  a  landlord  who  has  the 
right  after  the  act  of  bankruptcy  to  distrain  for  six  months'  rent. 

The  course  to  which  exception  is  taken  above  was  followed  in  the  case  under 
notice,  and  it  was,  therefore,  decided  to  obtain  a  ruling  as  to  whether  it  was  a  proper 
one.  Accordingly  the  Official  Receiver  moved  the  Court  for  an  order  upon  the 
sheriff  to  refund  a  sum  representing  one  year's  rent  paid  to  the  landlord  as  the  course 
laid  down  by  the  Statute  of  Anne  bad  not  been  followed,  but  the  County  Court  Judge 
upheld  the  action  of  the  sheriff.  On  appeal  to  the  Divisional  Court  an  order  was 
made  in  favour  of  the  Official  Receiver,  but  the  judgment,  which  was  apparently  based 
upon  a  mistaken  view  of  the  facts,  was  reversed  on  a  successful  appeal  to  the  Court 
of  Appeal  at  the  instance  of  the  sheriff,  the  Court  holding  that  the  landlord  had  a 
Hen  upon  the  goods  seized  by  the  sheriff,  that  he  was  not  deprived  of  such  lien  by 
the  bankruptcy,  and  was  entitled  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds. 

In  the  case  of  re  H.  M.  Moyce,  the  Official  Receiver  had  to  consider  the  claim  of  Re  H.  M. 
one  Srirapson  to  rank  as  a  creditor  against  the  estate  for  over  3O01.  in  respect  of  Moyw- 
certain  trading  transactions  between  himself  and  the  debtor.    The  debt  was  not  only  E^™i"atio* 
disputed  by  the  latter,  but  he  returned  Stimpson  in  his  statement  of  affairs  as  being  ^"tfon  27 
indebted  to  him.     The  matter  was  of  a  somewhat  complicated  nature,  and  the  Official  m  inveati- 
Receiver,  therefore,  thought  it  well  to  examine  Stimpson  under  section    27  of  the  '-^"^^  proof. 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.     On  applying   to  the   County   Court   Registrar,   the   latter 
declined  to  issue  the  summons  on  the  ground  of  inconvenience.     In  the  event  of  the 
Official  Receiver  rejecting  the  proof  and  an  appeal  from  his  decision  being  brought 
there  would  be  a  double  investigation  by  the  Court  of  the  same  matter.    The  question 
of  the  validity  of  this  objection  was  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  an 
appeal  against  the  refusal  of  the  Registrar  to  issue  the  summons. 

The  section  referred  to  provides  ns  follows  : — "  The  Court  may,  on  the  application 
of  the  Official  Receiver  or  trustee  at  any  time  after  a  Receiving  Order  has  been  made 
against  a  debtor,  summon  before  it  the  debtor  or  his  wife,  or  any  person  known  or 
suspected  to  have  in  hia  poRsession  any  of  the  estate  or  effects  belonging  to  the  debtor, 
or  supposed  to  be  indebted  to  the  debtor,  or  any  person  whom  the  Court  may  deem 
capable  of  giving  information  respecting  the  debtor,  his  dealings,  or  property." 

The  Registrar  did  not  appear  on  the  appeal,  but  communicated  his  objeotions  to 
Mr.  Justice  Wright  by  letter. 

The  appeal  was  allowed  as  the  Court  considered  that  the  trustee  was  entitled  to 
examine  an  alleged  creditor  to  ascertain  the  ground  upon  which  his  claim  was 
based. 

The  difficulties  arising  out  of  the  assignment  by  creditors  of  their  debts  after  the  Re  Frost 
admission  of  their  proofs,  referred  to  in  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  (see  re  C.  K.  *  Son. 
Sharp,  page  70),   were   again   the   subject  of  consideration.      The   difficulty    was  Assignmont 
surmounted  in  re  Sharp  by  the  proof  of  the  original  creditor  being  expunged  and  the  debu^™ 
assignee  proving  in  his  own  name.    The  County  Court  Judge  of  Greenwich  was  asked  Payment  of 
in  the  case  of  re  Trost  &  Son  to  make  an  order  directing  the  Official  Receiver  to  pay  tiividciids  u> 
1o  the  assignee  the  dividends  payable  upon  the  debts  which  had  been  assigned.     The  "^'S^'^''- 
Official  Receiver's  difficulties  in  the  matter  were  brought  to  his  Honour's  notice,  and 
also  the  course  taken  by  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  in  the  case  of  re  Sharp  referred  to 
above,  but  he  nevertheless  made  the  order  asked  for. 

Ib  view  of  the  importance  of  the  question,  an  appeal  was  brought  to  the  Pivisional 
Court,  when  the  course  taken  by  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  was  confirmed. 
O.I23.  L  2 
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In  the  case  of  re  R.  P.  Bliot  and  G.  E.Eliot,  an  appeal  was  brought  by  tho  bankrupts 
^  against  an  order  of  the  County  Court  Judge  refusing  their  discharge. 

The  bankrupts  carried  on  business  as  bankers  under  the  name  of  Eliot,  Pearce,  and 
Company,  at  Weymouth,  with  branches  at  various  adjacent  towns.  The  Heceiving 
Order  was  made  on  tho  bankrupt's  own  petition  on  30th  March  1697.  The  proofg 
admitted  amounted  to  ovpr  4CX),0O0i.  and  the  assets  realised  about  150,000?.  A 
dividend  of  6«.  8d.  in  the  £.  had  been  paid  at  the  date  of  the  application  for 
discharge,  and  it  was  anticipated  that  there  would  bo  a  further  dividend  at  Is.  in 
the£. 

Various  facts  within  the  terms  of  paragraphs  (a),  (6),  (c),  (d),  and  (/)  of  section  8 
(3)  of  tlie  Bankruptcy  Act,  1690,  were  proved  against  the  bankrupt?,  and  on  those 
grounds  the  County  Couit  Judge  refused  the  discharge. 

The  bankrupts  appealed  and  submitted  that  in  the  absence  of  fraud  the  Court  ought 
not  to  refuse  tbe  diicharge  absolutely.  The  Divisional  Court  were  of  opinion  that  in 
all  tlie  circiimsfcancoa  of  the  ca^e  the  discharge  ought  to  be  granted  subject  to 
suspension  for  four  years,  and  varied  the  order  accordingly, 

In  the  case  of  re  W.  V.  Mumford  the  Official  Receiver  was  Respondent  to  an  ajipeal 
by  the  trustee  under  a  Deed  of  Aesignment  or  Inspectorship  executed  by  the  bankrupt, 
and  which  on  the  application  of  the  Official  Receiver  the  County  Court  Judge  bad 
declared  to  be  void. 

The  bankrupt  carried  on  bubiness  at  Cardiff  as  a  printer  and  stationer,  and  in  the 
year  1898  he  was  in  financial  difficulties.  The  appellant  was  an  accountant  and  acted 
as  manager  of  a  limited  company,  formed  with  tho  object  of  rendering  financial 
assistance  to  tradesmen  and  others.  In  the  course  of  their  business  the  company 
issued  circulars  inviting  applications  for  loans  of  money,  and  in  this  way  the  bankrupt 
came  into  communication  with  them,  and  as  a  result  a  Deed  of  Assignment  in  favour 
of  the  appellant  for  the  benefit  of  creiiitors  was  executed. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  deed  the  bankrupt  was  at  liberty  to  carry  on  his  busineaa 
without  interruption  so  long  as  he  paid  certain  instalments  to  the  appellant 
for  the  purpose  of  distribution  amongst  the  creditors.  In  the  event  of  default  in 
payment  of  such  instatmeuts,  however,  the  appellant  had  power  to  take  possession  of 
the  goods. 

The  bankrupt  accordingly  carried  on  his  business  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as 
before  the  execution  of  the  deed  until  the  13tb  January  1899,  when  the  appellant  took 
possession  of  the  bankrupt's  eswite.  On  the  17th  January  1899  the  Receiving  Order 
and  Order  of  Adjudication  were  made  against  the  bankrupt. 

The  Official  Receiver  thereupon  instituted  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the 
validity  of  the  deed,  and  on  his  behalf  it  was  claimed  that  tbe  deed  was  void  by 
reason  of  certain  misrepresentations  alleged  to  have  been  made  by  the  appellant's 
ngent.  It  was  also  claimed  that  as  the  bankrupt  had  continued  to  carry  on  the 
business,  the  goods  assigned  as  well  as  those  acquired  since  the  date  of  the  deed  wero 
in  his  order  and  disposition,  and  other  objections  to  the  deed  were  raised.  The 
County  Court  Judge  held  that  the  allegation  of  misrepresentation  had  been  established 
and  therefore  found  in  favour  of  the  Official  Receiver,  without  considering  the  other 
objections  to  the  transaction. 

On  the  appeal  from  that  decision  it  was  held  by  the  Divisional  Court  that  the 
County  Court  Judge  was  wrong  in  upholding  the  allegation  of  misrepresentation,  and 
their  Lordships  therefore  remitted  the  case  back  to  the  County  Court  for  consideration 
of  the  other  objectious,  which  were  partially  sustained.  The  form  of  the  deed  used  in 
this  case  would  appear  to  be  open  to  adverse  comment,  and  perhaps  another  occasion 
may  arise  for  having  it  judicially  criticised.

2.  Acnoss  and  other  Proceedings  in  the  High  Court  to  which  the  Board  of  Tbadb  or 
Officiai.  Receivers  were  Parties. 

I  defended  an  action  at  tho  suit  of  one  F.  H.  Skinner  against  Mr.  J.  R.  Stubbs,  the 
Official  Receiver  attached  to  the  County  Court  of  Northallerton,  and  Mr.  W.  Cr.  Simpson, 
his  Assistant. 

Tho  action  arose  under  tlie  following  circumstances: — 

On  the  23rd  April  1898  a  petition  in  bankruptcy  was  presented  against  the  plaintiff. 
Tbe  petitioning  credit<)r  was  his  uncle,  and  the  affidavit  in  support  of  the  petition 
recited  that  he  bad  left  bis  residence  and  that  the  petitioning  creditor  had  investigated

the  affairs  of  the  plaintiff  and  found  that  he  was  hopelessly  insolvent.  A  Receiving  Order 
was  made  in  due  course,  the  act  of  bankruptcy  being  that  the  plaintiff  had  departed 
from  his  dwelling-house  or  otherwise  absented  himself  with  intent  to  defeat  and  delay 
his  creditors.  The  plaintiff  was  subsequently  adjudicated  a  bankrupt,  and  an  order 
made  for  the  summary  administration  of  his  estate. 

On  the  making  of  the  Eeceiving  Order  the  Official  Receiver  caused  a  sealed  copy 
thereof  and  the  usual  notices  as  to  the  duties  of  a  debtor  to  be  sent  to  the  plaintiff  at 
his  last  known  address  by  registered  post.  No  response  being  made  to  such  notices, 
inquiries  were  made  as  to  the  bankrupt's  whereabouts,  but  he  could  not  be  traced,  and 
information  gleaned  by  the  Official  Receiver  pointed  to  the  conclusion  that  the  bankrupt 
had  absconded  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  or  embarras^sing  the  bankruptcy  proceedings. 
Thereupon  an  application  was  made  for  a  warrant  for  his  arrest,  under  section  25  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.  An  order  was  made  and  the  warrant  issued,  under  which 
the  plaintiff  was  subsequently  arrested  and  suffered  three  days'  detention. 

The  plaintiff  alJeged  that  the  Official  Receiver  and  Mr.  Simpson  had,  in  obtaining 
and  executing  the  warrant,  acted  without  reasonable  or  probable  cause,  and 
accordingly  commenced  an  action  against  them  for  damages.  Realising  tliat  the 
existence  of  the  order  and  warrant  on  the  Court's  records  was  a  stumbling  block  in 
the  way  of  success  in  the  action,  he  conceived  the  idea  of  having  them  quaahed 
by  certiorari,  but  of  his  unsuccessful  efforts  to  do  so  mention  has  already  been  made  in 
my  last  Report.  The  action  was  tried  at  some  length  before  Mr.  Justice  Day  and  a 
special  jury,  when  it  was  submitted  on  the  defendants'  behalf  that  in  applying  for  the 
warrant  and  having  the  bankrupt  arrested  they  had  acted  in  the  hand  fide  exercise  of 
their  statutory  duties,  and  it  was  further  argued  that  inasmuch  as  the  arrest  of  the 
plaintiff  was  carried  out  by  virtue  of  the  order  of  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  no 
action  could  lie.  The  learned  Judge  agreed  with  this  view,  and  by  his  direction  the 
jury  gave  a  verdict  for  the  defendants. 

It  is  felt  to  be  only  fair  to  the  defendants  to  say  that  oven  if  the  technical  point 
of  which  they  availed  themselves  had  not  arisen  they  were  advised  that  they  could 
have  successfully  defended  the  action  on  its  merits.  The  plaintiff  and  his  connections 
were,  prior  to  the  bankruptcy  proceedings,  absolutely  unknown  to  them,  and  it  is 
impossible,  therefore,  to  suppose  that  in  currying  out  their  duties  they  could  have  been 
actuated  by  unworthy  motives. 

3.  Reviews  of  Taxatioh.

In  an  early  case  it  was   held   by   Mr.   Justice  Cave  that  unless  the  sheriff  had  veotorymul 
performed  each  item  of  work  referred  to  in  that  scale  he  was  not  entitled  to  charge  valuation 
tie  full  £«  of  2i  per  cent.  ^'K^ 

In  the  case  of  re  H.  K.  Stinton  the  sheriff  had  so;z3d  the  debtor's  goods,  but  the  partially 
sale  was  stopped  before  the  advertisements  had  been  printed  and  issued  and  the  goods  perfor^ca. 
lotted.     He  had  nevertheless  been  allowed  the  full  fee   on  taxation.     On  a  review  oi 
this  taxation,  which  I  attended  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Tra-^e,  the  Mtister 
reduced  the  fee  to  2  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  re  G.  Armstrong  there  had  been  an   informality  in  the  appointment  Re  G.  Arra- 
of  the  trustee's  solicitor,  which  t^e.  Department  required  the  trustee  to  have  rectified  sti-ong. 
by  an  application  to  the  Court.     The  application  was  accordingly  made,  but  the  costs 
of  the  trustee's  solicitor  in  connection  with  the  application  were  taxed  by  the  County 
Court  Registrar  at  a  sum  of  no  less  than  371.  19s.  8d.  -, 

The  Board  of  Trade  considered  that  that  sum  was  excessive,  and  on  review  it  was 
reduced  to  l'2l. 


4.  Proceedinos  against  Defaplting  Trdstees  dkder  the  BANKRnPTCT  Act,  1883. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  five  persons  who  had  vacated  office  ne  trustee  to 
enforce  compliance  with  Orders  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  render  accounts,  &c.,  and  in 
one  case  proceedings  were  necessary  to  enforce    the  liability   of   a  trastee  under

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section  74  (6)  of  the  Act  to  pay  interest  at  the,  rate  of  20  per  cent,  per  annum,  on 
money  exceeding  50/.  retained  for  more  than  10  days  without  explaining  the  retention 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

5.  Proceedikos  aoaihst  Defaulting  Trustees  under  Deeds  of  Arbakgeuent. 

InstruotioDB  were  received  in  199  oases  to  take  proceedings  against  trustees  under 
Deeds  of  Arrangement  who  had  ueglecticd  to  file  their  statutory  accounts.  Proceedinga 
were  ultimately  necessary,  however,  in  only  23  oases,  and  of  the  latter  number  several 
submitted  their  accounts  without  orders  of  Court  being  actually  obtained. 


6.  Miscellaneous  Pboceedings. 

Jte  C.  W.  The  power  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  revoke  a  trustee's  release  was  the  subject  of 

Harris.  consideration  in  the  case  of  re  G.  W.  Harris.    The  provision  governing  the  question 

Bolrf  f  '^  section  82  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  which  after  providing  under  what 
Trade  to  circumstances  a  release  is  to  be  granted,  enacts  in  sub-section  3  that  an  Order  of  the 
fevoke  trus-  Board  of  Trade  releasing  the  trustee  may  be  revoked  on  proof  that  it  was  obtained 
lee's  release.   ]jy  fraud  or  by  suppression  or  concealment  of  any  material  fact. 

Among  the  proofs  lodged  against  the  bankrupt's  estate  was  one  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  who  claimed  through  their  collector  to  rank  as  preferential 
creditors  for  Queen's  taxes  assessed  upon  the  bankrupt.  The  trustee  alleged  that 
after  considering  such  proof  he  rejected  it  on  various  grounds  and  informed  the 
collector  of  the  fact,  but  it  was  denied  that  such  rejection  came  to  the  collector's 
knowledge.  It  was  admitted,  however,  by  the  trustee  that  he  had  not  in  compliance 
with  the  rules  given  formal  notice  of  the  grounds  of  the  rejection.  The  trustee  in  due 
course  distributed  the  estate  in  his  hands  amongst  the  creditors  whose  proofs  had 
been  admitted,  and  thereupon  applied  to  the  Board  of  Trade  for  his  release.  Notice 
of  his  application  for  release  should  have  been  given  to  the  collector,  and  it  was  said 
that  it  had  been,  but  this  the  collector  also  denied.  The  release  was  granted,  but 
shortly  afterwards  a  complaint  was  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  Board 
of  Inland  Bevenue  that  their  proof  had  not  been  dealt  with,  and  that  they  bad 
received  no  notice  of  the  application  for  release.  The  Board  of  Trade  thereupon 
inquired  into  the  circumstances,  when  it  transpired  that  the  trustee  had  while  his 
application  for  release  was  under  consideration,  received  two  letters  from  the 
complainants  inquiring  as  to  their  claim,  but  that  no  reply  had  been  sent  to  such 
letters,  nor  had  the  fact  of  their  receipt  been  communicated  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 
In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  it  appeared  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  there  had 
been  a  suppression  of  material  facts  by  the  trustee  in  obtaining  the  release,  and  they 
accordingly  revoked  it. 

The  trustee  thereupon  moved  the  Court  for  an  order  setting  aside  such  revocation 
on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  jurisdiction  to  make  it,  and  that  there  was  no 
proof  of  the  facts  alleged. 

Mr.  Justice  Wright  held  that  the  Board  of  Trade  had  jurisdiction  to  revoke  the 
release,  but  his  Lordship  construed  the  section  as  meaning  that  the  suppression  of 
material  facts  must  have  in  it  some  element  of  fraud  or  wrongfulness.  His  Lordship 
considered  there  was  an  absence  of  any  fraud  in  the  present  case,  although  there 
might  have  been  omissions  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  trustee.  The  order  of 
revocation  waa,  therefore,  set  aside,  but  without  costs.

I  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  in '  the  case  of  re  A.  F.  Calvert  on  an 
application  by  the  debtor  (who  had  not  been  adjudicated  a  bankrupt)  for  leave  in  the 
name  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  reject  certain  proofs  upon  his  estate  preparatory  to 
his  asking  the  Court  to  approve  a  scheme  of  arrangement  or  composition. 

The  proofs  in  question  amounted  to  over  40,000/.,  and  the  Official  Receiver  was 
asked  by  the  debtor  to  reject  them  in  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  him  by  Rule  27 
of  Schedule  II.  of  the  Act.  There  were,  however,  objections  to  his  doing  so,  namely, 
that  the  rule  did  not  seem  to  apply  to  such  a  case,  and  moreover,  the  rejection  of 
proofs  would  entail  the  risk  of  litigation  for  which  the  Official  Receiver  had  no  assets 
to  indemnify  him.  On  these  objections  being  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Justice  Wright,  his 
Lordship  said  that  the  only  way  in  which  he  could  assist  the  debtor  was  by  allowing 
him  to  apply  by  motion  against  the  creditors  to  expunge  the  proofs  objected  to. 
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In  the  case  of  re  B.  H.  Newman  a  fiTustee  was  appointed  by  the  creditors  and  his  ^  ^-  H. 
appointment  was  duly  confirmed.     Subsequepfcly,  however,  a  ReceiYing  Order  was  vaa™'  f 
made  against  him  by  virtue  of  which  he  vacated  office.     The  Receiving  Order  was  truateeship 
shortly  afterwards  rescinded  on  the  ground  that  it  ought  never  to  have  been  made,  and  by  reason  of 
the  question  thereupon  arose  whether  or  not  the  effect  of  such  rescission  was  to  Receiving 
re-instate  him  in  the  office  of  trustee,  and  was  raised  by  an  application  by  the  Official  B^^„n  -^ 
Receiver  to  enforce  delivery  up  to  him  of  the  books,  &c.,  in  the  possession  of  the  Receiving 
respondent  relating  to  the  bankruptcy  of  Newman  on  the  ground  that  he  was  no  Order, 
longer  trustee.     It  was  held  that  where  a  Keceiving  Order  was  rescinded  on  the  above  ^^^"^  *"  *« 
ground  it  snouia   be  consia 
trusteeship  was  not  vacated. 

It  is  provided   by  section   112  of  the   Bankruptcy  Act  of  1883    that  where  a  Se  Jacob 
Receiving  Order  has  been  made  against  one  member  of  a  partnership,  any  other  ""^  Edward- 
bankruptcy  petition  against  a  member  of  the  same  partnership  shall  be  filed  in  or  '^' 
transferred   to   the  Court  in   which  the  first- mentioned  petition    is    in    course   of  EeMiring 
prosecution,  and  unless  the  Court  otherwise  dii-ects  the  same  tmstee  shall  be  appointed  Orders 
as  may  have  been  appointed  in  respect  of  the  property  of  the  first-mentioned  member  BgainBt 
of  the  partnership.  sS^^^ 

In  the  case  under  consideration  a  trustee  was  appointed  of  the  estate  of  the  first  nnleBs 
partner  (Jacob)  and  it  became  a  question  as  to  the  title  upon  which  the  appointment  Court 
of  the  trustee  of  the  estate  of  the  second  partner  (Bdwardson)  should  be  based — that  otberwiae 
is  to  aay,  whether  the  same  person  became  tmstee  by  virtue  of  the  section  and  without  "PP*""^- 
any  certificate  of  appointment,  or  whether  it  was  necessary  that  the  certificate  should 
be  issued,  and,  if  so,  upon  what  authority.     It  will  be  observed  that  the  section  above 
quoted  gives  a  discretion  to  the  Court  to  appoint  a  difi^erent  trustee  of  each  estate,  and 
it  was  therefore  conceived  that  if  the  matter  were  brought  before  the  Court  a  judicial 
direction  could  be  obtained  as  to  whether  another  trustee  was  to  be  appointed  for  the 
estate  of  Edwardson. 

The  question  was  submitted  to  Mr.  Justice  Wright,  when  his  Lordship  intimated 
that  he  had  no  direction  to  give  for  the  appointment  of  a  separate  trustee,  and  that 
the  same  trustee  should  be  appointed  in  both  estates.  This  enabled  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  grant  a  certificate  based  upon  the  Order  of  the  Court. 

A  similar  question  arose  in  the  case  of  re  Evans  and  Dunkin  with  a  like  result. 

An  Order  was  obtained  on  behalf  of  the  Official  Receiver  in  the  case  of  re  J.  Milbury, 
directing  the  debtor's  solicitor  to  refund  a  sum  of  50i.  3s.  6d.  paid  to  him  aft«r  notice 
of  an  act  of  bankruptcy.

COAL  PRODUCTION  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  COUNTRIES  OF  THE  WORLD.

This  is  the  tizth  number  of  the    *"""*!   Statement  which  has  been  prepared   in 
this  Department,  showing  the  production  and  consumption  of  Coal,  and  the  number  of 
persons  smployed  ia  Coal  production  in  the  principal  countries  of  tiie  world. 

The  BtatisticB  given  in  prerious  numbers  of  these  X&bles  have  been  continued  in  the 
present  isBue  to  the  end  of  the  jear  1898,  that  year  being  the  latest  for  which,  as  a 
general  rule,  it  has  been  practicable  to  obtain  definite  information.  Some  of  the  tables 
annexed  to  the  Report  include  figures  for  1899,  but  these  are  in  most  cases  provisional 
figures  and  subject  to  rectification,  beeides  being  fragmentary, 

Much  of  the  information  which  the  Board  of  Trade  has  been  able  to  obtain  with 
regard  to  the  Coal-mioing  induBtriea  of  Foreign  Countries  and  of  the  Colonies  has  been 
published  from  time  to  time  in  a  disjointed  form  either  in  the  annual  issue  of  the 
"  Statistical  Abstract  for  Foreign  Countries,"  or  in  tb«  recent  issues  of  the  "Statistical 
Abstract  for  the  Colonies,"  and  also  in  the  "  Board  of  Trade  JourDal."  The  present 
Paper,  however,  ^ves  in  a  succinct  and  comparative  form  over  a  series  of  years,  a 
review  of  the  results  of  the  Coal  industry  of  the  various  countries  of  the  world  generally, 
as  far  as  the  inforination  has  been  found  avulable. 

For  convenience  of  comparison  Summaries  are  prefixed  to  the  detuled  Statements 
relating  to  each  country.  Such  Summary  Tables  give  (1)  "  the  total  quantity  and  value 
of  the  Coal  produced  in  the  various  countries  of  the  world  ;"  (2)  "  the  average  value  per 
ton  of  the  Coal  produced ;"  (3)  "  the  total  quantity  remaining  for  home  consumption  in 
the  various  countriee,"  and  (4)  "  the  amount  of  Coal  consumed  in  various  countries  per 
head  of  population,"  together  with  the  percentage  proportion  of  Coal  consumed,  whether 
of  native  produce,  of  British  produce,  or  the  produce  of  other  countries. 

After  the  Summary  Tables  follow  the  detailed  statements  for  the  several  countries  and 
colonies,  ^ving,  first,  the  Coal  production  of  each  and  its  average  value  per  ton,  the 
estimated  number  of  persons  employed  in  Coal  production,  and  the  estimated  qntmtity 
produced  per  person  employed ;  secondly,  the  total  amount  of  (he  Coal  consumed  in  each 
country,  as  well  as  the  amount  consumed  per  head  of  population ;  and,  thirdly,  the  amount 
of  Coal  consumed,  distinguishing  (1)  the  Home  Production ;  (2)  the  Produce  of  the  United 
Kingdom  ;  and  (3)  the  Produce  of  other  Countries.  Tables  are  also  given  showing  the 
amount  of  Lignite  produced  in  each  country  ;  these  are  stated  separately  in  Part  II.,  the 
information  being  in  all  cases  kept  apart,  as  far  as  has  been  found  possible,  from  the 
returns  of  Coal  proper. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  notice  briefly  some  of  the  more  salient  points  in  the  present 
Return,  as  well  as  the  results  which  they  show,  and  it  should  be  remarked,  at  the  outset, 
that,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  preliminary  statements  for  1899,  all  the 
information  given  both  as  regards  foreign  countries  and  the  British  colonies,  is  taken 
either  from  the  official  publications  of  the  countries  and  colonies  themselves,  or  is 
supplied  directly  to  the  Board  of  Trade  in  correspondence  with  the  Statistical 
Departments  of  those  countries  or  colonies.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United 
States  of  America  produced  about  equal  amounts  of  Coal  in  1 899  and  far  exceeded  any 
other  eountriee  in  this  respect.  The  largest  Coal- producing  country  o£  Europe,  after  the 
TTsited  Kingdom,  is  Germany ;  the  production  of  that  country  is,  however,  lesa  than 
half  that  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  production  in  France  and  in  Belgium  is 
relatively  small  as  compared  with  that  of  the  United  B[ingdom  and  of  G-ennany. 

With  regard  to  the  average  value  per  ton  of  the  Coal  produced  taken  at  the  pit's 
mouth,  the  following  statement  ahowa  what  has  been  that  value  in  the  five  above- 
mentioned  countries  in  the  year  1898: —

It  is  not  possible  to  give  the  average  price  of  British  Coal  at  the  pit's  mouth  for  the 

year  1899,  the  figures  being  as  yet  unavailable.     The  average  price  of  Coal,  including 

Coke,  patent  fuel,  &c.  per  ton  exported  (free  on  board  from  the  United  Kingdom) 

during  the  last  three  years  has  been  as  follows  : —

These  figures  show  a  continuous  rise  of  price,  which  has  been  still  more  marked  during 
the  first  four  months  of  tlie  present  year  (1900),  in  which  the  average  export  price  has 
been  no  less  than  15' 5s,  per  ton. 

By  reference  to  the  Tables  attached  to  the  present  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
average  value  per  ton  of  Coal  in  the  United  States  has  decreased  considerably  of 
late  years,  and  that  it  has  now  become  lower  than  the  value  at  the  pit's  mouth  in  either 
the  United  Kingdom  or  Germany.  Between  the  years  1891-94,  the  average  value  of 
the  Coal  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in  Germany  was  nearly  the  same, 
being  in  each  country  approximately  7$.  2d.  per  ton,  but  since  1894  the  value  in 
Germany  has  been  considerably  higher  than  in  this  country,  the  figures  in  each 
having  been  as  following : —

It  will  he  seen,  therefore,  that  of  late  years  Coal  in  Germany  has  stood  about  1«.  Orf. 
per  ton  higher  than  in  the  United  Kingdom.  In  France  the  average  value  at  the  pit's 
mouth  baa,  since  1894,  more  nearly  approached  9*.  Od.  than  8«.  Od. ;  whilst  in  Belgium 
it  has  been  7«.  6d.  in  1895  ;  7s.  7d.  in  1896,  and  has  risen  to  St.  9d.  in  1898  ;  but  these 
figures  with  regard  to  Belgium  appear  to  be  the  value  on  the  truck  for  transportation 
rather  than  the  value  taken  at  the  pit's  mouth.

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In  comparing  the  above  fignres,  however,  it  miut  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  circnm- 
stancea,  such  as  the  inferior  quality  uf  the  coal  mined,  improved  machinery,  nearness  to 
the  surface,  the  friable  natnre  of  the  soil,  &c.,  go  to  reduce  the  average  value  at  the  pit's 
mouth ;  whilst  on  the  other  hand,  the  hardness  of  the  coal  mined,  and  the  depth  of  the 
mines  &om  which  it  is  extracted,  as  well  as  the  goodness  of  the  qu^ity,  do  much  to 
enhance  the  value,  in  addition  to  any  difference  there  may  be  in  the  cost  of  labour.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  New  South  Wales  is  the  largest  Coal 
producer  amongst  the  Australasian  colonies,  the  output  in  the  year  1898  faavinc;  exceeded 
fijnr  million  tons.  Indeed,  of  the  total  coal  production  of  Australasia,  New  South  Wales 
at  the  present  time  furnishes  three  quarters.  The  production  of  Coal  at  the  same 
time  is  steadily  increasing  in  all  the  Australasian  colonies.  The  same,  remark  also 
applies  to  Canada,  where  the  output  in  1898,  as  shown  above,  exceeded  that  of  any 
previons  year.  In  the  Capo  Colony  and  in  Natal  the  production  still  remains  small, 
though  here  also  if  the  comparison  be  made  with  past  years  there  is  a  remarkable 
increase,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  statement : —

With  regard  to  British  India  the  production  uf  Coal  in  1898  amounted  to  4,605,000 
tons,  showing  a  large  increase  in  the  output  since  the  year  1883,  when  it  amounted  to 
only  1,316,000  tons.  The  quantity  of  Coal  imported  into  India,  it  should  be  remarked, 
shows  signs  of  decreasing,  whilst  the  exports  are  distinctly  increasing,  the  Coal  exported 
going  chiefly  to  Ceylon  and  the  Straits  Settlements.* 

The  average  value  of  the  Coal  produced  in  British  India  ranges  low. '  In  189S  it 
amounted  to  3-,^^  rupees,  or  4s.  l^d.  per  ton  when  converted  into  sterling  at  the  average 
rate  of  exchange  of  that  year. 

The  average  value  of  Coal  produced  in  the  British  colonies  in  the  year  1898  is  shown 
in  the  following  statement ; —

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Wales),  than  in  the  modier  country,  where  during  the  year  1898  the  Coal  produced 
averaged  6*.  Hd.  per  ton.  The  average  value  of  the  Coal  produced  in  the  Cape  Colony 
and  Kew  Zealand  is  exceptionally  high. 

With  regard  to  the  numher  of  persons  employed  in  the  Coal-^nining  industry,  it  will  ba 
seen  from  the  tables  annexed  that  a  far  larger  numher  ie  employed  in  the  United 
Kingdom  than  elsewhere.  The  circumstances  under  which  persons  are  employed, 
whether  in  haul^e  above  ground  or  aa  clerks  and  timekeepers,  or  whether  agun 
they  are  employed  during  the  whole  of  the  week  or, only  on  certain  days  thereof,  vary 
so  much  in  the  different  countries  that  it  is  impoesible  to  compare  the  results  in  the 
various  countries  to  wluch  the  tables  relate.  The  number  of  persons  employed  below 
ground  has  been  separately  distinguished  in  the  tables  annexed  in  all  cases  ■where 
it  is  possible  to  give  the  information. 

The  consumption  of  Coal  in  each  country  has  been  arrived  at  for  the  purposes  of 
the  present  tables  by  adding  the  imports  and  deducting  the  exports  ot  Coal  in  each 
case  to,  or  from,  the  home  production.  It  will  be  seen  in  the  result  that  the  countries 
which  export  Coal  in  excess  of  the  amount  they  import  are  the  United  Kingdom, 
Germany,  Belgium,  and,  to  a  small  extent,  the  United  States  and  Japan,  whilst 
the  British  colonies  which  have  an  excess  export  of  Coal  are  New  South  Wales  and 
Natal.  The  following  statement  shows  the  exceu  amount  of  Coal  exported  from  each 
of  the  lAove-mentioned  countries  in  the  year  1898  : — 
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The  question  of  the  exports  of  Coal  from  each  country  is  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  it  is  impoeaible  in  many  instances  to  ascertain  definitely  the  procedure  in 
each  case  •mih  regard  to  what  is  called  "bunker  coal."  In  the  United  Kingdom, 
•nd  in  France  also,  all  Coal  for  the  ose  of  steamers  engaged  in  the  foreign  trade  ia, 
in  the  official  returns  of  tbose  countries,  anil  consequently  in  these  tables  also,  included 
in  the  exports,  while  Coal  for  the  use  of  steamers  engaged  in  the  home  or  coasting  trade 
is  excluded.  Id  Grermany  all  Coal  put  on  board  veseels  to  be  used  as  bunker  Coal  is 
excluded  £rom  the  import  and  export  accounts.  In  the  United  States  again,  Goal 
shipped  for  the  use  of  steamers  engaged  in  tbe  foreign  trade  is  not  included  in  the 
exports,  and  no  separate  account  la  taken  of  the  quantity  of  such  Coal.  Whether  the 
same  course  is  pursued  in  other  countries  it  is  not  possible  to  state.  In  the  United 
Kingdom  the  coal  shipped  for  the  use  of  steamers  in  ihe  foreign  trade  amounted  in  1898 
to  11,264,204  tons  and  in  1899  to  12,226,801  tons. 

Apart  from  the  demands  of  steam  shipping  the  consumption  of  Coal  per  head  of 
population  is  found  in  the  highest  proportion  in  those  countries  where  steam  traction 
and  machinery  worked  by  steam  aro  mostly  in  use,  such  as  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
United  States,  and  Belgium ;  and  the  lowest  in  those  countries  where  machinery  in 
(comparatively  speaking)  but  little  used,  such  as  Russia  and  Austria. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  observed  that  a  return  has  been  obtained  for  tbe  first 
time  for  tbe  present  number  showing  tbe  quantity  of  coal  consumed  for  locomotive 
purposes  by  tbe  railway  companies  of  tbe  United  Kingdom.  These  particulars  are 
shown  in  Table  D.  of  the  Appendix  to  Part  I.  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  tbe 
amount  of  coal  so  consumed  was  9,249,000  tons  in  18u7  ;  9,943,000  tons  in  1698  ;  and 
10,636,000  tons  in  1^99.  In  France  the  amount  of  coal  so  used  in  1698  amounted  to 
fi,105,000  tons.  In  the  United  States  (the  only  other  country  for  which  any 
particulars  on  this  point  ore  available)  tbe  fuel  used  for  locomotives  in  1897  was  valued 
at  65,044,670  dollars.

consumption  for  a  country  so  Tar  advanced  at  first  sight  appears  very  anuiU,  but  thiB 
as  has  been  remarked  in  previous  issues,  is  in  a  great  measure  accounted  for  by  the 
large  quantity  of  fuel  of  other  sorts,  such  as  turf,  wood,  and  lignite,  which  are 
estensively  used  in  that  country.  In  Germany  a  large  and  increasing  use  is  now 
being  made  of  denatured  spirits  for  purposes  for  which  Coal  is  used  in  other  countries. 

With  rejrard  to  the  chief  British  colonies,  the  following  statement  shows  what  has 
been  the  consumption  of  Coal  per  head  of  the  population  in  each  colony  in  the  year

It  will  be  observed  that  the  two  largest  Coal-producing  colonies,  viz.  New  Sou& 
Wales  and  Canada  are,  as  might  be  expected,  also  the  largest  consumers  of  that  article. 
In  New  ZeaTand  also,  a  considerable  amount  of  Coal  is  consumeil.  In  all  the  other 
British  Colonies  the  consumption  averages  less  than  one  ton  per  head  of  the  population. 

With  regard  to  the  percentage  proportion  of  the  Coal  consumed  in  the  various 
countries,  whether  of  (1)  native  production,  or  (2)  of  British,  or  (3)  of  other  countries, 
Ae  following  statements  show  what  has  been  that  proportion  both  in  the  principal

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  principal  Coal-producing  countries  of  the  world,  France  is 
the  only  one  which  uses  any  considerable  proportion  of  Coal  not  of  native  production,

It  will  be  seen  that,  of  the  above  coontries,  Italy  and  Sweden  are  chiefly  supplied  by 
Coal  of  British  production  ;  whilst  in  Spain,  Bnasia,  AoBtria-Hungaiy  and  Japan,  the 
Coal  Qsed  is  for  the  most  part  of  native  produce. 

As  stated  above  a  Table  has  been  added  in  the  Appendix  to  Part  L  of  the  present 

number,  showing  the  quantity   of  Coal  consumed  for  LocomotiTe    purposes  by  the 

Railway  Companies  of    the  United   Kingdom,    distiDguishing   England  and  Wales, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland. 

A  table  has  also  been  added  in  the  Appendix  showing  the  quimtity  of  Coal  exported 
from  the  United  E^ingdom  from  1890  to  1899,  distinguishing  the  principal  countries  to 
which  exported.  Similar  tables  are  also  ^ven  in  the  Appendix  showing  the  exports  of 
'  Coal  from  the  United  States  and  from  British  India,  distinguishing  in  each  case  the 
prinapal  countries  to  which  it  is  exported.  The  tables  show  a  great  increase  amounting 
to  over  six  million  tons  in  the  coal  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  various 
countries  in  1899  compared  with  1898,  besides  the  increase  of  a  million  tons  in  the  amount 
shipped  for  use  of  steamers.  The  United  States  exports  are  insignificant  compared 
with  those  of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  they  increased  by  a  million  tons  between 
1897-8  and  1898-9. 

An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  tables  by  appending  statistics  of  petroleum 
production  and  trade  in  Rusria  and  in  the  United  States  for  a  series  of  years.  (See 
Part  III.)  The  increase  in  the  production  of  petroleum  in  Russia  has  been  very 
remarkable,  the  output  having  risen  from  167  million  gallons  in  1881  to  2,006  millions 
in  1898. 

Thus  in  1898  the  Unesian  output  slightly  exceeded  the  American  production  of  crade 
petroleum,  which  amounted  to  1,937  million  gallons.  The  production  in  the  United 
States  has  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  16  years,  tiiat  of  the  Bnssian  Empire  has  in  the 
same  period  increased  from  249  million  gallons  in  1883  to  2,006  millions  in  1896.  It  will 
also  be  seen  that  in  Buseia  86  per  cent,  of  the  total  production  is  consumed  at  home, 
and  in  the  United  States  approximately  60  per  cent.

The  above  figures  show  a  reduction  of  3,563Z.  in  the  receipts  from  stamps  and 
fees  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
not  only  were  there  fewer  winding-up  orders  in  1899,  but  that  there  was  a 
considerable  falling  off  in  the  estimated  free  assets.  The  dividends  on  funds  iuveated 
have  slightly  increased,  but  the  expenditure  is  in  excess  of  the  total  receipts  by  3,71SL, 
for  which,  however,  the  surplus  of  previous  years  is  available.  The  following  statement 
of  receipts  and  expenditure  in  each  year  since  the  Act  came  into  operation  shows  that 
there  has  been  an  average  uinual  surplus  of  807^  : —

Amenduent  of  the  Law. 

General  Rules  for  facilitating  arrests,  commitments,  and  execution  of  process  in 
winding-up  proceedings  were  issued  on  the  28th  December  last. 

The  Bill  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  Joint  Stock  Companies,  which  had  been  before 
Parliament  gince  1896,  was  again  introduced  into  tlie  House  of  Commons  on  the  12tli 
February  last.  '*■■  was  at  a  later  period  of  the  Session  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Trade,  and,  after  discusaion  extending  over  six  sittings,  was  reported  to  the 
House.  It  was  there  further  discussed  during  two  extended  sittings,  and  was  fiiiallj 
passed,  with  amendmenta,  and  sent  up  to  the  House  of  Lords  on  the  31st  ultimo. 

The  main  principles  of  the  measure,  as  originally  introduced  in  1896,  remain 
substantially  unimpaired,  although  it  has  been  amended  in  many  points  of  detail,  and 
having  passed  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  Session  of  1899,  it  may  now  be  expected  to 
become  law  before  the  close  of  the  Session.*

It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of  liquidating  companies  continues  to  show  General 
aa  increase  on  all  previous  figures  although  the  number  of  new  companies  registered  conclusions, 
during  the  past  two  years  has  diminished.  The  capital  involved  in  these  liquidations 
is  also  larger  than  on  any  previous  occasion,  having  nearly  doubled  during  the  eight 
years  covered  by  the  statistics.  A  certain  proportion  no  doubt  consists  of  re-con- 
Btructions,  amalgamations,  and  other  liquidations  which  involve  no  loss  to  shareholders. 
This  proportion  cannot  be  estimated  with  accuracy,  but  if  the  ascertained  figures  of 
the  year  1896  as  supplied  in  Mr.  McArthiir's  return  presented  to  the  House  of 
Commons  on  4th  August  ISSOf  be  taken  as  a  standard,  it  may  be  assumed  that  about 
one-fourth  in  number  and  about  37  per  cent,  of  the  capital  belong  to  the  more  or  less 
solvent  class,  while  the  remaining  three-fourths  in  number  and  63  per  cent,  of  capital 
would  represent  the  insolvent  clasa.  On  this  basis  the  total  quantum  of  bankrupt 
companies  for  the  past  year  would  be  1,345  companies  representing  a  capital  of  21 
millions  sterling  subscribed  by  the  public  and  27  millions  in  vendors'  shares.  -The  fact 
that  the  percentage  of  these  liquidations  which  is  the  subject  of  investigation  by  the 
courts  has  further  fallen  during  the  past  year,  and  is  now  only  six  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number,  does  not  diminish  the  significance  of  the  statistics.

Gekeral  Features.  ■ 

Of  the  threa  companies  included  in  Glass  I.  a?  having  obligations  to  tbe  public  of  Nature  of 
lOO.OOOi.  and  upwards,  one,  JS/icholls,  KirTcness,  and  Company,  Limited,  was  a  private  businesBes. 
speculative  finance  company,  whose  busineBS  consisted  chiefly  of  exchanges  of  shares 
with  varioufe  unsuccessful  companies  abroad,  while  the  two  others,  viz.,  The  British 
Gas  Traction  Gomptvny,  IdmUed,  promoted  to  work  tramways  and  light  railways,  and 
The  Madras  Electric  Tramways  Company,  Limited,  were  apparently  boiid  fide  and 
substantial  companies  wrecked  l^  ;Undertaking  obligations  beyond  their  resources. 
The  99  cases  in  Classes  II,  and  III.,  and  three  others  in  which  no  statement  of  affairs 
has  been  lodged,  may  be  roughly  classified  as  follows,  viz. : —

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  three  cases  included  in  Class  I.  the  pi-oportion  of  the 
capital  subscribed  by  the  public  to  the  total  issued  capital  is  29  per  cent.,  while  in 
the  36  cases  in  Class  II.  it  is  19  per  cent.,  and  in  the  63  cases  in  Class  III.  only  12  per 
cent. 

Special  Featores  and  Causes  op  Failure. 
The  Appendix  to  this  Report  contr-ins  the  usual  summaries  of  the  facts  and  causes 
of  failure  of  the  various  liquidating  companies,  which  it  appears  unnecessflry  to 
refer  to  in  detail,  the  leading  features  being  substantially  similar  to  those  which 
have  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports;  and  most  of  which  have  engaged  a  oon- 
sidorable  amount  of  public  attention  in  connection  with  the  discussions  on  the 
Companies  Bill  now  before  Parliament.*  None  of  these  liquidations  appear  to 
be  of  first  class  importance  so  far  as  the  actual  loss  of  capital  is  concerned,  and  a  large 
proportion  are  of  a  trivial  character.  The  .mining  and  exploring  section  form  a 
perennial  class  of  failures,  the  extent  of  which  is  only  very  partially  exhibited  by  these 
figures,  the  great  mass  of  the  companies  going  into  voluntary  liquidation  with  the 
view  of  re-construction  on  some  basis  which  would  enable  further  capital  to  be  raised, 

'  Tlie  Bill  Bubsequentlj  becaiDe  law  on  8th  August  1!)0().  while  lliis  Report  was  pansiiDg  through  the  Press. 
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Tlio  cycle  companies  are  in  mucli  the  same  position,  the  depression  in  that  industry 
being  the  natural  result  of  the  immenee  inflation  which  attended  its  development  a 
few  years  ago.  But  here  also  the  tendency  has  been  to  withdraw  the  financial  history 
of  the  larger  companies  from  public  criticism  by  voluntary  liquidation.  Of  the  24 
miscellaneous  companies  formed  to  take  over  existing  businefises  only  three  companies, 
and  of  the  22  miscellaneous  companies  formed  to  establish  new  businesses,  only  five 
had  capital  paid  up  in  cash  in  excess  of  5,000i.  Of  the  former  class  nearly  a  half 
Tfere  one-man  companies,  and  more  than  a  half  were  practically  insolvent  when 
foi-med.  Of  the  new  businesses,  on  the  other  hand,  the  majority  appear  to  have  been 
bond  fide  enterprises,  of  a  reasonable  character,  which  were  wrecked  not  so  much  by  any 
inherent  defects  apparent  in  the  schemes  themselves,  as  by  the  lack  of  adequate 
capital  to  meet  the  initial  expenses  of  development,  or  as  a  consequence  of  miS' 
management.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  one  of  the  most  important  results  of  the  discredit 
associated  with  recent  company  promotion  and  the  distrust  thereby  engendered  in  the 
public  mind,  is  that  many  enterprises  of  a  legitimate  and  promising  character  are 
stifled  in  their  inception  by  failure  to  secure  the  capital  necessary  to  afford  a  practical 
test  of  the  efBciency  of  the  schemes  on  which  they  are  based.  In  any  case  it  appears 
clear  that  the  trend  of  company  promotion  for  some  time  past  has  not  been  in  the 
direction  of  developing  new  enterprise  so  much  as  in  that  of  the  conversion  of  old 
business  into  the  form  of  limited  liability  and  of  financial  operations  based  thereon. 
Whether  this  tendency  has  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  industrial  enterprise  of  the 
country  or  h^  provided  an  adequate  substitute  for  the  personal  initiative  and  control 
which  it  has  displaced  may  be  an  important  question  for  consideration,  more  especially 
in  view  of  the  increasing  force  of  foreign  competition. 

Among  the  more  instructive  cases  of  the  year,  the  following  have  been  selected  as 
thro^'ing  special  light  upon  some  of  the  more  prominent  abuses  incident  to  joint  etock 
enterprise. 


No.  3. — A.  E.  LiUie,  Limited. 

Duration,  1  year  9  months.  Formed  to  convert  the  business  of 
A.  E.  Lillie,  timber  and  builders'  merchant,  which  was  apparently  in  financial 
difficulties,  into  a  company,  the  chief  creditors  being  Messrs.  Palfreman,  Poster, 
&  Co.,  to  whom  the  vendor  was  indebted  to  the  extent  of  18,000/.  The  vendor 
states  that  he  ofiered  these  creditors  all  the  security  he  was  in  a  position  to  provide 
personally,  but  this  was  refused  as  the  stock  could  only  be  charged  by  a  bill  of  sale, 
the  publicity  attending  which  and  the  fact  that  a  "  floating  security  "  cannot  be 
created  by  a  bill  of  sale,  would  have  defeated  the  arrangement.  In  these  circumstances 
Messrs.  Palfreman,  Toster,  &  Co.  suggested  the  formation  of  the  company  and 
agreed  to  pay  half  the  costs  of  promotion.  The  company  adopted  the  vendor's 
liabilities,  amounting  to  r25,9802.,  and  issued  debentures  to  Messrs.  Palfreman  for 
15,C00/.  as  security  for  their  debt.  The  other  un^cured  creditors  were  ultimately  paid 
by  the  creation  of  fresh  debts.  Fully  paid-up  shares  for  15,OO0Z.  were  issued  to  the 
vendor  as  purchase  money.  No  public  subscription  for  shares  was  invited,  and 
the  vendor  continued  to  carry  on  the  business  as  before  its  conversion  into  a  company. 
The  following  articles  of  association  show  that  the  intention  of  the  vendor  and 
promoters  was  to  make  use  of  the  procedure  of  the  Companies  Acts  to  evade 
the  responsibilities  incidental  to  personal  trading  wliile  retaining  all  its  esBontial 
features. 

Article  28.  "The  said  A.  E.  Lillie  shall  be  the  governing  director  of  the 
"  company  "  and  "  shall  have  authority  to  exercise  all  the  powers,  authorities,  and 
"  discretions  by  these  presents  expressed  to  be  vested  in  the  directors  generally,  and 
"  all  the  other  directors,  if  any,  for  the  time  being  of  the  company  shall  be  under 
"  the  control  and  shall  he  bound  to  conform  to  his  directions  in  regard  to  tbe 
"  company's  business."  *'  The  said  A.  E.  Lillie  may  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any 
"  time  by  writing  under  his  hand,  appoint  any  other  persons  to  be  directors  of  the 
"  company,  and  may  define,  limit,  and  restrict  their  powers,  and  may  fix  and 
"  determine  their  remuneration  and  duties,  and  may  at  any  time  in  like  manuer 
"  remove  any  director  howsoever  appointed,"  and  "  may  at  any  time  convene  a 
general  meeting  of  the  company." 

Article  32.  "No  resolution  of  a  general  meeting  or  of  the  boai'd  of  directora  shall 
be  valid  if  the  said  A.  E.  Lillie  dissents  therefrom  in  writing." 

JHirther  debentures  for  2,6C0>'.  were  issued  to  secure  a  bank  overdraft  and  cash 
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advances,  and  eventnallyja  receiver  on  behalf  of  MeBsre.  Palfreman  took  poFsesaion 
of  the  property  of  the  company.  There  are  Becured  debts  amounting  to  25,9831.  in 
addition  to  debenturea  for  17,600/.  and  trade  debts  6,639?.  The  Official  Eeceiver  is 
informed  that  th©  assets  will  not  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  debentures. 


No.  6. — Anthony  BirreU,  Pearee,  and  Company,  Lvnited. 

Duration,  1  year  5  months.  Formed  to  acquire  the  business  of  brewer, 
aerated  water  manufacturer,  and  wine  and  spirit  merchant,  carried  on  at 
Cardiff  and  elsewhere  under  the  style  of  Anthony  Birrell,  Pearee,  and  Company, 
nominally  by  Mrs.  Julia  Morley,  but  actually  by  her  husband,  Samuel  Moriey,  an 
nndischarged  bankrupt.  Morley's  son-in-law,  Harris,  was  put  forward  as  vendor, 
and  the  connection  of  the  Morleys  with  the  business  was  not  diacloised.  The 
purchase  price  payable  by  the  company  was  fixed  at  35,0(XM.,  and  the  prospectus 
issued  to  tne  public  contained  a  valuation  of  the  properties  by  a  Cardiff  firm  amounting 
to  40,011?.,  although  they  had  juat  previously  been  acquired  for  14,O0OL  The 
prcspectua  offered  for  subscription  the  whole  of  the  capital  of  the  company,  20,000/., 
a»  well  as  debentures  for  20,000i.,  but  no  applications  for  debentures  were  received, 
and  only  1,900  shares  of  1/.  each  were  applied  for,  the  application  moneya  for  moat  of 
which  were  provided  by  Morley  or  by  a  friend  of  his  named  Doig.  ■  The  purchase 
consideration  was  satisfied  by  the  allotment  to  Harris  of  18,100  shares  and  14,9001.  in 
debentures,  the  company  taking  over  a  mortgage  for  2,000/.  In  order  to  make  up  the 
working  capital  of  5,000/.  promised  in  the  prospectus,  Harris  applied  for  debentures 
for  3,1^/.,  undertaking  to  pay  for  them  as  and  when  required  by  the  directors,  although 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  do  so.  These  persons,  who  were  Morley's  nominees  (two 
of  them  being  in  his  employment),  appointed  Morley  manager.  Shortly  after  the 
formation"  of  the  company  the  original  owner  of  part  of  the  property  took  proceedings 
to  restrain  the  company  from  paying  the  purchase  money,  on  the  ground  that  be  had 
been  induced  by  Morley  to  accept  fraudulent  mortgages  as  part  of  his  purchase  price, 
but  bis  claim  was  eventually  settled,  Morley  giving  him,  besides  other  property,  a 
number  of  the  vendor's  debentures.  But  in  the  course  of  these  proceedings  serious 
allegations  had  been  made  against  Morley,  and  in  the  interests  of  the  company  he  was 
persuaded  to  resign  his  managership.  An  examination  of  the  accounts  followed,  "when 
it  was  found  that  Morley  had  been  paying  the  company's  funds  into  an  account  over 
which  he  had  exclusive  control,  and  was  indebted  to  the  company  in  respect  of  fictitious 
debts  which  he  had  sold  to  it,  and  of  a  mortgage  for  which  he  had  received  payment 
twice  over,  as  well  as  for  funds  belonging  to  the  company  which  he  had  used  for  his 
own  purposes  or  retained  in  his  poaseasion.  His  total  indebtedness  was  ascertained  to 
be  ,1.,996/.,  and  until  this  claim  was  settled  the  directors  declined  to  register  certain 
transfers  of  vendor's  shares  which  had  been  lodged  with  them,  including  a  transfer  of 
10,000  shares  to  Doig.  The  directors  also  called  up  IDs.  in  the  £  on  the  debentures 
for  which  Harris  had  applied,  but  Morley  immediately  summoned  meetings  of  share- 
bolders,  which  he  packed,  and  obtained  the  removal  of  the  directors  from  the  board, 
and  the  appointment  of  three  other  of  his  nominees,  one  of  whom  was  in  his 
employment.  The  new  directors,  acting  on  instructions  from  Morley,  settled  the  claim 
for  1,996/.  by  accepting  a  surrender  of  vendor's  shares  of  that  nominal  amount,  and 
relieved  Harris  from  all  liability  on  his  debentures  in  consideration  of  his  surrendering 
3,100  additional  vendor's  shares.  They  further  paid  Morley  25/.  out  of  the  company's 
funds  for  his  expenses  in  connection  with  the  shareholders'  meeting  at  which  they  were 
appointed,  and  re-instated  him  in  his  old  position  under  the  name  of  superintendent. 
Subsequently,  the  directors  and  Morley  obtained  a  loan  of  1,000/.  with  which  to  pay 
the  debenture  interest,  part  of  the  security  given  being  a  charge  on  the  book  debts, 
which  were  represented  to  be  worth  at  least  S,500l.  The  debts  were  found  to  be  to 
a  considerable  extent  fictitious,  and  the  creditor  to  whom  they  had  been  charged 
threatened  the  company  with  legal  proceedings,  but  a  debenture  action  was  commenced 
and  a  receiver  appointed,  who  was  in  posseasion  at  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order. 
The  assets  are  not  expected  to  realise  more  than  6,000/.  The  unsecured  claims  for 
2,305/.  will,  therefore,  prove  a  total  loss.  A  public  examination  has  been  held  and  the 
matter  is  still  under  investigation,  but  although  there  are  ample  grounds  for  civil 
proceedings  it  is  not  clear  that  any  of  the  parties  who  could  be  made  liable  have  any 
means. 
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No.  18. — ColUery  and  General  Contract  Company,  IAin\ted. 

Duration,  2  years  4  months.  Formed  for  the  purpose  of  sinking  and  equipping  two 
colliery  shafts  near  Dover  on  behalf  of, and  on  property  acquired  by,  the  "  Kent  Coalfields 
Syndicate."  These  companies,  together  with  some  others  more  or  less  connected,  formed 
a  group  of  undertakings  ostensibly  designed  to  develop  certain  fields  of  coal  wiiich  had 
been  proved  by  geologists  to  exist  in  the  county  of  Kent,  and  more  particularly  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Dover,  and  beiieved  to  form  part. of  an  extensive  series  of  coal 
strata  stretching  at  considerable  depths  across  the  ^outh  of  England  into' France  and 
Belgium.  It  would  be  diflOiJult  to  imagine  a  commercial  enterprise  of  ffreater  national 
importance  than  the  development  of  this  industry  if  the  opinions  of  tlio  most  eminent 
scientific  authorities  were  verified  by  practical  experiment,  and  the  difficulties  inherent 
in  all  mining  enterprise  were  successfully  overcome.  But  unfortunately  the  history  of 
these  enterprises  has  not  hitherto  been  such  as  either  to  secure  success,  or  even  to 
throw  any  light  upon  the  question  whether  success  is  probable  or  not.  On  the 
contrary,  they  afford  an  illustration  of  the  manner  in  which  great  industrial  openings 
are  often  stifled  at  their  commencement  by  the  system  of  company  promotion 
at  present  in  vogue.  The  Kent  Coalfields  Syndicate,  which  was  the  chief  of 
these  schemes,  waa  a  creation  of  Mr.  Arthur  Burr,  an  ingenious  and  enterprising 
financier  who  has  been  frequently  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  and  who  at  the 
time  of  those  formations  was,  and  still  is,  an  undischarged  bankrupt.  The  Syndicate's 
plan  of  operations  appears  to  have  been  to  purchase,  or  secure  options  for  the  purchase 
of,  mining  rights  from  the  various  landlords  in  return  for  the  issae  of  fully-paid 
shares  in  the  company.  These  shares  were  issued  to  the  extent  of  nearly  150,000/., 
but  the  cash  capital  called  up,  according  to  a  return  filed  by  the  company  shortly 
before  its  liquidation,  was  only  21,500^.,  and  of  this  3,887/.  was  in  arrear.  This  capital 
being  wholly  inadequate  it  was  found  necessary,  when  a  shaft  had  been  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  366  feet,  to  form  the  present  company,  the  Colliery  and  General  Contract 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  opaiations.  The  capital  of  the  company  waa 
fixed  at  30,000/.,  which  was  all  subscribed  by  the  seven  signatories  of  the  memorandum 
of  association.  The  character  of  the  subscription  may  be  partially  estimated  from 
the  fact  that  a  Mr.  Marley,  who  was  one  of  the  subscribers  to  the  extent  of  15,000/., 
was  a  nominee  of  Burr's,  whose  guarantee  for  the  payment  of  calls  to  the  extent  of 
8,750/.  was  accepted  by  the  directors,  although  the  latter  was  then  in  such  a  position 
that  if  he  obtained  credit  in  his  own  name  to  the  extent  of  20/.  without  disclosing  the 
fact  of  his  being  an  undischarged  bankrupt,  he  would  have  been  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanour, l!;  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  when  the  Contract  Company  was 
ordered  to  be  wound  up,  the  unpaid  calls  amounted  to  25.328/.  out  of  the  total 
subscribed  capital  of  30,000/.  Yet  with  this  scanty  equipment  of  means,  the  Contract 
Company,  on  15th  October  1896,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  syndicate  to  sink  the 
two  shafts  near  Dover  (one  to  a  depth  of  1,830  feet  and  the  other  to  a  depth  of  1,200  feet). 
The  contract  price  was  55,000/.,  of  which  22,000/.  was  to  be  paid  in  cash  and  33,000/.  io 
fuUy-paid  shares  of  the  syndicate.  The  directors  themselves  state  that  this  price  was 
altogether  inadequate  for  the  work  undertaken,  but  that  they  relied  "  upon  a  rise  in  the 
value  of  the  syndicate's  shares  "  allotted  to  them.  The  fact  was  that  the  Contract 
Company  had  practically  no  resources  of  its  own.  but  was  a  mere  creation  of  the  Kent 
Coal  Syndicate,  and  that  both  companies  depended  upon  spectilative  operations  la  the 
share  market  for  raising  the  necessary  capital.  The  agreement  between  the  Contract 
Company  and  the  Kent  Coal  Syndicate  was  entered  into  on  15th  October  1896,  and 
on  the  following  day  the  operations  in  the  shaft  already  sunk  were  stopped  by  an 
inrush  of  water  which  the  companies  had  no  adequate  appHanoes  to  deal  with.  The 
second  shaft  was  however  commenced  immediately,  and  about  300  feet  were  sunk  during 
the  next  five  months,  when  operations  were  Buspended  by  another  inrush  of  water 
which  occasioned  the  death  of  eight  workmen.  Pumping  appliances  were  now  read?, 
and  after  a  time  the  operations  recommenced.  The  Contract  Company  claims 
to  have  spent  78,000/.  in  all  in  these  operations,  and  the  most  instructive  part  of  the 
whole  business  is  the  method  by  which  these  funds  were  raised.  So  far  as  capital  is 
concerned,  both  companies  were  apparently  without  resources,  but  the  Official  Receiver 
reports  that  in  the  early  part  of  1897  Burr  appears,  in  conjunction  with  a  Mr.  Howard 
Eumney,  to  have  conducted  very  extensive  operations  in  the  shares  of  the  syndicate, 
with  the  result  that  the  shares  appear  to  have  been  sold  and  purchased  at  prices 
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approximating  41.  per  IZ.  share,  and  later  in  the  same  year  the  price  rose  to,  and 
beyond,  6i.  per  share.  It  is  in  the  disposal  of  shares  at  this  large  premium  in  the 
merket  that  the  resources  of  the  two  undertakings  are  primarily  to  be  looked 
for.  When  this  source  of  supply  was  exhausted,  further  steps  were  resorted  to. 
In  October  1897  the  Kent  Coal  Syndicate  Iransfeired  its  assets  to  a  new  company, 
viz.,  the  Kent  Collieries  Corporation,  Limited,  which  was  formed  with  a  million 
and  a  half  of  nominal  capital,  of  which  about  1,140,000?.  was  issued  as  fully- 
paid  shares  to  the  members  of  the  syndicate,  being  at  the  rate  of  upwards  of  6^.  of 
new  capital  in  exchange  for  every  \l.  share  held  in  the  old  company.  This 
watering  of  the  capital  appears  to  have  been  based  entirely  upon  the  alleged 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  shares,  and  although  this  increase  was  entirely  the  result 
of  Stock  Exchange  operations,  and  not  of  any  change  in  the  prospects  of  the  under- 
taking, the  shareholders  of  the  old  company  showed  their  belief  in  its  reality  by 
taking  up  a  large  amount  of  the  new  shares  in  exchange  for  old  ones,  instead  of  taking 
the  proportion  of  cash  which  the  scheme  purported  to  offer  them  as  an  alternative. 
The  remainder  of  the  capital  was  offered  for  public  subecription,  but  the  amount  of 
cash  actually  received  was  quite  insufficient  to  camplete  the  sinking  of  the  shafts,  and 
the  Kent  Collieries  Corporation  has  in  turn  p;one  into  liquidation,  and  a  new  company 
has  been  formed  to  amalgamate  its  interests  and  those  of  various  undertakings  concerned 
in  the  development  of  the  Kent  Ooldfields,  and  to  raise  further  capital  for  the  purpose. 
The  most  important  feature  of  these  operations  from  a  public  point  oi;  view  is  that 
although  upwards  of  a  million  and  a  half  of  nominal  capital  has  been  created,  the 
question  whether  these  coalfields  can  be  worked  at  a  profit  has  not  been  solved,  while 
the  effort  to  solve  it  has  been  rendered  more  difficult  by  the  financial  manipulations  of 
which  the  enterprise  has  been  the  subject. 

No.  £2. — Coolgardie  Gold  Fields,  Limited. 

Dui-ation,  2  years  6  months.  Promoted  by  A.  C.  Bailey  and  P.  W.  Pagge  to 
take  over  the  assets  of  the  Coolgardie  Gold  Fields  Development  Corporation, 
Limited.  'Vho  asiets  to  be  acquired  consisted  of  3(),323  fully-paid  1/,  share.i  in 
the  Armadale  Gold  Mining  Company,  Limited,  a  company  promofc:d  by  Bailey 
in  189G,  23,00i>  fully-paid  1/.  shares  in  the  Western  Auitralian  Development 
Corporation,  Limited,  also  promoted  by  Bailey,  and  the  vendor's  interest,  estimated 
at  94,500^.,  in  shares  of  three  companies  to  be  forme .1  to  work  certain  gold- 
mining  leases  for  which  options  had  been  obtained,  all  of  which  turned  out  to  be 
worthless.  The  purchase  money  was  fixed  at  100,000/.  in  shares,  which  were  duly 
allotted.  In  the  prospectus,  which  offered  SO.OOOi.  for  subscription,  it  was  stated  that 
the  company  wasformed  to  acquire  "one  of  the  most  profitable  concerns  connected 
*'  with  the  mining  industry  yet  offered  to  tbe  pubhc.  The  vendor  corporation  was 
"  also  alluded  to  as  having  been  comparatively  one  of  the  most  successful  if  not  the 
"  most  successful  of  Western  Australian  companies,"  and  it  was  stated  that  a  dividend 
of  200  per  cent,  had  been  paid  for  the  first  half-year  of  1896.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  vendor  corporation  had  been  promoted  in  the  previous  year  by  Bailey  and  Fagge. 
The  whole  of  its  capital  had  been  allotted  as  fully  paid  to  nominees  of  Bailey,  who 
still  held  practically  the  whole  of  it  except  one-tenth,  which  he  had  given  to  Fagge. 
It  had  started  without  any  cash  or  assets  of  any  kind  except  a  loan  from  T.  Floyd  &  Co. 
(which  was  another  alias  of  Bailey),  but  it  had  arranged  to  acquire  certain  mining 
leases.  One  of  the  leases  was  eventually  transferred  to  the  ^^rmadalo  Gold  Mining 
Company,  and  out  of  a  nominal  profit  of  55,00i)/.  in  shares,  the  corporation  was 
successful  in  selling  enough  shares  to  pay  the  dividend  of  200  per  cent,  referred  to. 
It  was  also  stated  in  the  prospectus  that  assets  amounting  to  50,000^.  were  to  l>e 
assigned  to  a  trustee  to' provide  a  dividend  of  1 0  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the  first 
three  years.  A  deed  was- prepared  assigning  shares  of  the  nominal  value  of  50,000/. 
to-  the  Whitehall  Reversionary  Company,  Limited,  a  company  which  bad  been 
promoted  by  Bailey,  but  whicli  iicver  did  any  business  except  to  purchase  Bailey's 
furniture-  shortly  before  his  bankruptcy.  Subscriptions  for  7,907  shares  of  1/. 
each  were  received  by  the  Coolgardie  Gold  Fields,  Limitotl,  but  of  theso  about 
3,000  shares  were  applied- for  by  Bailey  and  his  nominees,  who  were  practically 
-without --means,  and  only  1,251/.  in  all  has  been  paid  up.  The  only  business 
transacted  by  the  company  was  the  granting  of  a  loan  of  500/.  to  the  Armadale 
Gold  Mining  Company,  which  has  not  been  repaid.  Both  the  Armadale  Company 
and  ■  the    Western    Australimi     Development    Company     vrmit    into     compulsory 
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liquidation  early  in  1898,  and  their  sliarea  are  worthless.  Two  of  tlie  gold- 
mining  leases  acquired  were  forfeited,  and  the  other  lease  also  proved  to 
be  worthless.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  the  directors,  Bailey  and  his  nominee  one 
"Wickenden,  submitted  a  balance  sheet  to  the  company  in  general  meeting  in  April 
1399,  in  which  the  assets  still  figure  at  the  sum  paid  for  them  (100,000Z.),  and  at  the 
same  time  tnade  a  call  of  2s.  Qd.  per  sharo.  Shortly  afterwards,  two  shareholders 
obtained  an  order  of  court  to  have  their  names  removed  from  the  register  on  the 
ground  of  misrepresentation  in  the  prospectus  as  to  the  value  of  the  assets,  and  as  the 
company  was  unable  to  repay  their  subscriptions,  a  winding-up  order  was  made  on 
their  petition,  but  there  is  nothing  available  for  the  shareholders.  The  case  is  chiefly 
interesting  as  an  illustration  of  the  fictitious  character  of  much  of  the  joint  stock 
enterprise  of  the  day. 

No.  41. — Industrial  Contract  Oorporation,  Limited. 

Duratio.T,  2  years.  The  order  for  compulsory  winding-up  of  this  company  was 
made  on  the  28th  November  1899  upon  a  petition  presented  by  the  senior  Official 
Receiver  by  the  direction  of  the  Court  under  section  14  of  the  Companies  Act,  1890, 
the  directors  undertaking  to  raise  no  question  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  to 
make  the  order.  This  course  was  taken  in  consequence  of  certain  observationa 
made  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  to  the  Lord  Mayor  (one  of  the  directors)  upon  the 
occasion  of  his  induction  to  office.  These  observations  were  based  on  the  remarks  of 
Mr.  Justice  Wright  on  dismissing  by  consent,  upon  agreed  terms,  a  winding-up 
petition  which  had  been  presented  by  Sir  Blundell  Maple,  M.P.,  making  serious 
allegations  of  fraud  against  the  promoters  and  directors.  The  directors  stated  that 
they  courted  investigation  into  these  allegations,  and  waived  all  objection  to  the 
form  of  the  proceedings.  The  principal  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows:  The 
company  was  registered  in  May  1897  under  the  title  of  the  Auxiliary  StoreSj 
Xiimited,  having  a  nominal  capital  of  281,400/.,  divided  into  42,000  preference 
shares  of  5/.  each  and  70,000  ordinary  and  1,400  founders'  shares  of  li.  each,  being 
promoted  by  the  Industrial  Contract  Syndicate,  Limited,  an  alias  of  Messrs.  William 
Mendel  and  Adolf  von  Andr^,  well  known  company  promoters.  The  Industrial 
Contract  Syndicate  had  in  March  1897,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Burbidge,  by  whom 
the  subsequent  negotiations  were  carried  out,  purchased  the  provision  and  grocery 
stores  business  of  Mesara.  R.  Grice  and  Sods  of  Clapham,  at  a  price  of  17,000Z.,  includ- 
ing stock  valued  at  13,000Z.  This  company  was  then  formed,  having  as  ita  directors 
Mr.  James  Jackson  (Chairman),  Mr.  A.  J.  Newton,  Mr.  Richard  Burbidge,  and 
Mr.  James  Bailey,  M.P.  These  gentlemen  entered  into  a  contract  on  behalf  of  the 
company  to  take  over  from  the  Industrial  Contract  Syndicate  Grice's  business,  together 
with  an  additional  lease  which  had  cost  the  syndicate  1,000/.  For  these  properties 
the  company  agreed  to  pay  nearly  49,O0OZ.,  the  promoting  company  thus  making  a 
gross  profit  of  31,000^  or  thereabouts,  it  being  arrwiged  that  Mr.  Newton,  Mr.  Bailey, 
and  Mr.  Burbidge  should  receive  one-tenth  part  of  the  neb  profit  of  the  promotion  in 
consideration  of  an  alleged  agreement  on  their  part  (of  which  there  was,  however,  no 
documentary  evidence)  to  bear  a  similar  proportion  of  any  loss  that  might  be  sustained 
on  the  transaction.  About  11,700/.  appears  to  have  been  spent  in  promoting  the 
company,  the  net  profit  being  subsequently  ascertained  at  19,310/.,  out  of  which  each  of 
tbe  three  directors  named  received  from  Mr.  Mendel  a  cheque  for  1,931/.  as  his  share, 
Mr.  Bailey  receiving  in  addition  500/.  in  consideration  of  an  alleged  additional  under- 
writing risk  verbally  undertaken  by  him.  Mr.  James  Jackson,  the  chairman,  also 
received  500/.  from  the  promoters,  the  consideration  for  which  is  not  precisely  known. 
Mr.  Burbidge  is  the  only  director  whom  it  is  possible  to  fix  with  actual  knowledge  of 
the  price  paid  by  the  promoting  syndicate,  the  other  directors  alleging  their  reliance 
on  his  judgment  that  the  price  proposed  to  be  paid  by  the  company  was  a  fair  and 
proper  one  A  prospectus  was  issued  offering  for  subscription  28,000  preference 
shares  at  6/.  each,  being  a  premium  of  1/.  per  share.  It  disclosed  the  contract  for 
purchase  between  the  Industrial  Contract  Syndicate  and  the  company,  and  it  also 
stated  that  "  all  the  directors  are  interested  in  this  contract."  The  original  purchase 
price,  however,  was  not  mentioned,  and  there  was  nothing  to  show  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  directors*  interest  or  that  the  promoters  were  making  the  large  profit 
named.  In  fact,  Mr.  Mendel  in  his  ezaminatiou  before  the  Court  frankly  stated  that 
had  such  a  disclosure  been  made  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  float  the  company. 
The  preference  shares  were  over-subscribed  and  were  all  duly  allotted,  the  only  other 
share  capi^  issued  (in  addition  to  the  seven  shares  to  the  signatorieB  to  tiie  memo- 
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randum)  being  the  1,400  founders'  shares,  which  were,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement, 
allotted  to  the  Industrial  Contract  Syndicate  for  cash.  By  the  articles  of  association 
the  holders  of  founders'  shares  were  entitled  to  one  moiety  of  any  profits  after  payment 
of  a  6  per  cent,  dividend  on  the  prefereuca  shares  and  8  per  cent,  on  the  ordinary 
shares,  but  until  ordinary  shares  should  be  issued  the  whole  of  the  surplus  profits  were 
to  be  distributed  amongst  the  holders  of  founders'  shares,  who  were  also  to  be  entitled 
in  case  of  a  winding-up  to  any  surplus  assets  after  paying  the  other  shareholders  the 
nominal  value  of  their  shares.  Thus,  as  no  ordinary  shares  were  issued,  the  28,000^ 
received  by  the  company  by  way  of  premium  would,  if  this  agreement  held  good, 
belong  entirely  to  the  holders  of  the  founders'  shares.  The  evident  intention  of  the 
promoters  to  secure  for  themselves  ultimate  control  of  the  company's  proceedings 
is  indicated  by  the  terms  of  article  80,  which  provided  that  "  the  holder  or 
*'  holders  of  founders'  shares  voting  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  any  poll  shall  at  such 
"  poll  have  individually  or  collectively  the  same  number  of  votes  as  the  aggregate 
*'  number  possessed  by  all  the  holders  of  preference  and  ordinary  shares  for  the 
*'  time  being  issued."  The  business  taken  over  by  the  company  did  not  prove 
■  so  remunerative  as  was  anticipated,  and  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
directors  to  acquire  other  similar  undertakings  at  what  they  considered  reasonable 
prices  there  was  a  very  large  amount  of  capital  uninvested,  and  therefore  producing  no 
return  to  the  shareholders.  It  was  then  arranged  to  transfer  the  busineaa  acquired 
from  Grice  and  Sons  to  a  separate  company  at  an  enhanced  paper  value,  and 
that  the  title  of  the  parent  company  should  bo  changed  from  the  "  Ausiliary 
Stores,  Limited,''  to  the  "Industrial  Contract  Corporation,  Limited."  An  agreement 
was  simultaneously  entered  into  with  Mr.  Mendel  by  which  he  in  effect  obtained 
personal  control  of  the  company's  business  and  remaining  assets,  which  it  was  then 
contemplated  to  employ  in  financial  undertakings.  About  this  time  a  dispute  arose 
between  the  directors  and  Mr.  Mendel  as  to  the  way  in  which  the  28,000/.  premium 
received  from  preference  shareholders  should  be  dealt  with;  the  directors  urging  that 
it  should  be  placed  to  a  special  reserve  account  to  meet  the  dividends  payable  to  the 
preference  shareholders,  Mr.  Mendel  on  the  other  hand  claiming  it  under  the  articles 
of  association  as  the  absolute  property  of  the  holders  of  the  founders'  shares.  Sir 
Blunjiell  Maple's  petition^  before  referred  to,  was  accordingly  presented  alleging 
several  frauds,  including  the  secret  profit  made  by  the  directors,  and  a  charge 
of  conspiracy  to  defraud  the  preference  shareholders  to  the  extent  of  28,00<)i. 
received  by  the  compauy  for  premium.  At  the  last  moment  it  was  arranged  that 
this  petition  should  be  withdrawn,  the  promotei's  and  directors  agreeing  to  repay  the 
full  amount  paid  by  the  preference  shareholders,  including  the  premium  of 
11.  per  share,  plus  a  dividend  of  6  per  cent,  in  the  meantime.  The  amount 
thus  payable,  which  was  probably  more  than  could  have  been  enforced  by  the  share- 
holders in  a  liquidation,  involved  payments  by  the  directors  and  promoters  of 
some  94,000i.  in  cash,  as  against  which  thej  took  over  only  the  Clapham  business. 
Immediately  upon  the  making  of  the  compulsory  winding-up  Order  the  directors 
submitted  themselves  for  examination  in  open  Court  under  section- 115  of  the  Companies 
Act,  1862.  Questioned  upon  the  various  matters  before  referred  to,  the  directors 
alleged  that,  as  regards  the  profit  made  by  them,  they  were  advised  by  the  legal 
gentlemen  whose  names  appear  upon  th&  prospectus  that  by  the  terms  of  the  articles 
of  association  they  were  entitled  to  retain  such  profit ;  and  that  the  terms  in  which  the 
transaction  was  referred  to  in  the  prospectus  were  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law  as  to  disclosure.  As  regards  the  articles  of  association  giving 
the  founders  complete  control  of  the  company's  proceedings,  and  also  the  right  to 
claim  the  28,000^  received  fiom  the  preference  shareholders,  the  directors  stated  that 
they  were  ignorant  of  the  clauses  in  question,  and  that,  so  far  as  the  articles  of 
association  were  concerned,  they  relied  entirely  upon  the  technical  skill  and  good  faith 
of  their  Eolicitors  and  the  counsel  by  whom  they  were  advised.  These  provisions 
appear  to  have  been  inserted  at  the  instance  of  the  promoters.  It  is  right  to  add 
that,  in  the  course  of  correspondence  between  the  directors  and  the  promoters  before 
liquidation,  the  former  offered  to  return  their  share  of  tho  promotion  profit  if  that 
course  would  eecure  for  the  preference  shareholders  the  benefit  of  the  28,0(X)Z.  premium 
paid  by  them.  The  facts  elicited  at  the  examination  were  carefully  considered  by  the 
Official  Receiver  and  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  who  were  advised  that  the  evidence  would 
not  justify  further  proceedings,  and  that  the  directors  had  already  voluntarily  refunded 
more  than  they  could  have  been  called  upon  to  do  as  the  result  of  civil 
proceedings.  JJo  further  action  was  thereforo  taken,  all  further  proceedings  in  the 
winding-up  being  stayed  by  order  of  the  Court. 
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Mea;n3  of  Checeihg  Fbevai^nt  Abusbs. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  facts  disclosed  in  the  foregoing  .oases,  and  in  the 
others  guramarised  in  the  Appendix,  would  appear  to  justify  the  concbision  that  the 

Erocedure  of  the  Companies  Acta  affords  faciHtiea  for  the  practice  of  fraud,  which  it 
as  not  hitherto  been  possible  to  reach,  more  particularly  as  regards — 
1.  The  evasion  of  pecuniary  obligations  by  insolvent  debtors  ; 
9,  The    obtaining    of    an    undue    preference    by    particular    creditors    in    the 
distribution  of  an  insolvent  debtor's  assets  ; 

3.  The  creation  of  a  nominal  capital  based  upon  fictitious  assets  ; 

4.  The  deprivation  of  shareholders  of  reasonable   control  over  the  affairs   of 

compauies  by  means  of  improper  articles  of  association ; 

5.  The   loss   sustained  by   subscribers  for  shares,   through  suppressio  veri   and 

mggestio  faki  on  the  part  of  promoters  who   are  not  in  law  parties  to  the 
issue  of  a  prospectus,  but  who,  in  conjunction  with  their  legal   advis'srs, 
control  the  conditions  under  wliich  it  is  brought  into  existence. 
With    regard   to   other   defects    it  may  reasonably   be  hoped  that  many  of  the 
unfavourable  features  associated  with  company  failures,  as  illustrated  by  this  and 
previous  reports  on  the  working  of  the  Winding-up  Act,  will  be  considerably  raodiiSed 
m  future  by  the  operation  of  the  Companies  Bill,  should  it  now  become  law,*  and  also 
by  the  increased  attention  given  to  the  subject  by  the  public  press,  and  by  the  firmness 
Action  of       ^^  t"^^  Courts  in  dealing  with  fraudulent  practices.    A  remarkable  illustration  of  the 
the  Courts,     latter  is  afforded  by  the  judgment  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  a  claim  brought  by 
the  Official  Iteceiver  against  Mr.  Glucksfcein,   one  of   the  promoters  and  directors 
Secret  of  Ohjmpia,  Limited —A  case  which  was  heard  during  the  past  year,f  and  in  wliich 

profits.  judgment  was  delivered  in  April  last.     The  facts  of  the  case   were  of  a  somewhat 

peculiar  character.  The  company,  which  went  into  liquidation  in  1895,  was  formed  in 
1893  to  acquire  the  property  in  Kensington  known  as  "  Olympia,"  and  to  carry  on 
the  same  as  a  place  of  public  entertainment.  The  vendors  to  tbe  company,  who  also 
became  its  directors,  had  previously  formed  a  private  syndicate,  and  in  that  capacity 
bad,  for  the  sum  of  140,000/.,  purchased  the  property,  subject  to  certain  existing 
mortgages,  by  open  competition  in  certain  chancery  proceedings.  They  sold  it  to  the 
company  for  180,000/.,  subject  to  the  same  mortgages,  thus  making  a  profit  of  40,000/. 
These  facts  wore  fully  disclosed  in  the  prospectus,  and  no  claim  arose  in  respect  of  them. 
But  the  syndicate  had  also,  prior  to  the  purchase  of  the  property,  acquired  by  private 
bargain,  and  at  a  heavy  discount  on  their  nominal  value,  a  large  portion  of  the 
existing  mortgages,  and  as  these  became  payable  by  the  company  at  par,  and  were  so 
paid,  the  members  of  the  syndicate  thus  made  a  further  profit,  which  amounted  to 
upwards  of  20,000/.  This  latter  fact  was  not  disclosed  in  the  prospectus,  and  on  its 
discovery  by  the  Official  Receiver  in  the  course  of  his  investigation,  he  was  advised 
that  the  members  of  the  syndicate,  who,  as  promoters  and  directors  of  the  company, 
occupied  a  fiduciary  position  as  regarded  its  shareholders,  were  liable  to  account  for 
the  amount  of  the  prufit  thus  concealed.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  contended  that  the 
promoters,  having  acquired  tbe  charges  in  question  by  the  outlay  of  their  own  moneys 
before  the  comf^ny  teas  forwied,  though  with  a  view  to  its  possible  foTTnation,  and 
having  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  charges  in  any  manner  they  pleased,  did  not 
at  the  time  of  their  acquisition  occupy  any  fiduciary  relation  to  the  company, 
and  that,  therefore,  disclosure  was  unnecessary.  It  was  also  contended  that  such 
disclosure,  if  necessary,  had,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  been  made,  because  the  prospectus, 
which  set  forth  the  fact  that  the  directors  ccting  as  a  syndicate  had  purchased 
the  property  for  140,000/.,  and  that  it  was  sold  by  them  to  the  company  for 
180,000/,,  also  stated  that  "  any  other  profits  made  by  tbe  syndicate  from 
interim  investments  are  excluded  from  the  sale  to  the  company";  and  it  was 
contended  that  the  additional  profit  of  20,000/.  made  by  buying  up  the  charges 
on  the  property  at  a  discount,  and  afterwards  receiving  from  the  company  payment  at 
par,  was  a  "profit  on  interim  investments,"  the  existence  of  which  was  thus  disclosed. 
Further,  it  was  contended  that  the  whole  of  the  facts  were  known  to  the  directors, 
and  that  disclosure  to  the  directors  is  in  law  disclosure  to  the  company  which  they 
represent ;  and  that,  in  any  case,  the  company  was  formed  by  its  memorandum  and 
articles  of  association  to  carry  out  tbe  agreement  of  purchase  on   the  terms  therein

I  GInckBteiD  v.  Barnes,  L.R.  [1900],  A.C.  240. 
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stated,  and  that  under  sectiooB  11  and  16  of  the  Companies  Ad,  1662,  the  company 
was  abeolutely  bound  by  these  dooumenta.  But  the  House  of  Lords,  by  a  unanimouB 
JTidgment,  over-ruled  the  whole  of  these  contentions,  and  taking  .a  broad  view  of  the 
facts,  held  that  the  formation  of  the  company,  and  the  making  of  a  profit  at  the  expenee 
of  the  company,  was  tiie  real  basis  of  the  whole  transaction,  and  that  from  the  moment 
when  this  scheme  took  form  in  the  minds  of  the  directors  and  was  embodied  in  an 
^reement,  tbey  stood  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  to  the  future  members  of  the  intended 
company ;  that  full  disclosure  to  the  sharoholders  or  to  an  independent  body  of 
directors  acting  in  good  faith  on  their  behalf  of  all  the  profits  derived  from  the 
execution  of  the  scheme  was,  therefore,  necessary  ;  that  such  disclosure  had  not  been 
made,  and  that  the  directors  were,  therefore,  liable  to  repay  the  whole  of  auch  profits 
to  the  company  with  interest.  Although  their  Lordships  stated  that  this  decision  waa 
only  carrying  out  principles  which  had  already  been  laid  down  in  previous  cases,  its 
moral  eft'ect,  more  especially  in  view  of  the  very  emphatic  condemnation  of  the 
Gonduot  of  the  parties  contained  in  tho'r  judgments,  oaonot  faU  to  be  considerable, 
at  least  for  a  time,  by  bringing  home  to  the  minds  of  company  promoters  the 
responsibilities  which  they  incur  when,  as  directora,  they  issue  a  prospectus  inviting 
subscriptions  of  capital  out  of  which  they  are  themselves  to  receive  pecuniary 
benefit. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  in  this  case,  as  well  as  in  that  of  the  Industrial  Contract 
Corporation,  the  directors  state  that  they  were  advised  by  the  solicitors  of  the 
company  and  by  counsel  that  the  prospectus  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  in  both  of  the  cases  referred  to,  the  majcrity  at 
ail  events  of  the  parties  concerned  believed  that  it  did. 


Administrative  Proceedings. 

1.  PuBuc  Examinations. 
There  has  been  a  slight  increase  under  this  bead  in  the  number  of  companies  in 
wbich  orders  were  made,  but  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  persons  actually  examined. 
A  comparison  of  the  figures  of  the  last  five  years  shows  the  following  results,  viz. : —

2.  Civil  Pboceedings  foe  Misfeasancs. 

City  of  London  Joiiht  Stock  Trtiatj  Limited  (High  Court). — In  addition  to  the  amounts 
received  from  the  directors  in  compromise  of  the  misfeasance  claims  mentioned  in  the 
■  eighth  Annual  Report  (page  21),  a  further  sum  of  85/.  has  been  received  from  the 
chairman  of  the  company  in  settlemeut  of  all  claims  against  him. 

Goi-y's  Steamers,  Limited  (Swansea  County  Court). — Proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  directors  for  the  recovery  of  8001.,  being  the  amount  of  certain  insurance  moneys 
received  by  the  company  from  the  underwriters  on  the  loss  of  one  of  the  company's 
ships,  and  improperly  distributed  amongst  the  shareholders  by  way  of  dividend. 
Judgment  was  obtained  against  the  directora  for  719^  2s.  6d.,  and  eventually  a  sum 
of  704Z.  Ss.  was  recovered,  which,  with  the  pi-oceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  company's 
assets,  wSkB  sufBcient  to  pay  the  creditors  in  fuU,  with  4  per  cent,  interest. 
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Hotel  Metropole,  Searhorougli,  Limited  {Sigh  Court). — In  this  case  claims  against  tte 
directors  and  tteir  solicitor,  who  also  acted  as  promoter,  arising  out  of  alleged  mis- 
representations in  the  prospectus  were,  as  regards  tlie  solicitor,  compromised  bj  a 
cash  payment  of  500i.  and  a  promisaoiy  note  for  the  same  amount,  which,  however, 
was  not  met  at  maturity,  and  only  lOOf.  of  which  has  up  to  the  present  been  received. 
The  proceedings  against  the  directors  remain  in  abeyance. 

1897  Jubilee  Sites  Syndicate,  Limited  {Righ  Court). — Claims  were  made  against  the 
directors  (1)  for  the  recovery  of  3,500Z.  paid  in  cash  and  shares  to  the  alleged  vendor 
to  the  company  on  account  of  certain  options  to  secure  sites,  which  options  were  never 
acquired ;  (2)  for  the  recovery  of  S751.,  also  paid  to  the  allef^ed  vendor  for  an 
insurance  on  the  life  of  the  Queen,  which  was  never  eflected  ;  and  (3)  for  250/.,  being 
moneys  of  the  company  spent  in  **  puffing  "  its  shares,  not  in  the  interests  of  the 
company,  but  to  enable  the  vendor's  shares  to  be  unloaded  on  the  public.  An  offer  to 
compromise  the  claim  against  ono  of  the  directors  by  a  payment  of  1,000/.  was 
accepted  with  the  approval  of  the  Court.     The  only  other  director  is  without  means. 

London  and  Westminster  Contract  Corporation,  Limited  {Sigh  Gowrt). — Proceedings 
were  taken  against  the  chairman,  the  directors,  and  the  manager  and  secretary  (1)  for 
the  recovery  of  1,824/.,  being  the  amount  of  dividends  of  40  per  cent,  and  10  per  cent. 
respectively  improperly  paid  out  of  capital ;  (2)  to  recover  8,750/.,  representing  tho 
loss  sustained  by  the  company  by  reason  of  the  negligence  and  breach  of  trust  of  the 
respondents,  in  neglecting  to  rescind  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  certain  pateDts, 
the  Company  having  been  induced  to  enter  into  such  contract  by  fraudulent  misrepre- 
sentations, which  entitled  the  company  to  demand  repayment  of  the  said  sum  of  8,750/. 
paid  by  way  of  deposit  thereunder ;  (3)  for  the  recovery  of  55,000/.,  nominally  paid  to 
the  Debenture  and  Share  Trust  Syndicate,  Limited,  in  purchase  of  its  undertaking,  but 
in  reality  paid  to  and  received  by  the  promoter,  Brotherton  and  Van  Be,  and  retained 
and  misapplied  by  them  with  the  connivance  of  the  directors.  Three  of  the  respondents 
having  removed  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  effect 
service  of  the  misfeasance  summons  on  them.  As  regards  the  other  respondents,  the 
chairman,  before  the  hearing  of  the  summons,  offered  765/.  in  settlement  of  all  claims 
against  him,  and  the  offer  was  accepted,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Court.  Another 
director  died  insolvent,  and  the  summons  was  dismissed  without  costs  as  regards  th3 
remaining  respondent. 

Mosley  Hotel,  lAmited  [High  Court). — Proceedings  were  taken  against  two  of  tho 
directors  for  the  recovery  of  (1)  885/.  6.i.  lie/.,  being  the  value  of  certain  refreshments 
supplied  to  themselves  and  other  gentlemen  as  directors  of  another  company  located  in 
the  adjacent  premises  ;  and  (2)  200/.,  being  the  nominal  value  of  qualification  shares 
received  by  them  as  gifts  from  the  vendor.  Before  the  hearing  of  the  summons  one 
of  the  respondents  offered  220/.  in  settlement  of  all  claims  against  him  and  coats,  and 
the  offer  was  accepted  with  the  sanction  of  the  Court.  Judgment  was  obtained  against 
the  other  respondent  for  558/.  I2s.  2d.,  and  having  regard  to  hie  financial  position,  a 
sum  of  200/.  was  accepted  in  settlement.  Proceedings  against  another  director,  to 
recover  the  value  of  qualification  shares  presented  to  him  by  the  vendor,  have  been 
compromised  by  the  payment  of  75/.,  and  10/.  lOa.  costs. 

Olympia,  Limited  {High  Court). — Proceedings  were  instituted  against  Montague 
Gluckstein,  a  member  of  the  syndicate  by  which  the  company  was  promoted,  for 
breach  of  trust  in  retaining  a  secret  profit  amounting  to  6,117/.,  part  of  a  larger  sum, 
the  balance  of  which  was  practically  involved  in  the  decision.  The  summons  was 
beard  before  Mr.  Justice  "Wright,  by  whom  it  was  dismissed  with  costs,  on  the  ground 
that  at  the  time  the  profit  was  made  the  respondent  was  not  a  promoter  of  the 
company.  The  Official  Heceiver  appealed,  and  the  Court  of  Appeal  allowed  the  appeal 
with  costs.  Mr.  Gluckstein  in  turn  appealed  to  the  House  of  Lords,  by  whom  the 
appeal  was  unanimously  dismissed  with  costs.  The  Official  Receiver  then  proceeded 
with  tho  summons  against  the  other  members  of  the  promoting  syndicate  for  the 
recovery  of  the  pi-oportion  of  the  secret  profit  retained  by  them,  and  the  respondents 
were  ordered  to  pay  14,393/.,  with  interest  and  costs,  and  this  has  now  been  paid. 

Simpson's  Lever  Chain  and  Cycle  Company,  Limited  {High  Court). — The  claim  against 
the  remaining  director  mentioned  in  the  eighth  Annuid  Report  (page  22)  has  been 
compromised  by  the  payment  by  him  of  10,000/. 

Wahlin's  Butter  Patents  Syndicate,  Limited  (High  Court). — Proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  directors  for  the  recovery  of  an  alleged  secret  profit  of  5,000?.,  being  the 
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nominal  value  of  5,000  shares  reoeived  by  them  from  the  vendor  without  proper 
disclosnte  to  the  company.  After  the  writ  was  issued  the  proceedings  were  com- 
promiaed  with  the  Ranction  of  the  Court  on  the  following  terms,  viz.,  the  directors 
agreed  to  pay  400Z.  in  cash,  to  withdraw  claims  against  the  company  amounting  to 
2062.,  and  to  surrender  all  claims  in  respect  of  the  5,000  shares  above  mentioned. 

Weit  African  Estates  and  Development  Company,  Limited ;  Lydenbmg  Consolidated 
Mines,  Limited;  Coolgardie  Cmtral,  Limited  {Etgh  Cowt). — An  offer  made  on  behalf 
of  the  promoter  to  pay  1/00^  and  withdraw  claims  amounting  to  1.457?.,  and  to 
surrender  shares  of  the  nominal  valne  of  70,614/.,  was,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Court, 
accepted  in  settlement  of  all  claims  against  the  promoter  ia  respect  of  the  above 
companies.  By  order  of  the  Court  the  sum  of  1,000/.  was  allocated  aa  follows,  viz., 
Wwt  African  Company,  VjOI.,  Lydenburg  Consolidated  Mines,  650i. ;  Coolgardie 
Central,  Limited,  250?. 

3.  Criminal  Frocebdin<38. 

GaJIoway,  Matthews,  and  Company,  Limited  (Sigh  Court).' — ^A  prosecution  was 
instituted  under  the  Larceny  Act  and  Debtors  Act,  against  the  promoters  and  veodors, 
W.  G.  Matthews  and  A.  Kinnear,  for  obtaining  money  and  credit  by  false  pretences 
and  they  were  also  charged  with  conspiracy  to  defraud.  The  defendants  pleaded 
guilty  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  1o  offences  under  iiie  Debtors  Act  and,  no 
evidence  being  offered  upon  the  other  counts  in  the  indictment,  were  bound  over  to 
come  up  for  sentence  if  called  upon. 

Statements  euggesting  that  criminal  oTences  had  been  committed  by  persons 
concerned  in  the  adminislration  pf  companies  wore  submitted  during  1899  to  the 
Pirector  of  Public  Prosecutions  in  three  other  oases,  in  which,  however,  he  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  circumstances  were  nut  such  as  to  justify  proceedings.

\.  Acetylene  Cycle  Lamp  Syniitaie,  -Limited. — Diu^tido;  9  months^  ^  Formed  to 
acquire  and  work  a  patent  relating;  to  improTemoiits  in  acetylene  cjcle  lamps,  The 
purchase  price  was  satisfied  by  the  issue  of  2,250  fully-paid  shares  of  IZ.eacb,  of 
which  215  were  transferred  to  the  directora  (150  of  them  to  provide  their  qualification). 
The  circumstances  under  which  the  dire^itora  acquired  their  shares  will  require 
investigation.  A  prospectus  was  .issued  upon  which  -about  300i.  was  subscribed 
and  paid  up.  Orders  were  placed  for  the  construction  of  the  lamps,  but 
owing  to  the  delay  in  obtaining  delivery  from  the  raanufacturera,  the  cuatomqraof  ,tiie 
company  cancelled  their  orders,,  and  the.  failure  is  attributed  to  that  cause.  The' 
-unsecured  debts,  amounting  to  ,190^.,  are  principally  in  reaped  of  law  costs,  advOTtising,

2.  Adjustable  Handle  Bar,  Limited. — Duration,  ■  2  years  4  months.  Formed'  to 
purchase  and  work  a  patent  for  an  adjustable  handle  bar  for  bicycles  and  a  patent 
brake  to  be  used  in  connection  therewith.  The  promoter  purchased  the  patents  for 
3,000i.  in  cash  and  shares,  .and  he  sold  them  to  the  company  for  4,500?.,  of  which 
1,140Z.  was  paid  in  cash  and  3,360/.  in  shares.  All  the  directors  except  one  held 
vendors'  shares,  and  two  directors  were  presented  with  shares  in  order  to  qualify  them. 
1,687?.  was  subscribed  privately  and  paid  up,  except  as  to  200/.,  which  is  stated  to  be 
irrecoverable.  The  directors  ascriba  the  failure  to  defects  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
handle-bars,  which  rendered  them  unsaleable  except  at  a  ruinous  loss.  Unsecured 
claims  amounting  to  296i.,  owing  to  three  creditors,  will  prove  a  loss  in  addition  to  the 
cash  subscribed  capital. 

3.  A.  B.  LiUie,  Limited. — (See  report,  ante,  page  8.) 

4.  All  Sorts  Press,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  6  months.  Formed  to  publish  a 
weekly  paper  entitled  "All  Sorts."  The  copyright  was  purchased  from  the  promoter 
for  2,300/.  in  shares,  though  there  had  been  no  previous  issue  of  the  paper.  Two 
prospectuses  were  issued,  but  the  second  met  with  no  response.  5,176/.  was  subscribed 
and  paid  up  in  cash  except  2251.  The  first  prospectus  contained  an  inaccurate 
statement  as  to  the  capital  subscribed  by  the  directors  and  their  friends,  and  further 
misrepresentations  as  to  the  circulation  of  the  paper  were  contained  in  a  circular 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  statutory  meeting,  and  in  the  chairman's  speech  which 
was  subsequently  issued  in  circular  form,  but  they  did  not  result  in  any  considerable 
subsoripfcions  for  shares.  A  public  examination  has  been  held.  The  paper  was 
published  at  a  loss  from  the  commencement  and  the  copyright  has  now  lapsed.  The 
directors  claim  to  be  creditors  for  l,000i.  in  respect  of  advances  obtained  from  the 
bank  on  their  personal  guarantee,  and  there  are  unsecured  liabilities  for  1,6901.  due  to 
35  other  creditors,  which  will  prove  a  total  loss  in  addition  to  the  Bubscribed  capital. 

5.  Ancobra  Hining  and  Detelopment  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  5  months. 
Formed  to  act  as  an  intermediary  between  the  promoter  (Sir  Alfred  Kirby)  and  a 
certain  subsidiary  company  to  be  promoted,  to  take  over  from  him  various  mining 
concessions  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa.  The  purchase  of  the  concessions  by  the 
company  was  never  completed,  but  some  of  them  were  assigned  to  a  personal  creditor 
of  the  promoter,  who  agreed  to  pay  the  company  a  proportion  of  the  net  profits  arising 
from  any  subsequent  dealings  therewith  after  deducting  the  amount  of  the  promoter's 
personal  indebtedness  to  him,  stated  to  amount  to  10,80Ui.  Nothing  has,  however,  been 
received.    4,907  shares  have  been  issued  upon  which  nothing  has  been  paid,  and  the 
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holders  are  liable  to  pa;. the  utiBacurad  debta,  amoualing  lo  2B7L,  but  it  has  been 
found  impo^ib]e  to  recover  any  portion  from  the  persons  liable,  who  were  all  members 
of  Sir  Alfred  Kirby'^8  family.'  .-  '

7.  An^anony  Gold  arid  Oomplex  Ore$  ExtracHon  .Gomp<my,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years 
1  mouth.'  Formed  to  acquire  and  wodclbe  patents  of  a  protiess  for  extracting  metals 
from  complex  bresi.  The  promioter,  Q.  WiUs,  (who  became  chaiirmau  of  the  comjiany) 
agreed  to  sell  the  patents  to  thd'company  for  B0,O00l.  in  cash  and  270,000?.-  in  abaTra, 
of  which  20,0002.  in  cash  aiid  115,00[)/.  in  shares  was  to  be  paid  to  the  original  vendor, 
James  "Wdolford  (««B  No.  71,  TeSsa  Woolford,  .Limited),  thus  giving  the  {tromoter  a 
nominal  jprofit  of  10,0002.  in  cash  and  ]55,000ir  in  shares; .  It  was,  however, 
subsequently ' agreed  that  the  payment  of  the  cash  portion  of  .the  purchase  money 
should  be  deferred  in  order  that'  any  cash  subftcriptibna  for  shares  might  be  nsedfor 
working  capital,  the  vendors 'in  the  meantime  hcdding  a  lien  on  tHe  patents,  which 
were,  in  fact,  nofc  ti^nsferred  to  th'e  comptfny.

As  only  two  applications  for  320  shares 
were  received  from  the  public  the  application  money  was  returiibd  and  the  ptospefitus 
was,  withdrawn.  Subscriptions  for  22,365?.  .-were  then  obtained  privately  by  the 
directors  and  their 'friends,  aiid  Vendors'  fuDy  paid-up  shares  ftrr  abbuf  58,5001.  were 
isaUBd  as  bonuses  for  such  subscriptioni,  B,5SQll  was  also  borrbwed  on  debentures, 
and  .extensive  plant  was  laid  down  afa  cost  Of  20)676^.,  but  work  had  to  be' suspended 
for: lack  of  fuilds  upon  the  breaking-  down'  of  the  machinery.      ■  : 

•8.  Atias  Ganiract  OoTporaHori,  Zinti fed.— Duration,  2  years  6  months.  ■Promoted 
by'E.-  A.  'Harrison  Ainsworth  and  H.  P;  Bernard  (who  vwith  their  clerk,  cine 
W.  'H.'Eaye,  were' the  Only  directors -thfoughout)  to  enable  them  to  .carry  on  tie 
business  'df  'corfipany  promoting  without  personal  liability.  Seven  persbns  of  no 
means  wc!re  got  to  sign  'hdmemorandum'.of  association  for  one  100/.  share'eacb, 
but  nothing  has  been  paid  in' respect  of  them,  dnd  the  ouly  real'  shareh6lder  was  tihe 
Consolidafed  Exploration  and  Finantie  Gompany,  Limited,  another  company -promoting 
concern,  controlled  by  Aiiisworth 'and  £erh!ard;  and  dow  in  voluntary  liquidation-^ 
from  which  lO.WO/.  was  refceived  in  cash  for  100  shares.  Aiiisworth  and  Bernard 
fixed  their  own  salaries  at  2,000/.  and  1,000/;  per  annum  respectively,  ami  each  drew 
one  year's  salary,  which  they  have  been  ordered  %d  repay,  together  with  3,690/.  as  ihe 
result  of  misfeasance  proceeding^-  b'rougbt^  against  them  by  the  liquidator.

.being  eventually  forfeited  for  non-payment 'Of  calls.  200/.  was  spent  itt  'preliminary 
oxpeDsas.     Ibe  company  traded-  in  a  very  small  way  anid  that  at  a  loss.     A  winding- 

.  up  order  was  made  in  April  1898,  but  the  proceedings  were  subaeqiieotly  stayed  xm -Uie 
applioation  of  the  directors  and  'witk  the  consent  ol  all  the  creditors.,  .The  company 
C  2 
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has  not  traded  since  that  date,  but  the  small  amount  of  stock  vas  disposed  of  to  pay 
current  expenses,  and  on  20th  December  1899,  when  a  second  winding-up  order  waa 
made,  there  were  no  assets  to  meet  unsecured  debts  for  ]  ,384^  principally  due  to  directors 
and  officers  of  the  company. 

10.  Bass  and  Flinders  Qo!d  Mining  Company,  limited. — Duration,  3  years  2  months. 
Promoted  by  one  George  Plumbly  to  acquire  from  himself  the  Perseverance  Gold 
Mine  at  Coolgardie,  "Western  Australia.  The  mine  was  one  of  five  properties 
purchased  in  March  1895  by  the  Anglo-Westralian  Syndicate,  Limited,  for  6,000^., 
and  in  the  following  Novemlier  it  was  acquired  by  Plumbly  for  30,000/.,  the  purchase 
money  being  satisfied  by  issuing  to  the  syndicate  60,000  fully-paid  shares  of  IDs. 
each,  and  170,000  additional  shares  were  issued  to  Plumbly  credited  with  78.  6(2.  per 
-share  paid,  thus  making  the  price  paid  by  the  company  93,750!.  !N'o  other  shares 
were  isaued  except  seTcn  to  the  signatories.  No  call  was  made  on  the  vendor's  shares, 
but  working  capital  was  provided  by  borrowing  11,5001.  from  Plumbly  and  the  bank 
at  5  per  cent,  on  the  security  of  the  uncalled  capital.  "With  the  aid  of  fnvourable 
notices  in  the  "London  Joint  Stock  Review  "-(a  paper  owned  by  Plumbly),  and  an 
-admitted  expenditure  of  over  4,500i.  in  '*  making  a  market,"  Plumbly  disposed  of 
149,545  shares,  in  many  instances  ut  a  premium ;  28.  per  share  was  subsequently 
colled  up.  About  7,000/.  was  spent  iu  machinery,  and  other  trade  expenses  alworbed 
over  9,000/.,  while  ICl.  5a.  only  was  realised  from  the  sale  of  gold.  The  machinery 
has  been  sold  to  satisfy  a  mortgage  thereon,  and  the  mine  has  been  "  jumped  "  owing 
to  failure  to  comply  with  the  labour  conditions  in  the  colony.  The  assets  practically 
consist  of  unpaid  calls  and  uncalled  capital,  and  they  are  not  expected  to  realise 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  mortgagees'  claim.  The  unsecured  debts  due  to  the  public 
amount  to  about  1,0002. 

11.  Bethanga  Qoldfields,  Limited. — Duration,  4  years  4  months.  Formed  to 
acquire  and  work  gold  mines  at  Bethanga  in  the  colony  of  Victoria.  The  property 
was  owned  by  the  Wallace  Bethanga  Copper  and  Gold  Mining  Company,  Limited,  a 
company  registered  in  Australia,  by  whom  it  was  agreed  to  be  sold  to  one  Harris  of 
Adelaide  for  175,O0OZ ,  to  be  satisfied  as  to  150,0001.  in  shares  of  a  new  company,  and 
us  to  to  25,000/.  either  in  cash  or  shares.  As  Harris  has  subsequently  been  appointed 
receiver  of  the  property  on  behalf  of  the  vendor  company  in  consequence  of  non- 
fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  the  sale,  it  may  probably  be  assumed  that  he  was  simply 
the  nominee  of  that  company  and  acting  on  their  behalf  in  the  negotiation  of  a  sale  in 
this  country.  It  is  stated  that  large  profits  had  been  realised  from  the  mine  by  previous 
owners,  but  that  it  had  ceased  to  be  profitable  on  the  exhaustion  of  the  "  free  milling 
ore."  It  is  also  stated  that  it  had  again  begun  to  yield  considerable  profits  on  the 
discovery  of  a  process  for  Buccessfully  treating  the  refractory  ore,  and  it  was  for  the 
purpose  of  working  this  process  that  farther  capital  was  now  required.  The  vendor 
company,  therefore,  stipulated  as  a  condition  of  the  sale  that  "  the  sum  of  50,0001.  be 
*'  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  company  at  the  Bank  of  Australasia,  Melbourne,  as  and 
*'  for  workina:  capital  to  be  used  in  erecting  machinery  and  in  developing  the  said 
"  mines."  Harris  visited  England  for  the  purpose  o£  selhng  the  property  and  waa 
introduced  to  one  Schotborgh,  who  promoted  the  present  company.  Schotborgh 
undertook  to  find  the  directors,  which  he  did  by  inducing;  a  number  of  gentlemen 
connected  with  other  companies  to  assume  that  office,  including  an  English  Member  of 
Parliament.  He  also  undertook  to  procure  subscriptions  for  50,000/.  and  to  bear  the 
costs  of  bringing  out  the  company,  which  he  alleges  have  amounted  to  8,988/.  The 
company  purchased  the  property  from  Harris  for  260,000/.  in  shares,  thus  giving  the 
latter  a  profit  of  76,000/.,  of  which  Schotborgh  received  40,000/.  Schotborgh's  share  of 
the  profits  was  not  disclosed  in  the  prospectus,  and  the  directora  state  that  it  was 
unknown  to  them.  As  the  contract  between  Harris  and  the  vendor  company  was, 
however,  offered  for  public  inspection  in  the  prospectus  issued  by  them,  they  must  have 
known  that  the  company  was  purchasing  at  a  price  which  yielded  76,000/.  profit  to  the 
intermediaries.  The  prospectus  was  circulated  simultaneously  in  London  and  Paris, 
6(',0002.  preference  shares  and  40,000/.  ordinary  sharas  being  offered  for  subscription. 
It  resulted  in  4,3572.  preference  shares  and  75/.  ordinary  shares  being  subscribed  in 
I'aris,  and  905/.  pi'eference  shares  and  2,067/.  ordinary  shares  in  this  country.  Of  the. 
preference  shares  subscribed  in  Paris,  3,274/.  were  subsequently  cancelled  as  no  money 
was  ever  paid  on  them  to  the  company,  and  the  Parisian  bankers  by  whom  the  sub< 
aonptiouB  were  received  returned  the  money  on  the  ground  that  the  conditions  on 
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which  the  company  "was  formed  had  not  been  fulfilled.  The  directors  (notwithstanding 
the  condition  that  50,000/.  was  to  be  deposited  as  working  capital  before  tlia  property 
could  be  acquired)  prt)ceeded  to  allotment,  but  at  the  sime  time  resolved  that  the  cash 
received  was  not  to  be  spent  until  sufficient  shares  were  applied  for  by  bond  fide 
applicants  to  give  30,000/.  working  capital  out  of  the  50,000/.  ageeed  to  be  secured. 
Shortly  after,  the  directors  themselves  subscribed '2,100/.  and  allotted  to  Schotborgh 
20,025  shares  on  his  application,  and  in  this  way  a  total  Bubacription  of  30,000/.  was  made 
up.  Schotborgh  paid  500/.  in  cash  and  4,506/.  in  bills  in  respect  of  the  application 
money,  but  the  bills  were  not  met,  and  as  he  was  only  able  t^  pay  a  further  350/.  in 
cash,  19,025  of  his  shares  were  Hubaequently  cancelled  by  the  directors.  Under  what 
circumstances  the  directors  n^olved  to  tre^t  Schotborgh's  subscription  of  shares  as 
genuine,  when  they  already  had  esparience  of  the  illusory  character  of  his  promises, 
or  how  they  could  suppose  themselves  justified  in  allotting  on  so  partial  a  subscription^ 
without  any  security  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  essential  condition  on  which  the 
company's  existence  was  based,  is  not  clear,  hut  the  result  of  their  action  was  the 
loss  of  the  capital  subscribed;  the  proceeds  of  the  shares  being  sent  to  Australia 
and  iised  for  the  development  of  the  mine  which  the  vendor  company  has  now  taken 
proceedings  to  recover  owing  to  tbe  non-fulfilment  of  the  agreement.  The  result  is 
the  more  unfortunate  that  the  prop^ty  appears  to  have  bad  some  substantial  valuo. 

12.  Big  Bhw,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  5  n3ouths.  A  reconstruction  of  the  Big 
Blow  Gold  Mines,  Limited,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  further  working  capital. 
150,000  IZ.  shares,  credited  with  17«.  per  share  paid  up,  were  issued  to  the  share- 
holders of  the  old  company,  and  a  call  of  3«.  per  share  provided  22,500/.  additional 
capital ;  of  which,  however,  7,846/.  went  to  discharge  the  liabilities  of  the  original 
company.  A  bond  fide  effort  appears  to  have  been  made  to  develop  the  pro{)erty, 
which  was  situated  in  the  Coolgardie  district  of  Western  Australia ;  but,  on  expert 
opinion  being  obtained  that  the  mine  was  too  poor  to  be  worked  at  a  profit,  the 
company  decided  to  present  its  own  petition  to  wind  up.  The  assets  have  realised 
sufficient  to  pay  the  creditors,  amounting  to  about  2,000/.,  in  full,  leaving  a  small 
balance  which  will  be  available  for  distribution  amongst  the  shareholders. 

13.  British  Columbian  Exploitaiion  and  Oold  Estates,  Lvmited. — Duration,  1  year 
3  months.  I'ormed,  originally,  \vith  a  nominal  capital  of  7/.,  subsequently  increased 
to  200,000/.,  to  acquire  and  work  mines  in  British  Columbia.  The  company  acquired, 
for  75,000/.  in  shares,  a  dredging  lease  of  three  miles  of  the  Queanelle  River,  Cariboo, 
British  Columbia,  and  granted  a  sub-lease, of  two  miles  of  the  river;  but  nothing 
was  ever  done  to  either  develop  or  work  the  property.  1,623/.,  which  was  subscribed 
by  the  public  in  response  to  two  prospectuse?,  will  prove  a  total  loss.  5,714/.,  due 
to  unsecured  creditors,  is  principally  in  respect  of  directors'  fees  and  promotion 
expenses. 

14.  British  Oas  Iractton  Gom/pany,  lAmited. — Duration,  3  years  3  months.  Formed 
to  acquire  and  work  the  British  patent  rights  of  the  Luhrig-Holt  system  of  gas  traction 
for  tramways  and  light  railways.  'J'he  company  was  an  off-shoot  of  the  Qas  Traction 
Company,  Uimited.  and  the  purchase  price  of  the  patents  was  fixed  at  105,000/.^ 
payable  as  to  56,000Z.  in  cash  and  50,000/.  in  shares.  The  shares  were  duly  allotted, 
but  7,000/.  only  was  paid  directly  in  cash,  further  payments  to  the  extent  of  5,578/. 
being  made  by  the  company  on  account  of  the  vendor  company.  The  parent  company, 
however,  applied  for  20,000/.  worth  of  stares,  and  a  sum  of  16,000/.  due  in  respect  of  calls 
thereon  was  eventually  set  off  against  the  purchase  money,  leaving  a  balance  (including 
interest)  of  32,000/.,  which  is  still  owing  under  the  purchase  agreement.  33,000 
copies  of  a  prospectus  were  issued  but  the  public  did  not  respond,  and  the  paid-up 
capital  of  87,762/.  has  been  found  by  the  parent  company  and  its  friends.  The 
company's  operations  have  been  of  considerable  magnitude.  It  financed  the 
contractor  of  the  Bideford,  Westward  Ho!  and  Appledore  Light  Railway  to  the  extent 
of  about  21,000/.,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  rolling  stock, 
and  undertook  to  subscribe  30,000/.  for  a  share  of  the  business  of  a  company  at  Dessau 
called  the  Deutsche  G-asbahn  Gesellschaf  t.  The  company  also  worked  tramways  at 
Blackpool,  Neath,  and  Trafford  Park,  near  Manchester,  and  altogether  15^  miles  of 
tramway  have  been  opened  for  public  traffic  under  the  company's  system.  The  Official 
Keoeiver  is  of  opinion  that  the  failure  is  due  to  the  directors  having  entered  into 
heavy  obligations  for  which  the  resources  of  the  British  company  were  inadequate,  and 
ivhioa  its  mdebtedQe:>B  to  the  vendors  rendered  additionally  imprudent.    Tn  addition 
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to  the  amount  due  to  the  parent  oompany,  unsecured  liabilities  have  been  inourr^  to 
75  creditorH  for  6,7141.,  upon  wliich  a  diyidend  is  likely  tq  be  paid,  bnt'-the  paid-up 
capita  will  prove  a  total  Iom  unlessra  sckeme.  of  reoonstraetion,  which  ;i8  .imderfitood 
to  be  under  consideration,  is  successfully  carried  out.:     ■  

—  Duration, 
3  years  1  month.  Formed  to  acquire  and  work  patents  for  improvemente  in  bicycle 
saddles.  .  The  company  paid  80,OQ0i.  in>  shares, .credited  as  fully  paid,  for  the  patents, 
whiehwere  acquired  by  an  intermediate  syndicate  from  the  patentee  for  S,5<)(W.  lu 
response  to  the  prospectus,  15,436^. was  subscribed,  of  which  9,000i.  was  subscribed 
by  persons  interested  in.  the  promotion,  and  the:  whole  amount  was  paid  up  in  cash 
with  thb  exception  of  14/.  Th,e  failure  is.  due  to  expenses  of  mamagemanl^  which 
amounted  to  16,244^  against  a  gross  profit  of  6,201/.  only.  It  is  expected c&at  the 
liquidation  will  result  in,a  loss  of  2,50QZ.  -to  creditors;  and, of  tlje  whole  amount  of  th«

Cross  actions  were  then 
commenced,  and  the  matter  was  eventually  settled  by  Hooley's  trustee  admitting  the 
company's  proof  against  his  estate-  for  6,500f.,  which  represented  the  amount  of  the 
deposit  and  expensed  incurred  in  connexion  with  the  property.  The  adjoining 
premises,  wliinh  Mere  part  of  the  same  works,  were  also  acquired  for  16,000/..  of 
which  10,000/.  had  at  tho  date  of  the  winding-up  order  been  paid-in  carfi,  the  balance 
reoaaining  on^  mortgage  to  the  vendors,    Thia  property  was  subseqtiently  fvalued-  by 
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BirmiDgBam  sui'veyore  at  between  6,0(XM.  and  6iOOO/.  The  csdmpany  promoted  and 
assisted  in  the  promotion  of  several  other  undertakings,  one  of  whidi  is  now  in 
liquidation  (Metropole  Hotel  (Cowea)  Syndicate,  Limited,  see  No.  53},  but  the  profits 
received  were  largely  in  shares,  which  i-ealised  considerably  less  than  their  par  value. 
The  Bubscribed  Capital  was  almost  entirely  absorbed  in  the  purchase  of  the  Birmingham 
premises  and  will,  with  the  exception  of  about  l.OOOi.,  prove  a  total  loss;  the  amount 
paid  for  the  property  being  largely  in  excess  of  its  present  value.  The  assets  estimated 
in  the  statement  of  affairs  to  realise  9,781i.  afre  subject'  to  claims  of  secured  creditors 
for  7jo56l:  ftnd  unsecured  claims  for  1,2232. 

20.  Oorn^aniesi  GyCardia/n  Society,  Limited. — Dnration,  1  year  5  months.  Formed  to 
afif'ftsa  Society  for  the  protection- of  investors,  creditors,  and  others  interested  in 
Companies."  The  Boci**ty'was  promoted  by  one  James  MacCotinell  in  conjunction 
with  a  solicitor  Bamed  B'.  J.  Neville.  -The  capital  BubBoribed  was  1,250Z.  in  preference, 
2,^8??.  in  ordinary,  and  lOOZ.  in  deferred  shares  of  U.  each,  amounting  iii  all  to 
4,26'/f.,  of  which  3,780/.  Was  paid  up.  TTn^er'the  articles  of  aspooiation  a  holder  of 
deferred  shares  was  entitled  to  10  votes  for  every  share,  while  the  other  shareholders 
Were  entitled  to  oife  vote  otdy  for  every.  10  shdr^Si  MacOonnell  took  the  whole  of  tho 
deferred  shares,  and  thus  had  complete  control  over  the  ao.ciety's  proceedings.  Thirty 
thousand  copies  of  a -prospectus  were  issued.  A  slip-was  attached  which  stated  that 
'*  the  direotm^  and  their  friends  had  already  applied  for  G,000  shares,"  but  this 
statement  was  untrue.  The  shares  subscribed  included  1,100Z.  by  the  promoters,  and. 
a  connderftble  number  by  solicitors  who  ag;reeu  to  act  as  the  society's  agents  in  the 
provinoee,  and  who  were  paid  a  fee  in  advance  lipon  agreeing  to  tftke  shares, 
MacConnell  was  appointed  managing  director  at  300/.  per  annum  payable  in  the  event 
of  a  dividend  being  paid  onthe  preference  shares  and  after  payment  of  the  directors* 
fees,  -  but  no  dividend  was  eVer  declared.  M-acConnell  has,  however,  been  paid  a 
remiineration  at  the  rate -of  3GGZ.' per  annum  from  thecomraence^eiifc,  and'tJOOi.  has 
been  paid  '12  months 'in  advance.  This  remuneration  was  -votgd-to  him  at.  what 
pui*po¥ted  to  be  a  meeting  of'shareholders.'over  which  he  presided,  but  at  wliich  one 
shareholder  only-  was- present- besides  the  -  solicitor  and  paid  eervants  .  of  ■  the 
society.  247^  was  also  paid  to  MacConnell  by  way  of  comjnission  for.  placing 
gharea.  .Subscribers  .were  entitled  to,  free  i  information  .respepting  companie.H 
aotd  their  resources, , but  only  9Si.  w;as  received  in. subscripti.ons,. while-  tKe  expeuses  of 
manageo^ent  ampimted  to.4,323Z..  fChe  society,  i^as  incurred  ,debt.-f.to  the  extent  of 
^48/,,..uppu- which  .a  dividend  is  Uk^ly  to  be  paid,  but  the  subscribed  capital  is 
eptir^ily  lost;,        :  „.,,-,. 

21.  C<inypre88td.QjOLs  Company,  IAmit4d.-rrDxira,\,\on,  2.  years.  2  months.  Pormed  tQ 
panry  01^  business  as  manufftOturers  of,  carbonic  acid  gas  by  &  patent  process,  for  which 
the  inventor  received  7,937?.  in  fully-paid  shares.  4,736Z.,  subsppibed  on  a  prospectus 
issued  privaiely,  was  spent  in  the  ,  purchase  -.  and  erection  of  ..machinery,  butj  owing  tq 
tb^  lack  of  funds,,  ^he  .oompuny.,was..unabl.e  to  complete  the, plant  and  commence 
Working.;,  Of- the' ur^^cured  claims, Amounting  ;to..2,121,/(,  only  328Z.  is  , duo  tp  tradtf 
creditors.  The  assets  have  been  sold  by  the  Of&oial  EeoeiveF?fpr|l,&OQZ.  in  cash  to  one 
.of  the  largest  shareholders,  who  has  formed  a  now  company  under  a  similar  title  to

22..  Goolgan-die  Gold  Fields,  Iiimited. — (iSee  report  an-^e,  pj  11.) 

23.  Corporation  o/  Sritisk  Invettors,  Limited. — T)urat,ion„5  years  4  months.  Formed, 
according  to  the  memorandum  of  association,  "  to  take  over  the  business  of  '  The 
Asaoeiatidn  of.  British  ■  Shareholders '  ±o  dwn  and  carry  onhewspapers  hnd  to  promote 
companies."  The  promoter  was  one  B.  Beall,  a  solicitor  who  is  now  undergoing  a 
sentence  of  four  years'  penal  servitude  for  frauds  in  connection  with  the.  promotion  of 
the  London  .and  Scottish  Banking  and  Discount  CorpOTation,  JJimited.  The  real  object 
of  the  corporation  was  to  publish"  periodical  circulars  which  purported  to  give  indepen- 
dent- advice,  'but  which  were  written  and  circulated  with  ,a  view  to  influencing 
Bubscribers'to, purchase  shares  in  companies 'iii  which  Beall  was  interested:  .The  nature 
of  the  operations  ca!n  b6  gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the  notes  on  another  company  in 
liquidation  (see  No.  44).  Beall  controlled  the  proceedinzu  throughout.  No  proper 
books  of  account  were  kept,  and  the  corporation  has  been  fined  on.  several  oooasioiis 
for  breaches  of  theCOmipanies  Acts.  There  are  nnsecured  liabilities  to  four  creditors 
for  i,952/.,  of  which  1,6861.  is  claimed  by  Hannan's  Excelsior  Gold  Minps,  Limited,  on 
■  0  4 
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wljose  petition  the  winding-up  order  was  made.  There  are  no  assets,  6,600  shares  of 
lO*.  each  are  supposed  to  have  been  issued  for  cash,  but  they  are  principally  held  b/ 
Beall  and  his  nominees  and  aasociates. 

24.  CosnwpoUian  Cycle  and  Motor  Works,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  4  months. 
Formed  osteosibly  to  establish  a  new  business  of  mechanical  and  electrical  engineers, 
but  really  to  take  over  the  business  of  one  A.  Hoster  at  St.  Nicholas  d'Aliennont. 
near  Dieppe.  Hoster  was  assisted  in  the  promotion  by  one  C.  Robson,  and  afterwards 
as  directors  they  controlled  the  company.  Hoster  appears  to  have  been  in  treaty  for 
the  purchase  of  the  business  of  the  Anglo-FrPnch  Pneumatic  Cycle  Company  at 
St.  Cloud,  a  company  promoted  by  Robson  and  then  in  liquidation,  and  the  new  company 
was  to  take  over  both  businesses  for  55,0OD/.  The  St.  Cloud  business  was,  however, 
not  acquired ;  but,  upon  representations  that  the  two  businesMs  had  been  amalgamated 
and  a  promise  of  vendors'  fully-paid  shares  as  bonus,  the  shareholders  of  the  Anglo- 
French  Company  were  induced  to  subscribe  2,000/.  for  debentures.  Vendors'  shares 
for  7,105?.  were  in  fact  transferred  to  the  subscribers  for  debentures,  but  the  shares 
were  never  of  any  value ;  the  property  acquired  by  the  company  for  35,OO0Z. 
consisted  of  stock  and  efTects  of  small  value.  The  business  was  carried  on  entirely  in 
France,  and  when  further  capital  was  not  forthcoming  the  directors  resolved  to  wind 
up  in  France,  and  the  assets  were  sold  by  the  French  liquidator  for  about  300Z.,  which 
was  not  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  tho  liquidation.  Hosier 
flulsequently  assigned'  to  Bobson  some  property,  which  the  company  had  had 
poseeesion  of,  but  which  Hoster  claimed  as  his  own,  for  600/.,  payable  as  to  SOOL 
in  promissory  notes  and  as  to  HOOi.  in  shares  of  a  new  company  registered  by  Robson 
on  24ih  November  1S98,  know  as  the  Property  Transfer  Company,  Limited.  An  order 
for  public  examination  was  made  against  both  Hosier  and  Robson,  but  the  latter  only 
subi-aitted  himself  for  examination.  A  warrant  has  Leen  issued  for  Hester's  arrest, 
but  he  is  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  and  although  the  Official  Receiver  is  of 
opinion  that  tho  subscription  of  debentures  was  obtained  by  fraudulent  misrepresen- 
tation, Hoster's  absence,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  property  of  the  company  and 
its  books  are  in  France  under  a  French  liquidator,  has  rendered  it  practically 
impossible  to  take  any  actiou. 

25.  Credit  Ind^x  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  5  years  10  months.  This  was  a 
reconstruction  of  Julius  Seyd,  Bishop,  Johnson,  &  Co.,  Limited,  mercantile  inquiry 
agents,  and  publishers  of  a  trade  index.  The  old  company  was  formed  in  1891,  and 
after  trading  at  a  loss  for  two  years  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  with  a  view  to 
reconstruction.  The  new  company  adopted  unsecured  liabilities  for  l,566i.,  and  issued 
debentures  for  2,000?.  in  exchange  for  the  debentures  of  the  old  company.  Shares  for 
3  070?.  were  also  issued  as  fully  paid  to  the  old  shareholders.  Further  debentures  for 
2' 000/.  were  issued  for  cash  advances,  and  4,215/.  was  subscribed  for  shares,  of  which 
the  greater  portion  was  provided  by  the  directors  and  their  friends.  Shares  for 
9,860/.  were  also  issued  as  fully  paid  to  Messrs.  Kelly  &  Co.,  Limited,  for  the  use  of 
their  directories,  trade  publications,  and  certain  canvaMing  privileges.  The  company, 
however  traded  at  a  loss  throughout,  the  losses  at  the  end  of  the  first  five  years 
amounting  to  over  11,560/.  Nevertheless  tho  directors  estimated  the  goodwill  to  be 
worth  1 ,200i.  out  of  total  assets  estimated  to  produce  1,821/.,  and  a  receiver  is  cariying 
on  the  business  on  behalf  of  the  debenture  holders  with  a  view  to  selling  it  as  a  going 
concern.  It  is  not  expected  to  realise  sufficient  to  pay  the  claims  of  the  debenture 
holders,  and  in  addition  to  a  loss  sustained  by  them  the  liquidation  will  result  in  a 
total  loss  of  6,996/.  to  unsecured  creditors  (of  which  5,637/.  is  in  respect  of  cash 
advances)  and  of  the  whole  of  the  cash  subscribed  capital. 

26.  JDiamond  Tag  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  3  months.  Formed  to 
acquire  and  work  inventions  for  the  manufacture  of  luggage  tags,  &c.  The  purchase 
price  of  the  patents  and  machinery  used  in  connection  therewith  was  14,500/.,  of  which 
7  000/.  was  payable  in  shares  and  7,500/.  in  OMh,  but  there  is  a  balance  of  934?.  still 
due  in  respect  of  the  cash.  6,400/.  was  subscribed  for  shares  on  a  prospectus  issued 
privately,  and  in  accordance  with  a  previous  understanding  the  vendors  subscribed 
2  600/.,  making  a  total  issue  of  9,000/.  The  directors  and  their  friends  also  advanced 
5*250/.' for  working  capital  on  the  security  of  debentures.  The  business  was  carried 
on  throughout  at  a  loss.  A  receiver  eventually  took  possession  on  behalf  of  the 
debenture  holdeis,  and  the  property  has  not  realised  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  debentui-es. 
The  unsecured  claims  amount  to  2,247/.,  and  ipclude  the  anjount  owipg  to  the  vendors 
in  respect  of  the  purchjise  money, 
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27.  Easter  Oift  Proprietary  Gold  Mines,  Idrmted. — Duration,  3  years  1  month. 
Formed  to  take  over  a  group  of  mining  claims  near  Kanowna  in  West  Australia.  The 
vendor  received  from  the  company  85,O00i.  in  shares  and  5,000?.  in  cash.  The  whole 
of  the  capital,  namely,  130,0002.,  was  offered  for  subRcription,  and,  largely  as  the  result 
of  underwriting  on  the  part  of  the  promoters,  22,007  shares  were  applied  for,  upon 
which  19,356Z.  was  paid  up.  The  unpaid  calls,  amounting  to  2,651Z.,  include  2,000Z. 
owing  by  the  company's  former  mani^er  in  West  Australia,  who  cabled  for  2,000 
ehares,  but  never  paid  anything  in  respect  of  them,  and  sums  aggregating  570^.  owing 
by  three  persons  who  have  taken  proceedings  to  have  their  names  removed  from  the 
register  on  the  ground  of  misrepresentations  in  the  prospectus  as  to  the  state  of  the 
development  and  apparent  gold-bearing  qualities  of  the  mine.  The  company  went  to 
considerable  expense  in  prospecting,  but  no  gold  appears  to  have  been  obtained.  The 
unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  1,5792.,  are  chiefly  in  respect  of  directors'  fees,  and 
the  public  interest  in  the  case  is  practically  confined  to  the  oasb  subscribers  for  shares, 
who  will  probably  sustain  a  total  loss. 

28.  Electric  Es^loitation  Company,  Limited. — ^Duration,  4  years  10  months.  This 
company  was  formed  as  a  convenient  means  of  apportioning  the  respective  interests 
of  a  number  of  persons  who  had  flnancially  assisted  the  vendor  in  acquiring  and 
perfecting  inventions  for  an  electric  mining  lamp  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  undertaking 
to  a  new  company.  Shares  for  20,000^  were  issued  as  fully  paid  up  to  the  vendor 
and  others,  and  367^.  was  subscribed  on  a  prospectus  circulated  privately  to  provide 
for  current  expenses.  The  undertaking  was  in  May  1896  transferred  to  a  now 
company  promoted  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Poster,  M.P.,  for  45,000/.,  payable  as  to  7,0002.  in  cash 
and  SB|0002.  in  shares,  out  of  which  the  promoter  received  6,3502.  in  cash  and  13,6502. 
in  shares  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  promoting  the  new  company.  The  only  asset  of 
the  company  now  oonsiats  of  22,0452.  of  these  and  other  shares,  which  are  valued  at 
one-twentieth  of  their  nominal  value. 

29.  Exploring  and  Tuduetrial  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  6  months. 
Formed  to  acquire  and  re-sell  options  and  businesses.  The  syndicate,  having  a  subscribed 
cash  capital  of  5672.  only,  entered  into  an  agreement  to  purchase  certain  lands  on 
the  West  Coast  of  Africa  for  20,0002.,  of  which  4,0C02.  was  payable  in  cash.  A  deposit 
of  400/.  was  paid,  but  the  company  was  unable  to  complete  the  purchase.  The  dircctora 
took  no  proper  steps  to  recover  the  deposit,  which  was  consequently  forfeited.  The 
option  to  purchase  the  property  was  acquired  fur  3,000/.  in  fully-paid  shai'es,  which 
were  divided  amongst  the  promoters,  solicitor,  and  one  of  the  directors,  without 
disclosure  to  the  company.  The  company  also  attempted  the  purchase  of  a  furnishing 
buEiness  at  Crouch  End  for  7,000/.,  but  was  never  in  a  position  to  complete  it,  and  a 
cash  deposit  of  7002.  was  foi-feited.  The  unsecured  claims,  amounting  to  1,2792., 
include  1,0502.  due  for  loans,  and,  unless  the  liability  of  the  directors  in  respect  of 
secret  profit  or  misfeasance  can  be  enforced,  there  is  no  probability  of  any  dividend 
either  for  the  creditors  or  the  subscribers  of  shares. 

30.  Ferro-Sodiwn  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  4  years.  Formed  to  acquire  and 
work  certain  patents  for  the  purification  of  iron  and  steel  by  the  use  of  a  flux.  The 
original  capital  was  2,0002.,  divided  into  1,000  vendors'  and  1,000  ordinary  shares 
of  12.  each,  the  vendors'  shares  being  entitled  to  one  half  of  the  net  profits, 
notwithstanding  any  increase  of  capital.  The  vendors*  shares  were  didy  allotted,  and 
1302.  was  paid  in  cash  in  satisfaction  of  the  purchase  money.  No  prospectus  was 
issued,  but  subscriptions  for  the  balance  of  the  capital  were  obtained  by  the  promoter — 
one  Captain  Grenfell — who  also  paid  the  promotion  expenses,  in  consideration  for 
which  he  received  333  vendors'  shares,  which  he  divided  with  a  director  who  had 
financially  assisted  him.  In  February  1897  the  capital  was  increased  to  6,000/.,  but 
only  642.  Eidditional  shares  were  issued.  Further  capital  was  obtained  by  borrowing 
3,5002.  on  debentures.  Captain  Grenfell  provided  offices  and  clerical  assistance  for 
1502.  per  annum,  and  received  a  further  1502.  a  year  as  managing  director.  Other 
companies  promoted  by  Captain  Grenfell  were  managed  in  the  same  offices,  and  the 
funds  of  the  various  companies  were  paid  into  a  common  fund.  In  reporting  on  the 
accounts  in  January  1898  the  auditors  stated  that  V  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  us  to 
"  mention  the  confusion  in  which  everything  connected  with  the  company  s  accounts 
"  was  found,  and  in  sending  in  this  report  we  are  not  at  all  sure  that  everything  has 
"  been  discovered."  A  (fefioiency  in  the  petty  cash  was  discovered,  and  certain 
payments  entered  in  the  cash  book  had  not  been  made.    The  deficienoy  amounts  to 
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333i.  I8s.  2d.,  but  it  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  sufficient  care  waa  not  taken  to 
keep  the  accounte  of  each  company  managed  by  Captain  Grenfell  distinct.  The 
company  traded  at  a  continuouB  loss,  and  the  unsecured  trade  creditors  for  279^  will 
austain  a  total  loss.    The  estimated  loss  to  the  debenture  holders  is  over  2,5001. 

31.  Field  and  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  6  months.  Pormed  to  take  over 
the  business  of  yacht  builder  carried  on  by  one  T.  C.  Field  at  Itchen  Ferry,  near 
Southampton.  The  promoters  purchased  the  business  from  Field  for  7,0002.  in 
September  1897,  and  in  the  following  February  sold  it  to  the  company  for  10,000i.  A 
prospectus  was  issued  inviting  subscriptions  for  ll.OOOi.,  but  no  shares  were  applied 
for  or  allotted  to  the  public.  The  promoters,  however,  as  directors,  adopted  the 
purchase  agreement,  ana  a  sum  of  6,0002.  was  obtained  from  the  bankers,  on  the 
security  of  the  leases  and  personal  guarantee  of  the  directors.  4,000/.  was  paid  to 
Field — being  the  agreed  portion  of  the  purchase  money  payable  to  him  in  cash — and 
shares  for  6,000/.  were  issued  as  fully  paid  up,  thus  satisfying  the  purchase  price 
payable  by  the  company.  A  further  sum  of  1,OOOZ.  was  borrowed  from  the  bank,  and 
subsequently  repaid  by  the  directora  personally,  who  issued  to  themselves  debentures 
for  that  amount  as  security.  Fully-paid  shares  for  4^0002.  appear  to  have  been  allotted 
to  the  directors  without  consideration^  and  the  directors  are  unable  to  explain  the 
allotment.  Although  Field  is  stated  to  have  carried  on  the  business  successfully  for 
10  years,  and  to  have  made  an  annual  profit  of  from  800/.  to  1,0002.  during  recent 
years,  the  balance  sheet  of  the  first  year's  trading  by  the  company  showed  a  net  loss  of 
1,2952.  Of  the  unsecured  liabiUties,  amoimting  to  1,416/.,  a  sum  of  1,159/.  is  due  to 
trade  creditors,  and  the  liqiddator  estimates  that  chey  will  be  paid  in  full.  The  loss  to 
the  public  will,  therefore,  be  limited  to  the  purchasers  of  the  vendor's  fully-paid  shares. 

32.  Mnanoial  Journals,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  2  months.  Formed  to  acquire 
and  publish  three  financial  newspapers.  The  purchase  price  was  fixed  by  the  vendor  at 
45,0002.,  payable  as  to  5,0002.  in  cash  and  40,0002.  in  shares.  With  one  exception,  the 
first  directors  were  qualified  by  gifts  of  vendor's  shares.  A  prospectus  was  circulated 
privately  amongst  the  subscribers  to  the  newspapers,  with  the  result  that  S,0732.  was 
subscribed  and  paid  up.  In  February  1899  the  company  unsuccessfully  attempted  to 
raise  further  capital  on  debentures.  One  of  the  directors  then  agreed  to  make  advances 
to  the  extent  of  3,0002,,  in  instalments  of  2502.  each,  as  required,  which  were  secured 
by  a  charge  on  the  whole  of  the  property  of  the  company.  The  vendor  also  agreed  to 
transfer  to  him  5,050  fully  paid-up  shares  for  a  nominal  consideration  only ;  to  surrender 
to  the  company  10,100  shares  and  to  accept  in  lieu  of  3,0002.  of  the  purchase  money 
payable  in  cash,  fully  paid-up  shares  for  that  amouct.  The  balance-sheets  of  the 
company  show  that  the  busine^  was  carried  on  at  a  loss  from  the  commencement, 
and  the  failure  was  attributed  to  the  falling  off  of  advertisements,  owing  to  stagnation 
of  joint  stock  enterprise.  The  assets  are  estimated  to  realise  about  one-third  of  the 
directors'  claim  for.  cash  advances ;  and  the  unsecured  claims,  amounting  to  6282.  for 
goods  supplied,  &c,>  and  the  capital  of  8,0732.  paid  up  in  cash,  will  prove  a  total  loss. 

33.  Qeneral  Freezing  Company  (Brwn'e  Syetem),  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  1  month. 
A  private  company  formed  to  acquire  and  work  an  invention  for  the  manufacture  and 
preservation  of  ices.  Prior  to  the  formation  of  the  company  the  vendor  appears  to  have 
received  financial  assistance  from  three  gentlemen,  who,  subsequently,  when  further 
funds  were  requu-ed  for  working  capital,  arranged  that  a  company  should  be  formed  with 
the  vendor  as  manager  and  themselves  as  directors ;  that  the  latter  should  subscribe 
1,0002.  in  cash  for  sl^res,  and  that  the  vendor  should  receive  fully-paid  shares  for  1,0002. 
as  the  purchase  consideration.  The  working  capital  appears  to  have  been  soon 
exhausted,  and  the  three  directors  then  provided  30O2.  on  the  security  of  debentures, 
and,  later  on,  additional  funds  for  which  they  hold  no  security.  The  failure  is 
attributed  to  mismanagement  and  want  of  capital.  The  assets,  estimated  to  produce 
2S02.,  will  not  foe  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  debentures,  and  the  unsecured  claims, 
amounting  to  6162.,  will  prove  a  total  loss. 

34.  Q.  MiilUr  and  Conypa/tiy,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  9  months,  formed  to  take 
over,  for  1,4212.,  the  business  of  G.  Mliller,  wine  and  spirit  merchant,  whose  assets  at 
the  time  of  purchaEe  were  valued  at  5762. ;  the  liabihties  at  8212,  The  company  was 
formed  by  Miiller,  with  the  assistance  of  "W.  B.  Dunn  &  Co.,  chartered  accountants, 
the  latter  receiving  3002.  in  paid-up  shares  without  paying  for  them.  Miiller  and 
"W".  H,  Dunn  were  the  original  directors.    The  company  starred  without  working 
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capital,  bat  1,40011.  was  ©Tentaally  Bubsoribed  by  tbe  vendor  and  bis  friends.  On 
20tb  April  1897  a  dividend  of  15  per  cent,  was  declared ;  on  tbe  following  day  the 
nominal  capital  was  increased,  and  1,897?.  additional  capital  was  aubscribed  by  tbe 
original  sbareholders.  The  first  year's  trading  is  stated  to  have  resulted  in  a  profit  of 
1251.,  but  tbe  business  declined  from  the  autumn  of  1897,  owing,  it  ia  stated,  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  company's  best  customera.  Early  in  1898  money  was  raised  on 
debentures  and  atook  warrants.  A  portion  of  the  stock  has  been  sold  by  secured 
creditorfl  for  1,0501.,  and  die  remaining  assets,  estimated  to  realise  1,411Z.,  are  subject 
to  debentures  for  649!.  and  unsecured  claims  amounting  to  2,7212. 

35.  Haitvnwnd's  Maidbele  Gold  Mines  Development,  Limited. — Duration,  4  years  1  month. 
Formed  by  the  Limited  Liability  Agency  (an  alias  of  Charles  Glendining  PbUips,  an 
undischarged  bankrupt)  to  acquire  from  a  nominee  of  the  promoters,  named  Barton, 
certain  mining  claims  in  Matabeleland.  Tbe  vendor  had  agreed  to  pay  3,500/.  in  cash 
and  17,O00Z.  in  fully-paid  shares  for  the  claims  which  he  in  turn  sold  to  the  company 
in  consideration  of  the  allotment  of  17,000L  fully-paid  shares  and  113,000  shares  of 
11.  each,  credited  as  paid  to  tbe  extent  of  l7s.  per  share ;  he  thus  making  a  gross 
profit,  on  paper,  of  92,550/.  Tbe  vendor  was  unable  to  pay  the  uncalled  portion  of  the 
shares,  and  the  only  means  of  obtaining  working  capital  was  to  unload  the  vendor's 
shares  upon  solvent  purchasers.  Accordingly,  "puffing"  reports  of  the  undertaking 
appeared  in  tbe  "  Limited  Liability  Review,"  a  weekly  financial  newspaper  belonging 
to  the  promoting  company,  copies  of  which  were  circulated  broadcast  (being  distributed 
gratis),  and  as  a  result  thereof,  and  of  a  market  being  made  in  the  shares,  nearly 
110,000  vendor's  shares  were  sold  at  varying  prices,  tbe  promoters  thus  obtaining  over 
43,000/.  from  tbe  public.  Calls  were  made  in  respect  of  the  uncalled  capital  amounting 
to  16,950!.,  the  company  in  tbe  meantime  being  financed  by  the  promotera,  A  Mr. 
Andrew  Robert  Hammond,  a  mining:  engineer,  who,  in  a  report  on  the  property  for  the 
original  vendors,  expreased  a  very  favourable  opinion  as  to  its  prospects,  was  appointed 
managing  director  and  consulting  engineer  in  Buluwayo,  where  he  is  said  to  have  been 
murdered  by  the  Matabele  within  six  months  of  his  arrival.  Tbe  identity  of  this 
gentleman  has  never  been  satisfactorily  ascertained,  and  tbe  boTia  fides  of  the  report 
has  been  questioned.  In  tbe  articles  in  the  "  Limited  Liability  Review  "  be  was 
described  as  the  "  well-known  mining  engineer,"  and  probably  the  purchasers  of  shares 
were  led  to  believe  that  he  was  identical  with  another  and  well-known  South  African 
engineer  of  a  similar  name.  His  successor,  who  was  not  appointed  until  12  months 
after  Mr.  Hammond's  resignation,  was  Mr.  Qisbome,  one  of  tbe  original  vendors  to 
Barton.  Further  mining  claims  were  purchased  by  the  company  in  consideration  of 
the  allotment  of  9,0O0Z.  fuUy-paid  shares ;  but  the  capital  being  insufficient  to  develop 
the  property,  and  attempts  to  dispose  of  the  claims  to  subsidiary  companies  proving 
imsuccessful,  negotiations  were  entered  into  for  the  transfer  of  all  tbe  assets  to  the 
Associated  Rbodesian  Gold  Estates,  Limited,  who  agreed  to  allot  to  the  sbareboldera 
of  this  company  one  lOs.  share  for  every  four  shares  held  by  them.  This  proposal  was 
strongly  objected  to  at  the  meeting  convened  to  pass  resolutions  for  voluntary 
liquidation  and  sale  of  the  assets  to  the  Associated  Company,  and  the  resolutions  were 
only  carried  by  means  of  a  large  block  of  proxies  held  by  the  directors,  the  validity  of 
which  has  been  questioned.  Before  the  arrangements  could  be  completed  tbe  Court,  on 
the  petition  of  a  dissentient  shareholder,  made  an  order  continuing  the  winding-up  under 
supervision,  which  was  subsequently  superseded  by  a  compulsory  order,  the  liquidator 
in  the  former  proceedings  being  continued  in  office.  The  unpaid  calls  are  more  than 
sufficient  to  meet  the  claims  of  creditors,  amounting  to  about  350/.,  but  the  prospect 
of  the  shareholders  receiving  any  return  is  somewhat  doubtful.  In  the  statement  of 
afi'airs,  which  purports  to  show  the  position  at  the  commencement  of  the  voluntary 
liquidation  in  November  1898,  the  assets  are  returned  as  of  the  estimated  value  of 
133,579!.,  the  properties  being  taken  at  cost  prioe.  There  is  no  hope,  however,  of 
selling  tbem  during  the  continuance  of  the  Transvaal  war.  A  public  examination  has 
been  held  in  the  case,  and  the  responsibility  of  the  promoter  and  directors  for  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  were  induced  to  buy  shares  is  under  consideration. 

36.  Harmony  Compcmy,  Lvmited. — Duration,  4  months.  Formed  to  acquire  and  cany 
on  a  wholesale  provision  business.  The  vendors  and  promoters  became  the  directors 
of  the  company,  and  in  the  latter  capacity  adopted  tbe  purchase  agreement  undei' 
which  tbey  have  received  3,521/.  lOs.  for  a  business  which  they  had  just  previously 

furohased  for  1,100/.     Tbe  purchase  money  was  paid  as  to  1,200/.  in  debentures,  as  to 
95/.  12s.  in  cash,  as  to  426/.  188.  in  bills,  which  have  not  been  met,  and  as  to  tbe 
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balancRof  1,700/.' in  3,400  fully-paid  sharea 'o£  108.  each.  The  only'ottidr  sbaree 
issued  were  seven  of  10».  each  to  the  signatories,  which  have  not  been  paid  for.  The 
company,  therefore,  had  no  cash  capital,  and  the  business  was  ■conducted  at  the  sole 
risk  of  the  trade  creditors,  while  the  assets  wore  covered  by  the  vendors'  debentures 
for  1,200/.  A  public  examination  has  been  held,  and  the  vendors  have  agreed  to 
surrender  their  debentures.  The  assets,  estimated  to  realise  347/.j  will,  thereforo,  be 
available  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade  creditors  for  about;  l,OO0i, 

37.  Sa/iTu  Hilckes  and  Company,  Z-imited. — Duration,  5  years  1  month.  Formed  to  take 
over  the  business  of  Harry  Hilckes,  a  dealer  in  British  and  foreign  postage 
stamps. .  The  purchase  price  .was  2,500/.,  paid  as  to  2,0001.  by  the  issue  of  2,000  fully- 
paid  ordinary  shares,  and,  as  to  the  balance  of  500?.,  in  cash,  which  was  immediately 
re-invested  in  debentures  of  the  company,  28/.  of  ordinary  shares  were  issued  for 
cash.  The  statement  of  affaire  also  shows  3,165  1/.  preference  shares  to  have  been 
issued,  of  which  2,950  are  returned  as  having  been  issued  otherwise  than  for  cash, 
but  no  contract  in  respect  thereof  has  been  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock 
Companies.  Certain  questions  attending  the  issue  of  preference  shares  will  have  to  be 
considered,  as  the  company  had  apparently  no  power  to  issue  preference  shares;  the 
issue  is  repudiated  by  the  majority  of  the  alleged  holders  oE  the  shares,  and  the 
nominal  capital  of  the  company  has  been  exceeded.  Questions  also  arise  with  regard 
to  the  debentures  issued  by  the  company,  some  of  which  are  alleged  to  have  been 
cancelled  by  the  issue  of  preference  shares.  The  business  appears  to  have  been  carried 
on  at  a  loss  for  some  time  previous  to  the  winding-up,  owing  to  the  lack -of  interest  in 
stamp  collecting  amongst  the  company's  particular  customers.  The  statement  of 
affairs  phows  unsecured  debts  to  777  creditors,  amounting  to  1,616/.  715  creditors 
are  for  small  amounts  in  respect  of  subscriptions  to  the  "  Stamp  Collector's 
Fortnightly,"  a  periodical  issued  by  the  company.  The  assets,  practically  consisting 
of  a  stock  of  stamps,  are  estimated  to  realise  2,493/. 

38.  Senry  de  Jersey  wnd  Gomp<my,  Limited. — Duration,  4  years  3  months.  An 
amalgamation  of  three  private  businesses  of  mortgage  brokers  and  financial  ^ents.  The 
agreed  purchase  price  was  l,5O0i.,  of  which  l,000i.  was  paid  in  fully-paid  shares  and 
12]/.  14s.  4d.  in  cash,  leaving  an  unpaid  balance  of  375/.  5s.  8d.  The  vendors 
covenanted  with  the  company  not  to  carry  on  any  similar  business  within  certain 
limits  for  a  period  of  five  years,  but  the  directors,  by  resolution,  relieved  the  vendors 
from  such  agreement  on  their  retirement  from  the  directorate,  and  the  vendors  in 
i-etum  waived  their  claim  to  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  purchase  money.  Three 
prospectuses  were  issued  and  resulted  in  subscriptions  for  887?.  shares,  upon  which  787/. 
was  paid  up.  100/.  was  subsequently  repaid  to  a  shareholder  who  claimed  the  return 
of  his  money  on  the  ground  of  misrepresentation  by  one  of  the  vendors.  245 
additional  shares  were  issued  as  fully  paid  up  in  payment  of  directors'  fees  and  salary. 
The  unsecured  Habilities,  amounting  to  2,365/.,  are  for  money  lent,  solicitors' 
costs,  and  office  rent,  to  meet  which  there  are  assets  estimated  to  realise  104/.  15f. 
The  shareholders  who  subsciibed  cash  will  sustain  a  total  loss. 

39.  Solboi-n  Press,  Limited. — Duration,  6  months.  An  amalgamation  of  the  photo- 
engraving buBinesE  of  one  Lewis  JesEop  with  the  printing  business  of  Messrs.  Feilden, 
McAlian,  and  Co.,  Limited.  The  purchase  price  of  the  two  businesses  was  6,500/.,  of 
which  1,000/.  was  paid  in  cash,  2,500/.  iu  debentures,  and  3,000/.  in  shares.  Jessop 
appears  to  have  made  a  secret  profit  of  250(.  on  the  transfer  of  Messrs.  Feilden 's 
business,  and  the  question  of  civil  liability  is  being  dealt  with  by  the  receiver  for  the 
debenture  holders.  The  copyright  of  "The  "Wheel  and  Cycle  Trades  Review  "was 
also  acquired  for  3,000/.  in  shares.  3,628/.  was  subscribed  on  a  prospectus  circulated 
privately,  and  2,200/.  has  been  paid  up.  The  company  traded  throughout  at  a  loss ; 
and  upon  a  judgment  being  obtained  against  it,  the  debenture  holders  took  possession 
by  a  receiver  appointed  on  their  behalf.  The  two  businesses  have  since  been  sold, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  court,  for  2,470/.,  and  the  assets  are  not  expected  to  reahsa 
more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  debentures.  The  unsecured  debts,  amounting  to 
2,402/.,  of  which  about  1,400/.  is  due  to  ordinary  trade  creditors,  will  prove  a  total 
loss  as  well  as  the  capital  paid  up  in  cash. 

40.  Improoed  Cork  Pavement  Company,  lAmited. — Duration,  1  year  2  months. 
Formed  to  take  over  the  business  of  the  Cork  Pavement  Company,  Limited,  manu- 
facturers of  pavement  composition.      The  business  was  originally  established  in  1890, 
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tbe  patents  being  bwned  By  an  Australian  company,  on  'nho&e  behalf  it  was  managed 
and  financed  by  one  A^  Suart,  who  Bubsequently  took  it  oTer.  In  November  1893  the 
biuiness  was  sold  to  the  Cork  Pavement  Cfompany,  Limited,  but  Suart  and  his 
nominees  held  all  the  shares  and  Stiart  continued  to  finance  and  control  it.  from  the 
oommencement  the  business  was  carried  on  at  a  loss,  and,  in  order  to  obtain  farther 
working  capital,  the  present  company  was  promoted  by  one  B.  W.  C.  Brakine,  who 
agreed  to  pay  the  expenses  of  formation  and  to  provide  8,CO0i.  out  of  a  working 
capital  of  20,000L  The  consideration  which  Brakine  undertook  to  pay  for  the  business 
was  30,000^.  in  shares  and  3,000^  in  cash,  and  the  new  company  purchased  it  from 
him  at  the  enhanced  price  of  60,0001.,  of  which  13,0002.  was  to  be  paid  in  cash  and 
the  balance  in  shares.  It  was  afterwards  agreed  that  30,000^  of  vendor's  shares  were 
not  to  be  issued  until  certain  patents,  which  had  been  applied  for,  had  been  handed 
over.  5,00OZ.  of  the  cash  consideration  was  also  to  be  retained  until  20,000/.  had  been 
subscribed  for  working  capital.  A  prospectus  was  issued  offering  33,000i.  for  public 
subscription,  but  without  any  balance  sheet  or  statement  of  the  results  of  the  trading 
of  the  vendor  company.  20,0002.  of  capital  was  underwritten,  and  as  public 
subscriptions  for  3,8o5f.  only  were  obtained  in  response  to  the  prospectus,  the  under- 
writers were  called  upon  for  the  balance,  which  was  paid  up,  except  8,825Z.  due  from 
one  underwriter,  from  whom  nothing  has  been  received.  After  paying  Erskine 
8,O0OZ.  in  cash  the  company  had  a  working  capital  of  about  4,000/.,  which  was 
principally  spent  in  improving  the  plant  and  machinery.  An  overdraft  of  2,500/.  was 
obtained  from  the  bank  on  the  security  of  a  mortgage  of  the  company's  freehold 
property,  and  debentures  were  issued  to  Suart  as  security  for  financial  assistance.  An 
abortive  attempt  was  made  to  raise  12,000/.  on  first  mortgage  debentures,  and  owing 
to  lack  of  funds  and  to  the  fact  that  the  machinery  was  not  in  a  condition  to  enable 
the  company  to  manufacture  at  a  profit,  the  directors  decided  to  close  down  the  works 
and  a  receiver  is  now  in  possession  under  Suart's  debentures  for  1,245/.  The 
unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  2,083/.,  include  directors'  fees  for  900/.,  and  the 
assets  are  estimated  in  the  statement  of  affairs  to  realise  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy 
them,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  subscribed  capital  will  be  lost. 

41.  The  Industrial  Contract  Oorporation,  Limited. — (See  report  ante,  page  12.) 

42.  International  SecurUiea  Tru$t  Corporation,  Limited. — Duration,  11  years  3  months. 
Formed  in  May  1888  to  carry  on  business  as  financiers  and  company  promoters,  bat 
nothing  appears  to  have  been  done  until  1894,  when  the  compaDT  was  taken  over  by 
the  late  Baron  Grant,  who  became  managing  director  and  controlled  its  affairs  since 
that  date.  Out  of  a  total  issue  of  819  shares  of  10/.  each  the  late  Baron  Grant  held 
801  shares,  upon  which  700/.  has  been  paid.  The  company  appears  to  have  promoted 
several  companies,  and  fully-paid  shares  therein  constitute  the  whole  of  the  assets.  A 
considerable  number  of  these  shares  are  stated  to  be  held  by  creditors  by  way  of 
security,  though  inquiry  seems  to  indicate  that  the  shares  are  absolutely  valueless. 
The  statement  of  affairs  discloses  an  unsecured  indebtedness  of  36,102/.,  of  which 
24,405/.  is  in  respect  of  debentures  which  appear  to  have  been  issued  to  nominees  of 
the  managing  director  without  proper  consideration.  The  information  as  to  the 
company's  transactions  Is,  however,  very  meagre  owing  to  the  death  of  Baron  Grant, 
who  was  the  only  person  capable  of  givmg  information. 

43.  Jersey  Lily  Gold  MineB,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years  4  months.  Formed  to 
acquire  and  work  certain  gold-mining  claims  in  Arizona,  U.S-A.,  the  property  of  one 
W.  C.Bashford,  who  agreed  to  take- the  purchase  money  (100,000/.)  in  fuUy'^aid 
shares.  A  prospectus  was  issued  offering  shares  for  25,000/.  for  subscription,  and  tbe 
company  went  to  allotment  on  subscriptions  for  5,278/.,  of  which  3,695/.  was  subscribed 
by  underwriters.  The  total  subscriptions,  ultimately  reached  9,028/.,  but  1,175  1/.  shares 
(940  of  which  were  issued  to  the  promoter)   were   subsequently  cancelled  for  non- 

.  payment  of  calls.  When  the  company  had  exhausted  its  resources  in  experimental 
work  jrithout  result,  an  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the  Anglo-Continental 
Gold  Syndicate,  Limited,  who  were  on  certain  conditions  to  provide  5,000/.  for  working 
capital  and  to  erect  certain  plant  and  machinery  in  consideration  (intei'  alia)  of 
receiving  fully-paid  shares  for  110,000/.,  which,  however,  were  never  allotted.  The 
syndicate  obtained  a  favourable  rejwrt  on  the  property  from  their  own  expert,  and 
then  advanced  the  5,000/.  which  was  spent  on  the  mines.  It  has  since  been  alleged 
that,  on  the  occasion  of  tbe  expert's  visit,  as  well  as  when  tbe  original  report  quoted  in 
tbe  prospectus  was  made,  the  samples  taken  from  the  mines  had  been  "  salted  "  on  the 
vendor's  instructions,  and  that  the  mines  were  in  fact  worthless.  Proceedings  were 
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attempted  by  the  company  agaiuBt  [the  Tender  in  Ameiioa,  bnt  they  had  to  be 
abandoned,  When  wort  at  the  mines  was  discontinued  the  property  is  stated  to  have 
been  sold  on  behalf  of  local  oreditora  in  Arizona  for  about  BOOL,  and  it  is  now  believed 
to  be  in  the  vendor's  possession.  The  assets  are  estimated  tu  produce  1,2701., 
but  are  probably  unrealisable ;  against  liabilities  for  3,810/.,  of  which  3,203/.  is 
in  respect  of  directors'  fees.  The  vendor's  shares  do  not  appenr  to  have  been  disposed 
of  to  any  substantial  extent. 

44>.  1897  Jubilee  Sites  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  6  months.  Formed  to  acquire 
sites  and  premises  and  to  let  or  sub-let  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  procession.  The  syndicate  was  promoted  by  one  E,  Beall— a 
solicitor  and  an  undischarged  bankrupt — through  the  medium  of  the  Barberton 
Development  Syndicate,  Limited,  a  company  registered  iu  Scotland  imd  entirely 
controlled  by  him.  The  memorandum  of  association  was  printed  by  Jordan  and  Sons, 
registration  agents,  and  the  signatories  consisted  of  seven  of  their  clerks,  who,  acting 
under  the  directions  of  Beall,  through  theBarberton  Syndicate,appointed  J.H.  Stephenson 
.and  W.  G.  Nugent-Hayter  to  be  directors.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  directors 
80j000  copies  of  a  prospectus  had  been  issued  offering  the  whole  of  the  capital,  23,000/. 
for  public  subscription,  and  6,715/.  was  eventually  subscribed.  The  Corporation  of 
British  Investors — another  company  controlled  by  Beall  and  now  also  in  liquidation 
(see  No.  23) — printed  the  prospectus  at  its  own  cost.  The  prospectus  disclosed  an 
agreement  between  one  "  John  William  Bradley  "  and  the  syndicate  under  which  the 
latter  agreed  to  pay  1,000/,  in  cash  and  2,600/.  in  fully-paid  shares  in  consideration  for 
moneys  lent  and  services  rendered  by  "  Bradley,"  and  for  certain  options  for  the 
acquisition  of  sites.  *'  Bradley  "  also  undertook,  for  a  further  payment  of  375/.  in  carfi, 
to  insure  the  syndicate  agaiust  any  loss  accruing  by  reason  of  Her  Majesty's  death,  or 
certain,  other 'specified  contingencies.  The  identity  of  "Bradley"  tuts  never  been 
established,  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  his  existence  beyond  the  fact  of  signatures  in 
his  name  to  two  agreements,  and  to  receipts  for  the  l.OOOi.  cash  consideration,  which 
was  paid  by  two  cheques  of  500/.  each  and  eventually  paid  into  the  account  of  the 
Barberton  Syndicate.  A  cheque  for  the  insurance  premium,  375/.,  was  also  drawn  and 
cashed,  but  no  insurance  was  ever  effected.  The  2,500  vendors'  shares  were  allotted  to 
nominees,  mostly  associates  of  Beall,  bnt  the  majority  of  the  allottees  deny  that  they 
were  aware  of  shares  having  been  allotted  to  them.  It  appears  that  Beall,  through 
the  Corporation  of  British  Investoi-s,  was  in  the  habit  of  issuing  periodical  circulars, 
purporting  to  give  independent  information  and  advice  respecting  investments,  and 
2601.  was  paid  to  the  corporation  for  printing  and  circulating  copies  of  a  circular 
containing  a  long  article,  in  which  the  public  was  urged  to  pun^se  shares  in  the  Sites 
Syndicate.  Shortly  after  819  vendors'  shares  were  disposed  of  at  a  premium  of  2«.  6d. 
per  share.  The  issue  of  the  circular  also  led  to  inquiries  being  made  of  the  corporation 
as  to  the  standing  of  the  Sites  Syndicate,  and  in  a  letter  to  a  correspont^nt  the 
secretary  stated  *'  It  is  a  matter  of  indifference  to  us  what  shares  you  buy  as  we  are  in 
"  no  way  interested  in  any  of  the  undertakings,  but  we  just  happen  to  know  that  they 
•'  have  got  some  very  excellent  sites  and  in  the  hands  of  some  very  excellent  people. 
As  a  result  of  this  communication  50  more  vendors'  shares  were  sold  at  a  premium  of 
28.  6d.  each,  the  corporation,  as  on  the  previous  occasion,  acting  as  brokers  for  the 
purpose.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  sites  acquired  by  the  syndicate  were  worked  at  a 
considerable  loss,  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  seats  amounting  to  693/.  as  against  an 
expenditure  of  about  4,500/.  The  payments  to  "  Bradley  '  were  entirely  without 
consideration,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  civil  proceedings  could  have  been  sucowsfully 
maintained  against  the  directors,  but  the  claims  against  Nugent-Hayter  have,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Court,  been  compromised  for  a  payment  in  cash  of  1,000/.,  and  any 
proceedings  against  the  other  director  would  be  unproductive  owing  to  his  financial 
position.  The  capital  in  hand  on  20th  July  1897  was  sufficient  to  make  a  return  of 
58.  per  share  to  those  shareholders  who  had  subscribed  for  shares  or  had  purchased 
them  for  cash.  This  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  syndicate  went  into  voluntwy 
liquidation  with  the  auditor  as  liquidator.  The  compulsory  order  was  made  on  the 
petition  of  the  Senior  Official  Receiver  under  section  14  of  the  Companies  (Winding- 
up)  Act,  1890.  Beall  at  the  public  examination  denied  that  he  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  syndicate ;  but,  although  he  carefully  covered  up  his  connection  with  the 
various  companies,  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  were  worked  entirely  in  his  interest. 
Beall  is  now  undergoing  a  sentence  of  four  years'  penal  servitude  for  frauds  in 
connection  with  the  promotion  of  the  London  and  Scottish  Banking  and  Discount 
Corporation,  Limited. 
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45.  King's  Universal  Supply,  Liimted. — Duration,  5  years  9  months.  This  was  a 
"  one-man  "  company,  formed  to  take  over  the  bueiness  of  the  promoter,  one  James 
Bray,  trading  ae  Grant  Brothera.  The  business  was  conducted  by  means  of  travelling 
ageDts  who  sold  cheap  jewellery  and  sewing  machines  to  domestic  servants  and  others 
on  the  instalment  system.  The  company  paid  6,200Z.  for  the  business  in  addition  to 
taking  over  liabilities  for  6B71. ;  5,0001.  of  the  purchase  money  being  paid  in  shares, 
]  ,000^  in  debentures,  and  2001.  in  cash.  Bray  and  his  brother-in-law,  one  George 
Machell,  a  lighterman,  became  the  directors,  but  the  latter  states  that  be  never 
attended  a  boiu^l  meeting  or  took  any  part  in  the  management,  although  his  name 
appears  in  the  minute  book  as  having  been  present  on  several  occasions.  Bray  fixed 
his  own  salary  as  managing  dii-ector  at  600/.  per  annum.  No  attempt  was  made,  to 
obtain  fresh  capital,  and  t£e  only  shares  issued,  other  than  the  vendor's  shares,  were 
seven  to  the  signatories.  The  balance  sheets  for  1893  and  1894  showed  profits  of 
2,416?.  and  1,827/.  respectively,  and  Bray  was  paid  4,175Z.  in  respect  of  dividend  on 
bis  shares.  Since  the  end  of  1894  the  balance  sheets  showed  a  loss.  In  August  1897, 
when  a  judgment  was  out  against  the  company,  practically  the  whole  of  the  realisable 
assets  were  transferred  for,  it  is  alleged,  inadequate  consideration  to  a  company  just 
recently  formed  to  carry  on  business  on  similar  lines,  of  which  Bray's  son  was  the 
managmg  director  and  largest  shareholder.  The  company  has  done  no  retail  business 
since  then,  and  the  remaining  assets  consist  of  book  debts  of  the  nominal  amount  of 
3,825/.,  the  majority  of  which  are  statute  barred,  and  the  rest  are  not  expected  to 
realise  sufficient  to  satisfy  debentures  held  by  the  vendor  amounting  to  1,190?.  The 
unsecured  claims  of  the  trade  creditors,  amounting  to  655/.,  will,  therefore,  prove  a  total 
loss.  The  company  in  this  case  was  a  mere  disguise  to  enable  Bray  to  conduct  his 
business  at  the  risk  of  his  creditors,  all  the  profits  going  to  him  and  all  the  losses  to 
them.  A  public  examination  has  been  held  in  the  case  and  the  liquidator  has,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Court,  accepted  an  offer  by  Bray  to  pay  by  instalments  a  sum  sufficient 
to  cover  the  costs  of  the  liquidation  and  to  pay  the  creditors  in  fiUl. 

46.  Klerksdorp  Gold  Farms,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years  8  months.  Formed  in 
October  1895  to  acquire  the  options  of  mining  rights  on  about  16,000  acres  of  land 
in  the  Klerksdorp  District  of  tne  Transvaal,  with  the  view  of  disposing  of  them  to  ona 
or  more  subsidiary  companies.  10,000/.  in  fully-paid  shares  was  paid  for  the  options, 
and  a  further  10,000/.  in  shares  and  300/.  in  cash  was  paid  for  a  repoi-t  oo  the 
property  by  a  raining  expert.  The  OfBcial  Receiver  states  that  "  the  report  was 
"  favourable  in  character  as  far  as  it  went,  but  the  properties  had  evidently  only  been 
"  superficially  examined."     4,710/.  was  subscribed  by  the  directors  and  friends  of  the 

Sromoter,  upon  which  3,045/.  had  been  paid  at  the  date  of  winding-up  order.  The 
irectors  subsequently  obtained  an  independent  report  by  a  mining  engineer,  in  which 
the  property  was  condemned  as  absolutely  valueless  for  mining  purposes.  Thereupon 
the  vendors  offered  the  company  some  further  options  for  150/.,  but  it  was  found 
impossible  to  deal  with  them.  The  options  were  consequently  allowed  to  lapse,  and 
before  the  end  of  1897  the  company  oeased  to  do  any  business  whatever.  There  are 
unsecured  claims  for  618/.,  and  the  capital  paid  up  in  cash  will  prove  st  total  loss. 

47.  Klondyke  Mining  and  Promotion  Oonvpany,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  4  months. 
Formed  to  acquire  and  develop  mines  in  the  Klondyke  District  of  British  North 
America.  Prior  to  the  formation  of  the  company,  1,000/.  was  subscribed  by  friends 
of  the  promoter,  one  Seton-Carruthers,  for  which  shares  were  afterwards  allotted,  to 
cover  the  cost  of  an  expedition  to  the  Yukon  District  to  inspect  possible  sites  and  to 
secure  options.  Owing  to  lack  of  funds  the  expedition  uever  proceeded  further  than 
Nova  Scotia,  where  certain  options  were  acquired  and  small  deposits  paid  on  account, 
but  the  company  never  actually  acquired  any  property  and  the  deposita  were  forfeited. 
Attempts  were  made  to  obtain  capital  by  the  issue  of  a  succession  of  prospectuses, 
three  of  which  were  circulated  to  the  extent  of  153,000  copies,  which  oontamed 
several  untrue  and  misleading  statements.  The  shares  of  the  company  were  also 
recommended  in  a  paper  entitled  "Financial  Advice,"  owned  by  the  promoter  and 
distributed  gratis,  of  which  only  one  number  was  ever  issued,  which  was  mai-ked 
"  Old  Series,  312,  price  Is.  ;  a  "Weekly  Guide  for  Speculators  and  Investors."  Shares 
for  3,896/.  wore  issued  for  cash  and  paid  up,  and  2,000/.  as  fully  paid  to  a  nominee  of 
the  promoter  for,  it  is  stated,  services  rendered.  An  attempt  was  made  to  obtain 
further  capital  upon  debentures,  and  a  circular,  also  containing  untrue  statements, 
was  issued  with  that  object,  in  response  to  which  400/.  was  obtained,  but  no  debentures 
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were  ever  issued,  and  the  appIicaQts  are  now  included  amongst  the  unsecured  creditors. 
The  company  has  no  assets,  and  the  unsecured  claims,  amounting  to  2,044Z.,  and  the 
cash  subscribed  capital  will  proTO  a  total  loi^B.  A  public  exaTuination  has  been  held, 
and  the  liability  of  the  parties  concerned  is  under  consideration. 

48.  Leeds  awl  Hanleij  Theatres  of  Varieties,  Limited. — Duration,  2  years  5  months. 
Formed  to  acquire  and  carry  on  the  Frincese  Theatre  of  Varieties,  Leeds,  and  the 
Empire  Palace  of  Varieties,  Hanley.  The  purchase  price  of  75,000^  was  satisfied  as 
follows: — 17,500^.  in  cash,  16,000^.  by  mortgages  on  the  property,  lO.OOW.  in 
debentures,  and  31,500/.  in  shares.  The  promoters  acquired  the  properties  for 
24,000^.,  and  thus  made  a  nominal  profit  on  the  sale  to  the  company  of  51,000/.,  which 
was  not  disclosed.  The  promoters,  however,  carried  out  extensive  alterations  and 
improvements  at  their  own  expense  and  paid  461Z.  in  respect  of  a  guaranteed  dividend 
of  7  per  cent,  during  the  time  the  theatres  were  closed  for  alterations.  The  prospectus 
ofiered  80,0001.  for  public  subscription,  and  24,3752.  was  subscribed  and>  except  as  to 
542.,  paid  up.  The  theatres  were  carried  on  by  the  company  at  a  loss,  and  at  the  first 
annual  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  wind  up  voluntarily.  The  compulsory  order  was 
made  12  months  later  on  the  petition  of  a  creditor.  The  receivers  for  the  mortgagees 
have  sold  the  propeities  for  19,000/.,  which  leaves  a  surplus  of  3,0002.  towards  the 
debenture  debt  of  10,000/,  There  is  1,4292.  owing  in  respect  of  trade  debts,  and  t^e 
creditors  are  providing  funds  for  the  purpose  of  taking  proceedings  against 
the  promoters  for  the  reoovery  of  the  secret  profit  on  the  sale  of  the  properties  to  the 
company, 

49.  Life  PoUcy  Drama  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years.  Formed  to  produce  a 
play  entitled  "A  Life  Policy,"  written  by  one  of  the  promoters.  No  purchwe  money 
was  paid,  but  the  company  agreed  to  pay  the  authoress  a  royalty  on  the  performances. 
Shares  for  8472.,  upon  which  5502.  was  paid,  were  taken  up  by  friends  of  the  promoters 
and  directors,  and  the  play  was  produced  in  the  provinces,  but  without  success,  and 
the  company  went  into  liquidation  with  unsecured  liabilities  amounting  to  354!., 
of  which  2692,  is  claimed  by  the  promoters  for  author's  fees,  rent,  and  caeh 
advances.  The  assets,  consisting  of  cash  in  hand  and  unpaid  calls,  are  estimated  to 
produce  1992. 

50.  London  Motor  Car  Works  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  2  'years  3  months. 
Formed  to  acquire,  for  4,0002.  in  shares,  a  license  to  use  a  patent  relating  to  the 
gearing  and  speed  controlling  of  motors,  and  to  carry  on  business  as  motor  car 
manufacturers.  1,6002.  was  subscribed  on  a  prosoectus,  issued  privately  to  friends  of 
the  directors,  and  was  paid  up  except  as  to  32/.  T^he  patent  was  not  perfect,  and  the 
Company'/)  capital  was  chiefly  spent  on  plant  and  in  experimental  work.  Owing  to 
differences  of  opinion  among  the  directors  as  to  the  value  of  the  patent  no  steps  were 
taken  to  obtain  further  working  capital  and  the  works  were  closed.  The  assets  have 
realised  nearly  sufficient  to  pay  the  creditors  in  full,  but  there  is  nothing  for  the 
shareholders. 

61.  Madras  Eleetrie  Tramways  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  7  years  7  months. 
Formed  to  construct  and  work  tramways  in  Madras  under  a  concession  granted  by  the 
municipal  authorities.  The  concession  was  acquired  for  10,0002,,  which  was  paid  in 
cash,  tiiQ  vendors  becoming  chairman  and  managing  director  of  the  company 
respectively  and  paying  the  promotion  expenses.  A  prospectus  was  issued  and 
61,449/.  was  subscribed  in  cash,  4,3092.  shares  were  subsequently  forfeited  for  non- 
payment of  calls.  The  company  has  3,233  shareholders,  of  whom  3,147  are  natives 
of  and  resident  in  India.  The  Electric  Construction  Company,  Limited,  agreed  to 
construct  and  equip  the  tramway  for  58,9502.,  but  the  conduit  system  of  electric 
traction  originally  adopted  proved  a  failure  and  the  overhead  system  had  to  be 
substituted.  Owing  to  this  and  other  reasons  the  tramway  eventually  cost  119,9312. 
The  company  appears  to  have  always  been  short  of  capital  and  for  some  years  the 
tramway  has  been  in  the  possession  and  under  the  control  of  the  contractors,  who 
claim  to  hold  prior  charges  on  the  assets  for  the  full  amount  of  their  claims,  78,4882. 
The  property  is  not  expected  to  realise  more  than  80,5002.,  which  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  secured  claims,  and  the  unsecured  liabilities,  2,8832.  (principally  for 
directors'  fees  and  solicitors'  costs),  and  the  capital,  57,1402.  paid  up  in  cash,  will 
prove  a  total  loss. 
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52.  MoACddach  Qold  Exlradion  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year.  Formed  to 
carry  on  business  sb  extractors  of  gold  from  auriferous  subatances.  The  syndicate 
acquired  from  the  vendors,  for  15,000/.  in  shares  and  l.OOOL  in  cash,  the  right  to  use 
a  patent  process  for  extracting  gold  and  the  benefit  of  an  agreement  with  the 
Mawddach  Qold  Dredging  Syndicate,  Limited,  under  which  the  latter  agreed  to 
dredge  the  bed  of  th*  river  Mawddach  in  Wales,  and  to  deliver  the  silt  therefrom 
(which  was  supposed  to  contain  gold)  to  the  premises  of  the  Extraction  Syndicate, 
who  were  to  treat  it  with  their  patent  process.  Any  gold  extracted  was  to  be  divided 
in  the  proportion  of  55  per  cent,  to  the  Dredging  Syndicate  and  45  per  cent,  to  the  ■ 
Extraction  Syndicate.  The  only  shares  issued  for  cash  were  for  3,000Z.  subscribed  \>j 
one  of  the  directors.  The  company  took  a  lease  of  some  land  and  erected  machinery 
thereon,  but  no  gold  was  ever  obtained.  The  directors  are  crerlitors  for  655?.,  for 
money  lent,  but  they  have  agreed  to  stand  aside  until  the  other  creditors  for  38U.  have 
been  paid.  There  is,  however,  no  prospect  of  a  dividend  for  the  creditors,  as  the 
assets  have  only  realised  sufficient  to  discharge  a  debenture  for  190/.  issued  to  secure  a 
loan. 

53.  Mebropoh  Hotel  (Gowee)  Syndicate,  Lvm/ited.~~DuTa,tion,  1  year  9  months. 
Promoted  by  Commercial  Console,  Limited,  now  also  in  liquidation  {see  No.  19),  to  take 
over  for  10,000/.  in  cash  and  18,000i,  in  shares,  the  Marine  Hotel  at  Cowes.  It  is 
stated  that  the  hotel  was  originally  carried  on  by  a  person  of  considerable  means,  to 
provide  himself  with  an  occupation  ;  and  on  becoming  tired  of  hotei'keeping  he 
transferred  the  undertaking  to  the  promoting  company  for  9,500/.  in  cash  and  10,000/. 
in  shares  of  a  hotel  company  to  be  formed,  and  of  which  he  became  a  nominal  director. 
The  purchase  price  was  not  based  on  any  valuation,  and  was  apparently  fixed  without 
any  reference  to  the  profits  previously  made.  No  prospectus  was  issued,  and  the  only 
shares  allotted  were  18,000  to  the  vendors  and  7  to  the  signatories.  The  cash  portion 
(10,000/.)  of  the  purchase  consideration  was  paid  (except  as  to  6151.  which  is  still 
owing)  out  of  a  loan  of  10,000/.  raised  on  the  security  of  the  freehold  property  of  the 
hotel.  The  hotel  was  carried  on  at  a  loss,  and  the  failure  of  the  company  is  attributed 
to  want  of  working  capital  and  to  expensive  and  unsuitable  management.  The 
unsecured  trade  creditors  for  about  550/.  will  receive  a  substantial  dividend,  largely 
as  the  result  of  a  successful  summer  season,  during  which  the  hotel  was  conducted  by 
the  OflUcial  Receiver  with  the  assistance  of  a  special  manager. 

54.  Mwrchison  Diamond  and  Qold  Mines,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years  8  months. 
Formed  to  acquire  and  develop  certain  mining  claims  in  New  South  Wales.  The 
original  owner  of  the  leases  agreed  to  sell  them  for  500/.  in  cash  and  5,000/.,  in  shares, 
and  they  were  resold  to  the  company  for  175,000/.  in  shares  of  lOs.  each,  which  were 
duly  allotted.  With  the  aid  of  "'puffing"  articles  in  the  "Investor"  and  other 
financial  papers  controlled  by  the  promoters,  several  thousands  of  vendors'  shares  were 
disposed  of  to  the  public  at  varying  prices.  As  the  only  other  shares  issued  were 
seven  to  the  signatories,  the  company  had  no  working  capital,  but  a  sum  of  650/.  appears 
to  have  been  remitted  to  New  South  Wales  and  spent  in  machinery  and  prospecting 
work.  The  leases  were,  however,  cancelled  in  1897  owing  to  non-payment  of  rent. 
The  books  of  the  company  have  disappeared  and  the  directors  and  secretary  cannot  be 
traced.  The  company  has  no  assets,  and  the  extent  of  its  liabilities  have  not  yet  been 
ascertained. 

55.  Music  and  Arte  Corporation,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years  9  months.  Formed  by 
two  playwrights  named  Fenton  Mackay  and  Frank  Swiffc  to  acquire  a  play  written 
by  themselves  entitled  "  The  J.P."  and  to  carry  on  business  as  theatrical  agents.  The 
purchase  consideration  was  to  be  1,000/.  in  shares  or,  in  the  event  of  any  increase  of 
capital,  two-fifths  of  the  total  capital  of  the  company.  The  company  was  originally 
formed  as  the  "  Mackay-Swift  Plays  Syndicate,  Limited,"  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
2,500/.,  but  six  months  after  incoiporation  resolutions  were  passed  increasing  the 
capital  to  25,000^  and  changing  its  name  to  "  Music  and  Arts  Corporation,  Limited." 
A  caah  bonus  of  5  per  cent,  was  also  distributed  to  the  old  shareholders,  A  prospectus 
was  then  issued,  and  altogether  shares  for  12,786/.  have  been  issued,  of  which  9,901/. 
was  isBued  as  fully  paid  and  the  remaining  2,885/.  for  cash.  Several  of  the  statements 
contained  in  the  prospectus  were  misleading  and  untrue,  and  as  an  inducement  to 
subscribers,  reference  was  made  to  the  distribution  of  the  bonus.  It  is  clear,  however, 
that  the  bonus  was  distributed  out  of  capital  and  not  out  of  profits,  and  Mackay  admits 
that  it  was  paid  in  order  to  attract  fresh  capital.    The  directors  have  since  refunded 
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it  by  a  Bet-off  agaiost  their  fees,  A  public  examinatioa  has  been  held,  and  the 
evidonce  woald  appear  to  show  that  there  are  substantial  grounds  for  holding  the 
directore  liable  for  obtaining  subscriptions  of  shares  on  false  representations,  fiae 
this  is  a  remedy  which  could  only  be  enforced  by  the  parties  injured  and  not  by  the 
liquidator  of  the  company.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  liqoidation  will  result  in  a  loss 
of  about  300i.  to  creditors  and  of  the  whole  of  the  cash  subscribed  capital. 

66.  N.A.P.  Window  Company,  lAr/iited. — Duration,  5  years  4  months.  This  company 
had  for  its  object  the  prevention  of  accidents  to  window  cleaners  by  the  construction 
of  a  safety  window.  The  capital  was  30,000?.  in  15,000  preference  and  15,000 
ordinary  \l.  shares,  of  which  the  whole  of  the  ordinary  shares  and  fi,OOOZ.  preference 
shares  were  issued  as  paid  up  to  the  promoter,  in  addition  to  1,895/.  in  cash,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  patents  upon  which  he  :i8  stated  to  have  spent  about  8,000/,  1 1 ,599/. 
was  Bubscribed  in  response  to  four  separate  issues  of  the  prospectus,  and  there  are 
debenture  claims  for  4,9322.  for  cash  advances.  The  company  traded  throughout  at 
a  loss.  Owing  to  the  large  sums  spont  in  introducing  the  inventions  to  the  building 
trade  it  was  conyiderod  advisable  to  reconstruct,  and  expenses  amounting  to  10,000/. 
were  incurred  in  an  abortive  attempt .  to  fioata  new  company  with  increased  capital. 
A  special  feature  of  the  case  was  that  60,000/.  of  the  capital  of  the  new  company  was 
underwritten.  .But  on  the  directors  of  the  new  company  requiring  a  guarantee  for 
the  due  fulfilment  of  the  uuderwriting- obligation,  and  this  not  being  forthconiing,  the 
direclord  very  properly  refused  to  go  to  allobment.  Since  the  winding-up  order  the 
assets  have  been  eold'  to  the  Express  Contract  Gompany,  Limited,  who  nave  agreed  to 
pay  2/.  in  oash  and  3/.  in  shares  of  the  Express  Company  for  every  5/.  debenture,  and 
have  expressed  their  intention  to  allot  to  the  unsecured  creditors  fully-paid  shares  in 
a  new  N.A.P.  Window  Company  to  be  formed,  of  the  face  value  of  the  proved  claims. 
The  subscribed  capital  is  entirely  lost.   '■ 

57.  Nic]ioll8y  Kirkness.  and  Gompany,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  11  months.  Formed, 
according  to  the  memorandum  of  association,  "  to  seek  for  and  secure  openings  for 
the  employment  of  capital  in  tho  Empire  of  Turkey  and  elsewhere."  The  transactions 
were  in  connection  with  businesses  or  companies  in  which  the  promoter  was  largely 
interested.  No  prospectus  was  issued  and  the  company  wont  to  allotment  on 
subscriptions  for  49,993/.  by  seven  persons  in  addition  to  seven  shares  taken  by  the 
signatories.  The  capital  was  subsequently  increased  to  300,003/.,  which  all  piirported 
to  be  subscribed  and  paid  up  in  cash.  With  this  capital  shares  were  acquired  in  the 
"Anglo-Colonial  Chemical  Co."  (a  company  which  was  practic-ally  owned  by  the 
promoter)  to  the  extent  of  30,000/- ;  a  Belgian  company  to  the  extent  of  250,000/.,  and 
other  companies  to  a  smaller  extent.  These  acquisitions  were  effected  chiefly  by 
exchanges  of  shares,  &c.,  and  the  failure  of  the  company  is  mainly  due  to  depreciation 
in  the  value  of  the  shares  thus  acquired. 

58.  Patent  Gas  Eni^icKment  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  4  months.  Promoted 
by  one  Thomas  Fenwick,  well  known  in  eonnection  with  other  liquidating  companies, 
who  controlled  the  company  throughout.  The  ostensible  object  was  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  gas  enrichment  spirit  manufacture  under  an  alleged  patent  process.  The 
pateptee — a  working  mechanic — agreed  to  sell  his  invention  for  150/.  and  a  proinise  of 
employment  as  manager  at  3/.  per  week.  The  purchaser  was  one  Pugh,  who 
subsequently  became  a  director,  and  he  agreed  to  sell  the  patent  to  Fenwick  for  1,100/. 
Fenwick  agreed  to  sell  it  to  the  company  for  35,000/.,  of  which  5,000/.  was  to  be  paid 
in  cash  immediately  after  allotment.  The  company  went  to  allotment  upon 
subscriptions  for  120/.  only,  but  ultimately  a  total  subscription  of  1,530/.  was  obtained. 
Debentures  were  also  subscribed  to  the  extent  of  320/.  besides  8,000/,  which  were 
issued  to  Fenwick  as  part  of  the  purchase  money,  2,500/.  of  which  he  has  disposed  of 
to  the  public.  Fenwick  was  to  pay  the  costs  of  promotion  and  to  erect  sufiBcient  plant 
to  start  the  business  ;  but,  beyond  renting  a  ploc  of  land  at  Belvedere  and  .erecting 
thereon  two  second-hand  iron  sheds  at  a  cost  of  about  100/.,  nothing  has  been  done. 
Neither  Pugh  nor  Dawea  ever  received  any  part  of  the  price  for  which  they  respectively 
agreed  to  sell  the  patent,  and  the  patent  has  not  been  assigned.  Nevertheless,  fenwick 
was  paid  1,455/.  in  cash  besides  the  debentures  above  mentioned.  The  invention  to  be 
acquji-ed  from  the  patentee  is  not  of  the  nature  described  in  the  prospeotus.  of  the 
company.  The  paymen*s  to  Fenwick  were  chiefly  made  by  cheques  signed  by  himself 
and  Pngh  and  counter-signed  bj  the  secretary  (Fenwick's  clerk) ;  but  in  gome  cases 
the  cheques  were  signed  in  blank  by  Pugh  and  subsequently  filled  up  in  his  own  favour 
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by  Fenwick,  even  after  Pugh  had  resigned  hiff  directorship.  A  public  examination 
has  been  held  and  the  evidence  discloses  .ample  gronnds  for  civil  proceedings,  but  the 
responsible  parties  are  men  of  no  means  and  Fonwick  is  a  bankrupt.  It  appears  that 
the  facts  above  stated  are  not  sufficient  to  suppoi-t  a  charge  under  the  criminal  law. 
The  assets  consist  of  the  two  iron  sheds  above  referred  to,  which  have  proved  to  be  of 
no  value  whatever,  and  unpaid  calls  estimated  to  produce  lOOl. ;  while  the  -  uuseoured 
liabilities,  including  173/.  claimed  by  Fenwick,  amount  to  317^.  The  subscribed 
capital  is  entirely  lost. 

59.  Patents  Acquisition  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  H  months.  Formed  to 
acquire  and  exploit  a  patent  gas  burner.  The  vendor  was  paid  15,000i.  in  shares,  but 
the  patent  was  never  assigned  to  the  company.  A  considerable  number  of  the  vendor's 
shares  were  transferred  to  the  directors  for  assistance  in  perfecting  the  patent.  A 
prospectus  was  issued  privately,  and  shares  for  403/.  were  allotted  for  cash  (including 
300/.  subscribed  for  by  the  directors),  upon  which  295/.  has  been  paid.  Shares  for 
380/.  were  also  issued  as  fully  paid  to  the  director  in  payment  of  fees  due  to  them. 
The  first  year's  trading  resulted  in  a  loss  of  1,155/.,  and  the  assets,  apart  from  the 
patents,  are  estimated  to  realise  223?.,  against  unsecured  liabilities  for  1,254/,,  of  which, 
however,  only  about  180/.  is  due  to  trade  creditors  for  goods  supplied,  the  balance 
being  in  respect  of  money  lent,  rent,  legal  expenses  and  patent  fees,  directors'  fees,  &c. 

60.  Petroleum  Syndicate  of  Sumatra,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  6  months.  Formed 
to  acquire  and  develop  two  concessions  to  search  for  minerals,  especially  petroleum,  in 
Lower  Lankat,  Sumatra.  The  purchase  price  was  500/.  in  cash  and  14,048/.  in  shares, 
and  3,537Z.  of  the  latter  was  allotted  as  bonus  to  cash  subscribers  for  shares.  In  a 
memorandum,  which  offered  12,000/.  for  suliscription,  attention  was  called  to  the 
speculative  nature  of  the  undertaking,  but  7.274/.  was  subscribed.  The  company 
equipped  and  despatched  an  expedition  to  explore  the  country  comprised,  in  the  con- 
cessions, but,  after  spending  about  4,500/.  in  searching  for  oil  without  success,  the 
directors  decided  to  discontinue  operations.  About  2,3  lOZ.  of  the  subscribed  capital  is 
still  in  hand  to  meet  unsecured  claims  amounting  to  54/. 

61.  Potter's  Patent  Sheep  and  Cattle  Bravding  Machine,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year 
8  months.  Formed  to  acquire  and  work  a  patented  machine  for  branding  cattle.  TI>o 
purchase  price  of  12,000/,  was  paid  in  shares  and  1,820/.  was  subscribed  on  a  prospectus, 
including  1,095/.  by  the  directors.  The  inventor  of  the  machine  was  appointed 
manager  and  was  sent  to  Australia  and  the  Argentine  Republic  to  push  the  sale  of  tho 
machines,  but  no  profitable  business  was  done  by  the  company.  Difierences  then  arose 
between  him  and  the  directors  and,  failing  to  obtain  payment  of  salary  claimed. to  be 
due  to  him,  he  presented  the  petition  upon  which  the  winding-up  order  was  made. 
The  unsecured  liabilities  for  510/.  consist  of  a  disputed  claim  for  solicitor's  costs  and 
manager's  and  secretary's  salaries,  the  public  interest  in  the  case  being  confined  to 
shareholders,  who  subscribed  725/.  in  cash,  which  will  apparently  prove  a  total  loss. 

62.  Premier  Mineral  Water  Company,-  Lirmtod. — Duration,  1  year  7  months. 
Formed  to  take  over  for  2,500/.  the  business  of  a  mineral  water  manufacturer.  Tho 
purchase  money  was  paid  entirely  in  shares.  A  prospectus  was  issued  privately,  and 
632  1/.  shares  were  subscribed  for  cash,  including  242  shares  by  the  signatories.  The 
prospectus  contained  a  statement  by  an  accountant  that  the  average  net  proflti  from 
the  commencement  of  the  business  after  allowing  for  depreciation  had  been  30  per 
cent,  on  the  sales,  but  the  duration  of  the  business  and  the  amount  of  the  sales  wero 
not  stated,  and  the  books  upon  which  the  statements  were  based  are  missing. 
Debentures  for  600/.  were  issued  to  the  company's  bankers  to  secure  cash  advances. 
The  company  traded  at  a  loss,  and  upon  a  judgment  creditor  levying  execution,  the 
debenture  holders  took  proceedings  to  enforce  their  secnrity.  A  receiver  is  now  in 
possession  on  their  behalf,  and  he  estimates  that  the  assets  will  only  realise  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  debentures.  ^\l.  due  to  creditors  for  goods  supplied  will,  therefore,  prove 
a  total  loss. 

63.  Properties  Development,  Limited. — Duration,  6  years.  A  promoting  company  on  a 
small  scale.  There  were  13  members,  seven  of  whom  subscribed  71.  among  them  but 
paid  up  nothing ;  one  subscribed  100/.  and  paid  up  nothing.  The  remaining  five  paid  up 
650/.J  which  went  in  rent  and  other  miscellaneous  expenses.     Sevettil  attempts  were 
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made  to  promote  companies,  but  the  only  completed  transaction  was  the  payment  of  a 
debt  owing  by  a  company  owning  a  mahogany  estate  in  West  Africa,  in  considoration 
for  which  the  company  were  allotted  1,280/.  shares  in  that  concern,  which  have  realised 
only  5?.  The  unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  2,994^.,  include  claims  for  2,529i.  by 
the  promoters  for  money  lent  and  salary  as  directors,  but  the  promoters  have  with- 
drawn their  claims  and  have  also  paid  the  debts  of  the  company,  excepting  one  of  55^. 
The  assets,  which  were  estimated  to  realise  1672.,  have  produced  652. 

64.  Piihlish.in.j,  AdceHisiny,  aiuJ-  leading  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  7  voars.  A 
reconstruction  of  an  existing  company  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  extended 
powers  under  a  new  memorandum  of  association.  The  assets  taken  over  consisted  of 
patents  for  the  manufacture  of  "  pegamoid,"  and,  in  consideration  thereof,  the  new 
company  agreed  to  discharge  the  liabilities  of  the  old  company  and  to  allot  to  the 
shareholders  10,000  ordinary  shares  credited  with  28.  per  share  paid  up,  and  20 
founders'  shares  of  IZ.  each,  credited  as  fully  paid  up,  in  exchange  for  a  similar  holding 
in  the  old  company.  No  further  capital  was  called  up  for  a  time,  and  the  working 
expenses  were  provided  for  by  an  issue  of  debentures,  in  respect  of  which  3,150/.,  was 
subscribed.  The  sale  of  the  English  patent  rights  to  "  Pegamoid,  Limited,"  resulted 
in  a  cash  profit  of  66,39H.  and  an  allotment  of  44,208  fully-paid  shares  in  that 
company.  Out  of  the  cash  profit  the  company  redeemed  the  debentures  and  paid  a 
dividend  of  500Z.  per  share  on  the  founders'  shares  and  a  cumulative  dividend  of 
20  per  cent,  for  four  years  on  the  ordinary  shares.  These  payments  absorbed  about 
14,0002.,  and  the  balance  of  the  cash  profit  was  principally  spent  in  abortive  attempts 
to  fioat  syndicates  in  America  to  exploit  the  patents.  The  company's  representative  in 
America — one  of  the  directors — overdrew  a  sum  of  13,4772,  on  account  of  prospective 
profits,  and  eventually  the  company  accepted  an  offer  by  him  to  purchase  the  American 
rights  for  70,0002.,  but  only  5,()O02.  was  ever  received,  although  the  patents  were  duly 
assigned.  A  balance  of  77,7712.  still  owing  by  him  is  estimated  to  be  irrecoverable,  and 
his  present  address  is  not  known.  37,0622.  was  raised  on  mortgages  of  the  company's 
assets,  including  the  patent  rights  not  disposed  of  and  the  shares  in  Pegamoid,  Limited. 
The  balance  of  the  capital  was  called  up  and,  according  to  the  deficiency  account,  a 
sum  of  47,0002.  was  spent  in  abortive  attempts  to  float  foreign  syndicates.  A  receiver 
is  now  in  possession  on  behalf  of  the  mortgagees,  and  he  reports  that  there  are 
practically  no  assets  whatever.  The  liquidator  estimates  a  loss  of  71,5412.  to  creditors 
and  6,4202.  to  shareholders. 

65.  Pyramidical  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  4  years  1  month.  Formed  in  January 
1  &95  to  acquire  a  patent  for  a  pyramidical  railway  and  to  promote  companies.  The 
nominal  capital  was  2,0002.  in  60  founders'  and  140  ordinary  shares  of  102.  each,  the 
founders'  shares  being  entitled  to  the  surplus  profits  after  payment  of  10  per  cent, 
dividend  on  the  ordinary  shares.  Fifty  founders'  shares  were  issued  to  the  vendor  aa 
the  purchase  price  of  the  patent,  and  the  balance  of  the  capital  was  paid  up  in  cash. 
The  syndicate  in  July  1895  promoted  the  Pyramidical  Railway  Company,  and,  as  a 
result,  in  the  following  October  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent,  was  paid  in  cash  on  the 
ordinary  shares,  and  18,000  fully  paid-up  12.  shares  in  the  railway  company  were 
distributed  as  dividend  amongst  the  holders  of  the  founders'  shares.  Shortly  aft«r  the 
capital  was  increased  to  10,8002.,  and  a  prospectus  was  issued.  A  further  prospectus 
was  issued  privately  in  December  1896,  inviting  subscriptions  for  the  unissued  capital 
of  1,6402.,  which  was  eventually  subscribed.  It  was  accompanied  by  a  circular  signed 
by  the  managing  director,  in  which,  as  well  as  in  the  prospectus,  it  was  stated  that 
"  1352.  has  already  been  paid  in  the  market  for  a  founders'  share,"  and  that  "  by  taking 
"  some  of  the  shares  you  will  make  a  large  profit  in  a  few  weeks,  the  balance-sheet 
"  which  will  be  issued  directly  will  show  a  profit  of  nearly  double  the  entire  capital." 
The  next  balance-sheet  was  not  issued  until  November  1898,  and  it  covered  the  period 
from  21st  January  1896  to  September  1898.  It  showed  a  profit  of  over  25,0002.,'but 
it  was  arrived  at  by  including  in  the  assets  shares  and  debentures  in  companies 
promoted  by  the  syndicate  of  the  face  value  of  48,7572.,  but  which  have  at  preseot  an 
extremely  doubtful  value ;  and  also  certain  debts  due  from  promoted  companies 
amounting  to  69,5162.,  now  estimated  to  produce  2,0002:  only.  The  syndicate's 
company-promoting  operations  appear  to  have  been  extensive  and  varied,  and  the 
total  liabilities,  amounting  to  43,9462.,  are  mainly  in  respect  of  underwriting, 
commissions,  loans,  unpaid  purchase  money,  and  costs  of  promotions.  Some  of  the 
creditors  hold  shares  in  tho  promoted  companies  as  security,  but  as  they   have  at 
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present  a  very  doubtful  value  it  is  probable  tliat  the  claims  will  prove  a  loss  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  the  officers  of  the  company  estimate,  in  addition  to  which  there 
will  be  a  loss  of  10,300?.  to  the  shareholders  who  subscribed  cash.  The  only  tangible 
asset  of  the  company  appears  to  have  been  the  office  furniture,  which  was  sold  under 
execution  for  about  902. 

66.  Radnbow  Engineering  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  6  years  4  months.  Formed 
to  acquire,  for  7,500i.  in  fnlly-paid  shares,  the  patent  rights  of  a  system  invented  by 
one  C.  H.  Rosher  for  heating  and  maintaining  in  a  sanitary  condition  water  in 
swimming  baths,  &c.,  and  to  carry  on  business  as  engineers.  The  issue  of  a  prospectus 
resulted  in  aubsnriptions  for  2,1551.,  of  which  2,0097.  has  been  paid  up.  Two  of  the 
directors  were  qualified  by  gifts  of  vendor's  shares.  The  company  obtained  several 
contracts  in  respect  of  swimming  baths  and  other  public  places,  but  by  the  end  of  1896 
the  trading  had  resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  whole  of  the  capital.  The  company  shortly 
after  went  into  voluntary  liquidation,  and  it  ia  anticipated  that  the  unsecured  claims 
for  866^.  will  prove  a  total  loss,  the  assets  being  more  than  covered  by  the  claims  of 
the  secured  and  partly  secured  creditors. 

67.  Saint  Martin's  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  6  months.  Promoted  by  one 
"W".  H.  Dawes,  a  nominee  of  Messrs.  Levenston  and  LauriJlard,  two  undischarged 
bankrupts,  to  enable  the  latter  to  carry  on  business  as  theatrical  managers  witbout 
personal  liability.  The  only  shares  issued  were  10  of  11.  each  for  cash.  Notwith- 
standing the  small  amount  of  subscribed  capital  the  company  was  able  to  obtain  an 
underlease  of  the  Duke  of  York's  theatre  for  19  years  at  4,750/.  per  annum.  The 
theatre  was  shortly  afterwards  sub-let  for  eight  weeks  at  a  profit  rental  of  60/.  10s.  per 
week,  and  subsequently  the  company  sold  its  interest  in  the  lease  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term  for  3,000L  Dawes  was  voted  1,000^.  for  his  services  in  obtaining  the  lease, 
out  of  which  he  was  to  pay  the  costs  of  -registering  the  company,  but  he  retained  50Z. 
only  for  himself  and  handed  over  the  balance  to  Levenston  and  Laurillard.  Levenston 
was  appointed  manager  and  Laurillard  sub-manager  at  salaries  of  20/.  and  10/.  per 
week  respectively.  The  company  then  rented  the  Royalty  Theatre  and  produced 
several  plays;  all,  with  one  exception,  at  heavy  losses.  Duiing  the  rim  of  the 
successful  piece,  the  profits  on  which  are  stated  to  have  amounted  to  about  9O0/.,  a 
bonus  of  100/.  per  share  was  declared  and  paid  on  the  10  shares  issued  by  the  company, 
the  majority  of  which  had  previously  been  transferred  to  nominees  of  Levenston  and 
Laurillard.  The  assets  practically  consist  of  a  box  at  the  Duke  of  York's  theatre 
retained  by  the  company  on  the  sale  of  its  interest  in  the  lease,  valued  at  1,000/.  and 
pledged  to  the  bank  to  secure  an  overdraft  of  that  amount.  The  unsecured  claims 
amount  to  4,709Z.,  of  which  3,103/.  is  in  respect  of  money  advanced,  Levenston  and 
Laurillard  being  returned  as  creditors  for  1,14:3Z. 

68.  Scott's  Americam,  Bicchange,  Limited. — Duration,  5  months.  A  private  company 
formed  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  B.  Scott  and  N.  L.  Stocken  to  acquire  and  conduct  the 
business  of  an  American  Exchange  without  personal  liability.  The  business  oiiginally 
known  as  Low's  Agency  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  on  behalf  of  creditors  and 
Scott  purchased  the  goodwill  from  the  Receiver  for  200/. ;  the  amount  being  advanced 
by  a  solicitor  named  C.  B.  Soames  in  consideration  of  an  agreed  cash  bonus  of  200/, 
Scott  also  purchased  the  furnitura  and  foreign  money  used  in  the  businras  for  317/. 
A  lease  of  premises  and  additional  furniture  were  also  acquired  for  219/.,  aud  the 
undertaking  was  then  transferred  to  the  company  for  G,0O0i,  in  fully-paid  shares, 
which  represents  the  whole  of  the  nominal  capital.  As  directors,  the  vendors  adopted 
an  agreement  between  themselves  and  one  C.  A.  C.  Askew,  who  also  became  a  director, 
under  which  the  latter  agreed  to  advance  2,^00/.  on  the  security  of  debentures  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  only  out  of  profits.  1,00^)/.  of 
this  advance  was  to  be  paid  to  the  vendors  but,  instead,  the  company  discharged  the 
vendor's  indebtedness  to  Soames  for  about  the  same  amount.  The  net  profits  of  the 
business  were  to  be  divined  equally  between  Scott,  Stocken,  and  Askew.  Kcott  was 
appointed  managing  director  without  salary,  but  be  was  entitled  to  draw  4/.  per  week 
against  his  share  of  the  profits.  The  company,  however,  traded  at  a  loss  from  the 
commencement  and  Scott  is  scheduled  as  a  debtor  for  253/.  Although  the  assets  were 
estimated  by  the  directors  to  be  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  debentures  the  Official 
Receiver  has,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Court,  sold  his  interest  in  the  company's  assets 
to  Mr,  Askew  the  debenture  holder  foi"  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  a  dividend  of  5t.  in  the 
£  on  the  admitted  claims  of  the  creditors. 
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69.  Simon  Ladbury  and  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  7  monthB.  Formed  to  take  over 
the  business  of  wine  and  spirit  merchants  carried  on  by  one  Oreasey  and  Mrs.  Eliza 
Bunbury  in  partnership,  under  the  styla  o£  Simon  Ladbiiry  &  Co.  The  facts  relating 
to  the  promotion  are  not  cbar,  but  it  appears  that  in  the  course  of  trading  the  vendors 
had  become  indebted  to  tho  extent  of  about  400i.  to  the  Great  Empire  Bottling 
Syndicate,  of  which  one  Quinn  was  the  managing  director,  and  as  the  result  of 
consultations  with  him  it  was  decided  to  convert  the  business  into  a  limited  company. 
Shares  for  5,000/.  were  allotted  to  the  vendors  in  payment  for  the  business,  and  they 
transferred  5001.  to  Quinn,  who  paid  the  costs  of  promotion,  and  became  chairman  of 
the  company  with  the  vendors  as  directors.  The  only  other  shares  issued  were  one 
each  to  the  signatories,  and  the  company  may  be  said  to  have  consisted  of  Creasey, 
Mrs.  Bunbury,  and  Quinn.  The  company  undertook  to  discharge  the  vendor's 
liabilities,  with  the  exception  of  the  debt  due  to  the  Great  Empire  Bottling  Syndicate, 
which  remained  a  personal  debt  of  the  vendors,  but  to  what  extent  the  vendors  were 
thus  relieved  of  pergonal  liability  for  the  trade  debts  cannot  be  ascertained,  as 
practically  the  whole  of  the  company's  books  had  disappeared  prior  to  the  winding-up 
order  being  made,  and  their  whereabouts  cannot  be  traced.  The  company  had  no 
working  capital  and,  the  trading  being  unsuccessful,  it  was  soon  in  financial  difficulties. 
Judgments  were  obtained  and  executions  levied;  A  considerable  proportion  of  the 
stock  of  the  company  has  also  disappeared  and  cannot  be  traced,  the  absence  of  the 
company's  books  rendering  it  impossible  to  obtain  documentary  evidence,  while  the 
company's  officials  professed  entire  ignorance  on  the  subject.  Consequently,  at  the 
date  of  the  winding-up  order,  the  only  remaining  assets  were  disputed  book  debts  of 
the  nominal  value  of  1,000/.,  estimated  to  produce  413i.  The  unsecured  claims  for 
807Z.  include  571i!.  for  goods  supplied. 

70.  Stray  Shot  and  Excelsior  Gold  Miiies,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years  4  months. 
Formed  by  Sir  Alfred  Kirby  (deceased)  and  "W.  J.  Bradley,  a  solicitor,  to  acquire  the 
Stray  Shot  and  Excelsior  leases  in  the  Pilbarra  gold-mining  district  of  Western 
Australia.  The  vendor,  a  mining  engineer  of  Melbourne,  was  represented  in  England 
by  Bradley.  The  purchase  price  was  fixed  at  65,000?.,  payable  as  to  13,000^.  in  cash 
and  as  to  52,000/.  in  shares,  and  it  was  stipulated  that  1 1 ,000/.  in  cash,  besides  a  certaiii 
number  of  shares,  should  be  deposited  before  transfer  of  the  leases.  A  prospectus  was 
issued,  but  the  public  response  was  smull,  and  the  application  moneys  were  retumed. 
The  promoters,  however,  arranged  that  Arthur  Kirby,  a  son  of  Sir  Alfred  Kirby, 
should  borrow  12,000/.  from  a  London  bank,  and  they  remitted  11,000/,-  of  this  to 
Australia  in  compliance  with  the  vendor's  stipulation.  The  security  given  to  the  bank 
for  the  loan  of  12,000/.  included  blank  transfers  of  18,000  shares  in  the  company.  It 
was  discovered  later  that  duplicate  transfers  of  13,700  of  these  shares  had  been  issued 
to  other  persons,  and  that  the  bank  was  only  credited  in  the  books  with  4,300  shares. 
The  responsibility  for  these  and  other  duplications  rested  entirely  with  Sir  Alfred 
Kirby,  and  an  order  for  his  public  examination  was  made  at  a  time  when  a  prosecution 
ivas  pending  against  him  on  a  similar  charge  in  connection  with  another  company,  but 
he  died  before  either  trial  or  examination  could  be  proceeded  with.  The  promoters 
and  their  nominees  applied  for,  and  were  allotted,  23,000  shares.  These  were  never 
paid  for,  but  Bradley  maintains  that  the  11,000/.  remitted  to  Australia  out  of  the 
money  borrowed  by  Arthur  Kirby  should  be  allocated  to  the  payment  of  11,000  of  these 
shares.  The  Official  Receiver  has  settled  Bradley  and  other  shareholders  on  a  list  of 
contributories,  and  legal  proceedings  are  pending  with  a  view  of  testing  their  liability. 
The  company's  shares  have  been  largely  dealt  in,  a  special  settlement  having  been 
obtained  from  the  Stock  Exchange  by  means  of  f^se  representations  as  to  tho  amount 
of  the  paid-up  capital,  and  as  to  other  matters.  The  company  purchased  two  other 
mining  leases,  the  True  Blue  and  Shamrock,  with  the  assistance  of  boirowed  capital, 
but  gold  has  not  been  found  on  any  of  the  properties  in  sufficient  quantity  to  pay  for 
the  expense  of  working.  The  bank  who  lent  the  money  for  buying  the  two  last  leases 
claim  a  charge  on  them  under  a  resolution  passed  by  the  directors.  The  other  two 
properties  have  been  sold,  but  the  amount  realised  was  only  5O0/,,  so  that  the  prospects 
of  a  dividend  for  the  unsecured  creditors,  whose  claims  amount  to  upwards  of  5,000/;, 
depend  almost  entirely  upon  whether  anything  can  be  recovered  from  the  persons  who 
applied  for  shares. 

71,  Tessa  Woolford,  I>[*TO(7ie(/.— Duration,  2  years.  Formed  to  enable  the  promoter, 
James  Woolford  (who  six  months  later  became  bankrupt),  to  deal  in  mining  and  other 
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speculations  without  peraonal  liability.  The  promoter  had  entire  control  of  the 
company's  affairs ;  no  proper  books  of  account  were  kept,  and  the  statement  of  affairs 
has  been  compiled,  mainly,  from  the  bank  pasa  book.  The  principal  business  of  the 
company  was  the  financing  of  another  company  with  which  the  promoter  was 
connected.  The  company  also  obtained  a  mining  lease  of  5,000  acres  of  land  in 
the  county  of  Donegal,  which  was  never  worked,  and  acquired  a  patented  apparatus 
for  sifting  cinders,  which  is  not  considered  to  be  of  any  value-  Experiments  were  also 
made  with  an  invention  for  the  production  of  a  "  diabetic  bread."  The  company  was 
financed  by  the  promoter,  and  the  only  shares  issued  were  927  11.  shares  issued  to  his 
friends,  and  treated  as  fully  paid  out  of  advances  stated  to  have  been  made  to  the 
company  by  the  promoter's  wife.  The  unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  5,300i., 
include  claims  for  2,229i.  for  money  advanced  and  2,450i.  for  goods  obtained  by  the 
company  and  supplied  to  another  company  in  which  the  promoter  was  interested. 
The  assets,  estimated  by  the  promoter  to  produce  3,75G/,,  and  consisting  mainly  of  book 
debts,  are  believed  by  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  valueless. 

72.  V.P.  Folding  Bedroom  'Suite  and  Fui-mhire  Oompany,  Limited. —  Duration, 
4  years  2  months.  Formed  in  January  1895  to  acquire  and  work  an  invention  for  the 
manufactare  of  portable  and  folding  furniture.  In  addition  to  transferriog  his  interest 
in  the  patent,  the  vendor  agreed  to  manufacture  for  the  company  for  two  years  at 
fixed  prices  (this  involved  the  erection  of  special  machinery  at  the  vendor's  expense) ; 
txj  provide  accommodation  and  staff  for  two  years  at  3001.  per  annum ;  and  to 
guarantee  an  aggregate  dividend  of  20  per  cent,  for  the  same  period.  Tho  price  paid 
by  the  company  was  5,000^.  in  shares  and  7,000i.  in  cash,  of  which  2,0d0l.  was  invested 
ia  the  names  of  two  trustees  to  secure  the  guaranteed  dividend.  ]  0,000Z.  was 
subscribed  on  a  prospectus  issued  privately  and  the  company  commenced  business 
with  a  working  capital  of  3,000^.,  but  it  was  under  an  obligation  to  spend  at  least 
l,0O0i.  on  advertising  during  the  first  two  years.  Small  profits  were  made  during  the 
first  two  years,  which  sufficed  for  the  payment  of  a  dividend  of  1  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  a  sum  of  1,720Z.  was  paid  over  by  the  trustees  of  the  guarantee  fund  to  make  up 
the  aggregate  dividend  for  the  first  two  years  to  20  per  cent.  The  company  traded 
subsequently  at  a  considerable  loss,  and  its  failure  is  attributed  to  want  of  capital  and 
heavy  advertising  exponae3.  The  assets  (excluding  the  patent)  are  estimated  to  realise 
394/.  only  against  unsecured  liabilities  for  1,566/. 

73.  Westminster  Cycle  Works,  Limited.-— DaratioQ^  1  year  4  months.  JFormed  to 
take  over  the  cycle  and  engineering  business  of  J.  R.  Riokard  at  Kennicgton.  The 
purchase  price  of  10,000/,  was  paid  in  fully-paid  share?,  which,  with  71.  contributed  by 
the  subscribers,  formed  the  entire  capital.  The  price  purported  to  bo  based  on  a 
balance-aheot  showing  assets  of  the  estimated  value  of  6,484/.  and  goodwill  4,757/. 
The  goodwill  was  of  no  value  and  the  assets  were  much  exaggerated.  The  company 
agreed  to  discharge  trade  liabilities  for  1,072/.,  and  the  vendor  waa  to  discharge 
liabilities  for  cash  advances  amounting  to  over  3,000/.  The  vendor  appears  to  have 
b:en  largely  financed  in  his  business  by  certain  gentlemen  who  became  directors,  and 
continued  to  make  advances  to  the  company  for  working  capital.  As  security  for 
these  advances,  vendor's  shares  for  5,500?.  have  been  transferred  to  the  directors. 
The  business  was  carried  on  throughout  at  a  loss,  the  trading  expenses  amounting  to 
t5,068/.,  and  the  groFS  receipts  to  4,523/.  only.  The  assets  are  now  estimated  to  realise 
sufficient  to  pay  unsecured  creditors  for  2,359/.  in  full,  including  1,265/.  claimed  by 
the  directors  for  cash  advances  to  the  company. 

74.  Westralia  Industries,  Limited. — Duration,  1  year  5  months.  Formed  to  acquire 
the  Stjinley  Breweries  at  Perth,  "Western  Australia,  with  a  view  to  rt-selling  the 
property  at  a  profit  to  a  new  company.  5,000/.  was  paid  in  shares  to  the  promoter  for 
the  option  to  purchase,  but  owing  to  the  failure  to  float  the  proposed  new  company 
the  purchase  was  never  completei.1,  and  a  deposit  of  1,300/.  was  forfeited.  The 
unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  644/.,  are  principally  in  respect  of  law  costs,  rent 
of  offices,  and  secretary's  salary.  5,000/.  subscribed  in  cash  by  the  directors  and  theii 
friends  will  prove  a  total  loss. 

75.  West's  Patents  Syndicate,  Limited. — Duration,  7  years  2  months.  Formed  to 
acquire  for  14,000/.  in  shares  and  1,000/.  in  cash  three  patents  for  the  manufacture 
of  earthenware  pots ;  certain  machinery  and  plant  being  taken  over  separately  for 
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600?.,  payable  in  cash.  A  proBpectus  was  issued  privately  and  the  company  went  to 
allotment  on  subecriptionB  for  3,381/.  Ths  original  intention  was  to  make  machines 
and  let  them  out  on  royalty  ;  but  owing,  it  is  stated,  to  trade  opposition,  the  company 
decided  at  the  end  of  1892  to  manufacture  on  its  own  account.  The  prospects  of 
the  company  were  then  considered  so  favourable  that  2,064  11.  shares  were  issued  at 
a  premium  of  10s.  per  share  and  were  principally  taken  up  by  the  original  subscribers. 
Licenses  were,  however,  granted  to  two  private  firms,  one  of  which  was  not  determined 
until  September  1896,  when  the  company  decided  to  resume  manufacture  and  to  raise 
7,500/.  on  the  security  of  debentures,  a  portion  of  which  was  underwritten  at  a 
discount.  The  amount  obtained  was,  however,  considered  insufficient  to  provide  a 
proper  working  capital  after  payment  of  ezisting  debts  ;  and  an  abortive  attempt  was 
made  to  float  a  new  company  to  take  over  the  business.  The  receiver  for  the 
debenture  holders  has  sold  the  concern  for  a  sum  which  will  pay  only  10s.  in  the  £ 
to  the  debenture  holders,  and  the  liquidation  will  result  in  a  loss  of  about  5,000Z.  to 
creditors  and  6,500/.  to  shareholders  for  cash. 

76.  WUliams  and  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years.  This  was  a  reconstruction 
of  a  company  of  the  same  name  carrying  on  business  as  manufacturers  of  macaroni, 
vermicelli,  and  semolina.  The  business  had  been  carried  on  unsuccessfully  for  three 
years,  and  the  new  company  acquired  the  undertaking  for  13,900/.,  which  was  paid  as 
to  600/.  in  cash,  as  to  2,5001.  in  debentures,  and  as  to  10,800/.  by  the  issue  of  12,000 
shares  credited  with  \8i>.  per  share  paid  up.  The  balance  of  2s.  per  share  was  called 
and  paid  up,  but  the  company's  trading  during  a  period  of  12  months  did  not  result  in 
a  profit;  and  in  December  1897  it  gave  to  the  National  Trading  (^Corporation,  Limited, 
an  option,  for  six  months,  to  purchase  the  undertaking  in  consideration  of  an  allotment 
in  shares  of  a  sum  equal  to  10s.  per  share  on  the  issued  capital  and  the  discharge  of 
the  debentures  and  unsecured  debts  of  the  company.  The  corporation  was  also  to 
spend  3,000/.  in  advertising.  In  March  1898,  however,  the  premises  were  destroyed 
by  lire,  but  the  damage  wie  covered  by  insurance.  In  June  1898  the  corporation 
exercised  their  option,  and  the  company  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  arrangemeat.  The  winding-up  order  was  made  on  a  creditore  petition, 
and  the  assets  will  only  suffice  for  the  payment  of  the  secured  claims.  The  liquidation 
will  result  in  a  loss  of  i,ii28/.  to  unsecured  creditors,  including  500/.  cash  advanced  by 
the  Trading  Corporation,  and  the  whole  of  the  issued  capital. 

77.  Willis'  Restaurant,  Limited. — Duration,  5  years  11  months.  Formed  to  tako 
over  Willis'  Restaurant,  St.  James's,  from  the  Hon.  Algernon  Bourke,  who  had  been 
carrying  on  the  business  with  the  assistance  of  borrowed  capital.  The  purchase  price, 
47,000/,,  was  paid  as  to  38,500/.  in  shares  and  as  to  the  balance  in  debentures,  which 
the  vendor  has  pledged  to  secure  the  repayment  of  further  advances.  No  fresh  capital 
was  introduced  on  the  formation  of  the  company,  which  had,  at  starting,  the  use  of  the 
funds  borrowed  by  the  vendor.  Mr.  Bourke,  who  was  managing  director,  continued 
to  regard  the  business  as  his  own  property,  and  employed  its  funds  and  food  for  the 
benefit  of  two  clubs  of  which  he  was  the  proprietor,  with  the  result  that  at  the  winding- 
up  be  was  indebted  to  the  company  in  the  sum  of  5,745/.  He  is  now  a  bankrupt  and 
the  prospect  of  a  dividend  from  his  estate  seems  uncertain.  Tbere  is  a  possibility  that 
the  receiver  for  debenture  holders  will  realise  more  than  sufficient  from  the  sale  of  the 
business  to  pay  off  the  claims  of  the  mortgagees  of  the  debentures,  and  any  surplus 
will  be  claimed  by  the  liquidator;  but  there  is  little  hope  that  the  unsecured  creditors 
of  the  company,  whose  claims  amount  to  3,298/.,  will  receive  a  substantial  dividend. 

78.  Talgoo  Ptiblic  Battery  and  Gold  Mining  Company,  Limited. — Duration,  3  years 
9  months.  Formed  by  one  Secretan  to  take  over  a  gold  mine  which  he  had  acquired 
an  option  to  purchase,  The  original  agreement  provided  for  the  acquisition  by  the 
company  of  the  Gullewa  Queen  Gold  Mine  at  the  price  of  40,000/.,  of  which  5,000/. 
iras  payable  in  cash,  but  afterwards  the  vendor  agreed  to  include  another  mine  (the 
Britannia)  in  the  purchase  at  the  same  price,  and  to  take  the  whole  of  the  consideration 
in  fully-paid  shares.  Subsequently  the  company  acquired  a  third  mine  from  the 
vendor  for  10,000!.,  also  payable  in  shares.  The  nominal  capital  of  the  corcpany  vias 
100,000/  ,  divided  into  250,000  shares  of  88.  each.  The  vendor  has  disposed  of  over 
25,000  eharos  allotted  to  him  at  an  average  price  of  about  lO-f.  per  share.  In  response 
to  a  prospectus,  17,000  shares,  representing  about  7,000/.  in  cash,  were  eubsoribed  for, 
and  a  further  sum  of  1,200/.  was  obtained  on  the  security  of  debentures;  other  large 
Bums  of  money  being  also  borrowed  for  which,  apparently,  no  security  was  given. 
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Gold  was  nofc  foutid  in  any  payable  ijuantity,  and  attempts  at  re-construction  having 
proved  abortive,  Tolnntary  fiqnidation  was  resolved  upon  in  November  1897,  but  two 
years  later  the  company  was  ordered  to  be  uompulsorily  wound  up  upon  the  petition  of 
a  creditor.  The  voluntary  liquidator  had  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  Bale  of 
praotically  the  whole  of  the  assets  for  9501.,  but  before  the  transaction  could  be 
completed  an  execution  was  levied,  the  payment  out  of  which  left  only  1711.,  which 
has  been  absorbed  in  the  costs  of  the  voluntary  liquidation.  The  only  asset  disclosed 
in  the  stateiaent  of  affairs  is  an  item  of  11.  cash  in  hand,  and  there  is  nothing  to  meet 
the  claims  of  the  debenture  holders  for  1,000^,,  or  the  debts  of  the  unsecured  creditors 
for  nearly  ll,000i. 

79.  Youngs  Office  Supplies,  Limiled. — Duration,  10  months.  A  private  company 
formed  to  take  over  the  business  of  a  typewriter's  stationer,  formerly  carried  on  by  one 
J.  L.  Young.  One  Summers  Brown,  in  consideration  of  his  agreeing  to  pay  1,000/. 
cash  into  the  business,  became  joint  vendor  with  Young.  The  purchase  consideration 
was  6,000Z.  in  fully-paid  shares,  and  the  only  other  shares  issued  were  five  to  the 
remaining  signatories,  upon  which  nothing  has  been  paid.  The  vendors  became 
managing  directors  at  500/.  per  annum  each.  The  only  working  capital  of  the  company 
was  the  agreed  advance  by  Summers  Brown,  which  was  paid  by  instalments  extending 
over  three  months.  The  business  was  carried  on  at  a  loss,  the  gross  profits  amounting 
to  408i.,  while  the  trading  expenses  amounted  to  1,168;.,  apart  from  the  directors'  fees 
amounting  to  875L  Dissensions  between  the  managing  directors  are  believed  to 'have 
contributed  to  the  company's  failure.  The  company  did  not  covenant  to  take  over  the 
liabilities  of  Young's  buBiness;  nevertheless,  debts  for  1,284/.  have  been  discharged 
by  the  company,  and  the  directors'  liability  therefor  is  under  consideration.  The 
office  furniture  and  effects  were  sold  under  a  distress  for  rent,  and,  after  satisfying  the 
landlord's  claim,  a  balance  of  132/.  has  been  paid  over  to  the  liquidator ;  the  remaining 
assete  are  estimated  to  produce  675t.,  and  the  unsecured  liabilities  to  44  creditors 
amount  to  839/. 

(b)  In  Courts  other  than  the  Sigh  Court. 

80.  Adams  Cycle  SwnMe  and  Accessories  Syndicate,  Limited  (Bmningka^. — ■ 
Duration,  1  year  3  months.  Formed  to  acquire  and  work  an  invention  for  improved 
cycle  handles.  The  vendor  is  stated  to  have  spent  about  400/.  in  tools  and  implements 
for  the  manufacture  of  the  handles,  and  he  agreed  to  sell  the  patent  and  effects  to 
the  company  for  1,600/.  in  paid-up  shares  and  750/.  in  cash.  The  cash  portion  of 
the  purchase  money  was  subsequently  reduced  to  525/.  2601.  was  subscribed  by 
the  public  in  response  to  a  prospectus,  but  the  company  was  soon  in  financial 
difficnlties  and  me  vendor  was  asked  to  assist  the  directors  in  providing 
further  working  capital.  Four  debentures  of  25^.  each  were  issued  for  cash  advances, 
and  on  an  execution  being  levied  a  receiver  on  behalf  of  the  debentures  holders  took 
possession  and  sold  the  company's  effects  for  40/.  There  are  no  assets  to  meet 
unsecured  claims  for  197/.,  and  the  cash  subscribed  capital  of  960^.  will  prove  a 
total  loss. 

81.  Ajaa  Cast  Metal  Company,  Limited  (iSfa//oi'd).— Duration,  3  years  7  months.  A 
private  company  formed  to  carry  on  business  as  ironfounders  and  manufacturers  of 
malleable  castings  by  a  "  secret  process  "  for  which  the  vendors  were  paid  1,000/.  in 
cash  and  3,000/.  in  fully -paid  shares.  3,000/.  was  subscribed  for  shares  and  paid  up 
in  cash  by  friends  of  the  vendors,  and  550/.  was  advanced  on  the  security  of  debentures ; 
but  as  the  company  was  unable  to  produce  castings  at  a  marketable  price,  after  trading 
for  ten  months  the  business  was  discontinued  and  a  trustee  took  possession  on  behalf 
of  the  debenture  holders.  The  company  then  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  with  one  of 
the  vendors  as  liquidator.  Upon  the  understanding  that  he  would  assign  the  property 
to  a  new  company  to  be  formed,  a  director  who  had  purchased  the  debentures  for 
1,200/.  obtained  a  loan  of  2,000/.,  out  of  which  he  discharged  the  trade  indebtedness, 
with  the  exception  of  52/.,  but  the  new  company  was  never  in  a  position  to  pay  the 
whole  of  the  cash  portion  of  the  purchase  money  (5,000/.),  and  the  property  was  never 
assigned.  An  action  was  commenced  against  the  company  for  specific  performance, 
but  the  proceedings  were  ultimately  compromised  by  a  cash  payment  of  250/.  The 
second  company  has  practically  become  drfunct,  and  a  third  company  has  been  formed, 
bas  acquired,  and  is  now  working  the  "  secret  process."  The  public  interest  in  the 
case  is  confined  to  unsecured  claims  for  62/.,  upon  which  no  dividend  is  likely  to  be 
pidd. 
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82.  Oanary  Islands  Trading  Company,  Limited  {Palatine  Court,  Manchester.) — 
Duration,  4  years  11  months.  The  conTersiou  into  a  limited  company  of  tiie  partner- 
ship business  of  C.  J.  G.  Duranty  and  W.  S.  Duranty,  merchants,  trading  with  the 
Canary  Islands.  In  the  Official  Keceiver's  opinion,  the  business  had  been  carried. on  at 
a  loss  for  some  considerable  time  before  the  company  purchased  it  for  15,000^  in  shares, 
and  the  only  assete  transferred  were  a  number  of  book  debts  amounting  to  9,890/.,  of 
which  3,000/.  were  bad.  The  only  other  shares  issued  were  seven  to  the  signatories.  The 
control  of  the  business  was  vested  in  the  vendors  as  managers,  and,  during  about  five 
years'  trading,  a  gross  profit  of  3,8322.  was  made,  bat  more  than  that  amount  was 
absorbed  in  expenses,  and  the  principal  transactions  were  the  drawing  of  accommods- 
tion  bills  on  a  Manchester  firm,  which  accepted  them  in  consideration  of  a  commission 
of  1  per  cent.  The  proceeds  of  these  bills  were  used  by  the  managers  for  their  own 
purposes,  and  they  are  now  indebted  to  the  company  for  more  than  19,000/,,  the 
acceptors  of  the  bills  being  practically  the  only  creditoi-s,  their  claim  amounting  to 
about  17,000^.,  on  which  a  dividend  of  Is.  3d.  in  the  £  onljr  is  expected  to  be  paid.  A 
public  examination  has  been  held,  and  the  misappropriation  of  the  company's  funds 
clearly  established,  but  the  Durantys  are  undergoing  terms  of  penal  servitude  for 
obtaining  10,000/.  in  money  and  credit  from  other  merchants  by  false  preteooea,  so 
that  no  further  proceedings  have  been  taken. 

83.  Caa'diff  B.  A,  0.  S.  InsUiflite,  Limited  {Cardiff). — Duration,  4  years  9  months. 
Formed  to  provide  a  club  for  members  of  the  company  ;  only  members  of  the  Royal 
Antediluvian  Order  of  Buffaloes  being,  by  the  articles  of  association,  eligible  to 
become  shareholders.  900  shares  of  1/.  each  were  issued  to  572  members, 
and  a  call  of  2«.  Qd.  per  share  has  been  paid  up  with  the  exception  of  6/.  The 
unsecured  debts  of  544/.  to  24  creditors  are  principally  for  beer,  wines,  and  spirits 
supplied.  The  main  part  of  the  business  was  done  on  Sundays,  and  in  the  OtScial 
Receiver's  opinion  the  club  was  formed  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  Welsh  Sunday 
Closing  Act.  The  uncalled  capital,  if  recovered,  is  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
unsecured  claims.  The  late  secretary  has  been  convicted  of  forgery  and  embezzlement 
at  the  instance  of  one  of  the  shareholders. 

84.  City  Brewery,  Limited  (Birmingham).' — Duration,  4  years  2  months.  Formed 
to  acquire  and  amalgamate  the  business  of  two  breweries.  The  total  purchase  money 
of  41,847/.  was  satisfied  as  to  11,000/.  by  a  mortgage  on  certain  property  acquired, 
as  to  16,400/.  in  debentures,  as  to  1,000/.  in  shares  credited  as  fully  paid,  and  as  to 
the  balance  of  13,447/.  in  cash.  Other  businesses  were  acquired  subsequently  for 
7,250/.  IK'o  prospectus  was  issued,  but  232  shares  of  5/.  each  were  privately 
subscribed  for,  upon  which  1,160/.  has  been  paid.  Further  debentures  for  7,000/. 
were  i^ued  for  cash  and  additional  capital  appears  to  have  been  raised  on  the 
secxuity  of  mortgages  of  the  company's  property.  The  business  was  carried  on  for 
a  time  at  a  small  profit,  but  the  trading  account  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1897 
showed  a  loss  of  422Z. ;  though,  it  is  alleged,  that  the  petitioning  creditors  were, 
early  in  1898,  induced  to  give  further  credit  to  the  company  for  a  large  amount  on 
the  faith  of  representations  by  the  directors  that  the  business  for  the  preceding  year 
had  been  carried  on  at  a  considerable  profit.  The  petitioning  creditors  commenced 
an  action  against  two  of  the  directors  claiming  damages  for  deceit,  but  the  proceedings 
were  disoontinued  upon  the  death  of  the  person  to  whom  the  false  representations 
were  alleged  to  have  been  made.  A  writ  having  been  issued  against  the  company, 
a  receiver  took  possession  on  behalf  of  the  debenture  holders,  and  has  since  sold  the 
assets,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Court,  for  55,000/.,  which  sum,  it  is  believed,  will  be 
insufficient  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  the  mortgagees  and  debenture  holders.  The 
unsecured  liabilities  for  7,192/.  and  the  paid-up  capital  of  1,160/.  will,  therefore, 
prove  a  total  loss, 

85.  Criterion  Reslaurant^  8out}ipari,  Limited  {Id^erpool). ^-jyuVatioh,  1  y6ar  5  months. 
Formed  to  establish  a  restaurant.  Ko  existing  business  Ttas  taken  over,  and  all  the 
shares  issued  were  subscribed  for  cash.  637/.  was  subscribed  in  response  to  a 
prospectus  and  595/.  was  paid  up.  The  busineus  was  carried  on  at  a  loss  from  the 
commencement,  the  trading  payments  amounting  to  591/.,  while  the  gross  profita 
amounted  to  113/.  only.  The  assets  are  estimated  to  realise  192/.  against  debts  to 
29  creditors  for  319/.,  mostly  for  goods  supplied  and  work  done. 
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B6.  I>evon  and  Exeter  TurJeish  Bath  Company,  Limited,  (Eaxter). — Daration,  2  years 
4  months.  Formed  to  erecfc  and  carry  on  Turkish  baths  in  Exeter.  A  proepectus  was 
advertised,  and  412  shares  of  5^  each  were  issued  upon  which  2,050/.  was  paid. 
Debentures  for  1001.  was  also  issued  for  cash.  The  company  acquired  a  freehold  site 
in  Exeter  and  erected  a  building  at  a  cost  of  over  3,500^  The  gross  profits  of 
the  businesB  amounted  to  2672.  only,  while  the  expenses  exceeded  480/.,  hut  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  liquidation  was  a  judgment  obtained  against  the  company  in  an  action 
brought  by  the  trustees  of  adjoining  property  for  infringement  of  ancient  lights.  The 
company  was  ordered  to  lessen  the  height  of  the  building  and  to  pay  the  costs  of  the 
action,  amounting  to  about  950/.,  and  it  thereupon  presented  its  own  petition  for  a 
winding-up  order.  The  company's  bankers  hold  a  mortgage  on  the  premises  for  2,000/., 
and  no  surplus  is  anticipated  to  meet  the  debentures  and  unsecured  claims  (including 
costs  referred  to)  amounting  to  1,006L  The  paid-up  capital  of  2,050?.  will  also  prove 
a  total  loss.    Inadequate  capital  appears  to  have  been  the  real  cause  of  failure. 

8T.  Qarforth  Ohie  and  Qelatine  Company,  Lmdted  (Wakefield). — Duration,  3  yeara 
3  months.  Formed  to  take  over  for  8,029/.,  of  which  2,029/.  was  paid  in  cash,  and  the 
balance  in  shares,  the  business  of  a  glue  manufacturer,  including  (inter  alia),  the 
freehold  land  at  Garforth  on  which  the  works  stood.  The  stock  was  separately  taken 
over  at  the  price  of  800/.  A  prospectus  was  issued  but  only  2,514/.  was  subscribed 
by  12  persons,  including  2,100^  by  the  vendor's  father.  At  the  date  of  the  formation 
of  the  company  the  deeds  relating  to  the  freehold  were  in  the  possession  of  the  vendor's 
father  as  security  for  money  lent,  and  they  were  allowed  to  remain  in  his  hands  during 
the  whole  period  of  the  trading,  being  only  recovered  by  the  liquidator  under  the 
pressure  of  legal  proceedings,  which  considerably  delayed  the  winding-up.  The  trading 
was  unprofitable  from  the  commencement,  and  in  December  1897  the  company  resolved 
to  wind  up.  The  stock  was  gradually  disposed  of  and  the  proceeds  were  devoted  to 
the  discharge  of  the  trade  liabilitiea.  At  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order  the  only 
creditors  were  the  company's  solicitors  and  bankers  and  the  vendor's  father,  whose 
united  claims  amounted  to  about  1,400/.,  upon  which  a  dividend  of  I6s.  3^d.  in  the  £ 
has  been  paid, 

88.  Qoode,  Manr,  Matthews,  and  Company,  Lvmted  (SirmvngJiam). — Duration,  2  years. 
Formed  to  take  over  the  insolvent  business  of  J.  W.  H.  Marr,  trading  as  a  banker, 
Btock  and  share  dealer,  and  financial  agent  in  Birmingham,  in  consideration  of  9,000?> 
in  fully-paid  shares,  the  company  also  agreeing  to  discharge  certain  trade  liabilities, 
of  which  561.  remained  unpaid  at  the  commencement  of  the  winding-up.  The 
business  is  stated  to  have  been  established  as  far  back  as  1825  and  to  have  been 
carried  on  by  the  vendor  since  1871,  but  about  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the 
company  Marr  compounded  with  his  creditors  and  for  this  purpose  sold  vendor's 
shares  of  the  nominal  value  of  4,500/.  for  3,000/.  The  failure  of  the  company  is 
attributed  to  bad  debts,  bad  management,  and  insufficient  capital,  and  the  assets  are 
estimated  to  realise  I,569Z.  against  unsecured  liabilities  amounting  to  2,3372.  and  a 
privately  subscribed  capital  of  1,616/. 

89.  Grand  Property  Company,  Limited  (Ca/rdiff). — Duration,  12  years  11  months* 
Formed  to  erect  and  carry  on  a  hotel  and  music  hall  in  Cardiff".  No  public 
eubscription  of  capital  was  invited,  but  shares  amounting  to  4,170/.  were  issued  for 
cash.  The  contractors'  price  was  20,250/,,  of  which  17,250/.  was  paid  in  cash  and 
3,000/.  in  shares.  The  subscribed  capital  being  insufficient,  12,000/.  was  raised  on 
mortgages  and  300Z,  was  borrowed  from  the  bank  on  the  personal  guarantee  of  certain 
persons  who  subsequently  paid  off  the  overdraft  and  had  debentures  issued  to  them 
by  way  of  security.  No  profits  have  been  earned  since  the  year  1893.  Prior  to  that 
profits  were  earned  but  were  not  divided  as  there  were  no  funds  available  with  which 
to  pay  a  dividend.  After  paying  off  the  secured  creditors  the  assets  are  not  expected 
to  realise  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  debentures,  and  the  unsecured  creditors  for  863/.  and 
the  cash  subscribers  for  shares  will  sustain  a  total  loss. 

90.  SiU  oAid  Castle,  Limited  {BrtBtol). — Daration,  1  year.  Formed  by  Messrs.  Hill 
and  Castle  to  take  over  from  themselves  the  business  of  oil,  paint,  and  plaster 
manufacturers.  The  business  had  been  worked  by  Hill  at  a  loss,  for  the  21  months 
ending  31st  December  1897,  of  1,120/,  Castle  then  joined  him,  their  joint  capital 
in  the  concern  being  2,200/.,  and  for  the  nine  months  preceding  the  formation  of  the 
companv  there  was  a  nominal  though  not  a  real  profit  shown  by  the  books  of  337Z. 
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They  then  formed  the  company,  issuing  to  themselves  and  a  former  partner  debentures 
for  &,000/.  and  shares  for  10,000?.  (together  19,000Z.),  the  assets  handed  over  being 
valued  in  the  hooks  at  6,8651.  The  price  charged  to  the  company  was  thus  12,135L  in 
excess  of  the  book  values  of  the  assets,  and  this  in  respect  of  an  absolutely  worthless 
business  which  was  worked  at  a  lose  during  the  12  mondis'  existence  of  the  company, 
the  vendors  being  the  "managing  directors"  and  the  only  shareholders,  with  the 
exception  of  seven  dummies  and  two  employ^  of  the  firm  who  took  shares  for  625/. 
The  company  adopted  the  vendors'  liabilities  for  3j824i.,  which  were  discharged  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business,  new  unsecured  debts  being  created  by  the  company  to 
132  creditors  for  5,016Z.  Working  capital  was  obtained  by  means  of  loans  from  the 
bank  on  the  personal  guarantee  of  five  persons  connected  with  the  vendors,  who  were 
paid  200/.  a  year  in  consideration  of  their  suretyship  out  of  the  business.  The 
vendors'  debentures  were  lodged  with  the  bank  as  collateral  security.  At  the  date  of 
the  winding-up  order  the  bank  overdraft  was  4,500/.,  and  a  receiver  is  in  possession 
of  the  assets,  which  are  not  expected  to  realise  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  bank's  olaim. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  company  started  with  liabilities  of  12,824/.  against 
assets  whose  nominal  value  was  only  6,866/.  and  625/.  of  new  capital.  In  other 
words,  it  was  insolvent  to  the  extent  of  5,000/.,  and  the  effect  of  the  formation  of  the 
company  was  to  transfer  the  burden  of  loss  from  the  owners  of  the  business  to  their 
creditors. 

91.  John  Greenwood  and  Gompwny,  Limited  {Burnley). — Duration,  4  years.  Promoted 
by  one  John  Greenwood  to  acquire  the  cotton-spinning  businesB  earned  on  by  him  at 
Burnley.  The  purchase  consideration  was  5,000/.,  and  was  paid  as  to  3,000/.  in  mort- 
gage debentures,  1,000/.  in  cash,  and  1,000/.  in  fully -paid  shares.  No  prospectus  was 
issued,  but  1,380/.  of  capital  was  subscribed  by  the  vendor  and  his  relatious,  of  which 
1,230/.  has  been  paid  up.  According  to  the  deficiency  account  filed  in  the  liquidation 
there  was  a  surplus  of  95/.  on  30bh  June  1896,  but  since  that  date  the  business 
appears  to  have  been  carried  on  at  a  loss,  the  gross  profits  amounting  to  21,612/., 
while  the  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business  amounted  to  24,910/.  On  20th  July 
1897  the  company  issued  further  debentures  for  SOO/.  to  secure  the  rent  then  owing. 
The  company's  effects  have  been  sold  under  an  Order  of  Court  in  the  debenture 
holder's  action  for  1,450/.,  and  the  claims  of  55  trade  creditors  amounting  to  946/.  will, 
therefore,  prove  a  total  loss. 

92.  Leeds  Cycle  Gompwny,  Limited  (Leeds). — Duration,  10  months.  Formed  to  take 
over  for  50/.,  in  fully-paid  shares,  the  plant,  fixtures,  stock-in-trade,  and  goodwill  of 
the  business  of  one  L.  T,  Myers,  a  cycle  agent  and  manufacturer,  who  was  insolvent. 
The  vendor's  debts  were  not  taken  over,  and  a  few  days  after  the  incorporation  of 
the  company  he  executed  a  deed  of  assignment,  the  vendor's  shares  for  50/.  constituting 
his  sole  assets  aa  against  debts  for  475/.  200^  was  subscribed  privately  for  shares, 
principally  by  the  vendor's  relatives,  and  1621.  10«.  has  been  paid  up.  The  company 
traded  throughout  at  a  loss,  and  distraints  for  rent  and  executions  were  levied  at 
different  times.  The  business' was  eventually  sold  for  25/.,  the  proceeds  being  paid 
to  the  company's  solicitor  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other  creditors  of  the  company. 
The  assets  consist. of  unpaid  calls  for  37/.  lOg.,  estimated  to  be  irrecoverable,  and  book 
debts  estimated  to  realise  21.  3«.,  as  against  unsecured  and  preferential  claimtj 
amounting  to  I'ZOl. 

93.  Liverpool  Wholesale  and  Retail  Traders'  Protection  Society,  Limited  (Liverpool). — 
Duration,  2  years  1  month.  Promoted  by  one  Arthur  Lewis,  an  accountant  in  Liverpo:»l' 
to  acquire  from  himself,  for  500/.  in  shares,  a  business  which  he  had  carried  on  for  three 
years  under  the  style  of  tho  Wholesale  Trade  Protection  Society.  The  avowed  object 
of  the  society  was  "  to  pretect  members  against  persons  whose  character  or 
circumstances  render  them  unworthy  of  mercantile  creait,"  but  it  appears  frem  the 
statement  of  affairs  that  out  of  a  total  unsecured  iudebtedness  of  536/.  a  sum  of  460/. 
is  due  to  97  creditors  for  moneys  which  the  society  collected  on  their  behalf  and 
misapplied  to  the  payment  of  its  own  debts,  office  expenHOB,  and  salaries.  Lewis  was 
managing  director  and  cashier,  and  be  appears  to  have  misappropriated  243/.  An 
order  was  made  for  Lewis's  public  examination  but  he  disappeared,  and  a  warrant  has 
been  taken  out  for  his  arrest.  There  ie  a  probability  of  a  small  dividend  for  the 
creditors,  but  the  capital  of  435/.  paid  up  in  cash  will  prove  a  total  loss. 

94.  h.  0.  Boed  and  Company,  Limited  (Newcastle-on-Tyne), — Duration,  2  years.  The 
conversion  into  a  company  of  tho  business  of  one  L.  0.  Hoed,  trading  as  a  ship's 
chandler.     The  company  consisted  of  the  vendor  and  his  six  children,  all  of  whom 
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wore  under  age ;  four  of  the  children,  however,  held  their  shares  through  trustees. 
The  constitution  of  the  company  is  stated  to  have  been  disclosed  to  the  vendor's 
customers  by  means  of  a  circular  issued  immediately  after  the  incorporation  of  the 
company.  The  object  of  the  conversion  was  apparently  to  rid  the  vendor  from 
personal  liability  for  trade  debts  for  1,149/.,  and  to  enable  him  to  continue  to  trade 
without  personal  liability.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  business  was  being  worked 
at  a  profit  at  the  formation  of  the  company,  inasmuch  as  the  gross  profit  during  the 
company's  trading  amounted  to  S40i.  only,  whereas  the  working  expenses  amounted 
to  3,263Z.  The  vendor's  debts  for  1,149?.  were  discharged  by  the  creation  of  fresh 
debts  in  the  course  of  the  company's  trading,  and  at  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order 
the  unsecured  liabilities  of  the  company,  which  are  all  of  a  trade  character,  amounted 
to  4,677/.,  while  the  assets  are  estimated  in  the  etatement  of  affairs  to  realise  1,730/. 
The  only  shares  issued  were  20  of  20i.  each  as  fully  paid  to  the  vendor  as 
consideratioQ  for  the  transfer  of  his  business  and  one  share  to  each  of  the  signatories. 
No  contract  was  registered  in  respect  of  the  vendor's  shares,  and  he  is  liable  to  pay 
therefor  in  cash  in  the  liquidation.  This  asset,  however,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  of  inspection,  irrecoverable. 

95.  Manchesier  Beat  lee  Skating  emd  Supply  Company,  Limited  (Manchester). -^-Dnvation, 
2  years  8  months.  Formed  to  erect,  in  Manchester,  a  real  ice  skating  rink,  and  to 
manufacture  ice  for  wholesale  and  retail  consumption.  The  company  was  promoted 
by  the  Excelsior  Trust  Syndicate,  Limited,  and  iu  consideration  of  the  payment  of 
18,350i.  in  cash  and  7,500!.  in  shares,  the  latter  agreed  to  transfer  to  the  company  the 
benefit  of  certain  agreements  for  the  acquisition  of  a  building  site,  and  for  the  use  of  a 
patent  for  the  manufacture  of  ice ;  but  subject  to  the  payment  by  the  syndicate  of 
a  premium  of  11,715?.  to  the  lessors.  A  prospectus  was  issued,  but  only  about  2,025/. 
appears  to  have  been  subscribed  in  respouBe  to  it.  The  company,  whose  directorate 
WM  practically  identical  with  that  of  the  Excelsior  Trust  Syndicate,  Limited,  then 
appealed  to  the  members  of  the  latter,  pointing  oat  the  benefit  in  cash  and  shares 
which  would  accrue  to  the  syndicate  in  the  event  of  a  successful  flotation  of  the 
company,  and  in  this  manner  further  subscriptions  for  3,500/.  were  obtained.  It  whs 
estimated  in  the  prospectus  that  .the  cost  of  acquiring  a  lease  of  land  and  erecting 
a  building  thereon  would  amount  to  32,815/.,  making  with  the  purchase  money 
payable  to  the  syndicate  58,665/.  Nevertheless  the  company  went  to  allotment  upon 
subscriptions  for  7,942/.,  ultimately  increased  to  10,912i.,  upon  which  6,485/.  only  had 
been  paid  at  the  winding-up  order.  The  Excelsior  Trust  Syndicate,  Limited, 
subsequently  reduced  the  purchase  money  to  6,000/.,  of  which  3,500/.  was  to  be  paid  in 
cash  and  2,500/.  in  shares ;  the  company,  however,  undertook  to  pay  the  premium  of 
11,715/.  in  lieu  of  the  syndicate,  thus  reducing  the  purchase  money  by  the  sum 
of  8,135/.  The  shares  were  never  allotted,  and  only  200/.  has  been  paid  in  cash,  the 
payment  of  the  balance  being  secured  by  a  second  mortgage  on  the  building  site,  which 
was  acquired  subject  to  a  ground  rent  of  820/.  The  premium  was  paid,  as  to  9,000/. 
by  a  mortgage  on  the  land  and  a  charge  on  the  uncalled  capital,  and,  as  to  the 
balance,  in  cash.  Owing  to  want  of  capital  the  company  was  never  in  a  position  to 
carry  out  the  objects  for  which  it  was  formed ;  no  steps  for  the  erection  of  a  skating 
rink  were  ever  taken,  and  eventually  an  attempt  was  made  to  sell  the  land.  The 
winding-up  order  "was  made  on  the  petition  of  the  mortgagees.  The  free  assets 
consist  of  unpaid  calls,  amounting  to  ],799/.  estimated  to  realise  1,359/.,  ag&inet 
unsecured  liabilities  for  1,279Z.,  mainly  for  directors'  fees,  law  costs,  &c.  The  subscribed 
capital  of  about  10,000/.  will  apparently  prove  a  total  loss. 

96.  Michael  Oorhitt  and  8om,  Limited  (NewcastU-on-Tpie). — Duration,  4  years 
7  months.  Formed  to  take  over  from  one  Michael  Corbitt  for  20,000/.  the  business 
of  rope  and  sail  makers  carried  on  by  T.  W.  Spencer  and  Co.,  Limited,  at  Hebbum- 
on-Tyne,  which  he  had  agreed  to  purchase  for  18,000/.  The  promoter's  profit  of 
2,000/.  was  paid  in  shares,  and  the  vendor  company  received  14,500/.  in  debentures 
and  3,500/ .  in  cash.  2,500Z.  of  vendor's  debentures  were  subsequently  exchanged  for 
shares  of  the  same  nominal  value.  The  business  was  acquired  free  from  liabilities, 
and  the  Official  Receiver  stetes  that  "  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  bargain 
was  other  than  a  good  one  for  the  purchasing  company  at  the  time  it  was  carried  out." 
In  all  798  shares  of  10/.  each  were  applied  for,  but  there  were  subsequent  withdrawals, 
and  at  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order  only  488  of  the  shares  subscribed  for  cash 
appear  on  the  books  as  outstanding,  upon  which  3,872/.  had  been  paid  up.  The 
circumstances  under  which  these  withdrawals  were  carried    out  appear  to  call    for 
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inquiry.  Further  debentures  for  3,000^.  were  issued  to  the  directors  as  security  for 
a  guarantee  in  respect  of  the  company's  bank  overdraft.  The  buainesB  was  carried  on 
at  a  l083  from  the  commencement,  Tbe  war  in  the  Phillipines  caused  an  abnormal 
advance  in  the  price  of  manilla  and  thus  inflicted  on  the  company  heavy  losses  on 
tbeir  contracts  for  future  deliveries  of  manilla  rope.  "Want  of  capital  and  the 
engineers'  strike  are  also  alleged  to  have  contributed  to  the  company's  failure.  The 
assets  are  estimated  to  realise  suffioient  to  satisfy  the  debentures  and  to  pay  a 
substantial  dividend  on  the  unsecured  claims,  amounting  to  9,8632.,  which  are  all 
practically  of  a  trade  character,  but  the  subscribed  capital  will  prove  a  total  loBS. 

97.  Parsons,  Limited  (WaXsaU). — Duration,  7  months.  Formed  to  take  over  a 
trumpery  business  conducted  by  one  Parsons,  washer  manufacturer,  at  Darlaston. 
The  vendor,  with  the  aid  of  members  of  his  family  and  of  a  person  represented  as  a 
specialist  in  company  promotion,  formed  a  company  to  take  over  the  business  for 
8002.  in  shares  and  the  discharge  of  the  vendor's  liabilities.  !No  prospectus  was 
issued  and  the  only  independent  subscription,  by  one  Sheward  for  2002.,  was  repaid  by 
the  promoters  on  proceedings  being  taken  for  misrepresentation.  The  remaining 
capital  of  4072.  was  issued  to  the  promoters  as  paid  up,  but,  there  being  no  registered 
contract  they  were  held  liable  as  contributories  to  pay  up  the  amount  in  cash. 
1,0002.  was  also  raised  on  mortgage.  "When  the  business  was  taken  over  by  the 
company  the  liabilities  exceeded  the  assets  by  2002.,  and  the  business  has  since  been 
carried  on  at  a  loss.  The  mortgagees  have  entered  into  possession  of  the  freehold 
premises,  and  the  stock,  &c.,  were  sold  by  a  judgmenb  creditor  for  502.  The  only 
remaining  asset  of  the  company  consists  of  a  few  book  debts,  ratimated  to  realise 
272.  against  unsecured  liabilities  for  4312.  A  public  examination  of  the 
promoters  has  been  held,  and  at  its  conclusion  they  applied  for  coatB  on  the 
ground  that  they  had  been  exculpated  from  the  chaises  of  fraud  made  against  them> 
but  the  Judge  ruled  otherwise. 

98.  Beddiich  Cycle  Company,  Limited  (Birmingham). — Duration,  2  years  4  months. 
Formed  originally  to  take  over  the  cycle  manufacturing  business  of  Mr.  J.  Minahan  at 
Bedditch,  but  as  it  was  afterwards  discovered  that  the  business  was  not  as  represented, 
the  purchase  contract  fell  through  and  the  company  decided  to  establish  a  new 
business.  9,7952.  was  subscribed  and  paid  up  by  friends  of  the  directors  and  the 
solicitor,  including  1,5001.  subscribed  by  the  lessor  of  the  company's  premises.  The 
capital  thus  obtained  was  principally  spent  in  laying  down  plant,  purchasing  stock, 
and  adapting  premises ;  further  capital  for  trading  expenses  being  raised  as  required  on 
the  security  of  5  per  cent,  mortgage  debentures  for  6,0002.,  on  which  no  interest  has 
been  paid.  The  company  traded  at  a  loss  from  the  commencement  and  this  loss 
increased  with  its  progress.  Writs  being  issued  against  the  company  a  receiver  took 
possession  on  behalf  of  the  debenture  holders,  who  will  absorb  the  whole  of  the  assets, 
estimated  to  realise  5,8462.  The  unsecured  claims  for  1,0992.  and  the  subscribed 
capital  of  9,7952.  will  prove  a  total  loss. 

99.  Boche  Co-operative  Stores,  Limited  (Truro). — Duration,  9  years  3  months.  This 
was  the  conversion  into  a  company  of  a  small  grocery  business  carried  on  by  one 
W.  J.  Millett  at  Roche,  Cornwall.  No  purchase  money  was  paid,  but  the  vendor  was 
appointed  secretary,  and  Captain  David  Cock,  the  promoter,  became  managing  director. 
Shares  for  6172.  are  stated  to  have  been  issued  for  cash,  but  there  is  no  evidence  in  the 
cash  book  that  any  money  was  received  in  respect  of  them,  and  the  shares  are  principally  ■ 
held  by  members  of  Cock's  family  and  persons  in  his  employ.  Cock  appears  lo  have 
managed  the  business  as  though  it  had  been  his  own  concern  until  about  October  1895, 
when  he  got  rid  of  his  sliares  and  ceased  to  be  a  director,  but  acted  as  manager  down 
to  May  1899,  from  which  date  he  practically  ceased  to  have  any  connection  with  the 
company,  which  on  12th  February  1898  resolved  to  wind  up  voluntarily.  The  books 
were  kept  in  a  very  imperfect  manner,  and  they  do  not  disclose  the  actual  financial 
position  of  the  company,  but,  according  to  the  statement  of  afiairs  prepared  by  the 
voluntary  liquidator,  there  are  unsecured  liabilities  for  3,8822.,  principally  due  to  trade 
creditors,  while  the  assets  consist  of  cash  in  hand  1252.  and  book  debts  amounting  to 
3,0972.,  estimated  to  produce  5502.  The  book  debts  include  2,5002.  alleged  to  bo  due 
from  Cock  in  respect  of  goods  supplied  to  him  or  his  employes,  and  in  respect  of 
moneys  collected  from  the  company's  customers,  and  used  by  nim  for  his  own  purposes. 
Cook  disputes  the  amount,  but  he  has  offered  5002,  in  settlement  of  all  claims  against 
liim,  and  the  offer  has  been  accepted  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Court, 
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lOff.  Saxion  and  Company,  Limited  (AsJUon'Under-Lyne  and  Stalybridge). — Duration, 

5  years  11  months.  A  private  company  formed  in  March  1893  to  enable  three  persona 
to  trade  in  co-partnerBtiip  as  hat  manufacturers  with  limited  liability.  Shiu^B  for 
326Z.  were  issued  for  cash  to  the  three  promoters  and  their  wives  and  another  person, 
and  this  amount  constituted  the  entire  working  capital  of  the  company.  Two  of  the 
promoters  acted  as  directors  and  the  other  as  secretary.  They  do  not  appear  to  have 
received  any  remuneration  as  such,  but  they  have  received  wages  varying  from  11.  to 
3/.  per  week  ;  two  of  them  as  practical  workmen  aud  the  other  as  traveller  for  the 
oompany.  According  to  the  balance-sheets  the  company  traded  at  a  profit  for  the 
first  three  years,  during  which  a  dividend  was  paid,  but  the  trading  was  subsequently 
carried  on  at  a  loss,  and  since  July  1898  with  a  knowledge  of  insolvency.  The 
liabilities  amount  to  1,729/.,  of  which  about  700Z.  is  due  to  trade  creditors,  and  the 
assets  are  estimated  to  realise  417/. 

101.  Simplex  Window  Mttvags  Company^  Limited  {Birmingham). — Duration,  4  years 
4  months.  Formed  to  acquire  for  1,500/.  in  cash  and  3,500/,  in  shares  a  patent 
relating  to  'iffindow  fittings,  and  a  small  business  in  connection  therewith  which  was 
being  carried  on  by  tho  vendor  under  the  style  of  "  The  Simplex  Sash  Company." 
2,5001.  was  Buhacribed  privately,  and  the  company  commenced  business  with  a  c^h 
capital  of  1,0001.  It  traded  at  a  loss  from  the  commencement,  and  the  balance'sheets 
for  the  first  three  years  showed  an  aggregate  loss  of  829/.  7s.  Sd.  The  company  then 
ceased  manufacturing  and  arranged  with  a  firm  of  manufacturers  to  make  and  sell 
the  window  fittings  subject  to  a  royalty  of  10  per  cent.  The  failure  is  attributed  to 
heavy  advertising  expenses  and  to  the  difficulty  of  persuading  the  public  to  adopt  the 
invention.  The  unsecured  liabilities,  amounting  to  323/.,  are  principally  in  respect  of 
patent  fees,  advertising  charges,  and  accountants'  fees.  The  ^sets  are  estimated  to 
realise  40/.  only ;  the  secretu-y,  who  filed  the  statement  of  aflfairs,  being  unable  to 
T&lue  the  patents. 

102.  Star  Fcyundry  Company,  Limited  {BirirUngham). — Duration,  2  years.  Formed 
to  take  over  an  ironfounder's  business,  carried  on  by  one  H.  C  Harvey,  an  undis- 
charged bankrupt,  trading  aa  the  Star  Foundry  Company  at  Birmingham  aud  Tipton. 
Seven  sharM  were  taken  up  by  the  signatories  (mostly  members  of  Harvey's  family) 
and  1,993  shares  were  allotted  as  fuUy  paid  to  tJie  vendor  in  payment  of  the  purchase 
money.  The  vendor's  shares  are  not  protected  by  a  registered  contract,  and  there  is  a 
liability  to  pay  for  them  in  cash,  but  Harvey  is  without  means.  In  the  annual  returns 
filed  with  the  Registrar  all  the  shares  are  stated  to  have  been  issued  for  cash.  The 
company  also  adopted  the  liabilities  of  the  business,  amounting  .to  700/.,  of  which  300/. 
was  paid  in  cash,  and  400/.,  stated  to  be  due  to  the  vendor's  sons  for  wages,  was 
satisfied  by  the  issue  of  debentures  for  that  amount.  A  debenture  for  100/.  was  also 
issued  to  the  vendor's  daughter  for  cash  stated  to  have  been  advanced.  Harvey  was 
sole  director,  and  the  company  traded  at  a  loss  throughout.  Fart  of  the  business  was 
sold  in  February  1899,  and  on  May  Slfit  following,  when  the  creditors  were  pressing  for 
payment,  the  remaining  assets,  except  40/.  of  book  debts,  were  assigned  to  a  new 
company,  consisting  practically  of  the  Harvey  family,  for  225/.,  of  which  200/.  was 
paid  by  a  debenture  in  exchange  for  one  of  the  same  amount  in  the  old  company. 
Thus,  when  on  execution  was  enforeed  by  the  principal  unsecured  creditor,  there  was 
nothiiig  left  for  the  sheriff  to  levy  upon.  Harvey,  who  is  still  an  undischarged 
bankrupt,  is  again  sole  director  of  the  new  company,  and  together  with  the  members  of 
his  family  has  by  means  of  the  debentures  held  by  them  resumed  poesession  of  the 
assets,  to  the  exclusion  of  unsecured  creditors  for  548/.  The  whole  of  the  circumstances 
were  fully  inquired  into,  but  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  a  charge  of 
fraudulent  conspiracy.  The  practical  result  of  the  procedure  adopted  in  this  case  is  to 
enable  an  undischarged  bankrupt  who,  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act  could  be  indicted 
for  a  misdemeanour  in  obtaining  credit  without  disclosing  his  true  position,  not  only 
to  do  so  with  impunity  in  the  form  of  a  limited  company,  but  at  the  same  time  to  enjoy 
the  position  of  a  secured  creditor  for  any  amount  which  he  chooses  to  fix  as  the  value 
of  his  services  or  those  of  members  of  his  family. 

103.  Sykes  and  Gutler  Be-construclion  Syndicate,  Limited  (Biirn/ey).-— Duration,  1  year 

6  months.  This  was  a  company  limited  by  guarantee  consisting  of  seven  members  who 
undertook  to  contribute  10/.  each  in  the  event  of  liquidation.  Its  object  was  to 
amalgamate  the  Saville  Green  brewery  at  Leeds  with  the  Soothill  brewery  at  Batley, 
the  properties  being  acquired  for  353,000/,  and  re-sold  to  the  Leeds  and  Batley 
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Breweries,  Limited,  for  389,000^.,  a  considerable  part  of  which  was  paid  in  shares  of 
that  company.  The  failure  is  attributed  to  depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  shares, 
and  it  is  estimated  in  the  statement  of  affairs  that  the  liquidation  will  result  in  a  loss 
of  over  30,000i.  to  a  debenture  holder  for  cash  advanced  to  carry  out  the 
amalgamation,  but  the  public  do  not  appear  to  be  concerned  in  the  case  either  as 
creditors  or  shareholders. 

104.  Trilicine  Inmiied  {Wakefield). — Duration,  2  yearfi.  Formed  to  acquire  the 
business  of  Harry  Goodall  and  Sons,  corn  millers,  of  Oastleford,  and  proprietors  of  a 
patent  food  known  as  Triticine.  The  purchase  price  of  the  lease,  machinery,  and  plant 
was  fixed  at  35,000Z. ;  the  stock  and  book  debts  being  taken  over  separately,  at  a 
vajuation,  for  7,350f,  According  to  the  original  terms  the  vendors  were  to  complete 
the  purchase  of  some  land  at  Hnl!  which  they  had  contracted  to  buy  for  16,5002.,  and 
the  coippany  was  to  repay  the  amounts  from  time  to  time  paid  by  the  vendors  on  this 
account;  but  subsequently  three  of  the  directors,  two  of  whom  were  themselves 
vendors,  passed  resolutions  for  the  company  to  take  over  the  contract  and  pay  the 
purchase  money,  thus  making  a  total  purchase  price  of  58,850/.  The  bulk  of  tte 
purchase  money  was  originally  paid  in  shares,  but  the  allotments  were  subsequently 
cancelled  and  the  price  was  eventually  satisfied  as  follows,  viz. :— 29,430/.  in  shares, 
8,922Z.  in  cash,  and  4,000/.  in  debentures.  Some  of  the  vendors'  shares  have  been 
disposed  of  at  a  premium  on  alleged  false  representations.  The  books  of  the  vendor 
firm  having  been  destroyed  it  is  dif&cult  to  ascertain  what  was  the  precise  financial 
position  of  the  business  when  the  company  took  it  over,  but  it  is  clear  that  12,000/. 
was  owing  to  the  bank  and  that  other  creditors  were  pressing,  and  it  seems  more  than 
probable  that  the  concern  was  insolvent.  The  vendors'  liabilities  were,  however,  not 
taken  over  by  the  company.  A  prospectus  was  issued  which  is  alleged  to  have 
contained  several  misleading  statements.  80,0001.  of  share  capital  and  26,000/.  of 
debentures  were  offered  for  subscription,  and  shares  for  26,681/.  were  issued  for  cash, 
including  lO.OOOi.  subscribed  by  a  firm  of  engineers,  upon  the  condition  of  their  tender 
being  accepted  for  the  erection  of  machinery  on  the  Hull  premises  at  a  cost  of  22,500/. 
Debentures  for  7,000/.  were  also  issued  for  cash  and  16,800/.  to  the  bank'  as  security 
for  the  overdraft  which,  at  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order,  amounted  to  4,127/. 
There  is  also  in  the  hands  of  Messra.  Goodall  &  Co.'s  bankers  a  debenture  for  1,000/. 
issued  to  J.  H.  Goodall  in  part  payment  of  the  vendors'  purchase  money,  but  after- 
wards cancelled  by  the  directors  without  the  consent  or  approval  of  the  holders.  The 
first  sis  months'  trading  is  stated  in  a  balance-sheet  iaatied  by  the  directors  (the 
correctneas  of  which  is  questioned)  to  have  resulted  in  a  profit  of  1,508/.,  and  an 
interim  dividend  of  5  per  cent,  was  declared,  which,  however,  was  paid  only  to  the 
outside  and  independent  shareholders.  In  December  1897  the  Oastleford  Mills  were 
destroyed  by  fire.  Claims  amounting  to  15,000/.  were  made  against  the  insurance 
companies,  but  were  contested  and  referred  to  arbitration.  The  arbitrators,  however, 
could  not  agree,  and  an  umpire  was  appointed  who  eventually  decided  that  all  the 
claims  were  fraudulent,  that  fraudulent  means  had  been  used  to  obtain  com- 
pensation under  the  policies,  and  that  nothing  was  in  fact  payable  thereunder. 
The  liquidator  estimates  that  the  unsecured  claims  for  6,064/.  and  the  cash 
subscribed  capital  of  over  25,000/.  will  prove  a  total  loss,  and  that  there  will  in 
addition  be  a  considerable  deficiency  on  the  debentures.  Three  of  the  directors 
(including  two  of  the  vendors)  have  become  bankrupt  through  the  collapse  of  tho 
company. 

105.  Watford  District  Coal  Association,  Limited  {8t.  Albans). — Duration,  5  months. 
This  was  the  conversion  into  a  company  of  a  small  business  of  a  coal  merchant  at 
Watford,  which  in  the  Official  Receiver's  opinion  was  insolvent,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  security  to  his  largest  creditor  by  means  of  debentures.  The  only  shares 
issued  were  one  of  1/.  to  each  of  the  signatories  and  750  of  the  same  amount,  as 
fully  paid,  to  the  vendor.  A  first  mortgage  debenture  for  200/.  was  issued  as  security 
for  an  advance  by  the  solicitor  who  had  charge  of  the  registration  of  the  company, 
and  a  second  mortgage  debenture  for  500/.  was  issued  to  the  .creditor  referred  to. 
As  the  assets  are  not  expected  to  realise  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  claim  of  the  first 
debenture  holder  the  creditor  in  whose  interest  the  company  was  formed  will  share  the 
fi&me  fate  as  the  ordinary  creditors  of  the  company,  whose  claims  amount  to  26^/.

The  legal  proceedings  conducted  under  the  Companies  CWinding-ap)  ^ct,  1390, 
during  the  year  1899  consisted  of  the  following  matters : — 

(1.)  Appeals: 

(a.)  To  the  Court  of  Appeal  (two). 

(ft.)  To  the  Divisional  Court  (one). 
(2.)  Motions  to  which  the  Board  of  Trade  or  Official  Beceivers  were  parties,  othor 

than  motions  against  defaulting  liquidators. 
(3.)  Proceedings  against  defaulting  liquidators  (seven). 
(4.)  Miscellaneous  proceedings  (nine). 

(1.)  (a)  Appeals  to  the  0<mrt  of  Ap^peal. 

The  two  appeals  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  hoth  arose  in  the  case  of  re  the  National 
Stores,  Limitw,  and  are  more  oonvenientty  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  Beport  {eee 
page  72). 

(1.)  {b)  Appeal  to  (he  Dmaiotud  Court. 

This  appeal  arose  in  the  case  of  re  the  B^ynes  Park  Golf  Club,  Limited,  but  as  it 
was  for  the  sake  of  convenience  dealt  with  in  the  Report  for  the  last  preceding  year 
it  is  unnecessary  to  mention  it  again  in  detail. 

(2.)  MotioM  to  which  the  Board  of  Trade  or  O0cial  Beceivers  were  parties,  other  than 
Tnotions  against  defaulting  liquidators. 

In  the  case  of  the  Civil,  Naval,  and  Military  Outfitters,  Limited,  I  appeared  on  jie  oivi!, 
behalf  of  the  OfKcial  Beoeiver  on  the  hearing  of  an  application  by  a  person  who  had  NbtuI,  fttid 
been  examined  under  section  8  of  the  Companies  (Winding-up)  Act,  1890,  that  he  Military 
might  be  allowed  hia  costs  relating  to   the  examination.      It  is  provided  by  that  2;^^^^"' 
section  that  if  a  person  who  has  been  examined  is,  in  the  opinion   of  the  Court,  Examiuation 
exculpated  from  any  charges  made  or  suggested  against  him,  the  Court  may  allow  under  tec- 
him  such  costs  as  the  Court  may  in   its    discretion  think   fit.     The  company  was  ^j,*"*  ^■ 
registered  with  a  nominal  capital  of  1S0,000Z.,  the  objects  of  the  company  being  to  f   *^"  j  „"*". 
acquire  and  carry  on  a  number  of  tailoring  businesses.     It  was  suggested  that  one  m^e.  '  ^^'''' 
of  the  businesses  in  question  was  of  a  worthless  character,  and  the  OfScial  Beceiver  Payment  out 
reported  upon  that  and  other  grounds  that,  in  his  opinion,  there  had  been  fraud  in  '*^  ^^- 
the  Jpromotion  or  formation   of  the  company    in  which   the  parties  sought  to  be  ^o/tsor'^ 
examined  were  concerned.      The  applicant  alleged  that  whatever  the  result  of  the  pci-son 
examination  may  have  been  as  regards  the  other  persons  examined,  he,  at  all  events,  examiucil. 
had  been  exculpated  from   the   charge   of  fraud.    When  the  matter  came   before 
Mr.  Justice  Wright,  he  referred  it  to  the  Registrar  before  whom  the  examination  had 
been  held  to  say  whether  the  applicant  had  been  exculpated.     The  Begistrar  intimated 
that  in  his  opmion    the    statements   made  iu    the    Beport    had    been  abundantly 
substantiated,  and  that  he  should  report  to  the  Judge  that  the  applicant  had  not 
exculpated    himself  from    the  charges    made  against    him.      The  application  was 
thereupon  withdrawn. 

In  the  ease  of  re  The  National  Stores,  Limited,  two  applications  were  made  to  ^  Natiuual 
discharge  an  order  which  had  been  made  under  section  8  for  the  public  examination  t^*^,^ 
of  certain   persons   connected  with  the   company.     The  OflBcial   Receiver's   Beport  Appiicatioiw 
showed  that  the  company  was  formed  with  a  capital  of  250,000/.  to  acquire  and  todischm^o 
consolidate   a  large  number  of  grocery,  provision,   and   other  businesBea.    In   the  Ord^  f"'" 
prospectus  was  published  a  certificate  by  a  firm  of  accountants  in  which,  after  stating  P"**'"^    ,■ 
that  an  exhaustive  examination  into  the  accounts  of  the  businesses  proposed  to  be  li^'foV"" 
K  3  ^^     ftppijipg- 
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acquired  had  been  made  and  that  as  far  as  possible  a  period  of  three  years  had  been 
tJ.ken  in  each  caBe,  it  was  alleged  that  an  annual  profit  of  over  20,000/.  had  accrued. 
The  Official  Receiver's  inquiries  disclosed,  however,  that  the  examination  into  the 
businesses  had  been  most  inadequate,  and  that  nearly  all  the  businesses  acquired  by 
the  company  were  carried  on  at  a  loss.  The  Official  Receiver  reported  that  fraud  had 
been  committed  in  the  promotion  er  formation  of  the  company,  and  upon  the  facts 
mentioned  the  auditors  responsible  for  the  certificate  were  connected  with  the  fraud, 
and  an  order  for  their  examination  was  made  in  due  course. 

The  applications  to  discharge  this  order  were  made  by  the  auditors  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  not  concerned  in  the  promotion  or  foi^mation  of  the  Company.  The 
Official  Receiver  opposed  the  applications,  and  pointed  out  that  in  the  first  place  they 
were  out  of  time,  the  applicants  having  been  served  with  the  order  for  public 
ezaminatioQ  some  two  months  previously,  and  in  the  meantime  they  had  actually 
attended  the  examination  of  other  persons  included  in  the  order  and  had  taken  part 
therein. 

The  applications  were  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Wright,  when  his  Lordship,  whilst  not 
attemping  to  lay  down  any  rule  as  to  the  time  within  which  an  application  should  be 
made  to  discharge  an  order  for  public  examination,  held  that  the  delay  which  had 
occurred  in  the  present  case  was  unreasonable  and  disentitled  the  applicants  to  the 
relief  sought.  Incidentally  his  Lordship  also  intimiated  that  on  an  application  to 
discharge  an  order  for  public  examination,  evidence  tending  to  show  that  a  person 
ordered  to  be  examined  had  not  taken  partin  the  formation  of  the  company  cannot  be 
admitted,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  object  of  the  examination  to  ascertain  that  question. 

The  two  applicants  appealed,  but  the  Court  of  Appeal  held,  without  considering  the 
two  appeals  on  their  merits,  that  the  delay  in  the  present  case  was  fatal  to  the 
applications  and  dismissed  the  appeals. 

(3.)  Proceedmgs  against  defavlUTig  liquidators. 

Instructions  were  received  to  take  proceedings  in  138  cases  against  liquidators  in 
respect  of  their  failure  to  furnish  accounts  or  to  pay  undistributed  or  unclaimed  funds 
into  the  Companies  Liquidation  Account  under  section  15  of  the  Companies  (Winding- 
up)  Act,  1 890.  The  majority,  however,  were  induced  to  comply  without  the  necMsity  of 
actual  proceedings.  In  seven  cases  these  efforts  were  not  successful,  and  the  order  of 
the  Court  had  to  be  obtained  ;  in  two  of  these,  in  consequence  of  continued  default, 
orders  for  attaohmeot  were  made,  and  had  to  be  put  in  force  before  the  respohdente 
could  be  induced  to  comply.

(4.)  Miecella^etms  Proceedings. 

An  application  for  directions  was  made  to  the  Court  on  behalf  of  the  Official 
Receiver  in  the  case  of  the  British  Cycle  Manufacturing  Company,  Limited,  under  the 
following  circumstances : — 

In  the  course  of  the  liquidation  it  was  ascertained  by  the  Official  Receiver  that  the 
promoter  of  the  company  had  made  certain  secret  profits  in  connection  with  the 
promotion  or  formation  of  the  company  under  circumstances  which  the  Official 
Receiver  considered  justified  him  in  instituting  misfeasance  proceedings  for  the 
recovery  thereof.  The  claim  was  ultimately  compromised,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Court,  by  payment  to  the  Official  Receiver  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  unsecured 
creditors  a  dividend  of  10».  in  the  £,  the  assets  of  the  company  being  thereupon 
transferred  to  the  promoter. 

After  the  compromise  was  effected  certain  information  was  obtained  by  the  Official 
Receiver,  from  which  he  was  led  to  suppose  that  a  number  of  creditors  had  been 
induced,  by  misleading  statements  and  concealment  of  facts  to  assign  their  debts  for 
mnch  less  than  lOs.  in  the  £.  The  information  su^'gested  that  although  the  promoter's 
name  did  not  appear  in  connection  with  the  transaction  he  was  in  fact  the  actual 
purchaser  of  the  debts,  and  that  the  assignment  to  the  nominal  purchaser  was  a  mere 
subterfuge  to  relieve  the  promoter  of  his  liability  under  the  compromise.  In  these 
circumstances  the  OfficisJ  Receiver  applied  to  the  Court  ex  parte  for  directions  as  to 
whether,  in  view  of  the  suspicious  circumstances,  he  should  recognise  the  claim  of  the 
assignee  to  receive  the  dividends  upon  the  debts  in  question,  and  an  order  was  made 
directing  him  to  hold  the  fund  until  the  assignee  applied  for  an  .  order  that  the 
dividend  should  be  paid  to  him.  . 
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The  application  was  made  in  due  course,  when  evidence  was  filed  on  behalf  of  the 
assignee,  that  he  bad  entered  into  the  transactions  bond  fide,  and  the  suggestion  that 
the  promoter  was  the  actual  purchaser  of  the  debts  was  denied.  After  a  lengthy 
hearing  Mr.  Justice  Wright  set  aside  the  aasigDments  in  the  cases  of  certain  of  the 
creditors,  and  as  regards  the  remaining  creditors  the  Official  Receiver  was  directed  to 
withhold  the  dividends  for  a  month  to  enable  them,  if  so  advised,  to  take  steps  to  have 
the  assignments  of  their  debts  also  set  aside. 

In  a  debenture  holder's  action  in  the  case  of  the  Civil,  Naval,  and  Military  Outfitters,  ^  Civil, 
Limited,  the  Registrar  had  made  an  order  for  foreclosure  under  which  the  company  w?;T"''  ""* 
had  six  months  to  redeem  the  debentures,  but  the  Registrar  had  subsequently,  on  the  outfitters 
application  of  the  plaiotifFs,  reduced  the  time  for  redemption  to  three  months.    It  was  Limited.  ' 
eonteoded,- however,  on  the  part  of  the  Official  Receiver,  that  without  hia  consent  as  Foreclosuft. 
representing  the  company  there. was  no  justification  for  departing  from  the  ordinary  ^"".'**''®'' 
practice  of  the  Court  to  allow  six  months  for  redemption.    The  matter  was  referred  to  redemption 
the  Judge,  who  upheld  the  Official  Receiver's  contention. 

In  the  case  of  re  New  Par  Consols,  Limited,  I  opposed  on  behalf  of  the  Official  ^  New  Par 
Receiver  an  application,  at  the  instance  of  a  former  director  of  the  company,  against  j^°"'^J 
whom  an  order  for  examination  had  been  obtained^  that  the  examination  sho^d  be  winding  op 
conducted  in  the  High  Court,  and  not  in  the  Stannaries  Court,  in  which  the  liquidation  in  Stan- 
was  proceeding.  WhilBt  admitting  that  the  Court  has  power  to  make  the  order,  the  diaries  Court, 
application  was  opposed  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  made  in  good  faith,  but  was  a  f  ^^n"*'^**" 
mere  vexatious  proceeding.     The  application  was  on  that  ground  refused.  public 

An  a.ppeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  subsequently  lodged  against  the  refusal  of  the  exAmiaatinn 

application,  but  in  the  meantime  the  gentleman  in  question,  having  failed  to  attend  the  ^'^  l-oodon. 

public  examination,   was  arrested.    Thereupon  he  applied  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  ^PP'"^"'""' 

for  his  release.     In  the  result,  the  applicant's  coimsel,  having  given  an  undertaking  habeas 

that  his  client  would  attend  the  public  examination,  and  having  ofi'ered  security,  an  corpus  for

SECTION  1  OF  THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ACT,  1888. 


BATTERSEA  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ORDER,  1900. 

In  1892  the  County  of  London  and  Brush  Provincial  Electric  Lighting  Company, 
Limited,  obtained  an  Order  in  respect  of  the  District  of  the  Wandswortn  District  Board 
of  Works. 

In  1896  the   Battersea  Vestry  obtained  an   Order  in   respect  of  the   Parish  of 


The  District  of  Wandsworth  and  tlie  Parish  of  Battersea  adjoin,  and  at  two  points 
inconvenient  boundaries  render  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  the  Company  to  discharge 
their  obligations  under  their  Order  of  1892,  and  to  supply  electricity  to  certain  premises 
within  their  area  of  supply  under  that  Order. 

With  the  view  of  rectifying  this,  the  Company  applied  to  the  Board  of  Trade  for  a 
Provisional  Order  in  respect  of  two  small  portions  of  the  Parish  of  Battersea. 

The  Battersea  Vestry,  as  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of  the  Electric  Lighting 
Act,  1882,  refiised  to  consent  to  the  grant  of  the  Order,  and  suggested  that  the  Company 
should  withdraw  their  application  and  await  the  issue  of  the  Oraer  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  under  the  London  Government  Act,  1899,  with  respect  to  the  establishment  of 
Metr^Kilitan  boroughs. 

The  Board  of  Trade  invited  representatives  of  the  Company  and  the  Vestry  to  attend 
at  this  Office  to  discuss  the  matter,  and  a  Meeting  was  held  on  the  28th  March. 

After  consideration  of  the  representations  made  on  behalf  of  the  Company  and  the 
Vestry,  and  having  regard  especially  to  the  fiict  that  by  the  draft  Order  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  under  the  London  Government  Act  it  is  proposed  to  transfer 
the  parts  of  Battersea  to  which  the  application  relates  from  Battersea  to  Wandsworth,  for 
Municipal  purposes,  the  Board  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  die  Vestry  and  to 
grant  the  Order.

FRESHWATER  AND  TOTLAND  (I.  W.)  ELECTRICITY  SUPPLY  COMPANY, 
LIMITED,  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ORDER. 

The  Freshwater  and  Totland  (I.  W.)  Electricity  Supply  Company,  Limited,  applied 
for  a  Provisional  Order  in  respect  of  certain  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight. 

The  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council,  who  are  the  Local  Authority  under  the 
Electric  Lighting  Acts,  opposed  the  application  and  asked  that  the  Order  might  be 
amended  in  certain  respects. 

The  Promoters  were  unable  to  effect  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  Local 
Authority,  and  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

Before  deciding  whether  the  application  should  be  proceeded  with,  the  Board  of 
Trade  invited  the  representatives  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Promoters  to  attend  at 
this  office  to  discuss  the  matter  and  a  meeting  was  held  on  the  27th  March.

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At  the  meeting  it  appeared  that  the  Local  Authority  were  not  opposed  to  the 
application,  but  had  refused  their  consent  unless  satis&ctary  terms  could  be  arranged  as 
to  (1)  epecial  powers  of  purchase  by  Local  Authority,  (2)  maximum  price  to  consumers, 
(ii)  additions  to  proposed  compulsory  area. 

The  Local  Authority  asked  for  power  to  purchase  the  undertaking  at  any  time  on 
terms  of  paying. 

(a)  if  the  purchase  be  made  during  die  first  seven  years  from  thv  date  of  the 

Order,  a  sum  equal  to  the  capital  expended,  plus  15  per  cent. 
{b)  if  the  purchase  be  made  during  the  second  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the 

■   Order,  a  snm  equal  to  the  capital  expended,  plus  10  per  cent, 
(c)  if  the  purchase  be  made  after  14  years  from  the  date  of  the  Order,  a  sum 
equ^  to  the  capital  expended,  plus  5  per  cent.,  or  such  sum  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  or,  in  de&ult  of  agreement,  may  be  determined  by  arbitration, 
as  the  then  value  of  the  undertaking  as  a  going  concern. 
The  Promoters  were  unable  to  accept  these  terms  and  submitted  others,  which  were 
refused  by  the  local  authority. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  Electric  Lighting  Act,  1888,  the  Board  of  Trade 
can  only  vary  the  terms  of  purchase  prescribed  by  that  Act  in  such  manner  as  may  haTe 
been  agreed  upon  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Promoters. 

It  appeared  to  the  iioard  that  the  terms  sought  to  be  imposed  by  the  Local  Authoritt 
were  an  unreasonable  modification  of  those  established  by  Parliament,  and  having  regard 
to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Board  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent  cd  tbe 
Local  Authority  and  to  grant  the  Order. 

The  amendments  as  proposed  by  the  Local  Authority  with  regard  to  maximum 
price  to  consumers  and  additions  to  compulsory  aren  were  inserted  in  the  Order  by  the 
Board.

MARYLEBONE  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ORDER,  1900. 

In  1889  the  Metropolitan  Electric  Supply  Company,  Limited,  obtained  an  Ord^ 
authorising  them  to  supply  electricity  in  the  parish  of  St.  Marylebone. 

In  the  same  year  the  Board  or  Trade,  afber  an  exhaustive  inquiry  by  the  late  Sir 
Francis  Marindin  into  the  question  of  the  electric  lighting  of  the  Metropolis,  adopted  the 
policy,  as  regards  the  Metropolis,  of  granting  powers  to  two  bodies  in  respect  of  the  same 
area,  and  this  policy  has  been  confirmed  .by  Parliament. 

In  1898,  applications  for  Provisional  Orders  in  respect  of  the  parish  were  made  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  Vestry  and  by  two  companies  ;  and  the  Board,  in  accordance 
with  their  usual  practice  of  giving  preference  to  the  Local  Authority,  granted  an  Order  to 
the  Vestry  and  refiised  the  applications  of  the  two  companies  ;  but,  when  granting  the 
Order,  the  Board  warned  the  Vestry  that  the  principle  of  competition  by  them  with  the 
Metropolitan  Company  must  be  left  to  the  decision  of  Parliament. 

The  Metropolitan  Company  opposed  the  confirmation  of  the  Order  on  the  ground 
that  competition  by  the  Vestry  would  be  rate-aided,  and  consequently  un&ir,  and  rarUa- 
ment  refused  to  confirm  the  Order.  In  the  closing  months  of  last  year  numerous  com- 
plaints were  received  by  the  Board  of  Trade  from  consumers  in  the  Parish  as  to 
interruptaons  in  the  supply  given  by  the  Metropolitan  Company,  and  a  deputation  from 
residents  waited  on  the  President  to  call  attention  to  the  matter. 

The  Marylebone  Electric  Supply  Company,  Limited — one  of  the  companies  who 
implied  in  1898 — applied  again  this  session  for  a  Provisional  Order  in  respect  of  the 
parish. 

The  Vestiy,  as  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Electric  Lighting  Acts,  opposed  the 
application,  and  stated  that  they  had  resolved  to  apply  again  for  an  Order. 

The  Board  of  Trade  held  an  inquiry  in  the  matter,  and,  having  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances,  they  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority  and  {.a 
grant  the  Order.

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ROYAJ.  LEAMINGTON  SPA  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ORDER,  1900. 

In  1887  the  Midliind  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  Litoited,  and  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Royal  Leamington  Spa  entered  into  an  agreement  which  purported  to  give  the 
Company  the  right  of  supplying  electricity  within  the  Borough  of  Royal  Leamington 
Spa,  and  the  Company  estabiished  works  and  have  since  been  supplying  electricity  in  the 
Borough. 

In  the  Session  of  1890-1891  the  Company  and  the  Cori)oration  both  applied  for 
Provisional  Orders  in  respect  of  the  Borough,  but  the  applications  were  not  proceeded 
with. 

In  the  Session  of  1897-1898  the  Company  and  the  Corporation  again  applied  for 
Provisional  Orders,  but  the  Company  decided  not  to  proceed  with  their  application, 
and  the  Board  of  Trade  after  consideration  of  the  representations  made  by  the  Company 
refused  to  proceed  with  the  application  of  the  Corporation. 

In  the  Session  of  1898-1899  the  Company  and  the  Corporation  again  applied,  and 
tlie  Board  of  Trade  directed  a  local  inquiry  to  be  held,  and  after  consideration  of  the 
report  made  by  the  Inspector  appointed  to  hold  the  inquiry,  the  Board  refused  the 
application  of  tlie  Company,  and  gnmted  an  Order  to  the  Corporation  subject  to  a 
provision  (Section  3)  that  the  Order  should  not  come  into  force  unless  the  Corporation 
within  twelve  months  from  tlie  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  .confirming  the  Order 
offered  to  purchase  the  undertaicing  established  by  the  Company  under  the  agreement 
above  referred  to  on  terms  specified  in  the  Order. 

This  Order  was  confirmed  by  Parliament. 

In  December  last  the  Company  applied  for  a  Provisional  Order  to  empower  them  to 
supply  electricity  within  the  Borough  in  the  event  of  the  Corporation  failing  to  purchase 
the  Company's  undertaking  as  provided  by  the  Corporation's  Order  of  1899. 

The  CorfKrt-ation,  as  the  local  authority  under  the  Electric  flighting  Acts,  refused  to 
consent  to  the  ajiplication,  but  asked  that  if  the  Order  were  granted  the  CorjK)ration 
should  be  empowered  to  purchaise  the  undertaking  at  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period 
than  that  specified  by  the  Electric  Lighting  Act,  1888,  and  that  the  existing  agree- 
ment between  the  (^impany  and  the  Corporation  should  be  determined. 

The  Board  of  Trade  invited  representatives  of  the  Company  and  the  Corporation  to 
attend  at  this  office  to  discuss  the  matter,  and  a  meeting  was  hed  on  the  23rd  March. 

After  fully  considering  the  representations  made  on  behalf  of  the  promoters  and  the 
objectors,  the  Board  of  Trade  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Corporation 
and  to  grant  the  Order  subject  to  the  following  conditions. 

\a)  that  the  Order  should  not  come  into  force  unless  the  Corporation  make  default 
in  putting  their  Order  of  1899  into  operation  as  provided  by  Section  3  of 
that  Order  ; 
(b)  that  the  Corporation  should  have  power  to  purchase  the  undertaking  at  the 

expiration  of  37  years  from  the  commencement  of  the  Order  ; 
(f)  that,  subject  to  certain  qualifications,  the  agreement  between  the  Company  and 
the  Corporation  should  be  determined.

STAINES,  EGHAM  AND  CHERTSEY    ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  ORDER,  1900. 

The  Electrical  Power  Distribution  Company,  Limited,  applied  for  a  Provisional  Order 
in  re8i)ect  of  the  Urban  District  of  Staines,  the  Rural  District  of  Egham,  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Chertsey. 

The  Local  Authorities  for  Staines  and  Chertsey  consented  to  the  application  subject 
to  certain  conditions  (which  were  accepted  by  the  Promoters)  but  the  Egham  Rural 
District  Coimcil  refused  their  consent,  and  the  Promoters  requested  that  it  might  be 
dispensed  with. 

The  Board  of  Trade  invited  rejiresentatives  of  the  Promoters  and  the  Rural  District 
Council  to  attend  at  this  office  fo  discuss  the  matter,  and  a  meeting  was  held  on  the 
30th  April. 
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On  behalf  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  it  was  contendeci  that  the  Promoters  did 
not  intend  to  supply  in  Egham,  but  that  powers  were  sought  iu  respect  of  the  Distria 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Promoters  to  lay  trunk  mains  from  Staines  to  Chertsey. 

It  was  admitted  that  there  is  a  demand  for  electricity  in  the  District,  but  the  District 
Council  preferred  that  the  demand  should  be  met  by  the  establishment  of  a  eeparatt 
undertaking  for  the  purposes  of  the  District  only,  and  it  was  stated  that  a  proposal  is 
being  considered  for  the  formation  of  a  Company  for  that  purpose. 

The  Promoters  stated  that  they  are  prepared  to  meet  any  demand  which  exinta.  «■ 
may  arise,  in  Egham,  and  they  agreed  to  the  addition  of  several  street* — which  wets 
specified  by  the  District  Council — to  the  area  in  which  mains  must  be  laid  down  withio 
a  specified  time. 

The  Promoters  urged  that  the  three  districts  as  a  whole  form  an  area  which  if 
advantageous  for  economical  supply,  whereas  a  separate  undertaking  for  each  diatrict 
could  not  be  carried  on  with  profit,  and  that  Egham  is  necessary  to  their  scheme  as  it 
separates  Sttines  from  Chertsey. 

The  Board  of  Trade,  after  considering  the  representations  made  on  behalf  of  tte 
Egham  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Promotors,  decided  to  dispense  with  the  consent 
of  that  Council  and  to  grant  the  Order  ior  the  Rural  District  of  Egham  as  well  as  for  tit 
two  other  Districts.

Rule  ir. — No  application  for  a  provisional  order  (other  than  an  application  from  the  local 
authority  of  the  district)  will  be  entertained  by  the  Board  of  Trade  unless  proof  of  the  consent  of 
every  lixial  authority  having  juriadiction  within  the  proposed  area  of  supply  to  the  grant  of  the 
order,  or  a  request  from  the  applicants  asking  the  Board  of  Trade  to  dispense  with  the  consent 
of  sucli  local  authorities  aa  have  not  consented  and  giving  the  reasons  for  siicli  request,  is  deposited 
with  the  Board  of  Trade  within  the  time  limited  for  pi-oving  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Electric  Lighting  Acts  and  these  rules. 

Rule  IIL — At  the  time  of  proving  the  consent  o£  the  local  authority  to  an  application  for  a 
license  or  renewal  of  a  license  or  to  the  grant  of  a  provisional  order,  the  applicants  must  deposit 
with  the  Board  of  Trade  copies  of  any  agreement  entered  into  with  the  local  authority  relating  to 
Bucli  conscut. 

Rule  IV. — Where  the  consent  of  any  local  authority  is  required  to  any  application  for  a 
license  or  the  renewal  of  a  license  or  to  the  grant  of  a  provisional  order,  such  consent  must  be 
given  by  a  resclution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  local  authority  held  after  previous  notice  of  the 
«ame  and  of  the  purposes  thereof  has  been  given  in  the  manner  in  which  notices  of  meetings  of 
such  local  authority  are  usually  given  ;  and  the  fact  that  such  a  resolution  was  duly  passed  must 
be  proved  hy  a  certificate  signed  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  to  sucli  local  authority  reciting  copies

Rule  Vlir, — Every  application  for  a  license  or  provisional  order  must  be  made  by  memorial 
Eigned.  or  sealed  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the  applicants,  headed  with  a  short  title  descriptive  of  the 
proposed  undertaking  (corresponding  with  that  nt  the  head  of  the  advertisement  herein-after 
mentioned,  ;ee  Rule  XIII.),  addressed  io  the  Board  of  Trade.  With  the  memorial  must  bo 
deposited  six  copies  of  the  draft  license  or  order,  as  applied  for,  with  the  schedule  or  schedules 
(if  any)  referred  to  therein. 

Rule  IX. — The  deposited  copies  of  the  draft  license  or  order  must  be  in  print.  They  must 
he  printed  on  one  Bid»  only  and  each  schedule  annexed  must  begin  a  new  page.

•6.  Provisions  for  securing  the  safety  of  the  consumer  and  of  the  public  from  injury  by  shock, 
fire,  or  otherwise. 

*7.  Provisions  for  enforcing  the  performance  by  the  nnderlakers  of  th^ir  duties  in  relation  to  tbe 
supply  of  electricity  and  for  the  revocation  of  the  license  or  order  where  the  undertakers  fail  to 
perform  such  duties.

In  Scotland  in  the  office  of  the  principal  sheriff  clerk  for  every  coimty  district  or  divisioa 
and  of  the  local  authority  of  every  district 
in  which  the  proposed  area  of  supply  or  any  part  thereof  is  situate. 

Such  deposits  must  be  made  in  the  case  of  a  license  when  the  memorial  is  lodged  and  in  tbe 
case  of  a  provisional  order  on  or  before  the  30th  November. 

Rule  XI. —There  must  also  be  deposiied  with  the  memorial— 

1.  A  list  of  the  local  authorities  in  whose  districts  the  area  of  supply  is  situate. 

2.  A  list  of  the  local  authorities  companies  or  persons  (i(  any)  authorised  to  supply  electricity 
under  statutory  powers  within  the  area  of  supply. 

3.  A  list  of  the  streets  not  repairable  by  a  local  authority  and  of  the  railways  and  tramways 
(if  any)  which  the  applicants  propose  to  take  powers  to  break  up. 

4.  A  list  of  the  canals  and  navigable  rivers  (if  any)  within  the  proposed  area  of  supply. 

6.  A  statement  of  the  capital  proposed  to  be  expended  and  employed  in  connection  with  the 
undertaking  and  the  mode  in  >vbich  such  capital  is  to  be  provided  or  in  the  case  of  an  application 
by  a  local  authority  a  statement  of  the  sums  proposed  to  be  expended.

The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Wath- 
upoD'Deame  and  District  Gas  Provisional  Order,  notwithstanding  that  the 
consents  of  l^e  local  and  road  authorities  in  all  of  the  districts  concerned  have 
not  been  obtained. 

The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  a  Limited  Company  ab-eady 
supplying  gas  irom  existing  gasworks  at  Wath-upon-Dearne  and  Bolcon- 
upon-Dearne,  and  was  for  power  to  maintain  and  continue  the  existing  gas- 
works, to  construct  additional  gasworks  at  Wath.uj>on>Deanie,  and  to  extend 
the  area  of  supply. 

The  local  and  road  authorities  of  the  districts  comprised  within  the  proposed 
area  of  supply  were  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  the  Wath-upon-Dearne, 
and  Boltou-upon-Dearne  Urban  District  Councils,  the  Doncaster  and  Rotherham 
Rural  District  Councils,  and  the  Bambrough,  Brampton  Bierluw,  Hickleton  and 
Thumscoe  Parish  Councils.

REPORT  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  to  dispensing  with  the  Consent  of  the 
ToNBRiDGE  Urban  District  Council  in  the  Case  of  the  Tonbbidge 
Water  Provisional  Order. 


The  Board  of  Trade  have  to  report,  in  compliance  with  Section  4  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Works  Facilities  Act,  1870,  that  they  have  made  the  Tonbridge 
Water  Provisional  Order,  notwithstanding  that  the  consents  of  the  local  and 
road  authorities  of  all  the  districts  concerned  have  not  l)een  obtained. 

The  application  for  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Tonbridge  Waterworks 
Company,  Limited,  a  company  having  statutory  powers  under  the  Tonbridge 
Water  Order,  1886,  for  power  to  construct  additional  works,  to  extend  their 
limits  of  supply,  to  raise  additional  capital,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  Promoters  were  unable  to  obtain  the  consents,  which  were  required, 
of  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council,  the  Sevenuaks  Rural  District  Council, 
and  the  Penshurst  Parish  Council,  and  they  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  4  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Works 
Facilities  Act,  1870,  of  dispensing  with  such  consents. 

The   Board    of   Trade    thereupon   appoinijed    Mr.  Jsgnan   B.   Walker  -«« 

Commissioner  to  hold  a  public  inquiry  .^  Tonlsridge  with  reference  to  the 
application  for  the  Order,  and  to  report  to  them  in  the  matter. 

At  the  inquiry  the  Promotei-s  stated  that  they  no  longer  proposed  to  include 
the  parish  of  Penshurst  within  their  limits  of  supply,  and  the  consent  of  the 
Penshurst  Parish  Council,  and  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council,  the 
road  authority  of  that  parish,  became  therefore  no  longer  necessary. 

The  consent  of  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council  to  the  application 
for  the  Order  was  necessary  in  view  of  ihe  powers  sought  by  the  Promoters 
for  the  construction  of  additional  works. 

The  objections  urged  by  the  Council  did  not  in  the  main  relate  to  these 
works,  and  Mr.  Walker  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  that  in  his  opinion 
ihe  increase  in  the  population  demanded  a  larger  supply  of  water  and  that  the 
works  proposed  should  be  authorised. 

After  considering  Mr.  Walker's  report  the  Board  of  IVade  decided  to 
dispense  with  the  consent  of  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council,  and  to 
grant  an  Order  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  amendments.
